Bill has been cross- 
referenced to the 
Merchant Ship¬ 
ping Act, 1894, and. 
we have introduced 
into the Bill all 
changes necessi¬ 
tated by the sub¬ 
stitution of that 
Act for the numer. 
ous other Shipping 
Acts which it re¬ 
pealed. 

3. We have 

closely compared 
the provisions of 
the Bill with, those 
of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 
1894, in view to 
bringing the 

former measure 
into accord with . 
the latter in all 
cases • where it 
seemed clear* that 
no sufficient rea¬ 
sons for a differ¬ 
ence in the law 
existed. . 
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4 . We have also carefully compared the wording of the two measures and have altered 
the„wording of the Bill so as to bring it into conformity With the wording of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894 , in all cases in which the intention of the two measures is the same, 
and in which it seemed possible that the retention of a different wording in the Bill, 
however it might otherwise be justified, might lead to a reasonable supposition that a 
•difference in the two laws was intended 

5. We have omitted section 17 of the BP 1 , which rendered liable to port-dues the 
space occupied by deck cargo in home-trade ships, and have recast, but without materially 
modifying, the provisions of the whole nf Part II. 

6 Section 23 . —We have provided for the grant of certificates of competency to 

masters of 44 Asiatic ships ", the meaning of which term we have defined in the explanation 
annexed to this section. We do not contemplate that the examination to which masters 
of Asiatic ships should be subjected should do much more than ensure their knowledge 
of lh^ rules of the road at sea, the reading of signals, etc. * • « 

7 In section 26 we have provided for the grant of local certificates of sendee to 
engined s in Her Majesty’s navy or in the Royal Indian Marine as well as to sub-lieuten¬ 
ants and officers of a higher grade in those services. 

We have further provided for the grant of a local certificate of service as master or 
mate of a home-trade ship not exceeding three hundred tons to any master or mate who 
before the passing of this Act served as master or mate respectively of a home-trade ship 
of one hundred tons and upwards. It appears to us that it woulcl be a hardship to* 
require suddenly that none but certificated officers should henceforth be allowed on home- 
trade ships of between one hundred and three hundred tons burthen which do not under 
the existing law require certificated officers unless they are passenger boats carrying, 
if a steamer sixty, and if a sailing vessel thirty, Native passengers. 

8 . Section 31 ( 5 ).—We have so far modified section 31 ( 5 ) as to require that masters 
of Asiatic ships shall possess either local certificates of service or local certificates of 
competency. 

9 . In section 32 we have empowered the Government of Bombay tc*extend the defini¬ 
tion of home-trade ships so as to include British steam ships proceeding from Aden to any 
foreign port on the coast of Arabia or Africa not being more than six hundred miles distant 
from Aden. 

10. Section 33 (/).—We have omitted the proviso to section 33 (/), which em¬ 
powered Local Governments to exempt foreign steam-ships from the requirements in 
regard to certificated officers imposed on British ships. It has been pointed out to us that 
this power is not given in the English Act and that its exercise might be injurious to the 
interests of the country. 

11. Sections 37 and 38 .—We have omitted the offence of stranding a ship in section 
37 and in section 38 from the list of offences for which, if caused by his wrongful act or 
default, the certificate of a master, mate or engineer may be suspended or cancelled by a 
Court or by a Local Government. '1 he offence in question is not one for which under the 
English law a certificate can be suspended or cancelled unless it results in the loss or aban¬ 
donment of, or serious damage to, the ship or in loss of life, or is the result of incompetency. 
In all such cases it will still remain punishable under the Bill as we propose to amend it, 
and we do not think that the Indian law should in this matter differ from the English 
law. 

1 2 . We have recast and considerably modified sections 50 and 51 . In section 50 {g) 
we have inserted the words “short allowance of provisions " among the punishments for 
which regulations may, with the approval of the Governor General iq Council, be made 
and inserted in the agreement with the crew. This modification will bring the clause into 
accord with the English law on the subject and with the existing Indian law, while it will 
still be possible for the Governor General in Council in any case or in any particular 
cases to prohibit the entry in any agreement of a penalty of the nature ^referred to. 

To section 50 (/t) we have, at the instance of the Resident at Aden and of^tlie 
Government of Bombay, added a proviso to prevent lascars or other Native seamen not 
shipped at Aden or ordinarily resident at that port from beir\g discharged there, a course 
which would be likely to result in much inconvenience both to the seamen concerned and 
to the State. We have added a further proviso to the effect that a statutory Native of 
India of European race or extraction shall not, except with his own express consent, be 
deemed to be a Native seaman within the meaning^of this section. • 

We have made an important alteration in the ^existing law in order to permit of the 
agreement with the crew being signed either by the master or by the owner's agent, in¬ 
stead of requiring, as under the existing law in England and in India, that it shall in all 
cases be signed by the master. , 

13. Section 33 .— We have modified section 55 (/), consequent on the alteration made 

in section 51 , so as to make the master punishable when he carries a seaman to sea without 
a lawful agreement having been made with him either by the'master himself or by the 
owner’s agent. . (l 

14 . Section 59 .—We have struck out the words 11 or elsewhere ” ih section 59 , which 
bound the master to report to the Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine Office any 
change in his crew occurring before his final departure no matter whether the crew 
was engaged in India or elsewhere. Under the section as it stands report will be neces¬ 
sary only when change occurs in a crew engaged in India. 
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• 15. Section 62 . — We "have inserted the words u otherwise than in accordance with 

the terms thereof ” after the word u discharged " in the fifth line of this section to bring 
the section into harmony with the English law and with justice. 

16. Section 67. —In sub-section (<r) of this section and in all other sections of the 
* Bill where an equivalent expression was used we have substituted the words “ the ship < 

may be detained " or words to that effect for the words “ the Local Government may 
detain the ship " or equivalent words. It is quite unnecessary, as has been pointed out, 
that an order of a Local Government should be required in any ordinary case of breach 
of rule. « 

To section 67 (5) we have prefixed the words In the ^ase of a voyage terminat¬ 
ing in British India ” to show clearly that the sub-section applies only to such cases, 

17. Section 6% —Ip section 68 (/) ( a ) we have included engine-diivers among the 
class of offifcer^ who^e certificates are to be periodically produced to a Superintendent c f 
a Mercantile Marine Office. 

*8. Section 70.—' 1 his section of the Bill permits of advances being made to the 
seaman himself only. We have altered the section so as to admit of a stipulation to be 
made in an agreement for a payment in advance to be made either to # or on behalf of \ a 
seaman. This brings the section into accord with the existing English law, from which 
there seem to be no Reasonable grounds why it should differ. 

- For sub-sect ion (2), which the modification described above practically cancels, we 
have substituted clause (b) of section 140 of the English Act. Further slight conse¬ 
quential amendments have been made in sub sections (j and (4). 

19. Sections 7/ and 72 —We have limited, as in the English Act, the granting by a 
seaman of allotments of his wages to the case of “ near relatives/' for which expression 
we have in section 72 adopted the definition given in section 141 (4) of the English Act. 

20. Section 79. — 1 he section, as it originally stood iu the Bill, provided for the wages 
of discharged seamen being paid to them in the presence of a Superintendent of a Mer¬ 
cantile Marine Office. We have slightly modified the section so as to admit of wages 
being pvaid either as above or through a Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine Office. 

21. Section iVy..~Tor this important section, which determines the period within 
which a seaman’s wages are to be paid, we have adopted the provisions of the English 
Act in preference to those of the Bill. The English law makes the whole amount of the 
wages due wilhin two days (exclusive of any Sunday, fast day in Scotland, or Bank 
holiday) after the time when tin* seaman lawfully haves the ship at the end of his engage¬ 
ment, an advance of pay being claimable on the day the seaman lawfully leaves the ship. 
'The English law is in tolerably clo^e accord with the existing Indian law, which makes 
the wages payable within three days after the cargo has been delivered or within five days 
of the seaman’s discharge, whichever first happens. No sufficient reasons have been 
adduced for the change of practice proposed in the Bill, which makes wages payable 
within one week after the delivery of the cargo has commenced. 

2 2. Section p/.—We have omitted this section and also sections 1:4, 117, tig and 
126, which made the provisions of Chapters IX, XII, Xlli, XIVand XV applicable to Native 
seamen engaged at any port in British India to serve in a foreign ship. We find that 
there are no equivalent provisions in the English Act, and the proposed change in proce¬ 
dure could hardly be made without the concert of foreign Powers, which consent it would 
be difficult to obtaiu. 

23. Section too (/) '«}. — We have omitted the words in British India” in clause (a) 
of this sub section in view to making the section applicable to a British ship registered in 
British lnd ; a, which has not been heard of for twelve months or upwards since leaving a 
port of departure, whether situated in British India or out of British India. 

24. Section 106 .— We have altered section 106, a new provision ip Indian law, to 
bring it into more exact conformity with section 206 of the English Act, with which it 
corresponds. We have provided, as in the English Act. th.«t no fee shall be levied for an 
inspection under the section, and we have further provided that no provisions which have 
been certified under section 206 of feh£ Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, for use in any voyage 
shall be again inspected under this section in the course of the same voyage. 

25. Section 107. — At the suggestion of the Government of Bombay we have made it 
compulsory on an officer to whom a complaint is made to examine the provisions and 
water complained of. The modification made in the section brings it into accord with 
the English law. 

26. Section //o,-We have modified section no \j) (a) to provide for the case of a 
reduction of provisions begig imposed as a punishment in accordance w ith section 50 (g). 
We have added a new sub-section empowering the Court or Magistrate trying the case 
to require an inspection and report by a Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine Office or 
other duly empowered officer. 
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* 27. Section rij >—The papers relating to the provision of space for Native crews have 
been considered by the Select Comm ttee. They find that the proposal to increase the 
space has met with a strong opposition, and in view of this fact, and of the observations 
made du:ing the discussion in Council and of the importance of the interests involved, 
they do not consider it wise, in discussing a measure that is mainly one of consolidation, to * 
propose any amendment of the existing law on the subject. 

28. Section 114 —We have omitted this section from the Bill. It is generally 
conceded that, it it is found necessary to reduce the size of lascars* chests, the desired end 
can best bo obtained by providing for it in the agreement which a master enters into 
with his crew. 

29. Section it$ —We have modified section 115 to admit of any ether officer 
appointed for the purpose by the Local Government performing, ilie*u of the Superin¬ 
tendent or Deputy Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine Office, th£ dutiejs oi inspecting 
medicines, medical stores, etc. 

30. Section /16 (/) —We have slightly modified the wording of clause (a) cf this 
sub-section to make the intention clearer. 

31. Section 120 —We have modified this section to bring it more closely into accord 
with sections 163 and 212 of the English Act, on which it is based, and we have added 
a new sub-section, No. (^\ equivalent to section 163 12) of the English Act, to reoder 
it clear that nothing in section 120 is intended to affect the provisions of the Bill with 
respect to allotment-notes. 

32. Section 130 .— We have modified tine wording of the section to make it agree 
more closely with the English Act, and w- have inserted in the section the provisions of 
the existing Indian law, under which the offences of desertion, neglect or failure to join 
the ship or absence without leave are punishable with imprisonment. 

The English Act provides that elsewhere than in England these offences shall be 
punishable with imprisonment, and wc think that the offence of desertion in India may 
involve such serious consequences that the penalty against it should not*be reduced. 

33. We have omitted section 134 ( 4 ) from the ( 3 ill as amended. The provision.in ques¬ 
tion, which allows any seaman or apprentice of a British ship to absent himself from his 
ship or his duty by giving forty-eight hours' notice to the owner or the master, is by the 
English Act declared applicable lo the United Kingdom only. A similar provision incor¬ 
porated in Indian law would render nugatory the various measures which it has been 
found necessary to pass from time to time to prevent European seamen being left stranded 
in this country. 

34. Section 143 .—We have added a new clause 143 (/) ( a ) providing that a seaman 
or apprentice may be sent on board ship in lieu of being kept in prison if he has been 
imprisoned (without any limit of time) on the ground of his having neglected or refused to 
join or to proceed to sea in any ship, or has deserted or absented himself from the ship 
without leave or has committed any other breach of discipline. This is the existing 
Indian law, and the omission of the provision in the Bill was apparently due to over¬ 
sight. 

35. Section 132 .—We have modified this section to admit of the wages due to a 
seaman or apprentice left behind in British India on the ground of unfitness or inability 
to proceed to sea to be paid to the Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine Office instead 
of to the seaman or apprentice himself. 

( 36. Section 1J4 .—The Bill exempts all native craft not square-rigged from the provi- t 

sions of Chapter XXI in regard to life-saving appliances. We consider that the Bill goes 
too far, and we have limited the exemption to the case of native craft of not more than 
two hundred tons burthen and not carrying passengers. 

37. Section rj6. — In respect of the power to make rules with regard to the life-saving 
appliances that shall be required for each ship or class of ships we Have* specially pro¬ 
vided in section 343 that draft rules shall first be published and shall not be taken into 
consideration for six months after date of publication. 

We have made a similar provision in respect to the rules which a Local Govern¬ 
ment is empowered by section 204 of the Bill to make in view to regulating the making of 
surveys under Chapter XXIII. We think that the importance of the matters dealt with 
under the two sections referred to justifies the demand for ample time for consideration of 
the rules which has been pressed upon us by interested bodies. 

38. Section 183A. —We have provided, as in the English Act, for the levy of a fee for 

the inspection of ships with regard to lights and fog-signals. No fee, however, will be 
levied where the lights and signals are found to be in order unless the visit is made on the 
application of the owner. • 

39. Section 183B .—We have empowered the Governor General in Council to 

exempt from the provisions of Chapter XXI 1 of the Bill any classes of ifative craft which do 
not use lights or fog-signals. * K • 
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* 40. Section 204 . —Power of Local Government to make rules to regulate the making 

of surveys. See remark against section 176. 

41. Section 205 .— We have modified section 205 of the Bill, which exempts certain 

ships from the provisions of Chapter XXIV in regard to "unsafe ships , n “ load-lines, *' 
etc. We have restricted the exception proposed in the Bill of all home-trade ships of 
less than one hundred and fifty tons register to the case of sailing ships . In the case of 
steam-ships, we have limited the exemption to the case of home-trade steam-ships of less 
than eighty tons register. On the other hand, we have exempted all ships employed solely 
in fishing. * 

42. Section 206 .—We have added a sub-section providing»that for the purpose of 
determining whether any ship is so loaded as to submerge the centre of the disc in 
perfectly smooth saft waiter the ship may, if the owner or master so desires, be taken into 
a wet basin or dock. The costs of such a proceeding would, under section 225, be borne 
by Government if the disc were found not to be submerged. 

43. Section 247 . —We have omitted from clause (b) of the proviso to this section the 
amending words inserted in the Biil which unduly limit the powers of a Local Govern¬ 
ment to exempt officers who h*vc not passed the survey test prescribed in section 24b 
from practising as surveyors in any port in which any surveyor who has passed the test 
is exercising the profession of a ship surveyor. The main object of the proviso as it 
Stands in the existing law was, as was stated by the tion’blc Mr. Stokes in proposing it. 
to admit of an expert-surveyor being sent to this country in certain cases from England 
for the spec i.d purnose of surveying and directing repairs. This object of the proviso 
would be defeated by the introduction of the amending words proposed in the Bill. 

44. Section 253 .— In cases where the amount of salvage claimed exceeds one thousand 
rupees we have provided that an appeal shall be allowed against the decision of a Magis¬ 
trate. 

45. Section 260 .—We have modified section 260 (2) with the view of providing that 
the Magistrate who is a member of a Court of Investigation appointed by the Local 
Government shall be a Magistrate of the first class, that another member shall be some 
person of nautical skill and knowledge, and that the other or others (if any) shall be 
persons of nautical, engineering, mercantile or other special skill or knowledge. 

46. Sections 262 and 26 y.— W: have modified these sections in view to securing 
that a master, male or engineer charged with incompelency, etc., shall have reasonable 
time for the preparation nl his defe nce. 

47. Section 277.—We have slightly modified the first line of the section to make 
the meaning clearer. 

We have also added a clause exempting from the operation of this Part of the Bill 
any ships to which the provisions of the Inland Steam-vessels Act, 1884, arc applicable. 

48. Section 279.—We have added words to the definition of “native passenger" to 
show that passengers of the first and second class are excluded from the definition, which 
is intended to refer only to passengers of the lowest class or steerage passengers. 

We have modified clause (a) to show that a voyage from Aden to any other port in 
British India is a long voyage as well as a voyage in the contrary direction. 

We have slightly modined clauses (d) and (e) to make the intention clearer. 

49. Section 280. —We have omitted the last four lines of section 280 (/) after the words 
11 seasons of fogl weather." We have carefully defined the terms "long voyage," " short 
voyage," “shelter-port voyage" and "excursion vo\age, ,J and vc think it unnecessary to # 
vest the. Governor (Tenoral in Council with further power to declare what shall be deemed 
to be a long voyage, a short voyage, a shelter-port voyage or an excursion voyage. 

50. .Section 2S2. —We have reduced the time of notice of sailing to be given in the 
case of all voyages other than long voyages from twenty-four hours before the time of 
sailing to six hours before that time. 

51. Section 284 (/) —We have provided that Certificate C shall be required to be held 
by a master in the case of short voyages as well as in the case of long voyages, for which 
latter case only the Bill provides. The Bill does not propose to exempt ships proceeding 
on short voyages from the? necessity of holding a ceiPlicate that food, fuel, water, etc., 
necessary for the passengers are carried {vide si ction 303 of the Bill), and this is the chief 
matter dealt with in Certificate B. The existing law requires that Certificate B shall be 
held in the case of all voyages. 

In sub-section (2) (cj (tti) we have added words to show that railings and netting 
protected by curtains will be treated as equivalent to substantial bulwarks. 

52. Section 3 <s8 .—We have modified the section in view to requiring the surveyor to 
report that the ship, besides fulfilling the other requireme its of the section, is properly 
lighted. We have slightly altered sub-section (j) to make the moaning clearer. 

53. Section 29 /.— We* have added words to the fourth clause to exempt from the 
necessity of ca'rryiUer a medical officer any ship carrying more than four hundred Native 
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passengers and trading between ports in the territories administered by the Government 
of Bombay and other ports not in those territories in cases where these latter ports are 
situated on the west coast of India. The requirements of the Bill in this matter appear to 
us to be unnecessarily stringent, 

54. Section 294. —We have added two new sub-sections: the first (sub-section (a)) 

providing that the upper deck, excluding the portion set apart for the first and second 
class passengers and the airing space for the crew and any space which may be 
reserved as a hospital for the use of such passengers, shall be reserved for the use of the 
native passengers in the proportion which the number of native passengers on board 
bears to the total number which ,the ship is calculated to carry, and the second (sub¬ 
section (3) ) providing that the height between decks shall in no case be less than 
six feet. The intention of the Bill was to provide for these objects,* both of which were 
included in the recommendations of the Hon'ble Dr. Lethbridge's* Comrpittee on native 
passenger ships, by rules under section 324. It has seemed to us preferable to make 
provision for them in the body of the Act. < 

55. Section 2 q6. —We have inserted a new section 296A requiring the master to give 
immediate notice of any alteration in a ship which has the effect of altering the number of 
passengers which a ship can carry, and we have made failure to furnish the information 
punishable under a new section 316A. 

56. Section 29?A. —We have inserted between section 297 and section 301 of the 
Bill a number of new provisions dealing specially with pilgrim ships proceeding to 
and from the Hedjax These special provisions give effect to the terms of the con¬ 
vention agreed to at the International Sanitary Conference convened by the French 
Government at Paris early in 1K94. in so far as the terms of the convention have been 
accepted by the Government of India. 

In the sections of the Bill referred to the words 41 pilgrim ship ” and u pilgrim ” 
are defined; and, while under the existing law no steam-ship carrying pilgrims •comes 
under the Native Passenger Ships Act unless it carries sixty pilgrims of the lowest class, 
ihe Bill as amended will apply to all pilgrim ships which carry not less than one pilgrim 
for every one hundred tons of gross tonnage. 

57. Section 2ujA *—The notice of sailing, which for ordinary native passenger ships 
on a long voyage is under section 282 (2) one day, is extended by section 297 A in the 
case of pilgrim ships to three days. 

58. Section 300 of lh»* Bill, w r hich gives power to the Local Government to direct 
that no native passenger shall be received on board a ship carrying passengers to the Red 
Sea until the passenger has been medically inspected, has been largely modified. It now 
renders modicial examination compulsory prior to being received on board ship in the 
case of all pilgrims, and the inspecting officer is required to prohibit the embarkation of a 
pilgrim suffering from cholera, choleraic indisposition or any form of suspicious diarrhoea or 
any dangerously infectious or contagious disease, or who has recently been in attendance 
upon or otherwise in contact with any person so suffering. 

A new sub-section (4) is added which provides that all articles which have been con¬ 
taminated by persons suffering from cholera or choleraic indisposition, or any dangerously 
infectious or contagious disease, or are suspected of having been so contaminated, shall, 
before being taken on board a pilgrim ship, be disinfected under the supervision of a 
medical officer appointed by the Local Government for the purpose, in such manner as 
, the I-ocal Government shall direct. 

59 A new section 300A provides that the master of every ptfgrim ship shall be 
required to pay the whole amount of the sanitary taxes at the ports visited 

60. Section 7 or .— The provisions of section 301 of the Bill, which are based on the 
report of the .native Passenger Ships Commission already referred to, prescribe the space 
to be allotted to native passengers on short, shelter-port and excursion voyages in 
sailing ships and steam-ships, respectively, and in seasons of fair weather and foul 
weather, respectively. We have recast the section and have introduced into it two 
provisos of the nature of those referred to in paragraph 54 above reserving the upper deck 
or portions thereof for the use of native passengers, and providing for the proper height 
of the roof of decks. 

We have also provided that the deck on which any native passenger is earned during 
a short voyage or a she Iter-port voyage in a season of foul weather shall have solid 
bulwarks. 

61 Section 302 .—To the words 14 substantial bulwarks ” # in the sixth line we have 
added the words <4 or rails and netting p-otected by curtains^' as in section 284. 

62. Section 303 .—We have provided that clauses ( c ) aud (//), which required the master 
to carry food, fuel, pure water, etc., for the use of the passengers, and to certify at each 
port that he has complied with this rule, shall be limited to .the caSes of short voyages, 
and shall not apply to the case of shelter-port and excursion voyages. • 
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63 . Section yr J. —We have reduced the penalty in sub-section ( 2 ) of this section from 

two hundred to one hundred rupees. " m 

64 . Section j /7 (s).—We have added a sub-section providing under the terms of the 
Paris Convention that the whole of any fine imposed on the master of a pilgrim ship under 
this section shall be paid to the complainant pilgrim or pilgrims who have sufferea by the 
neglect. 

65 . Section 343 We have somewhat modified section 343 as explained in the 
remarks against sections 176 and 204 above. 

66 . The publication ordered by the Council has been made aa follows :—

Declaration between the Government of [a* viiof 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain *880, Sch.

the French Republic, with reference 
to the disposal of the proceeds of ^ 
Wrecks on their respective Coasts. 

(Sec section 249.) 

The Government of Her, Majesty the Queen 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Empress of India, and the Government 
of the French Republic, desiring to regulate by 
a new Agreement questions relative to the dis¬ 
posal of the proceeds of wrecks on the coasts of 
the two Slates, have agreed to replace the De¬ 
claration signed at London on the 16th June, * 
1879, by the following arrangements :— 

Article I. 

When any ship belonging to the subjects of 
one of the two Contracting States is wrecked 
or stranded on the coast of the other, the com¬ 
petent local authorities shall, with as 1 little delay 
as possible, bring the fact to the knowledge of 
the Consul General, Consul, Vice-Consul or 
Consular Agent nearest to the spot where the * 
wreck or stranding has taken place. 

Article II. 

^ * 

All operations relative to the salvage of 
British ships which may be wrecked or stranded 
on the coasts of France shall be directed by the 
Consuls General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls or Con¬ 
sular Agents oL Great Britain, and reciprocally* 
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{Schedule VI.—Declaration between the Government of the United Kingdom Great 
Britain and Ireland and the Government of the French Republic with reference 
to the disposal of the proceeds of Wrecks on their respective Coasted) ' 


the French Consuls General, Consuls, Vice-Con¬ 
suls and Consular Agents shall direct all opera¬ 
tions relative to, the salvage of ships of their 
nation wrecked or stranded on the coasts of 
Great Britain. 


Articlk 111 . 

If the owners of the ship and cargo, or their 
duly authorised representatives, shall be pre¬ 
sent and shall claim it, the Consuls General, 
Consuls, Vice-Consuls and Consular Agents 
shall hand over to them the conduct of the 
salvage operations after requiring the deposit 
of the ship's papers, as well as the reimburse¬ 
ment of the expenses already defrayed, and a 
sufficient guarantee for those incurred before 
the operations were handed over, and which 
may not have been already settled. 

Article IV. 

The intervention of the local authorities shall 
only take place in the two countries for the 
purpose v of assisting the Consular authority, of 
maintaining order, of securing the interests of 
the salvors if they are strangers to the ship¬ 
wrecked crews, and of assuring the due execu¬ 
tion of the arrangements to be carried out for 
the entry and departure of the merchandise 
saved. 

In the absence, and until the arrival, of the 
Consuls General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls or Con¬ 
sular Agents, the local authorities shall, more¬ 
over, take ail necessary measures for the 
protection of the persons and for the preserv¬ 
ation of the articles which shall have been 
saved from the wreck. 


Article V. 

The merchandise and articles saved shall not 
be liable to any customs-duties, unless they are 
intended for home consumption, in which case 
they shall pay th& sjune duties as they would 
have had to pay if they had been imported in 
national vessels. * 


Article VI. 


The stipulations of the present Declaration 
shall be applicable to all the Colonies and 
foreign possessions of Her Britannic Majesty, 
excepting to those hereinafter named, that is 
to say, except to— 


India.

Provided always that the stipulations of the 
present Declaration shall be made applicable to 
any of the above-named Colonies or foreign 
possessions on whose behalf notice to that 
effect shall have been given by Her Britannic 
Majesty's Representative to the French Repub¬ 
lic within one year from the date of the signa¬ 
ture of the present Declaration. 

•The stipulations of the present Declaration 
shall be .applicable to all the Colonies and 
foreign possessions of France. 


Article VII. 


This intervention shall not give rise to any 
charges, with the exception of those which the 
salvage operations and the protection of the 
articles saved shall have rendered necessary, 
and those to which national ships would, under 
similar circumstances, be liable. These charg¬ 
es shall be paid according to the circumstances 
of the case, either by the Agents of the Consu¬ 
lar service, or by their owners or their prox¬ 
ies. 

In case absence, sickness or any other cause 
should prevent the Agents of the Consular ser¬ 
vice from seeing to the operations and the 
management of the salvage, the local authori¬ 
ties who may be charged with the operations 
and management in question shall be bound to 
remit to the aforesaid Agents the ship's papers 
and the net proceeds of the ship and the 
cargo. 


The present Declaration shall come into 
operation three months after the date of its 
signature, and shall remain in force until the 
expiration of one year from the day on which 
either party may give notice of its intention 
to terminate it. 

In witness whereof, the undersigned plenipo¬ 
tentiaries, His ^Excellency the Earl of Lytton, 
Ambassador of Her Majesty the Queen of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
hmpress of India, and His Excellency ^ M. 
Eugene Spuller, Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
have signed the present Declaration., and have 
affixed thereto their seab.

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The Board’s reply (in paraiprapl^s7-12 of their letter of 12th September, 1893) is that demands 
on behalf of the Court of Wards partake but slightly of the character of claims made on behalf 
of a private individual: such estates ara under Government officials, tho r records arc op6n 
to inspection, and their accounts are audited, so that the theoretical objection to the use of the 
certificate procedure hardly exists in case of such estates more than in respect of Government 
estates. 

4ii An estate/th o Board observe 4 under the Court of Wards is not liable to sale for 
arrears of revenue, and as the demands due to it from tenure-holders, and ruiyats are often 
so numerous and for so small an amount ns to make a resort to the Civil Court in every 
case impossible, the management of the estate could not bo carried on without the employ¬ 
ment -of a summary procedure. It is also the fa<*t that the management of a Government 
estate, os regards the nature of the demand, is on all fours with that of an estate under the 
Court of Wards; yet the High Court have not objected to tho employment of the certificate 
procedure in respect of demands duo from the miyats on a Government estate.’ 

“The principle which is now criticised is not a new ono, but has been established for a 
long period of years. The Lieutenant-Governor thinks it unnecessary to go over the whole 
history of H is matter, but ho would invite a reference inter alia (1) to Section XIX of 
Regulation VII of 1799, which rendered a certain stringent procedure, authorized for the 
recovery of arrears of rent duo to proprietors and farmers, applicable to the Managers of 
Wards' estates and to. joint undivided estates, as well os to Collectors holding lauds in 
attachment or under khas collection ; (2) to the proceedings in the Bengal Legislative Council 
of the 13th and 20th March and 3rd April, 1880, in connection with the Bill which becamo 
Act VII (31.G.) oi 1880; (3) to the Ilun’blo Mr. O’Kinealy’s speech in Council on tlio 
20th March, when ho ‘agreed with tho Ilon’blo Advocate-General aud Mr. Lumpier tliat 
siuoo tho beginning of tho Biitish rule in India, realizations in rent in Wards’ estates were 
subject to exactly tho tamo procedure as that of Government estates, and the reason was that 
tho Government having taken charge of tho estates and looked after them, considered itself 
justified in recovering amounts duo to the estate by tlio same process as in Government 
estates; 7 (1) to tho Tact that, on tlio 3rd April, 1880, when tho ifon’ble Babu Kristo Las 
Pal, in Council, moved that the certificate procedure should not be applicable to the realiza¬ 
tion of rents in Wards 7 estates, his motion was nngutived almost unanimously, mainly on the 
ground that Government should be allowed such powers by reason of its fiduciary interest in 
Wards 7 estates. The principle had been admitted when section 03 of Act IX (B.C.) of 1879 
was passed; it was extended to tho recovery of int rest and coats by section 10 of 
Act Ill (B.C.) of 1881, and tlio Lhutenant-Govornor docs not see that any faots have come 
to light which require a reversal of this policy. It is fcruo that there aro eases where estates 
when first taken over arc found to havo their accounts in confusion, and the Boaid have, at 
tho Lieutenant-Governor’s inquest, issued orders that tho certificate procedure is not to be 
employed in a Ward's estate until a settlement and record of rights have been made 
therein, and that no ceitificato shall issue in any case where a question of right or title is 
involved.” 

“ That sums up tho history of tho discussion upon tho question as shortly as 
it can bo done. As regards Wards’ estates, tlio Government occupies very much 
the same position as it does with regard to estates belonging to the Government. 
It is absolutely responsible for the good management of Wards’ estates as much 
os it is responsible for its own property. It has been held hitherto that without 
this summary procedure rents could not bo properly collected. The liofi’blo 
gentleman referred to some Wards’ estates in the Midnapore and Burdwan 
districts under his supervision, which showed that managers were trying to do 
their best. I trust that all managers would try to exert themselves to collect 
rents whatever £he law might bo ; but it is much too early to say, in fact wo have 
absolutely no information before us, whether those managers are successful or 
whether they will .fail. 0 We know that this procedure has been found necessary 
-elsewhere to enable tho Board of Revenue and the Court of Wards to render a 
proper account of their stewardship, and I am not prepared on behalf of the 
Government to surrender it at present.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ghosh said:—“Although I have an amendment on 
the same subject which is in tho nature of a compromise between the amend* 
ment of my hon’blo friefid and the provision contained in tho Bill, I shall be 
very glad if this amendment is carried. I entirely agree with my hon’ble 
friend that it is difficult to soo how rents due to private estates under the 
management of the Court of # Wards or of tho Revenue authorities can properly 
be said to bo public domands, and I do not sou any reason why a summary 
procedure, winch is only justifiable in tho case of debts duo to the Crown, and 
which aro easily fund correctly ascertainable from public records, should be 
extended to private demands having no analogy to those exceptional cases. 
I will not dwIU oVi the evils aud the abuse to which this system is liable. Tho 
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liouiblo raovei* o£ this amendment can speak on that subject with an authority 
which I do not possess. Hon r ble members arc well awaro that the loamed Judges 
of tho High Court arc strongly opposed to this provision of tho law, and I sub¬ 
mit that their opinion on a matter like this is entitled to tlio greatest deference. 
Tlio hon’blo member in charge of the Bill alluded to the previous debate on the 
principle of tliis provision as having settled the question so for as the principle 
of this amendment is concerned, but he did not tell the Council that oven in 
1880 some strong protests wore mado against this measure. The IIon’bio 
Mil. biiii/u, who was then in charge of tlio Bill, certainly spoke in very guarded 
and hesitating terms when he nliuded to the principle of this provision. He 
said: — 

* 

4 1 then come to e!au o (?>, which proposes to extend Ihc* special procedure Vo the recovery 
of rents in estates which, under any law for the time being, are under the management of 
the Court of Wards. This is fi now provision, and 1 am prepared to admit that it is a pro¬ 
vision which ciiriics the principle of tht> 11 111 to its extremes! limits.’ 

“ The hoiriblc gentleman has also lolJ ns that a motion was made in regard 
to this provision, and that it was lost by a large majority. The late Babu 
Kristo Das Pal, than whom no abler representative of his countrymen has ever 
sat within these walls, made a strong protest, and he was supported by his 
colleague, Kaja Peary Molum Mookorjce. Then, again, what is of greater 
inijiortanco and to which no reference was made by the hon’blo member in 
charge of the Bill, the protests of those gentlemen were virtually endorsed by 
no less an authority than the then Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal", Sitt Ashley 
Kde>t. I will, with your permission, Sir, draw tlio attention of hon’blo 
members to the gravo and weighty words which fell from tlio President of 
the Council on that occasion. His Honour said :— 

4 His Honour the President, before putting the* question that the Bill 1*3 road in Council* 
would say, as regards the question of principle that had been raised, that he must admit it 
seemed to have a great deal of force an! reason in it, and it wai a subject which the Select 
Committee should carefully consider. It was not a matter which 1 ho Council could raise 
and dispose of off*baud, lie understood it was not the intention of the hon'blo member - 
who raised this quesrion to 'move a specific amendment, but to request that the Select 
Committee should consider it. It might be quite true, as the hon’hlo member oil tho right 
(Mr. Dampicr) said, that tho history of this principle, although it had been rather confused 
at times, had been generally to affirm that there should be a special procedure for tho 
recovery of demand* in estates under iliu management of Government officer.-, evon though 
they wore not tho property of Government. ILis Honour did not think it necessary to go 
back to the practice of 17d0, because tho summary proesduro which existed then was not 
the present certificate procedure, and bore no sort of resemblance to it. Then, in the Act of 
1870, a clear distinction was drawn in section 4 as to estates managed Mas and those 
managed tlirough a Manager or ugont, and h £ 3 thought the necessity for rn.ik ug that distinc¬ 
tion showed how unsound was the principle of bringing Wards' ostatos under tho procedure 
of that Act; the section provided that undor direct management of the Collector, tho 
special procedure might be accepted, but not where Wards’ estates were under tho charge of 
managers, showing the doubts that existed in the minds of tho framers of that measure. 
Therefore it could not bo said that tho principle of the provision in the present Bill was 
absolutely affirmed iu 1870. It- would no doubt bo said that if tho special procedure 
absolutely necessary to ensure tho recovery of a sufficient amouut of rent to meet tho Govern¬ 
ment demand, the same security was necessary for all estates in the country. It should be 
remembered that special powers were given to Government, because it yvas not holding as a 
private individual, but as a trustee for tho public. Government had no individual interests in 
the collection of its dues, and was not likely to be influenced by selfish or unjust motives, but 
that was not the case where the interests of a private estate we*e concerned. Where estates 
were managed by tho Court of Wards, it was not the interests of tho public whish were being 
guarded and protected, but the interests of a private individual: the loss or profit did not affect 
the public revenues, but the revenues of n private estate, and thoroforcetho question of Wards* 
estates differed altogether from Government estates * * * * * * * * 

4 On tho whole, ho thought it desirable that the Select Coramittofi should consider very care¬ 
fully the whole principle, whether the grounds which made it necessary to have a summary • 
procedure for tho recovery of Government demands applied to the management of Words* 
estates, lie should be very glad, in consequence of what had passdd, if tho Committee would 
give to the subject their serious consideration when the Bill was laid before'them. * 

• 

“•Under these circumstances, I think my hon’blo friend who moved this 
amendment and those who agree with him.are perfectly justified in respectfully 
asking tlio Council to reconsider a principle, the soundness of wjriclj was at that 
time condemned iu such unmistakable language by tlio President, which was 

\ 
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protested against by those who then represented the popular voice in this 
Council, and which is still opposed by public opinion and by the learned Judges 
of the High Court.” 

The Hon’ble Sib Charles Paul said:—“ I was a party in the discus¬ 
sions to which the Hon’ble Mb. Buckland has referred, and as I think that the 
arguments which 1 then adduced were very strong arguments, and as they 
commend themselves, to me now as much as they did then, perhaps the view 
1 took then may serve to convince hon’ble members of the necessity for this 
provision of the law. I said then :— 

* Although an estate managed by the Court of Wards was not a Government estate, 
still the Government was to a certain extent directly interested in the collection of the rents 
of that estate. When an estate came under the charge of the Coart of Wards it could not he 
sold for arrears of revenue, and it beliovod the officer in charge to get in the rent (as speedily 
as possible) in older to pay the Government revenue, and in that way the collection of rents 
in Wards’ estates b eoame a matter as important to the Government as its own revenue.’ 

“ That was what I then stated, and although on principle one iB perfectly 
justified in saying that the rent which the Court of Wards collects is not a 
public demand, still in reality there is very scarcely any difference between a 
Government delnand which should go into tho treasury as speedily as possible and 
may be recovered by summary procedure, and a demand which the Government 
through tho Court of Wards is ontitled to realize without delay for tho benefit 
in part of tliomselves. Therefore tho difference, although it exists in principle, 
does not appear in reality, and hon’ble members are justified in extending to 
such demands tile summary procedure piescribed by this Act.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. JLyall said :—“ I desire to traverse one or two of the 
statements which have been made by the hon’blo mover of the amendment. 
He said that at the end of the year a number of requisitions are filed by the 
managers of the Court of Wards’ estates. I would ask whether the zamindors 
do not follow the same course in respect of their rents ? Do not they file suits 
to avoid claims being barred by limitation ? And why should not managers 
of Courts of Wards of estates take proceedings to avoid their claims being 
barred ? That these requisitions are made broadcast at the end of the year 
I deny so far as my experience goes, and 1 think it is generally admitted 
that out of the many departments administered by Government few or 
none do more good to tho country at largo than the Court of Wards. Many 
families have been saved from ruin by its management, and estates have been 
saved from sale. Such being the case, I think wo ore bound to give 
©very facility to managers to do their work, and I am convinced that the 
Court of Wards would, not bo able to do the amount of work it does without 
this summary procedure. This procedure was legalized under the Court of 
Wards Act, 1879, section 63 of which providos that ‘all arrears of rent duo by 
farmers, under-tenants and raiyats in respect of property under tlio charge of 
the Court, (wliethor such rents have become due before or after tho Court has 
taken charge) shall be recoverable as arrears of revenue, and shall constitute a 
demand undor Bengal Act VII of 1868, or any similar Act for the time being in 
force. The last preceding clause shall not apply to arrears of ront enhanced after 
issue of notice undor section 13 of Act X of 1839, or under section 14 of Act VHX 
of 1869, but of which the enhancement has not been agreed to by the person 
who is liable to pay tho saino, or has not boon confirmed by competent 
authority.’ That law is now in force, and even if the amendment is carried, 
it will absolutely have no effect, for what I have read will still remain the law. 
I desire also to bring* to the notice of the Council what has happened since 
the passing of that Act. Almost immediately after tho Wards Act was passed, 
the Tenancy Act*came boforo the Government—a measuro which was originally 
based on a digest of tho . then existing law prepared by Mr. Field, and in 
section 4 of that digest ho retained this procedure as regards^ Wards’ estates. 
The next draft of the Tenancy Act was prepared by a Commission, and there 
again thin procedure was included in section 4. Tho noxt was what is generally 
known as the Bengal Bill, and in section 4 of that Bill also it was included. 
It was again included in section 284 of the Bill introduced in the Council of the 
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Governor’ General; and finally when the Tenancy Act was passed, this 
provision was contained in section 195,,and no word was said in the Imperial 
Council against the retention of this provision in the Tenancy Act. The 
Hon’ble Mr. Ghose has read what was said by Sir Ashley Eden on this subject. 
I desire to place before the Council a later opinion of a Lieutenant-Governor of 
this Province (Sir Rivers Thompson) when he reported to the Government of 
India his opinion upon the Tenancy Act. In paragraph 28 of that letter he 
said 

• 

* There is besides the paramount reason that the rents colleoted by Government are;really 
revenue, and the prooedure for enforcing payment of State dues must, in the general public 
interests, be more summary than the prooedure for enforcing private dues. If this were not 
eo, the ultimate result would be the employment of larger establishments, greater expenditure, 
and increased taxation. Thus a summary prooedure for collecting the publie revenue, while 
necessary if the Government of the country is to be efficiently administered, and‘while net 
open to the objections to which a summary prooedure for collecting private debts is opposed, jb 
in the long ran the easiest and the cheapest for the people. Nor is this principle inapplicable 
in case of estates of disqualified proprietors managed by Government, for the rents of such 
estates include the revenue/ * 

• 

“ The above embodies a later opinion of this Government than that 
quoted by the Hon’ble Mr. Gnosis, and we have heard from the Hon’ble 
Mr. Buckland that this is still the opinion of the Bengal Government. In 
conclusion, I wish to say that the Board of Revenue believe that if this amend¬ 
ment is passed, the management of estates under the Court of Wards will suffer 
very severely.” 

• 

The Hon’ble Mr. R. C. Dutt in reply said: —“ The Hon’ble the 
Advocate-General has admitted that in principle rents due to estates under 
the management of the Court of Wards are not public demands, and this 
Council will have to decide whether under these circumstances the law for 
the recovery of public demands should be applied for tho realization of such 
rents. I entirely agree with what has fallen from tho Hon’ble Mb. Lyall 
as to the amount of good which is done to the country by the Court of Wards 
managing the estates of minors incapable of managing their own estates, and 
also as to the feeling all over the country that tho Government is doing a vast 
amount of good by saving the property of minors by employing their own 
officers to inanago minors’ estates. My only contention is that we shall be 
able to manage just as well without this summary procedure. In that respect 
I have ventured to differ from a senior and more experienced officer. I believe 
that the experience of the last few years has shown that what I propose can 
well be done.” 

• 

The Hon’ble tiie President said:—“This is in my opinion the mdst 
important amendment before the Council to-day, and although the opinion of 
the Government has been woll and ably expressed by the hon’blo members who 
have spoken on behalf of tho Government, I tliink it right to express my own 
view as briefly as possible in order to show why I consider it most inadvisable 
to accept this amendment. The Hon’ble Mr. Dutt has supported his amend-, 
mont upon two grounds— first, that it is just iif principle, and s&cnndly, that it is 
feasible in practice. Taking the latter point first, the question of practice, I do 
not think the hon’ble member has himself sufficient information to put the matter 
fully before the Council. Tho order passed at my request by the Board of 
Revenue, that in Wards’ estates which are not settled and surveyed the certificate 
procedure should not be adopted, has not been in force very* long, and we have 
no definite statistics as to the effect it has produced. I fiqd in the last Board’s 
Report (for 1893-94) that in Court of Wards’ estates 7,930 certificates were 
filet!. This is not altogether in agreement with the impression which exists 
in the mind of the Hon’ble Mr. Dutt, and which hp conveyed to us, namely, 
that the certificate procedure in these estates has been to a large extent stopped. 
It is evident that it is to a large extent going on, although it may h&va decreased. 
But what would be the effect of stopping it altogether ? 

“ The hon’ble member seems to think, that this procedure is only used 
by managers and tahsildars in Wards’ estates who are lax. in , oollacting 
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rents; that they are slack* in their procedure and rush into the jCoQectcuate 
with a bundle of requisitions at the end of the year. I am not pre¬ 
pared to say that this is not altogether correct, simply because there is a 
certain amount of imperfection in the human organization. No one will 
believe that tahsildars are absolutely free from the faults due to common 
human nature. But as the Hon’ble Mb. Lyall, has explained, it is abbo* 
lutely necessary, when all has been done which could be done, at the last 
moment, to avoid the-operation of the Limitation Act, that a certain number of 
certificates should be filed on the requisition of tahsildars, just as suits are 
filed by zamindars during the last two or three days of the year. If these 
7,930 certificates Were to be turned into 7,930 civil suits, what would be the 
result? Would it be for the good of the ‘poor and oppressed ’ raiyats ? Certainly 
not. They would have the cost and labour of defending the suits, and they 
would also have to pay the expense incurred in the execution of decrees instead 
of the simple procedure and trifling expense of a certificate. It would be to his 
injury and not to his good if the principle of tlua amendment is carried out. 
I entirely agree with the expression of Sir Rivers Thompson’s opinion which 
the Hon’ble Mb. Lyael has rdhd, that the certificate procedure is the most 
convenient and easy procedure on bohalf of the judgment-debtor. It is for the 
debtor’s good tllat we should uso this procedure. 

“Then, from the question of practice we come to the question of principle. 
The attack is based on the principle that this is a Public Demands Recovery 
Act, and that money duo to Wards’ estates is not a public demand. Even on 
that ground the attack should be resisted. We have hoard the Uon’ble the 
Advocate-General say that tho opinion which ho held fouiteen years ago is 
still held by him in his maturer mind unchanged, and the same opinion is 
expressed by the Government letter which has been read by the Hon’ble 
Mr. JIuckland. Hut 1 tako my stand from a different point of view. Although 
this is called a Public Demands Act, it is not intended to be confined to public 
don lands. That is a convenient way of denoting demands on account of which 
a certificate is issued, but it is not an exhaustive description. The operation 
of the Act is not confined to public demands, for wo know that under the 
Road Cess Act this procedure may be used for tho recovery of sums duo to a 
landlord who has paid the cess on behalf of his shareholders. That is essentially 
a private demand, and yet we allow the certificate procedure to be used by 
the zamindar, and I wish to impress upon tho Council that the reason why wo do 
so is that it is a demand which is positively known. This is what differentiates 
claim for which a certificate may bo taken out from other claims. If there be 
no dispute, if it is cleurly laid down in tho jamabandi or the jamawasil- 
baki, that a certain tenant owes a certain sum as rent to Government or to 
tho Manager of tho estate on behalf of Government, what necessity is there to 
file a suit in tho Civil Court when you know absolutely the fact that the 
demand is duo ? This question will como before tho Government shortly in 
another shape. A suggestion has been made with regard to ibo maintenance 
of tho Record of,Rights Bill that zamindars who pay the survey cess on behalf 
of their tenant's should be allowed to recover it if nocessary by taking out a 
certificate. This suggestion soems to me a reasonable one, and if the Select 
Committee approve it 1 shall be ready to givo the assent of Government 
to it. I shall do this the more readily because it will to Borne extent pave the 
way to granting to zamindars a more summary method of collecting arrears of 
rent. Hon’blp members know that it has long been my desire to be able to 
provide a measure of this sort. The difficulties ore very great, but I hope 
beforo I leave India that 1 may be able at least to put boforo the Government 
of India a project of lavj to, the effect that where there is a demand which is 
absolutely cortain, where a zamindar has had his estates surveyed and settled 
under the Tenancy Act, and tho record kopt up and all mutations registered, he 
should be able to get a certificate from the Collootor, and be free from the 
troublo and annoyance of going to tho Munsif to onforco liis right on account of 
arrears. For thoio reasons, 1 think it will bo extremely inconvenient to take a 
retrograde step now. My view is that we should bo able to extend the law to 
other cases in which the sum in demand is truly an.l cortaroly known to be 
due, so that tlyire can be no dispute about it.”

The Ilon’blo Maulvi Srrajul Islam, Kuan Bahadur, moved that in the 
proviso to clauso ( f ) of section 7, after the word “ this ” the words “ and the 
procoding” be inserted. He said :—

with reference to Government /c/ias mahafs as well as to estates under the 
management of the Court of Wards. 1 submit that where there is any ques¬ 
tion about tho enhancement of rent, about which there is a dispute, it is but 
fair that the procedure of tho Certificate Act ought not to bo applied, and the 
raiyats be forced to pay the enhanced rate of rent in this summary manner. 
I therefore move that this proviso, which is applicable to the Court of Wards’ 
estates, ought to apply also to clause (*) regarding the recovery of arrears in 
khas mahals, and which the Government is in the same position as a zamindar.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Buckland said:—“ As far as I can make out, the hon’ble 
member has not brought forward a single reason for altering tho existing law. 
He proposes to extend to clause (e) a proviso which applies only to clause (y 
It applies to clauso ( / ) because it is the present law under section 63 of the 
Court of Wards’ Act of 1879. That clause does not now appear in the Court 
of Wards’ Act, as it finds a place in ihe Certificate Act, but I cannot see any 
reason for extending it to clauso (<?). Does the hon’ble gentleman suppose 
that the Government—tho Collector or other Certificate Officer—‘would issue 
a certificate as a moans of enhancing and recovering any enhanced revenue or 
rent under clauso (c)? The object of tho whole Act, as His Honour the 
President explained, is that certificates may be issued for tho dues of Govern¬ 
ment, which are absolutely and certainly known to be due. Is it likely that the 
Collector would deliberately issue a certificate for an enhanced rate of rent 
without being certain that it is absolutely due? I see no real'reason whatever 
for adopting the amendment. Has the hon’ble member known of any single 
case in which a Certificate Officer lias tried, on bohajf of the Government, to 
levy a demand which he is not perfectly entitled to levy ? If ho has not, I am 
bound to say that I cannot accept the amendment.” 


The Hon’ble Sir Charles Paul said:—“I must confess I do not understand 
th© meaning of this amend merit. .Enhanced rent must be rent which has been 
cither agreed upon or which has been confirmed by a eompetent Court. There 
can be no element of uncertainty about it.” 

Tho Hon’ble Maulvi Muhammad Yusuf, Kiian Bahadur, said:—“As I 
understand the object of this amendment is to introduce some port of uniformity 
in the issue of certificates, and to remove want of some uniformity. One 
uniform rule is suggested to govern cases falling within both qlauses (c) and (/), 
find it is contended that both tho clauses should bo governed by the same 
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principle both as regards the cases in which the certificates ought to be issued 
and also in regard to cases in which certificates ought not to be issued; the 
law laid down in the Bill makes a distinction by applying the proviso only tb 
-clauso (/). Tho question, therefore, is, do not the cases which fall under both 
the clauses (e) and (/) stand on tho same footing, and should they not be dealt 
with in all respocts by thesamo rule and the same principle? I do not see any 
material difference between the cases falling undor those two clauses, regarded 
from tho point of view from which they are now being considered. If the 
principle rogulating the issuo of certificates is tho certainty of the demand, and 
if the cases under clauses (/) and (/) have been included under the certificate 
procedure by reason of such certainty, and further, if, by reason of want of 
such certainty, some cases are to be takon out of the operation of the rule laid 
down in clause (J) and thrown in tho proviso to that clause, then it is clear 
that tho very samo want of cortainty affects those identical cases when they fall 
under clause («). There is no reason why tho exception should be confined to 
clause (f) t and should not be extended to clauso (e). if it is necessary that 
there should be an exception in clause (f) in favour of cases in which there has 
been no decree of a •competent Court, theu it is likewise necessary that there 
should be a corresponding' exception m clause (r) in favour of like coses. Under 
clauso (/) the landlord is the Court of Wards; under clause (<s) the landlord is 
the Secretary of* State. Both might have power to issue a certificate when 
tho demand is certain, and consists of what is really and strictly an arrear of 
reut; but an enhanced rent is only nominally an urroar of rent. To make it 
really an arrear of rent, tho enhancement must liave been agreed upon or finally 
adjudicated upon; and before adjudication by a competent authority, the enhanced 
rent is not a domaud for a sum certain. Until such adjudication, the enhanced 
rent contains all tho oloments of uncertainty in consoqueneo of the partios 
interested entertaining conflicting notions of tho right to enhanco. I therefore 
venture to think that when the demand results from a question of enhance¬ 
ment of rent, the right to issue the certificate should bo withheld from 
clause (<j) foi fclie same reasons for which it has boon considered proper to with¬ 
hold it from clause (/"J.” 

The Ilou’blc Mr. L.tai. 1 , said :—“ I venture to point out a mistake which has 
been made by the lion’blo gentleman who last spoke, lie contended that clauses 
{e) and (/') are analogous, but I say they are quite different. The gist of the 
demand under clause (c) is tint it is a public demand and no enhancement of 
rent is payable unless it is legally due. The wording of clause (e) is outirely 
different from the wording of clauso (f). Nothing is entered in the Collector’s 
books as * payable ’ until it has become a legal liability, and certificates are 
properly issued for the recovery of such demands.” 

Tho Hon’blo Maulvi Shrajut. Islam, Khan Bahadur, in reply said“ With 
great respect to tho lion’bio gentleman who spoke last, I do not think that the 
word * payable ’ makes everything payable to (J overument a legal liability. It 
may be payable in tlio view of the Collector, but a Civil Court may hold other¬ 
wise, and say that enhanced rent is not payable, 1 hough the Collector or tho 
manager of a Ward’s estate may claim it to be payable. There maybe a dispute 
whether enhanced rent is payable or not, and under such eiicumstances the certi¬ 
ficate procedure sheuld not apply. With regard to the observation winch fell from 
the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill whetlior it is likely that the Collector 
would issue a certificate for a demand which was not due, if the Collector was 
bound to look into tho matter himself it would be different. If the Collector 
could do everything personally there could be no complaint; and as a matter 
of fact many complaints aro mado of irregularities occurring and, therefore, this 
power should not bo given to a Government officer or a managorof a Ward’s 
estate. It is admitted to be the principle of this law that whoro a demand is 
disputed this procedure ought not to apply. The very foundation of this Act 
is that the ddmand is justly due, ana therefore this summary procedure is 
granted; but where there is a question of enhancement of rent, I submit that 
this summary procedure ought not to bo given even to tho Government.” ’ 
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The Motion being- put* the Council. divided :—

The Hon’blc Me. Ii. C. Dutt, by leave of the Council, withdrew the motion 
of which he had given notice that tho last paragraph of section 7, beginning 
with the words “ provided also that a certificate filed” be omitted. 

The Hon bio Mr. Giiose moved that the following proviso bo added at the 
end of section 7 : — 

‘Provided further that as regards claims under clause (/’), no certificate shall issue until 
after such estate has been surveyed and a record of rights made in re&peot thereof, and in no 
case shall a certificate) bo issued, in respect of such claims who. o any question of right or title 
is involved.* 

Ho said:—“After tho discussion which has taken place on tlio motion of my 
hon’blo friend, the Commissioner of Hurdwan, it will not be necessary for mo to 
detain tho Council for more than a moment or two. I said on that occasion 
that the amendment I have now the honour to move is a compromise between 
tho amendment moved by my hon’blc friend and the provision contained in 
this Bill. I ask tho Council to embody in tho law tho wholesome restrictions 
that under instructions from your Honour’s Government, have been imposed by 
executive order forbidding, in certain eases, tho employment of tho certificate 
procedure for the realization of debts due to estates under tho management 
of tho Court of Wards. 1 have endeavoured to follow almost word for word 
the terms of the letter of the Government of Bengal, ami I hope tho 
Government may bo able to accept this amendment. The Public are 
thankful to tho Government for its endeavours to mitigate the hardships 
and rigour of tins law by executive ordor, but I submit that when this Bill i» 
under consideration those restrictions should be embodied in the law itself 
rather than that the executive administration should continue to exercise a sort 
of dispensing power to model ate tho hardships of the law. Under these circum¬ 
stances, 1 ask tho Council to accept this amendment.” 

Tho Ilon’ble Mit. Buckland sa*d :—“ The hon’ble gentleman’s amendment 
consists of two parts, but lie has spoken only to one of them. With regard to 
the part to which ho has spoken, 1 should like to ask him whether any fault can 
bo found with tho executive administration siqce that order to which reference 
has been made was issued in May, 1892 Y That order was*issucil in consequence 
of a Resolution of this Government in April, 1892, and the order now in force is 
an ordor of the Board of Revenue with which I need not trouble the Council. 
The effect of that ordor is, that the certificate procedure is, riot to bo* used until 
a survey and settlement of rights lias been carriod out. Since May, 1892, has 
any single case come to notice in which that ordor has* been disregarded ? 

I hear no reply, and I am not prepared to say of my ofm knowledge that a 
tingle case lias occurred in contravention of that order. Therefore it seems to 
me that the order has sufficiently fulfilled its purpose. lt % ia vef'y often made a 
charge against the Legislature that they legislate fof things which are unneces- 
Bary. It lias certainly been a charge against us in the past that g, groat many 
things have been included in Acts which might better havo been made the sub¬ 
ject of* executive orders. Wo are told that an order which has ( been working-

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well for the last three years should be included in die latr, bet I fail to aee any 
necessity for it so far as regards the first part of the amendment. But the second 
part of it is just as important, namely, that in no ease should a certificate issue 
in respect of claims where tthy question of right or title is involved. Very 
serious objection, has been taken to that Suggestion by the Board of Revenue, 
and for this reason, that there is hardly any case in which an ingenious Pleader 
or learned Counsel would not bo able to make out a primd facie case that a 
quostion of right Or title is involved. It will never do for tho course of a 
certificate to bo suddenly arrested at the outset by some very fine drawn 
plea* that some remote question of right or title is involved. We had this 
question brought to our notice at full length in a report of the Board of Revenue 
submitted in respect to tlio particular Bill. Wliat we want is to be able to 
issue the certificate and thou if it is found subsequently to be the fact that the 
man has a bond fide question of right or title, lot him go to the Civil Court, but we 
do not want that tho certificate should bo nipped m tho bud in the first instance 
because somo clover Picador or experienced Counsel may be able to show tliat in 
some way or other a question of right or title is involved. Tliorofore, in rogard 
to both branches o*£ tho amendmout, 1 put it to tho Council that this amend¬ 
ment should not bo accepted.” 

» 

Tlio Ilou’blo lixnu SuREtfDKiVATtt Biverjei: said :— (i It is admitted by tho 
hon’blo gentleman who has ju^t spoken that the first part of my hon'lilo friend’s 
amendment lias boon mile the subject of un executive order. AVliat objection 
can there bo io make it nho the subject of a legislative enactment V Tho 
lion’ble member lias a^ked the limi’ble mover of the amendment Whether any 
case has occurred in contravention of tlio executive order. But an executive 
order is a very unstable thing; it is liable^ to changes. His Honour the present 
Lieutenant-Governor has issued this order, but his successor may not agree 
with him, and may modify or rescind the older. I am quite aware that a 
legislative enactment may also be changed, but it con only be changed by a 
very complicate il process. I think that if there is no objection to the executive 
order, it ought now to bo made the subject of legislative enactment.” 

Tho Hou’blo Mu. Cor ion said :— cc I would suggest that 1 hero seems no 
particular objection to acecp ing tho amen Intent proposed by tho Hon’ble 
Mu. Gncosr. Although an executive older lias been passed which substantially 
gives effect to ihis piovision, I am not altogether satisfied that that order lias 
been strictly carried out. Of course, I am not in a position to answer tho 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill by pointing out any particular case, but 
I will take the figures the President read out a few minutes ago, when llis 
Honour himself observed that the order which ha l been passed had not led to 
much reduction iu tlio number of certificates. [Tho Ilon’ble Tin: Prlsidjjn r 
said:—“I did not inteud to convoy that impression, because I havo not got the 
figures separately for estates which have been surveyed and sottlod.”J I have 
not tho figures either, but I think it should bo unnecessary to issue so many as 
7,930 certificates iu tho comparatively limited number of estates which have 
been surveyed and settled, ami I am not at all satisfied tliat the order lias been 
ontirelv carried out. P would venture to point out that an executive order is 
very different indeed from a statutory provision. If the proposed provision is 
contained in the law, it would afford a ground of objection in the Civil Court ; 
but I do notf think the Civil (Jourt will take any cognizance of an executive 
order if it wore brought to its notice by a plaintiff. There can be no question 
that tho object of tho'Governmont is identical with that of the Ilon’blo Member 
who has moved this proviso, and I think it will be the best -solution of the 
question to accept the amendment wliich lias been proposed. And with regard 
to the last portion*of the amendment, I believe I am right in saying that similar 
orders havo also been iSsuodthat no certificate shall issue in respect of a claim 
where any question of right or title is involved. If such an order has issued 
and it is desirable that it should bo carried out, then I think it well that it 
Aould find a pl^eo in the statute book* Jt hope, therefore, Your Honour * will 
find no difficulty *in accepting this amendment, which is intended to give effeot 
to executive erdets wliich havo boon issued by the Government,” 
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The Hon’ble Maulvi Muhammad Yusuf, Khan Bahadur, said:— “I am 
prepared to support both branches of this amendment; and I venture to think 
that if tho amendment were to be adopted, the law would be improved because 
the section would then, in express terms, correspond to what has been the 
admitted practice under, ana by force of, the executive orders. I think it is 
highly desirable that there should be no uncertainty in the words of a Statute, 
and that an enactment should express corroctly and properly the real intention 
of the Legislature. If it is the deliberate intention of the Council not to 
authorise the issue of a certificate in certain cases, then thdt intention Bhould 
be made clear in the Bill itself, and not left to be gathered by executive orders 
and rules. I submit tliat it is wholly undesirable to make the law expressly 
and in terms extend beyond the limit of expediency, leaving it to executive 
rules and orders to cut down the law, and tone it down so as to be brought 
within the limits of expediency. Before the executive orders which have been 
referred to in tho course of the debate, I know that the practice in the matter 
of issue of certificates was quito different. Those orders introduced a very 
salutary change, and brought about a very wholesome result; they mitigated 
much of the inconvenience and annoyance which existed beforo; by making 
tho law conform to the practice, permanency would be given to the practice, 
and the result would be public confidence and security in the existence of the 
practice which would have the sanction of the law. 

“ In regard to the second branch of the amendment, I submit that the 
principle of the amendment is equally boyond question. Claims which involve 
a question of right and title fall, I submit, outside the principle which regulates 
tho certificate procedure. Certificates should only issue in Qases in which 
there is positive certainty, and where all elements of doubt are removed. When 
a question of right and title is involved, the parties interested are likely to hold 
conflicting views on that question, and so it would be undesirable to arm one of 
those parties with a weapon which he might wield with dangerous consequences 
to his adversary. In a case involving the question of right and title, both 
parties should be left to fight out their difference on equal terms without tho 
law placing one of them on a vantage ground.” 

The Hon’blc Sib Chari.es Paul said:—“If I apprehend rightly tho 
question comos to this, that in cases where the parties differ and where there is 
no agreement, this certificate procedure should not be adopted. If that is so, 
the matter answers itself.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Lyall said:—“I tliink there are many things which are 
desirable, but which are not dcsirablo to put into a law ; and that restrictions 
are far more easily put into an executive order, and with better .effect. It is 
not always well that such executive orders should be made rigid by being 
enacted into law. The present is a case in point. The executive orders 
have been thoroughly carried out in both these cases, and there is an 
inelasticity in a law which does not exist in an executive order. It may be that 
some future Lieutenant-Governor may think fit to enlarge the -scope of the 
present orders, or it may be found necessary to reduce them ; therefore I think 
such orders should not be made too unbendipg. Then as to tho last portion of 
tho amendment, I think the hon’ble member will admit that at first it does 
not appear whether a case is ono of right or title or not; that only appears 
when an objection is filed. Tho present order is that when the Collector finds 
that it is a case of right or title, he is to dispose of the case under section 13 by 
dismissing it and leaving the decision to the Civil Courts. It is impossible for 
tho Collector to see when a matter first comes before him *on requisition that it 
will develope into a question of right or title. All that he can do when he 
finds that out after he has started the case is to take it off the file. Beyond 
that it is impossible to ask him to go.”

The Hon’ble Maulvt Sebajul Islam, Khan Bahadur, said :y-“ I agree with 
the hon’ble mover of the amendment, but I wish to suggest a modification, 
namely, the addition of the words ‘ bond fide ’ before the words * question of 
right or title.’ ”

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The Hon’ble Mb. Ghose in reply said:— “I have unfortunately not by .mo 
the bine book relating to this subject, but if my memory serves me rightly, 
it -will be found in page 134 of the blue book that, under instructions from your 
Honour’s Government, the Board of Revenue have issued orders that not only 
in cases where a survey and record of rights have not been made, but also in 
cases where a question of right or title is involved, the certificate procedure 
should not be applied. That being so, there is no conflict between my amend¬ 
ment and the orders passed by the executive Government. The only question 
which remains for consideration is, whether those executive orders ought not to 
be incorporated with the law. I submit that they ought. As long as the law 
remained defective the Public were grateful to tho Government for moderating 
the hardships*of the law, but the whole law on the subject is now under amend¬ 
ment, and I sec no roason why those orders should not now be made part of tho 
law. As has been pointed out by tho Hon’ble tho Chief Secretary, if these 
orders are disregarded, the Courts of Law will not take cognizance of them, and 
a man who is proceeded against in spite of those orders will havo no remedy. 
And, moreover, another order may bo passod abrogating the existing orders. 
The hon’ble member in charge of the Bill has asked mo if I know of any case of 
grievance after the issue of these orders. 1 am not in a position to give the 
information, but it should be remembered that the orders are now fresh, and 
therefore they aro probably being implicitly obeyed. They will, however, 
gradually grow old and rusty, and be forgotten, and when certificates are made 
in spite of those orders, the poor men concerned will have no real dy; whereas 
by inoorporating.thoso orders with the law you will make it absolutely impossible 
for any one to disregard them. On these grounds I dosin to put this motion 
before tho Council, but before doing so I ask leave to diviio the motion into parts, 
inasmuch as hon’ble members who may support one part may not bo disposed 
to support tho other; and as regards the socond portion of the amendment, I 
thankfully accept the suggestion of my hon’ble friend, Maulvi Serajal Islam, 
to insert the words £ bondjide ’ before tho words ‘question of right or title.’” 

The Ilon’ble the President said:—“ Before putting the question to tho vote, 
I wish to say that 1 am unhesitatingly opposed to both the motions, and I trust 
the Council will not accept them. It is not a question of principle. We are 
all agreed as to wliat should be done, and 1 think you may take it that we 
of the executive kuow best tho way in which to carry out our intentions. I 
have no doubt that tho best way is to put it into an executive ordor rather than 
into a law. It is true it is less diilicult to change a law than to change an 
executive order, but if this motion is carried it will not be long before tho 
Council is called upon to change it, because I feel sure it will not work in the 
way in which it is intended to be worked. It is easy to frame an order, but t 
is very difficult to pass a legislative enactment in such a way that holes will 
not be picked in it. In the executive order tho words ‘ record of rights’ are 
used in a rough and practical way which is not liable to be misunderstood, but 
technically awd* legally speaking it has only one meaning, namely, such a 
record of rights as is framed under section 102 of the Bengal Ten mey Act. 
But tho intention of Government v^as not to confino the operation of the order 
to those rights. Wo have other estates in other districts settled under other 
Acts. We have recently settled the Western Duars in the Jalpaiguri district 
under a very peculiar Act, which I have already proposed should be abolished, 
but the record prepared under that Act is not wliat the Bongal Tenancy Act 
calls a * record of rights,’ and once this provision is put into law every kind of 
objection will be raised against tho Government in passing it s orders. With 
regard to excluding any cases which may involve a question of right and title, 
it was tho intention of the Government to introduce that principle, but the 
Board of Revenue! after grave consideration, pointed out that there ia great 
danger of technical objections! being raised. Tho first tiling every objector 
will'do will bo ip say that there is question of right and titlo involved. It will 
lead to a good deal of litigation, expense and delay, and throw a good deal of 
difficulty in tho way of carrying out tho simple and summary procedure of 
this Act, and wift have no effect in producing a bettor administration of the 
principles of *tho law.” 
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. Tho amendment was divided into twjo parts: the first part to consist of the 
words “ Providod further tlmt as regards claims under clause (/), no certificate 
shall issue until after such estate has been surveyed and a record of rights 
made in respect thereof”; the second part to consist of tho words “ and in no 
case shall a certificate be issued in respect of such claims where any bond fide 
question of right or title is involved.” 

The first part of the amendment was put to the vote j\nd negatived. 

The second part of the amendment was put to the vote and also negatived* 

. * 

The IIon"b1o Mr. R. O. Dutt moved that after section 0 tlicr following 
new section be added :— 

‘IVforo making a certifirate under tho provisions of section a fivu, poven or nine, tlio Oerti- 
fioato Officer shall so ml by post, addressed to the prison from whom tho demand is alleged to he 
duo, at his las! known residence, and registered un ior Pin t 111 of tho Indian Post Office Act, 
180(5, or any similar Ant for the time being in force, a noline calling upon such person to - pay 
such amount within a date to bo specified in tho notice. And no certificate will be made if 
snob amotiui. b« paid within the date fixed. 

‘Tho sending of such notice may be proved by the product ion ot tho Post Office 
receipt/ 


Ho said : — u My object in moving this amendment is this. In a great many 
cases defaulters fail to pay the amounts due from them, n< t because they are 
unwilling or unable to pay, but because they do not remember that there 
is such a do in and due on a fixed date. Under tho Certificate Act we 
have to deal with a very largo class of people, many of whom are in very 
humble circumstances and are not in tho habit of keeping accounts of sums 
due to thorn or payable by them. As an instance, I may mention that in the 
district of llooghly wo realize road cess from about 0,(>00 zamiiulurs and 
16,000 rent-free tenure-holders, and about 10,000 of the hitter hold tenures 
whose annual value is not more than Ks. 40. ff the road cess is not paid in 
due time a certificate is filed and notice is issued under section 10, and the cost 
of serving tin? notice is added to ihe amount of road cess to be paid. The 
properly of tho defaulter is attached, and lie has to pay the road cess with the 
costs incurred. 1 admit that it is the duty of thoe people to remember tlieir 
liabilities, and to send in the amounts by the duo date, but it 'would save a good 
deal of trouble and of expense to the defaulters if simple post office notices were 
sent to them. My experience is that even if a post-card wore sent, probably in 
75 per cent, of the.-e cases tho money would como in, and there would be no 
necessity to saddle these people witu the cost of a certificate. The Hoard of 
Revenue have already recognized tho necessity and desirability of issuing post¬ 
card notices in certain cases, but tho number of cases included in the Circular 
is very small. It does not include the road cess except where the rate of cess 
has been altered. The Circular is contained in Rule 21, section & of the Rules 
framed by the Hoard of Revenue under this Act, and runs thus:?-; 


* To obviate hardship. District Officers arc directed to notify tho existence of arrears before 
certificates are issued— (a) by putting up a. list of defaulters in their offices, and (b) T>y 
sending warnings to defaulters l>y printed post-cards (see Appendix O) in all eases in which 
there is no reason to believe that the debtor lias had intimation of his liability. In the ease 
of road cess and zamindari dak cess collect inns, this procedure will probably bo unnecessary* 
except in tho rare instances in which tho amount of the demand has recently bc$n changed/ 


“Most of our certificates are issued for realization of road cess: I may almost 
say that the certificate exists for realization of road cess. 1 was looking into tho 
figures iuBurdwan the other day, and i found that out of tibout 10,000 certificates 
dealt with in the current year, very nearly 0,000 ' related to road eoss. My 
contention therefore is, that such post-card notices aro moSt necessary in the 
case of road cess. My desiro is, that notices should bo sent in all cases before 
certificates art 1 made. I may mention that in Hurd wan wo Jiave travelled a 
litt le beyond the letter of tho Board’s Circular and have issued notices in all cases* 
The result; lias been very successful, for I find that within the last five months 
1,119 defaulters paid up the amounts they’were asked to pay l$y post-card, and 
were also good enough to pay in each case an additional pice, bring tho prieo 
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of the post-card. So that without any expense to Government, we are able to 
realize a large amount and save the cost to the people and the trouble to otir 
office, of making certificates. For these reasons ! hope this amendment will be 
accepted, and that it will be made compulsory to send post-cards as a sort of 
warning to defaulters.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Buckland said : — “ I am afraid that I cannot hold out any 
hope of this amendment being accepted on the part of Government. All that 
the hon’ble member has said points to the extension or amplification of the 
Board’s Circular on the point rather than to an amendment of tho law. It is a 
very different thing, as we have heard just now, to issue an executive order and 
to put a direction into tho law and thus stereotype it. Here we have an excellent 
executive order issued by the Board of Revenue, the object of which is very good 
as far as it goes; but the lion’blo gentleman thinks it should go further. There 
is nothing to prevent him from persuading tlio Beard of Revenue to extend the 
scope of the circular without putting it into tlio law. I sue no reason why 
he should not try to influence the Board of Revenue iu this way, but it is entirely 
a different thing for us to put a provision of this sort into law; because if you 
once put it into tho law, it would allow the thin edge of tlio wedge to be inserted 
for all kinds of complications. As soon as a certificate is filed it has tho force 
of a decree. It has been deliberately enacted that Government has a right to 
adopt this summary procedure for the recovery of sums due to itself, and by 
this procedure all tho preliminary steps prior to a decree are waived; and, for 
this reason, that tho demands for which c3rti(icates arc issued are well known. 
We must consider liow many complications may bo introduced directly wo begin 
to introduce any preliminary steps and make them obligatory by law. We 
should have to prove that tho notice by post-card reached the individual to 
whom it was addressed, and then we have the suggestion made that preliminary 
evidence should bo recorded—and the hon’ble gentleman will allow me to 
remind him that in his report he made this suggestion—that no certificate 
should be issued without this first step being taken. Thus we should have a 
procedure before the issue of the certificate, and I do not know what other 
complications might not bo introduced. I think I am right in saying that we 
should have to prove the receipt of the notices. What is there to compel the 
addressee to give a receipt? [Tlio Hon’ble Mr. R. C. Dutt said: —“ 1 meant the 
receipt of tho issuing Post Office.”J What guarantee is there that the receipt 
of the Post Office will be accepted as evidence that the notice reached the 
addressee? We should have to prove the arrival of tho notice at the hands of 
the addressee; we should have the postmen called in, and they would thus bo 
taken away from the performance of their legitimate duty of'serving letters, 
and would bo constantly hanging about the Courts to prove the receipt of a 
number of preliminary notices with which we now dispense. But the matter 
will stand on quite a different footing if notices are issued iu all cases, including 
road cess, by executive orders in oxtension of the existing orders. Then, if 
the notieo fails to roach its mark, the certificate process can go on all the 
same, but it is a serious objection to impose by law all this preliminary trouble 
upon our already ovorburdened officers.” 

The Hon’ble Maui.vi Muhammad Yusuf, Khan Bahadur, said:—“This 
amendment raises a very important question—a question which, while it combines 
simplicity and usefulness, strikes at the very root of the complaint raised against 
the certificate system. The issue of a notice before a certificate is made will 
tend very largely t o avert a great deal of the inconvenience and annoyance 
which, it is bolioved, follow in the wake of the certificate procedure. The 
issue of tho notice is in itself tho easiest thing imaginable, and no serious 
objection could bo imagined against the proposal for the issue of such a 
notice. But objections haye been raised, and it is necessary, therefore, to 
see whether tho proposal should be entertained. Some of the objections 
raised by thS hon’ble member in charge of tho Bill do not appoar to mo 
to present serious obstacles against the reception of tho amendment. If 
the issue of a ixotice is desirable in itsolf, no post-office difficulty need 1 trouble 
our minds; # but*I submit that, as a matter of law, no difficulty exists in connec¬ 
tion with any steps relating to the issue of the notice, because the receipt given 
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by the issuing Post Office would, by a natural presumption, lead to the inference 
that* the notice was duly received by the party to whom it was addressed. 
The question, therefore, not being surrounded by any consideration of embarrass¬ 
ment, we revert to the question itself, and the first matter to enquire is whether 
a notice is necessary or desirable before the making of a certificate. Upon that, 

I submit, there should not be two opinions. Of persons who make default in 
payment, a large body consists of those whose default is not wilful. To such a 
body the notice would be most welcome, whilst the issuing of*tlie notice would not 
increase tho work of the Collector to any appreciable extent; nay, rather the work 
of tho Collector would bo diminished in proportion as tho issue of the notice would 
reduce the list of default, and obviate the necessity of making*of the pertificate 
and carrying it through. Evon in cases of persons whose default is wilful, the 
notice would servo to remind them of their default, and therefore in some of 
those cases also it is possible to imagino that the necessity to make a certificate 
might bo removed. Altogether, I submit, it is in every way desirable that there 
should be a notice preliminary to a certilicate being made.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee said:—“ I have listened atten¬ 
tively to tho hon’ble member in charge of the Bill, but I have not been able to 
follow him in regard to the complications to which ho referred. On the other 
hand, the hon’ble mover of the amendment has made out a very strong case. 
I know something about tho service of these notices. In the year 1888-89 the 
estate of Sujamutha came under the management of tho Court of Wards, and 
in the Bengali year 1295 I think it was, so many as 12,000 certificates were 
showered on the devoted heads of the rniyats, and the complaint which thoy 
urged in their petition to tho Board of Revenue was that they had not in 
many cases received notices of certificates issued against them, and that their 
properties had been sold without their having received any intimation of the 
issue of the certificates. I have with mo an extract from their memorial to 
the Board of Revenue, made in November, 1889, in which they say:— 

* Further, in many cases no notions of the issue of certificates or of auction sale are 
reoeived, and decrees obtained and their holdings put up to sale without their knowledge/ 

“ That was deliberately statod in their memorial. I had an opportunity of 
visiting the estate, and discussing tho matter with a body of about 5,0o0 rniyats, 
and the one complaint they made was that the servico of these notices was 
made in tho most careless and perfunctory mariner. • I submit that this 
amendment will afford an easy remedy, and it should be accepted by the 
Council. ” 

The Hon’ble Sir Chaet.es Pact. said:—“I confess that I am in sympathy 
with the hon’ble mover on this particular motion. It appears to me that 
the right of the Crown is to take action without previous notice, but 
inasmuch as it is provided in section 10, to take action without notice 
when a certificate is made, notice must be given, tho mqde of giving 
notice which is here suggested might be given. I do not Bay that two 
notices should be given, and I cannot understand that the giving of one 
notice should lead to any administrative inconvenience. And, inasmuch as 
one notice must bo given, it does appear to me that it would he more logical 
to give the notico before making tho certificate than after doing so. And in 
regard to the sorvico of tiio notice, I do not think there will be such difficulty 
as the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill apprehends. The production of 
the receipt of tho Post Office would bo primd facie evidence of the letter having 
reached its destination. Of course that evidence may^ he rebutted, hut we 
have no reason to suppose that in every case in which people owe money thoy 
will deny the receipt of notice ; and as this chango of law is likely to lead to no 
serious administrative inconvenience, I approve of this amendment. ” 

The Ilon’blo Maulvi Serajul Isi.am, Khan Bahadur, said:—“Section8 
of the.Bill gives the mere filing of a certificate the force of a decree; and under 
section TO all the judgment-debtor’s properties, moveable and immoveable, are 
attached in pursuance of such cz-partc decree, and if the jkidgjment-debtor 
wants to sell any portion of that property for the payment of the demand. 
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he cannot do bo. I think it but fair and reasonable that before having 
recourse to this harsh procedure, the alleged debtor ought to have the 
notice which is proposed in this amendment. I can assure the Government 
from my experience that cases of intentional default are very rare. People do 
not, as a matter of fact, intentionally omit to pay road cess or Government 
revenue, but only do so from want of proper information or forgetfulness. 
Therefore I think that this amendment is a move in the right direction, and 
ought to be accepted. ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Cotton said:—“I should like to say one word to th® 
Council in roferofico to this proposal. It appears to me that this is a proposal 
which ednies in far more suitably in the form of an executive order than in 
that of a legislative enactment. I have seen enough of the working of the 
certificate procedure to bo satisfied that in many casos it is an engine of 
oppression—that is perhaps rather a strong expression to use—but I mean that 
the certificate procedure is no doubt productive of hardship in many cases. It 
is, - therefore, incumbent upon the Government, which has this powerful engine 
at its disposal, to avoid issuing certificates whenever it can do so, and I quite agree 
with the Hon’ble Mover of the amendment that if notices are regularly given before 
making certificates, it would have the effect of largely reducing the number of 
certificates. His own experience shows that in the Burdwan district thousands of 
persons in whose names those noticeswere issued paid up their dues without being 
required to do so by the certificate procedure. I therefore entirely agree with 
him that these notices should be issuod, but I fail to soo why a provision of this 
kind should find a place in the statute book. It is eminently an arrangement 
which ought to be provided for by means of an exocutive order. I desire to 
point out that if this were made the subject of legislative enactment, and if it 
wore allowed to objectors to come forward and say, ‘ I did not get this preliminary 
notice,’ it would add immensely to the difficulty of working the Certificate Depart¬ 
ment and recovering demands. There would bo nothing more difficult than 
to prove to the mind of the Court that a preliminary notice of this nature had been 
properly served. I look upon this preliminary notice as conferring an advantage 
upon defaulters by saving them from all tho harshness and annoyance of a certi¬ 
ficate, and therefore I am in favour of issuing such notices, but I would not 
introduce such a provision in the statute book, as it might lead to a great deal of 
doubt and difficulty.” 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Lyall said:— “ I consider that the foundation of this pro¬ 
posal, as stated by*the hon’ble mover, is entirely incorrect. He assumes that a 
great many of the demands covered by certificates are not known to the payees. 
1 assort the contrary. If we go over the list of the dues which can be recovered 
by certificate procedure. They are all well known; but notwithstanding that, 
in the majority of cases we issue notices, especially as regards embankment duos. 
I say that no demand is unknown to those who have to meet them. There 
is certainly no arrear of revenue or rent duo to tho Government which is not 
known to the payee. Then, as regards water-rate, a person who gets his field 
irrigated must know that ho has to pay for the water, lu the case of cesses, 
I am quite aware that there is some hardship, chiefly owing to the number of co¬ 
sharers in estates.” Tlien, as to estates under tho management of tho Court of 
Wards, as in the case of rents duo to tho Government, every raiysc knows what 
ho owes, and the amount has been demanded from him over and over again. 
Then, there* are the zamindari dak cess, famine loans, agricultural loans, land 
improvement loans, forest dues, and dues under the^abkaii law. All these are 
dues which are well known. Kvery man who takes out a license knows that he 
has to pay for his license on the first day of every month. J consider that it is 
entirely exceptional whon a man does not know what he owes. On receiving 
notice of this ameftdment I called on the Collectors of the districts in which the 
greatest number of certificates arc issued to report in how many cases notices 
were issued before tho issue of certificates. 

“ I have received telegraphic replies from the Collectors of Bix of these 
districts, in which the greatest number of certificates are issued. In Darblianga, 
in 145 cases postil notices Were issued'—all in ombankment cess cases; in Midna- 
pore, 3,542 notices were issued; in Burdwan,21,473; in Gaya, 16 were issued 
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list year and 7,841 have already issued in the current year; in Cuttack 172, and 
in Patna 500. These figures show that the orders which have been issued are 
not a dead letter. 

u I turn now to another point. We are asked now to add another Stage to 
the certificate procedure. In other words, we are asked to compel by law Collec¬ 
tors of districts, who are already overburdened with work, to issue as much as 
150,000 notices year by year, or in other words, wo ask them here to do about 
150 times more work they havo to do at present. It is very "easy for us here to' 
add to the burdens of Collectors of districts, but I know that they havo an 
almost intolerable amount of work to go through, and what is now proposed 
to be added is, I submit, another pieco of useless routine. The hon’bje mover 
has stated that these notices have been largely responded to. *1 take the 
figures of last year’s certificate returns. 1 find that in 44,827 cases, which is 
about one-third of the 143,880 certificates issued, mon paid up on the issue of 
the first notice. Is it probable that more men would havo paid on receipt of a 
post-card than upon receipt of notices which bind their property? I say 
that the utmost which will be gained will be as much as is now gained under 
the notices at present issuod, that is to say, about one-tbird of the debtors will 
pay up. If this amendment is adopted, our Collectors and their offices, already 
overburdened with work, will be unable to cope with the large increase. 
Another point is that the notices now issued under the law bind the whole of 
a man’s property, but the notices now proposed to bo issued would bind 
nothing, but would afford a man the opportunity of disposing of his property, 
and thus diminish tho collection of the Government dues, l^his is a point 
which should be taken into consideration before disposing of this motion. And, 
further, if this motion is adopted, you will throw tho cost of these notices on 
the debtors. At present tho notices which are given under executive order are 
given free of cost; but if this amendment is passed, you will throw the cost of 
these notices on the debtors, and thus add to the amounts they will have to pay. 
I maintain that as far as I have been able to look up tho records of the last 15 
years, there has been no public demand for these notices, and I fail to see that 
any intimation of the nature proposed is necessary.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. R. C. Dittt in reply said:—“ A suggestion has been 
made that the addressees will refuse to sign the receipt; but all that will bo 
necessary on my wording of the amendment will bo to prove the sending of the 
notices by production of the Post Office receipt. It has been said by the 
Hon’ble Mr. Lyxlt. that defaulters do know the amounts du<4 by them. I have 
no doubt that they do know this in regard to the dues to which lie referred; 
but as regards road-cess dues, I believe I am correct in saying that in tho case 
of a large number of petty holders, they do not remember that a small amount is 
due from them by a certain date. In tho llooghly district we have over 10,000 
petty tenure-holders, tho uunuul value of whoso holdings ranges from 11s. 16 to 
Rs. 40 per annum, and the road and public works cesses duo from theBo 
ranges from one Rupee to 11s. 2-8. That is a. small amount dim. once a year, 
and it is possible they may forget to pay it. Under the present procedure they 
have not only to pay that amount, but a great deal more in the way of costs, 
and it is to avoid this that 1 suggest that post-cards may- bo -sent beforehand. 
The fact that they havo taken heed of such notices in many instances shows 
that it is.not an inefficacious mode of recovery. With tho permission of the 
1'resident I will read to the Council a note on this subject which I .made in the 
coarso of a recent inspection in Burdwan. 1 there said:—- 

* Before sending requisitions for certificates, tho Hoad Goss Deputy Collector sends post¬ 
card warnings to the defaulters in every case, under ltulo 21,•section Jill of the Board's 
Certificate Manual, and the result is that many defaulters remit the money,—with one pice 
additional, being the value of the post-card,—by money order, and the issue of a certificate 
becomes unnooost-ary. I am glad to find that in October lagl, road cess was voluntarily paid 
by 853 persons on receipt of thoso post-cards; in January, such payments wore mode by 77 
persons, and in the current month by 189 persons. The Deputy Collector,has thus avoided 
having recourse to tho cumbrous and harassing certificate procedure in 1,119 casos, within 
this half year by the issue of post-cards.’ 

i 

**I gather from the remarks which havo been made by the* hobble member 
in charge of tho Bill, and by the llon’ble Mr. Cotton that they are not 
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tmwilling to accept the amendment, but- they Would rather have it in the abeipet 
of An executive order, if that be so, I shall have no objection to withdraw' 
ffu'a amPidmont on an assurance being given on the part of the (Government' 
fiiat they will issue such an order.” 

The Hon’ble the President said:—“ I must complement the hon’ble member 
on the excellent way in which he put his case, and I think the Council may 
be congratulated in having an official in their midst, who has been practically 
engaged' in carrying out the work of this particular Act, and who has given* a* 
sympathetic and intelligent consideration to the matter. I do not think, after 
what he has already stated, that there is considerable difference between the 
Views he holds .and those of tho (Government; and though on the part of the 
Government I agree with the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill that 
this amendment, as a motion, should be opposed, yet I am prepared to meet the 
hdn’ble member a long way and to undertake the issue of executive orders that 
Post Office notices should be sent, though not, I think, in all cases. I will 
ask the hon’ble member to have confidence in the executive Government* and 
give them time to consider the matter with a little more leisure. I think such 
notices will be of no uso in cases of Jchaa mahals and Wards’ estates. There 
wo have establishments, tho members of which go round to every village to 
collect the duos, and it is only when they fail to collect that they send in 
requisitions for tho issue of certificates. In these cases the parties cannot be 
ignorant of their liabilities. On the other hand, it would be extremely useful' 
to extend the present orders to all rqad-cess cases, ombankment cess cases, 
and d&k cess cases-—in fact, to all those cases in which a current demand exists, 
and it is possible that the debtor might forget, and would pay it if he had a 
reminder. But I think that what has been said by tho Hon’blo Mb. Cotton 
and by the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill has forcibly shown that' 
we should incur some danger by embodying the proposed provision into the law, 
and I accept with pleasure the proposal of the hon’ble mover of the amendment 
to withdraw tho motion on the receipt of this promise and the assurance of the 
Government which I have given.” 

The Motion was then, by leave, withdrawn. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Giiose, by leave of tho Council, withdrew the motion 
of which he had given notice that, for section 10, the following section be 
substituted 

* Before a certificate is filed in (lie office of a Certificate Officer under the provisions of 
sections five, ho veil or nine, such Certificate Officer shall issue to the debtor a notice in Form 
No. 4 in the Schedule hereto nnuoxod, calling upon him either to pay the amount claimed 
from him, or to show cause within thirty days from the date of service of such notice why 
a certificate should not be filed against him.’ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ghose, by lonve of tho Council, also withdrew the 
motion of which lie had given notice that Form No. 4 in tho Schedule and tho 
sections relating *to appeals be amended accordingly. 

The Hon’ble Mr. B. C. Dutt mevod that the proviso to sub-section (2) 
of section 12 be omitted. He said:—• 

“This is a new provision which has no place in the existing Act, 
and, the operation of this provision is likely to be attended with a great, 
deal of hardship to judgment-debtors. It requires that before a judgment- 
debtor can file his objection, he inay be called upon to pay the full amount 
which is alleged to be due from him. I do not think thero is any real necessity 
for this provision, and I think the working of it is likely to bo attended 
with a great deal of*hardship. I will state a recent instance w r hich will show 
that the operation of this’pro vision is likely to clioko off reasonable objections 
and compel people to go to the Civil Court. Many villages in tho Burdwan and 
Hooglily district# are irrigated by water from tho Eden Canal, for which the 
Government realises a moderate water-rate. It is impossible for the Govern¬ 
ment to accept a contract from every particular villager whose fields are irrigated, 
and therefore pno *or two leading men in overy village come forward for the 
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'whole of the villagers and undertake) to pajp for all the villagers whose fields are 
irrigated. Either last year or tho year before, a man who agreed on behalf of 
all the villagers to pay a largo sum of money did not pay in advancei&and the 
Engineer stopped the irrigation of that village altogether, and then sent a 
requisition for the collection of tho rate for water which was not supplied. The 
man said he had been sufficiently punished by not getting water ; why should he 
pay the water-rate over and above that. A case like this ought to be fairly 
gone into, but this new proviso may compel such a man t<} pay the whole of the 
monoy down before he can raise such an objection. This man had undertaken 
to pay for a number of co-villagers, and it would be impossible for him to get 
the money from his co-villagers who had not got tho water, and he to pay it 
within 15 days. Tho new proviso is likely therefore to be attended with a 
great deal of "hardship, and it is not practically necessary. Under the present 
Act we arc succeeding in getting money from all defaulters who have money to 
pay, but if this new provision is enacted, it is likely to bo very harsh in its 
operation.” 

The Hon’bio Mr. Buckiand said:—“ I do not know whether tho hon’ble 
member who moves this amendment has noticed that it is not meant to be a 
compulsory provision, and the wording makes that very clears In the case to 
which he referred I cannot imagine it possiblo that a deposit of the full amount 
would be demanded. But there may bo cases in which a merely frivolous 
petition is put in to gain time, and in a case of that sort the Select Committee 
were of opinion that some reasonable course of action should be open to the 
Certificate Officer with the view of preventing tho certificate procedure being 
practically laughed at. Wo have therefore provided that if tho Certificate 
Officer sees fit ho may call upon the judgment-debtor to deposit the amount, but 
not when tho potition alleges payment in full, as tho petition has to be 
verified in a special way and the verifier renders himself liable to very serious 
pains and penalties if he makos a false verification. Therefore, in that parti¬ 
cular case wo do not require the Certificate Officer to act on this provision, but 
we think it sufficient for the Certificate Officer to possess this power with a view 
to prevent the filing of frivolous objections. 1 cannot, however, suppose that 
it will often lead to such hardships as occurred in the unique case which the 
hon’ble memhor has just montioned. Therefore I think we ought to take this 
power in tho Act, although it may not bo necessary to often use it.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. It. C. Dutt in reply said :— u Tho hon’ble member thinks 
it is not likely that the Certificate Oflieer will use this power in cases of the 
nature to wLich I have just referred. We should, however, remember that the 
Certificate Officer is responsible for the collections, and that ho is naturally 
inclined to look to the collections first, and to leave other questions for considera¬ 
tion later on ; he may, therefore, bo tempted to ask the man to puy tho amount 
before ho will listen to tho objection. It is better, therefore, to omit this 
proviso, and, as I have said, under the present Act wo do not feel any incon¬ 
venience.” 

The Ilon’blc Mr. Lyaj.t. said:—“ 1 wish, with your Honour’s permission, to 
Bay a word in regard to the slur which the hon’blo mover of tho amendment 
has cast upon tho officers who arc working tho Certificate Act. I have found' 
those officers do their duty strictly and in a straightforward way, and I should 
bo wrong to pass over such an imputation as has been cast upon, them by the 
hon’blo member.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. It. C. Dutt explained:—“I certainly had not tho least 
intontion to cast any slur upon those gentlemen. I drdy said that an officer 
whose duty it is to collect is naturally inclined to look to tho collections first. 
I havo tho highest respect for tho class of Deputy Collector! from among whom 
Certificate Officers are appointed, and many of 'them are my personal friends, 
and I certainly never meant to cast any slur or imputation upqn them.” 

* The Hon’ble this President said:—“The proviso which it is proposed to omit 
was suggested to us by tho High Court, but 1 cannot say that J. feel very strongly 
about it, and what has fallen from the hon’ble mover of the amendment shows 
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that there is iust » possibility of hardship attending its operation. I am sane, 
iLw*™L fW the hon’blo member did not mean to east any aspersions upon the

The lion 1 bio Babu Surendranatii Byxerjee, by leave of tho Council, with¬ 
drew the motion of which ho had given notice that in lino 3 of the proviso to 
section 12, after the words “alleged in the petition tho words or when he 
is satisfied that tho.objection is made in good faith bo inserted. 

The Ilon’blo Mr. R. C. Dorr moved that the proviso to sub-section (2) 
of soction 13 be omitted, Uesaid: 

« Tjjjg proviso enables the Collector to suspend proceedings for six months 
in eases of doubt. My only reason for proposing its omission is, that the proviso 
seems to me to bo very vague. It does not lay down any special procedure, 
and it is not quite clear what is to bo done after tho proceedings before tho 
Collector are suspended for six months. I may point out that there is a parallel 
provision in tho Land Registration Act, to the oflect that when a Collector 
Ls any doubt as regards a point of law, he may suspend his orders and refer 
the issues for tlio decision of tho Judge, and then, on receiving the decision 
of tho Judn-o, ho may proceed accordingly. I do not find that such a provision 
has been made in this Bill, nor is there anything to show the intention of this 
proviso. Is it intended that tho judgment-debtor should go to tho Civil Court 
and prove a negative, namely, that nothing is duo from lam, or is it intended 
that the Collector should go to the Civil Court and find out whether any claim 
can bo legally made or not? If, on tho other hand, it is proposed to make pi cm- 
sion like that iin the Land Registration Act, I shall bo very glad to accept it. 

The Hon’bhs'Ma. Buciu.vso said:—“ Tho fox-m which this proviso should 
take was a matter of considerable discussion in Select Committee W-? at^ono 

a tVimio-ht of adopting almost exactly the words of soction .>> of tm Lanil 
Registration Act, that the*Collector should refer tho petition to the Civil Cour . 
Wo discussed all tho alternatives, but for some reasons we thought it bate to

these words as being tho best under the circumstances. 

The Hon’blo Aa. Lyaep said “ I desire to add a word ™ 
tion of tho reason which influenced me as a member of the Select Committee 
in Iftavimr the nroviso as il is. Both tho hon ble speakers have refer a sc. to 
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section 55> of the Land Registration Act, Under that Act a ease is referred for 
the- decision of the Civil Court, but under the Certificate Aet there is no ease to* 
refer. We also had section 2-4 of the Partition Act before* ns, and' under* 
that section the proceedings are simply hung up for a certain time. All that wee 
provide in the liill is that the Collector, if-ho considers a case is a fit one for tire* 
decision of the Civil Court, shall hang up the proceedings and allow^the parties 
to take it to the Civil Court, and himself go on. with, the proceedings under 
section 16 after that time lapses.” * 

The Hon’blo Mu. Ghosr said:—“ It seems to me that the last sugges¬ 
tion made by the lum’ble member in charge of the Bill will meet Jhe require¬ 
ments of tho case. The mere omission of tho proviso will not attain the object 
which my hon’blo friend, the mover of tho amendment, has in view. The pro¬ 
viso in the Bill is so worded that it makes no provision for the reference of the 
petition to tho Civil Court. In the Report of tho Select Committee this- matter 
is put thus:— 

* Tho idea of referring hard oases to a Civil' Court, which found jdaoa in the proviso to 
section 13, Birb-soction of tho original Bill, has boon miintained in the corresponding 
provision of this Bill, but it is oonsidorod necessary to limit-to sis months the poriod within 
which tho opportunity of bringing a suit may he taken.’ * 

“ The proviso does not say that a reference is to be made to the Civil 
Court, but tho idea was that sack a reference should be made in any case which, 
in tho opinion of tho Collector, is a fit case for tho decision of tho Civil Court. 
I cannot see any objection to say that tho Collector wlierr ho thinks fit may 
refer a case to tho Civil Court.” 

Tho Hou’blo Maulvi Seka.ru, Islam, Ivhan Bahadur, said:—“I think this is 
a very wholcsomo provision, and that it ought to bo retained. Tho reasons urged 
by the hon’blo mover of the amendment do not point to tho omission of tho pro¬ 
viso but to an alteration of its wording. If section 55 of the Land Registration 
Act can bo made applicable, then tho Collector would liavo power to refer the 
matter to the Civil Court. Tho existence of this proviso in the Bill will show 
that tho hon’blo member in charge of tho Bill is anxious to give tho judgment- 
debtor every opportunity to show that ho is not liable to the payment demanded 
from him.” 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Baud Surknimunath Baxkr.iee moved that in line 5 of 
section 15, the words “ from tho date of the determination of tho objection” 
to the end of tho sentence be omitted, and that in their place tho following bo 
substituted:— 

‘from the servieoupon him of notice under section ten, or, if ho files n petition of objec¬ 
tion under section twetio, from tho date of the determination thereof, or, if ho appeals under 
section eighteen, from tho date of tho decision of such appeal, bring a suit in the Civil Court 
to have the said certificate cancelled or modified on the ground that the arrears stated therein 
were not due by him.’ 

Ho said:—“There arc two classes ot*judgment-debtors referred to in this 
Bill—on© mentioned in section G, tho other in section 8. Section 6 of the Bill 
lays down the conditions as regards time within which a judgment-debtor may 
bring a suit in the Civil Court to contest the certificate. Section 15 doos tho 
same as regards judgment-debtors mentioned in section 8. But tho conditions 
are not tho same. There is an important omission in. section 15 of the Bill, 
which docs not occur in section C. Under section 6 a judgment-debtor may 
bring a suit to contest a certificate in a Civil Court within six months from the 
service of notice, or from tho determination of the objection^ or the decision of 
the appeal by tlio revenue authorities. Under sqetion.l 5, he rnay bring a suit 
within six months from tho determination of the objection. What if six months 
elapse before the determination of the objection by the revenue authorities ? 
"V 1 **!* ^ OScs ri&ht of contesting the certificate in a Civil Court. The object 
of this amendment is to place both classes of judgment-debtors as regards the time 
within which they are to bring a suit in tho Civil Court on tho s«ne footing, so that 
sectionl5mayfollowthelir.es of section 6. I hope tho hou’ble member in 
charge of tho Bill will sco his wav to accopt this amendment.” 




The Hon’bte Mb. 3ugxx,#M0 said :—<** I am prepared t& a&aept the greater part 
of the hoa’bte gentleman’*' a&endmont, the <*&)«»« at wftic&, as he rightly^uid, iir 
to.

The lest* fe«r word* way, that a suit may he 1 brought in' the Civil Court* to 
h&#& the certificate cancelled, or modified on the ground that-the arrears 1 stated 2 
ther ein were not duo by btiim Section 17 goes on to state the grounds upon Which 
certificates can be cancelled or modified. .1 quite see that i ! tv section 6- (2) we 
hnre- Mtt-m these words, but 1 am inclined to-think that they ought to come out 
of section 0 (£) and not be inserted in section 15 as proposed by the hoir’bfe 
mover of the amendment. I think it will be bad drafting to adopt in other 
sections a. different wording suggesting the possibility of other grounds on which 
s certificate may be cancelled or modified.. There is also 1 another point-' 
to which 1 slumlii refer. The amendment refers to appeals under section 18, 
but it should be section 10.” 

The Motion, was put to the vote and agreed to in the following amended 
form :■— 

That in line 5 of section 15, the words “from the date of the detormination- 
of the objection,” to the end of the sentence, be omitted, and that in their place 
the following be substituted :— 

‘from the servioe upon him of notice under section ten, or if he files a petition of objec- 

tion under section twelve, from the date of the determination thereof, or if ho appeals under 

section ninetoen, from the date of the decision of Buchappeal, bring a suit iu the Civii'Coart 

to have the said certificate canoelled or mo iified.’ 

• 

The Hon’blc Baku Sttrbxdkanatii Banerje# also moved that the following 
be added after clause (b) of section 17:— 

‘That in the case of fines imposrcl, or costs, charges, expenses, damages, duties, or fee® 
adjudged by a Collector or a public officer under the provisions of any ItoguLition or Act 
for the time being in force, Iho proceedings of such Collector or public officer were not 
in substantial conformity -with the provisions of such Regulation or Act, and that in conse-- 
queues the judgment-debtor under th« certificate suffered substantial injury from some orror, 
defect, or irregularity in such proceedings.’ 


He said; — “Section 17 states the grounds upon which certificates may be 
cancelled or modified. Commenting upon this section in the present law, the 
Select Committee obsorvo that they havo amplified its spirit. My amendment 
follows the spirit of tlio modification recognized by tho Select Committee. What 
I contend for is, that tho certificate should be cancelled when there have been 
grave irregularities on the part of the Certificate Officer, attended with substantial 
injury to tho party concerned. This is the existing law. I do not ask for the 
creation of technical difficulties iu tho way of tho Certificate OUlcer, nor do 
I wish that the judgment-debtor should obtain any technical advantage, but 
what I voaturo to urge is, and I am perfectly certain that the Council will agree 
with mo, that whero tlioro has been any grave irregularity on the part of the 
Certificate Officer, and the judgment-debtor has suti’ered any substantial injury 
therefrom, he should have some remedy. It cannot bo the intention of tho 
Government that irregul irities of this kind entailing serious hardship or even 
loss should hold good in law, and I 'am sure tho principle will commend itself to 
tho Council.” 

The Hon’blo Mu. Bdckland said:—“I am afraid I cannot promise to meet 
the hon’blo member quite so readily inrogard to this amendment as I did on the 
laOT oocasion. Ho aslfc* us to restore a section of tho existing Act, which has 
been deliberately out oat, moro in deference to tho opinion of tho High Court 
than, that of any other, authority who has reported upon tho Bill. Tho opinion 
of the High Court was that directly after a certificate lias boon filed the Civil 
Court should intervene tb enforce it. I wish to bring this cloarly to the notice 
of tho Council and that they will bear it iu mind. Tlioy say 

‘If the intervention of tlio Civil Court bo thus mado before and not after tho certificate 
is enforced, thcro would seem to tho Judges to be no rensou for setting aside the certificate on 
tho ground of any iirogularity; for if any irrogularity has occurred of such a kind as to plaoe 
the judgment-debtor at a disadvantage, the remedy would naturally be to delay the execution 
for a reasonable time. ’ 
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“We do not propose on behalf of Government to allow the Civil Court 
to undertake the execution of tho certificate. We Have always been of opinion 
that the Revonue Courts are just as capable as the Civil Courts to execute 
decrees; therefore we have accepted the principle of the High Court’s sugges¬ 
tion that a certificate should not bo set asido on the .ground of irregularity, 
and wo consider that the Revenue Courts will take as much care in tine 
enforcement of docreea as the Civil Courts do. When we addressed the Govern¬ 
ment of India on tho 29th 3fay, 1893, on tho subject of this Bill, we stated 
tliat wo could not accept tho High Court’s suggestion, that*execution should be 
earned out by tho Civil Court, but we wont on to say that:— 

4 The rest of tho suggestions made hy tho High Court, under this head appears to the 
Lieutenant-Governor to be eminently wise and sound, lie furtlior concurs in th&ir objection 
to tho double series of litigation which is now open to parties—one before the Revenue 
Authorities and Another before^ tho Civil Courts; and ho adojits their view that there should 
ho no sotting aside of the certificate after it has been earned into effect, on the ground o£ 
irregularity, and that no objeotion should bo taken on the ground of jurisdiction. No suit 
should Vo allowed to lie for tho purpose of questioning the certificate or invalidating the Bole 
thereunder. It is true that tho Uon’ble Judges recommend this cojirse only on condition 
thut^fhe execution ease should ho transferred, as above explained, to tho Civil Courts; hut 
fcir (.buries Elliott submits that the same arguments apply to the present, system, so long as the 
pi or o(V ire in the Revenue Courts is as careful and accurate os that of any. Civil Court, and 
follows the same j roceduro.’ 

“ Tho proposal oE the Hill is, that all thoso matters oonnoctod with the issue 
of certificates should bo doalt with by the Revenue Courts who aro perfectly 
competont to examino these questions thoroughly and Gainfully. There will be 
an appeal to the Collector, or to the C mnnusiouer from origindl orders of the 
Collector, and there will bo tho re visional power of the Commissioner to 
ensure perfect regularity with regard to tho issue of certificates. Therefore 
we propose that in section 17 the grounds for cancelling or modifying certi¬ 
ficates which will be open to the Civil Court should be confined to the grounds 
of previous payment or non-indebtedness. The use of the littlo word 4 duly 9 
in the beginning of the section will enable any Court to interfere if there has 
been any substantial irregularity. The section provides that no certificate 
duly^ made shall be cancelled, &e. If there has been any substantial irregu¬ 
larities in the making of a certificate, it can hardly be said to havo been duly 
made, and^if it has not been ‘duly’ made, it will be liable to eancclmont or modi* 
fieation. There is of course the section in tho Code of Civil Procedure which 
admits of a sale under a certificate being sot aside on the ground of material 
irregularity in publication, but that refers to sales. Wo aro dealing now 
with tho question of cancellation or modification of a certificate, and we soy that 
we have made sufficient provision to prevent ai^ injustice or harm being don© 
to the judgment-debtor when we provide that questions of irregularity should 
be considered by tho Revenue Courts, the plea of non-indebtedness being 
dealt with by the Civil Court. I am therefore unable to accept this amend¬ 
ment.” 


Tho Ilon blo Mr, Giiost: said :— (C I desire to point out that •the suggestion 
of. tho ITgh Court in regard to tills matter is conditional on tho Civil Court 
being allowed to intervene in the first instance.” 

The Motion being put, the Council divided :—

by way of explanation, because the Hon’blo Mr. Gnosis apj>oared to think that 
I had not borne that point in mind, but m xogard to this particular suggestion 
of the High Court, I may obsorve that they say nothing about tho intervention 
of the Civil Court. They remark as to this point:— 


‘Nor would ihe Judges allow any objection to bo taken on the ground of jurisdiction. 
They do not see why a debtor to the Crown should he permitted to raise questions, often very 
diffioult to solve, as to the boundaries between administrative districts; and they would there¬ 
fore limit his right strictly to disputing his indebtedness. If this system were adopted no 
subsequent suit should l>e allowed to lie for tho purpose of questioning tho certificate or 
invalidating the sale thereunder by reason of one or the other not being war r a nte d by 
the Act.' 


. “-That is quite a different matter to tho question of jurisdiction which the 
hon’ble mover of tho amendment has in view. ‘Want of jurisdiction’ is a 
comprehensive term which may include several things, but I understand that 
the High Court moan that if a certificate is ‘ duly ’ made, this plea of ‘ want of 
jurisdiction ’ should not be allowed to be urged, and there I intended to leave it.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Wilkins said;—“ I think the High Court may have refer¬ 
red solely to territorial jurisdiction, not to the jurisdiction of an officer who baa 
. no power. I find it has boon ruled by the High Court that the procedure laid 
down by Act VII (B.O.) of 1880 must be very strictly followed, and therefore 
it is absolutely incumbent on tho Court, in criticising tho validity of a sale, to insist 
upon compliance with formalities, and one of the formalities is, that the officer 
has power to do certain acts which justify him in issuing a certificate. A 
certificate not ‘ duly ’ made is not only liable to bo set aside, but is absolutely 
void, and the Hon'ble Judges aro supported in that view by a decision of the 
Privy Council. Therefore a certificate issued by an officer who has no power 
to issue it is absolutely null and void, aud we do not want this clause regard¬ 
ing want of jurisdiction.” 

The Hon’blo Sir Charles Paul said:—“To insert the words ‘want of 
jurisdiction ’* will bo to have a contradiction of terms. How can a certificate be 
made if there is no jurisdiction? Every certificate ‘duly’madois made with 
jurisdiction : if it is not made with jurisdiction, it is not ‘ duly ’ made.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Serajul Islam, Kjian Bahadur, said:—“With great 
respect to tho learned Advocate-Genoral, I will point out that the words of the 
original Act are fsoction 8 (5) 1: ‘ Provided that no certificate duly made under 
Bie provisions of tt\js Act shall bo cancelled by the Civil Court otherwise than 
under one or more of tho following grounds’, and one of those grounds is ‘want 
of jurisdiction.’ As the learned Legal Remembrancer said, * want of jurisdiction ’ 
will no doubt make everything null and void, and it may not be necessary to 
mention this particular^ground in the Act, hut. the difficulty is that this is one of 
the grounds specified m thd original Act, and the omission of these words may 
create a difficulty.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Lyat.l said:— “As a member of the Select Committee 
I desire to statp that I agreed to tho omission of these words solely on the 
ground of tautology. We have the words ‘ duly made,’ and we do not require 
the /same thing stated regain.” 
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The Hon’ble Babu SuRENDkANATn Banerjeb in reply said:—“ If these 
■words are omitted from the law now, the inference-will be irresistible that want 
of jurisdiction is not one of the grounds on which a certificate can be cancelled. 
If, under the present Bill, a certificate made without jurisdiction must necessarily 
bo cancelled as a certificate not duly made, I have nothing further to say ; but 
it has been pointed out that there would be a difficulty unless * want of jurisdic¬ 
tion ’ was specifically stated as one of the grounds which would make a certifi¬ 
cate null and -void.” 

The Hon’blo the President said:— “I think this motion stands in a very 
different position from tho amendment which the Council has just accepted. 
Thero it would have been possiblo that grave and substantial injury might have 
been suffered ; here we havo Only the removal from the mouth of the objector 
of a technical objection. No real injury will be suffered by the judgment- 
debtor, but he will have this technical advantage which I do not think he should 
have.” 

Tho Motion was put and negatived. 

Tho Ilon'blo Maulvt Serajul Islam, Kuan Bahadur, moved that in line 1 
of sub-section (/) of section 19, after tho words “an appeal from any order” 
the word “whatsoever” be inserted, llo said: — 

“I am not su<e that I am happy in tho wording of my amendment. 
My object is to make tho law seif-contained, as tlio hon’ble mover of 
the Bill himself desires. If that is our object, then section 19 ought to pro¬ 
vide for appeals against orders of every kind. It has been decided by the 
Board of Revenue and by the High Court that, the -yvords ‘ any order ’ in 
section 10 of the present Act refer to orders under the preceding sections— 
appeals against orders passed upon a petition filed under section 12—and 
that it gives no jurisdiction as regards proceedings under section 19. That 
beiii" so, the words ‘an appeal from any order’ will not cover an appeal 
against an order of sale. We are in this position that this section does not give 
a'right of appeal against an order of sale; therefore I submit that some words 
should be added which will provide a right of appeal against an order of sale. ” 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Bucicland said: — “It is simply a question of language 
whotlier the words ‘any order’ meant any order or not. I should have thought 
that ‘ any order ’ ojiglit to be sufficient. I cannot find any difference between 
‘any order’ and ‘any order whatsoever.’” 

The Hon’blo Maulvi Seratul Islam, Khan Bahadur, in reply said:— “I 
will refer the hon’ble member 1o the Resolution of the Board of Kovenue. Sec¬ 
tion 1G of tho present Act is the same as section 19 of this Bill, the only 
difference being that, an appeal from an original ‘order of the Collector should be 
presented to the Commissioner within thirty days. But tho true meaning of the 
section is to be ascertained by comparing it with the section of the old law 
which it superseded, namely section 28 of Act VII of 18G8. Tho place of the 
section in the Act shows clearly that the appeals referred to there are appeals 
against orders passed on petitions filed under section 12, and that section 16 
gives no jurisdiction ns regards proceedings under section 19; so that a doubt 
is thrown as to whether the words ‘ an appeal from any order’ refer to orders 
directing sales.” 

• 

The Hou’ble Mr. J a all said:—“ I venture to think that there is no real 
difference between the hon’ble member and tlio Select Committee. I.fancy it is 
not his wish that every ait- interim order given by a Doput^jCollector, in tho course 
of granting a certificate, should b > appealable: that no one can desire; but all the 
hon’blo member wishes is, that the provision should bn so drafted that there shall 
be an appeal against ordors of sale. I submit that there is no objection to that, 
and that it is only a question of drafting.” 

The Ilon'blo the President said:—“I understand the Hon’ble the 
Advocate-General’s opinion to be that tho addition of the word ‘ whatsoever ’ 
will not affect the question at all; that nothing will be gained by so doing, and 
that the words ‘ any order’ necessarily include orders of sale or attachment, 
or order for imprisonment, or any order that may be passed.” 
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The Hoh’ble Maulvi Sbbajul Islam, Khait Bahadur, in conclusion said:— 
«■ M> object has been very correctly explained by the Hon’ble Ma Lyall, 
namely, to give an appeal against an order of sale. If the language of the Bill 
gives a right of appeal in the case of orders of Balo, I am willing to withdraw 
the motion.” 

♦ The Motion was then, by leave, withdrawn. 

The Hon’ble Mu. R. C. Dutt moved that in sub-section (1) of faction 19 
for “ 15 days” the words “thirty days” bo substituted. He said: — 

“T^is is a'ro-enactmont of section 16 of the Act, which allows an appeal 
frotn the Deputy Collector to the Divisional Commissioner. It has been thought 
necessary to make those orders appealable to the District Collector. I do not 
think that will make any difference in the working of the Act. Section 16 
allowed thirty clays to the judgment-debtor to prefer an appeal, but that has been 
cut down to fifteen days, presumably because the appeal now lies to the Collector 
and not to tho Commissioner. That will make no difference to the judgment- 
debtor, because appeals made to the Commissioner from districts other than 
tho Commissioner’s head-quarters aro mado through the Post Office; so that an 
appoal to the Commissioner roally cloos not require move timo than an appeal 
to tho Collector, and I do not see why the time should be reduced in the case 
of an appeal to the Collector.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mu. Buokuand said:—“I am afraid tho hon’ble member who 
moved this aiflcndmcnt can hardly have made a careful reference to the 
original Act. If ho compare* it with section 19 (/)(«), ho will see that appeals 
from the officers named may bo preferred to tho District Collector within fifteen 
days. Then tho section goes on to say that appeals from a District Collector’s 
original order may be made within thirty days. I think tho hon’ble gentleman 
is labouring under some mistake. 1 am not aware of any necessity for altering 
tho existing law with regard to the number of days allowed for appeals.” 

Tho ITon’blo Mr. Lyat.l said:—“ On receiving notice of this amendment I 
looked up tho time allowed in similar cases. I find that the general rule (Board’s 
Rules, page 118) provides a p 'riod of fifteen days where the period is not regu¬ 
lated by law Then, looking into certain enactments, I find that under the Land 
Registration Act (section 8bj tho period is fifteen days ; in the Agrarian Disturb¬ 
ances Act the period is fifteen days; in the Partition Act, when tho matter is 
simply a question of fact, the term is fifteen days, but when a question of law is 
concerned and the party has to consult his legal advisers, the term is extended 
to thirty days. In the present case it is well to have a rapid appeal to decide the 
question whether money is payable or not, and 1 see no reason for extending 
the period of appoal from fifteen to thirty days.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. R. C. Dutt in reply said;—“lam afraid I did not 
sufficiently explain myself. Under the existing law, ‘Collector’ m<ans a Deputy 
Collector in charge of certificate work. That, is the definition of ‘ Collector.’ 
Under section 4 of tho Act, any .Deputy Collector who performs the work of 
a Certificate Officer *is a ‘Collector,’ and appeals from his orders are preferred 
to the Commissioner within one month. Under the wording of this Bill, tho 
Deputy Collector in charge of certificate work is not a ' Collector,’ but only 
a ‘ Certificate Officer,’ and the appeal to tlui District Collector from tho 
Certificate Officer must be made within fifteen Jays. That will bo really tanta¬ 
mount to reducing the time of appeal from the orders of the Certificate Officer 
from thirty days to fifteen days. 1 submit that this reduction of time should 

not be allowed, and that this amondmout should bo accepted.” 

* 

Tho Hon’ble ths Pkksidf.nt said:—“ I think it must be admitted that 
although there has been a change in the name of the Certificate Officer, the 
person who will bo the Certificate Officer will be the same as at present. An 
appeal within the district is to bo made within fifteen days; an appeal to the 
Commissioner put side tho district is to be mado within thirty days. In that 
respect no phange has been made.” 

The Motion was ptit and negatived. 
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The Hon’ble Babu Subendranaith Banerjee merged that in clause (b) pf sub* 
section (I) of section 19, the word u original ” be omitted. He said 

11 The object of this amendment is to give a right of appeal from orders 
passed by the Collector as an Appellate Court to the Commissioner of the Divi¬ 
sion. Under the Bill, only original orders passed by the Collector are appealable. 
I want to give the judgment-debtor doublo protection—first by allowing him* a 
right of appeal from the Certificate Officer to the Collector, and then an appeal 
from the Collector to the Commissioner of the Division? I think he enjoys 
that privilege now, and no case has been made out for depriving him of it-” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Buckland said:—“I must oppose this motion. /Therewill 
be ample provision for tlio prevention of injustice if one. appeal from 
the orders of a Certificate Officer is allowed to the District Collector, and a 
revisional power is vested in the Commissioner, with a right of appeal from the 
> original order of a District Collector to the Commissioner. The matter has 
been carefully thought out, and it is considered most desirable that such cases 
should be brought to a conclusion, and that when opportunity, for one appeal is 
given, there should bo an end of it. The idea of allowing two appeals should 
not bo encouraged by the Legislature. It is not that 1 wish in the least to 
prevent people from getting their rights, but when a man has * had an appeal 
and can move the Commissioner for a revision, I think lie has had ample oppor¬ 
tunity for getting justice done to him. I think it would do moro harm than 
good to multiply opportunities for appeal. If I thought there would be a 
greater chance of justice being done, no one would be more ready than myself 
to accept this amendment, but I think the judgment-debtor is sufficiently 
protected by one appeal to the Collector and the revisional power of the 
Commissioner. He has also power to file a suit in the Civil Court.” 

The Hon’blo Babu Surenduanatii Banerjee in reply said :—“ I am not 
convinced. Opportunities for appeal mean so many safeguards. I am not in 
favour of multiplying appeals; but as this privilege is one that I understand is 
allowed under tho existing law it appears to me that no case has been, made out 
for withdrawing it.” 

Tho Hon’ble tite President said :—“ I think the hon’blo member is making 
a mistako. Under section 19 of the existing law no appeal is allowed as a 
matter of right from the Collector in appeal, and we are maintaining tho existing 
state of things.” 

The Motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 

The Hon’blo Maitt.vi Sera.tul Islam, Khan Bahadur, by leave of the 
Council, withdrew tho motion of which lie had given notice, that the following 
proviso bo added after sub-section (2) of section 19:— 

‘ Provided that in either case tho time requisite for obtaining a oopy of. tho order shall 
be excluded.' 

The Hon'ble Mr. R. C. Dutt, by leave of the Council, withdrew the 
motion of wluclx he had given notice, that sub-section (2) of section 19 be 
omitted. 

Tho Hon’blo Babu Surendranath Banerjee, by leave of tho Council, 
withdrew the motion of which he had given notico, that ill line 1 of section 20, 
for tho words “ no appeal as of right” tho words “ an Appeal to the Commis¬ 
sioner of tho Division” bo substituted, and that the concluding words of the 
section, commencing with tho words “ but tho Commissioner* may ” to the end 
of tho sentence, bo omitted. • * 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Giiose moved that at the end of sub-section (2) of 
section 19, tho words “ other than the officer against whose order such appeal if 
, preferred ” bo added. I 

Tho Motion was put and agreed to, * 
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The Hon’ble Maulvi 'Sehajul Islam, Khan Bahadur, moved that in 
section (I) of section 21, for the words “.section eight” the words “ this Act 
or Buy person claiming through him” be substituted. 

The Hon’ble the President said :—“Perhaps it will save time if I explain 
tbs* the substitution of the words ‘ this Act’ for ‘ section eight ’ is accepted 
by the Government. We have some doubt as to the utility of the words ( or 
any person claiming through him.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Serajul Islam, Khan Bahadur, continued: —“The 
neeessity for this»aimmdment has arisen in consequence of a Full Bench ruling 
of the High Court concerning sootion 174 of tho Tenancy Act, that the words 
* judgment-dfebtor ’ mean judgment-debtor alone, and do not include an assignee 
or transferee. Therefore I. wish to provide that either the judgment-debtor or 
his transferee or liis heir should have the privilege of depositing the money, 
that is to say, that the privilege should extend to tho judgment-debtor or his 
representut i vcs.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Charles Paul said:—“ I think that, under these circumst¬ 
ances, the amendment should be accepted.” 

Tho Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Hon’ble Mu. It. C. Dutt moved that in section 22, the words begin¬ 
ning with “ with interest ” and ending with “ and costs ” bo omittod. He 
said :— 

“ There has boon some correspondence on this subjoct. The Legal 
Remembrancer was referred to, and lie gavo his opinion that interest falling due 
after a certificate is made cannot bo included in it, and therefore the necessity 
arises of making a fresh certificate. I think the object of this provision is to 
avoid the making of a fresh certificate and to enable us to realize the amount 
due under a certificate with interest up to the date of realization. The 
difficulty is that when wo make a certificate, wo do not know when the money 
will be realised. It may take six months, it may take only ono month. When 
the peon goes to the spot and tho man pays the money, wlio is to calculate the 
amount of interest due up to that date and how is it to be realised? On 
enquiry I find that at present interost for small periods is not realisod. If the 
money is paid wdtliin a month or two, w r e do not charge interest; but when tho 

S eriod extends over a year, a fresh certificate for the interest may be filed. 

ut this section authorises the realization of any interest which may fall due 
between tho date of the certificate and tho date of the recovery of the money.” 

The Ilon’blc Mr. Buck i.and said:—“Tho point of the objection raised by 
the hon’ble member is as to the calculation of interest up to the date of reali¬ 
zation. I am quite willing to accept any form of words which will require the 
interest which has accrued to be specified in the certificate. I would certainly 
not leave it to bo calculated by tho peon from the date of tho issue of tho 
certificate up to tho date of realization.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. Lyall said: —“ I think tho object of the alteration pro¬ 
posed in this section has not boon understood by the hon’ble mover of tbe 
amendmerft. lie lias quoted the opinion of tho Legal Remembrancer. _ The 
chango now proposed was made at the instance of the Board of Revenue in tho 
interest of debtors in consequence of tho opinion quoted. It seemed to the 
Board quite unnecessary to saddle debtors w’ith the cost of two certificates when 
it is so easy in cases of delay in realisation to include the interest in the 
original certificate. It was never intended to allow a peon to realize interest up 
to the date of paymoiit. All that was intended was that any sum entered in 
the certificate as interost and costs should bo realized. That is the object of the 
alteration, but if the object has not be on properly expressed, this wording of 
the section be amended. There is no reason why tlio Government should lose 
interest when jt is due. At tho samo timo it is hard that on account of interest 
A man should have to pay the whole cost of a second certificate.” 
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The Ilon’blo the pRKsrnENr said :—“ Perhaps tfio hon’ble member's object 
will foe met if we undertake to issue ardors confining tho charging of interest 
to some considerable period of time, say six months. At present first a notice 
is served, then follows attachment and sale; when property is sold the nazir 
calculates the interest and realizes it from the proceeds. I think tho hon’ble 
member’s object will be satisfied if the Board will issue orders carrying out the 
idea he has in view.’’ 

The Motion was then, by leave, withdrawn. 

The Jlon’bie Mu. Buoklaxp moved that in sub-section (.?)*of section 23, for 
tho words “ Chapters XIX und XX"’ tho words “Chapter XIX (with the excep¬ 
tion of section 310A) and Chapter XX” be substituted. lie said: — 

“ I made some remarks on this subject this morning, and there is not much 
left to say. Section 3 l()A was passed last year as an addition to tho Code of Civil 
Procodure. It provides for an application by tho judgment-debtor to sot asido tho 
sale on deposit of tins debt, and tho Council will find that section 21 of this Bill 
is very much on the same lines as section 310A, though it varies in some small 
details. Wo cannot have two sections of very much tho same character on very 
much the same subject; wo prefer section 21 of our Bill, and therefore we pro¬ 
pose to emit section 310A from tho incorporation in section 23 of Chapters XIX 
and XX of tlio Code of Civil Procedure. As I have already mentioned, it is 
within the eonqndonco of this Council to do this with tho sanction of tho 
Governor Gonoral previously or subsequently received under soctiou 5 of tho 
Indian Councils Act of 1302. I think this amendment will commend itself to 
the Council.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Hon’ble 15 a rur Sukendranatii Baker.) ee moved that in sub-section (S) 
of section 23, for the words “ to enforce such certificate and realizo the 
amount recoverable thereunder” the following bo substituted:— 

‘for enforcing puch certificate and realizing the amount recoverable thcronnder, and for 
sotting abide any bale held in tho course of such exwutiou proceedings, for such reasons for 
which execution sales are sot abide under the provisions of tho Civil Procedure Code.’ 

lie said:—“As tho Government has already intimated its acceptance of 
this amendment, it is not necessary for me to say anything in support of it.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho IJon’ble Matjlvi Serajttt. Islam, Khan Bahadur, by leave of the 
Council, withdrew tho motion of which he had given notice, that in sub¬ 
section (2) of section 23, for tho words “to enforce such certificate and realise 
the amount recoverable thereunder” the words “ in respect to such certificate” 
foe substituted. 

The Tlon’blc Mr. R. C. Dutt moved that £he following proviso bo added at 
the end of secti on 23:— 

‘Provided that if the amount of which a certificate is made under the provisions of 
sections five, seven, or nine, or any portion of suoh amount ho not realized within three years 
from tho date of the certificate, the certificate will cease to be in force in respect of such 
unrealized amount.* m 

He said:—“I admit that this amendment is not Tory happily worded, 
I shall therefore ask permission to withdraw it and to give notice of a fresh 
amendment empowering the District Collector to strike off all dertifleatep which 
are absolutely hopeless and under which it is not possible to realise any 
money,” 

The Hon’hle Sir Charles Paul said:—“ I think there is no necessity 
for this amendment. The Lieutenant-Governor and the Board of Revenue can 
always give orders for the cancellation of certificates which are unrealizable.” 1 
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The Hon’ble Mb. B. Q. Dutt in reply said:—“The practice is to keep 
these very old certificates in the Wards* department alive after we are con¬ 
vinced that their enforcement is p tactically hopeless. This practice only 
impedes work. I want power to strike off these certificates, even if proceed¬ 
ings in execution have been taken within throe years. The difficulty lies in the 
fact that managers of Wards’ estates will not consent to withdraw them. There 
are outstanding certificates in Burdwan of eight and ten years’ standing, and 
when the estates are made over to their owners, these certificates remain, and 
owners will not consent to withdraw thorn.” 

The Motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 

The lion’-ble Mr. Giiose moved that in section 33, the words between the 
words “Provided that” and the words “be sent” ho omitted, and that the 
words “whenever the debtor is not personally served tlio notice shall” be 
inserted, lie said - 

“ Practical experience has shown that peons very often do not go anywhere 
near the place of service, anl m ike absolutely fals:; reports of sorvioo. Ilon’ble 
members will, I am sure, agree with me that greater confidence is reposed by 
the public on postal service than on sorvioo by peons. 1 do not soo that there is 
any question of principle involved in this amendment which should induce the 
Government to oppose it. If by throwing a little additional work on the Post 
Office, wo can make service more satisfactory, 1 think tlio object in view will 
be secured.” 

• 

The lion’bio Mu. Buckuv.ni> said:— “I made some remarks upon this section 
in my opening statement, and I do not see any reason to alter what I then 
said that in framing this section the Select Committoe adopted the very last 
improvement of tlio Imperial Legislature, and, until we have some reason to 
believe that it does not work well, wo aro very loth to go any further. I think 
it will bo very objectionable to make it compulsory to issue these notices by 
post; we have therefore made it permissive.'’ 

The ITon’ble Mr. Wiuuns said:—“I may point out that tho mode of 
service of notice in section 33 is very similar to that for many years observed 
for service under the Civil Procedure Code, under which, in the case of persons 
of consideration, the Court may substitute for a summons a letter which may 
bo sent by post or by messenger This section goes a good deal beyond even 
tho Code, for it empowers the Certificate Officer to send notice by post in any caso, 
and not’ only when the person to be sorvocl with notice is a person of rank. If 
the order to send a notice by registered letter is made compulsory in every ease 
in which personal service cannot bo had, the judgment-debtor has only to refuse 
to sign the rccoipt, and then there will be no service at all; and even if the 
receipt is signed, there must be evidonce to show that the judgment-debtor and 
not somebody else signed liis name. There will bo no evidence readily avail¬ 
able to prove this, and the proviso to section 33 is intended to bo made use of 
only under ciroumstaneos similar to those given in section 91 of the Code or 
in other exceptional casps which may arise; and to such cases it should, in my 
opinion, bo restricted.” 

Tho Hon’ble the President said;—“I think that on the part of tho Govern¬ 
ment I must* agroo with the view which has been expressed by tho hon’ble 
member in charge of tho Bill, that the most recent Act passed by tho highest 
authority should for tho present guide our proceedings, and that horoafter, if 
any defect is found in this mode of service, it will bo time to altor it. 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

The Council adjourned to Saturday, the 9th instant.

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Statement of Rainfall in Bengal for the weeic ending Saturday (8 a.m.), the 30th of March 1896— 
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SUMMARY OR THE MBTBOROLOGIC AL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING* 8 a*h., SATURDAY, 
THE 30th OF MARCH 1895, 

At the close of the previous week weather in Bengal was fine and settled, but a disturbance 
was shown in North-Western India, which had advanced over the western desert, the oentre 
lying between Bikanir and Jacobabad on the 23rd instant. On the 24th instant, or the 
first day of the week under review, pressure had fallen moderately to rapidly in Bengal, and 
waa becoming decidedly*below the normal; temperature had also risen rapidly, though the 
day temperatures were decidedly below the normal; humidity was high and cloud proportion 
waa increasing. These changes were apparently induced by the easterly advance of the 
depression, which «was reaching the North-Western Provinces on the 24th, while at 
the same time a fresh disturbance appeared in the extreme north-west of India, and 
was largely affecting Quetta and Peshawar. On the 25th instant pressure had again 
fallen slowly to moderately, and had become in considerable defect, while temperature 
and humidity had also risen. The sky had become rather heavily clouded over 
a considerable part of the province, and one or two light showers were reported. The 
primary depression had again moved eastwards, but it had become of rather diffused 
character, and on the* 25th it was affecting the east of the North-West and Central Provinces, 
and practically the whole of Bihar, while on the 26th it bad again become more diffused 
and therefore of less importance, and had moved over Central aud Eastern Bengal, Assam 
and Burma. Tiie pressure changes on the 26th cle&Tly indicated the eastward advance of 
the depression ; aud while the ba tome ter had fallen in Assam aud in Eastern Bengal, a rather 
rapid increase was reported at the western stations in the Province. Temperature had 
also again generally risen, and the sky was overcast at many stations, while very numerous 
stations reported light rain. The extreme northern station* iu East and North Bengal, 
and the Assam stations continued to be affected by the depression on the 27th, and Gnatong 
reported a heavjt snow-storm during which 1*52 inches of rain-water were collected, 
representing about 15 inches of snow. Over the remainder of the Province, however fine 
settled weather commenced, and there was a remarkable decrease m the amount of humidity 
and a smaller decrease of temperature at the western aud central stations. On the 
28th the depression had quite passed away, and a very rapid increase of pressure occurred, 
the rise equalling about a sixth of an inch at many stations, while at Dnubri it equalled 
0*19*. Temperature and humidity on this day began to increase, while on the other hand 
cloud proporiiou decreased, and skies became generally almost cloudless. On the 29th and 
30th, or the last two days of the week, the changes were unimportant, and fine settled weather 
of ordinary hot-season character prevailed. 

Pressure .—The distribution of pressure during the week has been a little irregular due 

? robably to the slightly disturbed conditions which prevailed during a part of the week. 

he variations from normal pressure have also been a little irregular, and at some stations 
slight defects and at others slight excess amounts have been registered, about two-thirds of 
the stations reporting slight defects. Generally, however, the variatious have not been larger 
than a few thousandths of an inch. 

Temperature. —The average mean temperature of the whole province for the week 
has been 0 6° below the normal, the defect having been largest in Bihar, where it has equalled 
a degree. 

The actual temperatures registered during the week, and their variations from the 
normal temperature of the season, are clearly seen in the table below, where the average 
maximum, minimum and mean temperatures for the week at nine typical stations in different 
districts of tho province are compared with the normal values for the same period:— 
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liaikfaU .—Moderate rain has fallen in Bast Bengal, Xhioh has averaged 0'36 inch, and 
in North Bengal, which has received 0*23 inch. Slight folia averaging O'll inch have been 
received in South-West Bengal, but the rerriuining divisions have received practically no 
rain. In all cases the falls have been decidedly below the normal. In the case of the 
smaller districts the following have received the largest falls:—In South-West Bengal, 
Nadia, Murshidabad and Birbhum ; in North Bengal, Raugpur, Patna and Kajshahi, and in 
Bast Bengal, South Lushai Iiilia, Dacca and Mvmtnaingh.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The object of tlio Bill is to offect certain necessary changes in the Calcutta Port Act, 
1890, and in particular to confer ou the Port Commissioners the powers requisite to enable 
them to facilitate the landing of petroleum. It empowers the Commissioners to employ tho 
proceeds of a Fine Fund in paymout of gratuities ; to convey passengers as well as goods on 
their tramways ; to frame scales of charges for the landiug or shipping of goods from or into 
sea-going vessels by persons other than tlieir own servants; to levy charges for certain services 
rendered to boats plying for hire ; to substitute for tho uniform additional toll now charged 
under section 10S of tho Act different rates of charges cm different classes of goods to be 
calculated in tho manner most convenient and expedient for eaoli class; and to maxo bye-laws 
in connexion with the binding and shipping of goods at the docks and jetties. 

2. Powers aro also taken for the Commissioners to put petroleum cargoes out of the 
hold and over a vessel’s side by thoir servants or by contractors ; to declare any of their 
warehouses to bo bonded warehouses ; to enter into a general bond with tho Customs for the 
payment of cliifrv on goods stored in thoir warehouses, and to grant, warrants for such goods, 
in respect of bonded warehouses containing petroleum, tho Commissioners aro by tho Bill 
exempted from all liability for loss by fir/?, howover arising.

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THE PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION. 

The Hon’blc Baku Surknpuanath Banlkjee asked: — 

Will the Government ho pleased to state why effect has not yet been 
given io the recommendation of the Public Service Commission, which has 
received the sanction of the Secretary of State, to the effect that the post of one 
of the Under-Secretaries to Government should be given io a member of the 
Provincial Service? Will ihe Government now appoint a member of tliss 
i’rovinciul Service to tho powi of mi Undor-Secrctary to Government? 

The Jlon'ble Mil. Cotton replied:— 

“The decision of the Government of India and of fhe Secretary of State 
referred to by the llon’blo Member is not to the elfect that the post of one of 
the Under-Secretaries to Government should bo g ; vcu to a member of the Pro¬ 
vincial Service The orders go no further than Io say that members of the 
Provincial Service are eligible for snob a post. 

£< ln making* appointments of this nut urn the ofiicicney of the public service 
ought to he tin? fir^t consideration. The proper performance of the duties 
of an Umler-Secretary requires exceptional ipiuiifica turns, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor has not be< 11 able to wuibfy himsnlf tlial any men.her of the 
Provincial Service is as well fitrod to perfoim those dulh s aw any of the 
officers he has hitliorto appointed when one of those posts ha* fallen vacant/' 


TRANSFER OF 


THE CHITTAGONG DIVISION. 


The Iioi/b!c Maulvi Serajul Islam, Kuan Bahadur, nrkul:--- 

Whether Government; will bn pleased to lay oil the table the papers, 
if any, in connection with the proposed transfer of the Chittagong Division 
from the jurisdiction of the Lieutenant -Govcj nor of Bengal to that of the Chief 
Commissioner of Assam, and to state on what giounds such transfer has been 
recommended, by the Government of Bengal ? 

The Ilon’ble M n. Cotton rejffiert: — 

“There are no p ipers which can he placed on tho table regarding' the 
proposed transfer of tho Chittagong Division from Bengal to Assam. The 
question has been under consideration, but is not likely to assume u practical 
shape until the railway from Chittagong to Assam is open to traffic/’ 


THE BEGUMG ANJ MUNSIFl. 


The IToii’ble Maulvi Sekajul Islam, Kuan Bahadur, asked:— 

• 

Whether Government is aware of tho great inconvenience and harassment 
which the people are pat to in consequence jof the transfer of the Munsifi at 
Bogumganj, which had boon in existence there for about) ffl) years, to tho 
head-quarters of Noakhali, and whether it has been brought to the notico of 
Government tint, the people of tho B iguuiganj chiuki are prepared to pay for 
the erection of a pucka building' for tin cuLkery house, if necessary; and 
whether in view of such hardship Government would be pleased to reconsider 
its decision with regard to tho location of tho said cute hery ?

The Hon’ble Mb. Cotton replied:— 

• 

“Begumganj is very close to the head-quarters of tho Noakhali district, 
and when the Munsifi there was burned down tho other day, it was decided 
by the Lieutenant-Governor, with the concurrence of tho High Qourt, who were 
consulted in tho matter, to transfer the Munsif's Court to tho head-quarters of 
the district. Jlis Honour is aware that petitions opposing this transfer have 
been sent in, signed by some of the people residing at ijcgumganj, but he 
does not believe that the inconvenionco to them can be considerable, and he it 
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satisfied that the policy of concentrating Munsifis as far as possible at tho head¬ 
quarters of districts and subdivisions is desirable and beneficial to tho adminis¬ 
tration of justice.” 

THE PUBLIC DEMANDS RECOVERY ACT, 1830, AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. It. C. Dutt moved that, for the proviso to sub-section 
(#) of .section Id of tho Bill to amend the law relating to the recovery of Public 

Demands, the following be substituted :— 

» 

‘Provided tlinb if in tho opinion of tlvi Oortifinito Odioor, tho prtition involves a 
bond fide rlnim of right, lio shall niV-r the pet'tion to tho Distant Collect or for orders, and the 
District Collector, if ho is satisfio 1 that a bund fide claim of right is involved, shall make an 
order cancelling the oertiUeuto.* 

He said :—“ 1 have taken the libert y of making one or two verbal alterations 
in order to adopt the usual legal phraseology. My object was fully explained 
at the last meeting of the Council, and .1 need only briefly stale now that 
the proviso to the section as it stands in the Bill is somewhat indefinite, 
and 1 want, to ipake if clear that wo do not intend to depart from the principle 
on which we have proceeded so long, namely, that a certificate shall issue 
onlv in ca^es where there is no question of right or title. There is a Board’s 
rule which lays down this principle, and I have drafted the amendment so as to 
make it clear that this principle shall he adhered to.” 

The Tdon bio Mk. Dockland said:— <£ The CJovornmcnt arc prepared to accept 
this umeudtfif'nt in tho form in which it lms been altered by tho lion bio 
mem her. Perhaps 1 ought to add a few words of explanation, an 1 at the same 
time point out that the amendment is now slightly different from the proviso as 
it was originally drafted. The (Government have been much influenced by tho 
fact that the Board have for some time past issued and acted upon a Circular 
whh h involves the same principle as the amendment. The result will now be 
that if we have? the concurrent opinion of tho Certificate Officer and tho Distiict 
Collector that the petition involves a claim of right, then the certificate shall be 
struck off. The Government is of opinion that no harm will he done by this 
proviso, and in fact it makes more definite a ruling than that which wo endea¬ 
voured to provide for by the proviso to section Iff, clause (.v). Tho original 
idea of referring the parries in these eases to the Civil Court came from the 
Board of Revenue, and the Select Committee adopted it in a different form of 
words. The original suggestion was that, if complicated or difficult cases uvDe, 
they should be referred to the Civil Court. Now, if this amendment, is accepted 
by the Council, and if difficult, and complicated casts arise which do not involve 
a claim of light, such cases will still have to be decided by the revenue autho¬ 
rities, but such complicated and difficult cases are so very few that they may be 
disregarded for all practical purposes. Therefore tho Government arc prepared 
to accept this amendment in the form of language adopted by the htm’ble 
member now.” 

Tho Hon'blo* MautiVI Skrajul Islam, Khan Bahadur, said :—“In regard 
to the amendment., 1 submit that it is in perfi ct order, and is a workable amend¬ 
ment such as it is desirable to have in the Statute Book.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The ITon’ble MAiy/vi Serajul Islam, Kfian Bahadur, said:—“With Your 
Honour's permission, I beg to move an amen Imont of a formal character. I may 
remind the Council that at tho last sitting I had tho honour of moving an 
amendment in connection with section 2 of tho Bill. What I then urged was, 
that the omission of certain words from section 2 of the Act created a difficulty as 
regards the right of appeal by a person whoso property has been sold under the 
Act, and that a doubt was raised in consequonco of a ruling in tho case of 
tiaioo Sawams (?) I further pointed out thit under a .Resolution of the Board 
Revenue, Messrs. Cockireli and Reynolds presiding, in connection with 
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section 16 of the Act, they conclude] from the position of the section that it 
did not give a right of appeal to a person whose property is sold. Therefore 
I moved at that time that some words should be added to one of the sections 
of this Bill to remove the difficulty, but at the suggestion of the learned 
Advocate-General I withdrew the motion. Hut now an addition has been made 
with regard to sales to make the procedure of Chapter XIX of the Code of Civil 
Procedure applicable to sales under this Act. That Chapter, however, 
does not deal with appeals; so that at present there is no light of appeal 
provided by any section except section 19. If the words in section 19 be 
construed as giving an appeal in all oases, there will bo no difficulty; but as 
there lias been a ruling that the Legislature did not intend to* give a right of 
appeal in ease of sales, 1 now beg to move that the position of sections 19 and 
20 bo changed, and that they bo placed at tho end of the Bill.” • 

The llon’ble Sir Charles Paul said:— “1 at first thought that the section 
was far from being doubtful, but I have since bcon considering tho matter, 
and 1 think tho lion'blo member is right, and that it will be desirable to put 
those two seel ions at the end of the Bill.” 

The llon’ble Mn. Buckland said:—“In deference to tho advice of the 
learned Advocate-General, I have no objection to offer to tho arrangement 
of the sections now proposed. The motion has been sprung upon us at the 
last moment, and I am not prepared to contest it myself.” 

Tho Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Bucko and moved that tho Bill, as settled ift Council, be 
passed, lie said :— 

“ After the full consideration given to this Bill, section by section, and after 
the lengthy debates which took place at the last meeting of the Council, 
I think I may claim that this little measure has been fully and thoroughly 
threshed out, and I should be doing wrong in taking up the further time ol the 
Council by recapitulating what we have already done.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 


THE LAND RECORDS MAINTENANCE BILL. 

The Hon’ble tot: President said:—“ Before calling upon the Hon'bio 
Mil. BuokLiANJD to bring forward the next motion which stands in his name, I may 
mention that notice of an amendment has been given by the Hon’ble Baku 
S uRENoitANATii B an krjee, which I think is out of order. Mis proposal is, that the 
motion to refer the Bill to provido for the maintenance of tho Records of Rights 
in Bengal to a Select Committee be postponed until the Bill has been redrafted. 
I have already pointed out to the hon’ble member, and now mention for the 
information of tho Council, that there is no way of redrafting the Bill except by 
referring it to a Select Committee. Whatever suggestions ^nn’ble members may 
maVfi now will bo brought to the notico of the Select Committee, and they will 
have the power of redrafting the Bill and making any amendments in it they 
may desire. I understand the Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee accepts 
my interpretation, and is prepared not to make tho motion, but to’bring forward 
for the consideration of the Select Committee whatever proposals he has to 
make.” 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Buckland said:—“In rising to speak Jto the motion which 
stands in my name, I shall only remind the Council that a similar motion was 
before tho Council a fortnight ago, and I hope that during the fortnight whioh 
has elapsed since tho consideration of this Bill was postponed they have had 
timg to consider tho numerous reports we havo received. We have rocoived 
valuable suggestions from tho Hon’ble Judges of the High Court and independ¬ 
ent Associations, also some very useful and very helpful, and some perhaps 
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somewhat impracticable, btd on the whole the reports contain a very valuable 
amount of criticism, which, speaking cm behalf of myself and the members 
of the Government concerned, we cordially welcome. We aUp have had to 
consider these reports, and to provisionally make up our minds as to which are 
worthy of consideration, and which of them can be accepted and which 
we must docliue to accept. But the general conclusion to which we have 
arrived is, that many of these points will be better discussed in Select Committee. 
In some cases tlio criticisms are directed merely to mistakes in drafting, and in 
others they have merely called attention to little slips and obvious omissions. 
There are, of course, other debatable points on which it is open to the many 
gentlemen reporting to hold as many different opinions. Many of the criticisms 
are directed "to show that the Bill as it has been drafted is not a perfect one; 
that wo aro quite willing to admit, as we never expected that it would be so 
regarded. It has always been put forward as a tentative measure in which we 
expect the co-operation of the Council and the assistance of tho classes which 
will be affected by it. 

“ The objoct of the Bill is to take a great step in advance in tho registration 
of tenant rights, and this is not an easy matter to carry out; it is the first time 
that such an attempt lias been formally made in this Council, or, as far as I know, 
by any Legislature. Many of tho principal Acts which are now to bo found in 
the Statute Book have had to go through several editions before they have arrived 
at anything liko maturity. There have boon several editions of the Registration 
Act, and it is perhaps not even yet perfect; there have also been sevoral editions 
of the Codes of Civil and Criminal Procedure, and the Penal Code has beon con¬ 
stantly amended. Therefore we cannot take to ourselves any reproach if this 
measure which wo have now launched is not perfect at all points, and we admit 
candidly that it is not perfect. But we hope with your co-operation to make 
it as workable as such an Act can be made, by foreseeing as far as possible objec¬ 
tions which can bo taken, and doing all wo can to anticipate difficulties which 
are likely to arise in working the measure. 

“When 1 introduced the Bill in Council on the 19th January last, I made 
some goneial remarks with regard to the principles of tho Bill, somewhat ampli¬ 
fying the Statement of Objects and Roasons which was then presented. I will 
with your permission to sonio extent recapitulate what the main principles of 
the Bill arc. Its fundamental principle is that it aims at enabling a record of 
changes in tenant rights to be maintained automatically, and this it is 
proposed to do hy the establishment of a number of registration offices, and by 
making it easy for tenants to appear and to register under this Act their 
transfers and successions, at the same timo imposing upon them certain dis¬ 
abilities by way of stimulus to them to encourage them to come forward 
and register their mutations of tenaut rights. Tho method which it is proposed 
to adopt to effect this object is somewhat similar to that contained in the 
Land Registration Aet, which records transfers of proprietary rights in wliat 
is known us Register 1), and from that register Register A of revenue- 
paying estates and Register B of revenue-free estates are written up from 
time to time. • Tho modus operands , if the Bill is passed in its present form, or 
some similar form aH we expect it to be, is to fuse together the systems of regis¬ 
tering deeds and ,of recording transfers of proprietary rights. We propose to 
adopt the main procedure of the Registration Act of 1877, and to use it so as to 
get mutations of tenant rights registered under this Bill. The idea is that, where 
it iB compulsory to register a deed now, tho registration of mutations should also 
take place. o also propose that whore it is not compulsory now to register 
a deed, a notice of a transfor or a succession should be filed and registered; and 
it is further proposed that this notico should be made in a form which should 
contain all particulars necessary to show what transfer or succession has taken 
place, and that tlusnotieo of mutation should take tho place of a deed which 
would otherwise bo'registered under the Registration Act. It is not intended in 
any way to mako any revenue out of this Act, but it will bo necessary to require 
qertain little charges in tho shape of fees to be paid in order to defray the coat 
q£ the establishments involved. The question of foes X will allude to at a later 
stage of my remarks. _ 

“ These aro the main points of the first part of the Bui. When I introduced 
tire Bill oh tho 19th January, I mentioned that the opportunity had been taken 
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to provide an alternative procedure for the apportionment of the cost of settle¬ 
ment and survey-—an alternative procedure to that contained in section 114 of 
the Bengal Tenancy Act. • That principle has been adoptod, as I will afterwards 
explain, on the recommendation of Sir Antony MacDonneix, who was acting as 
Lieutenant-Governor in 1893. The idea is to provide for the apportionment of 
the cost of survey and settlement among the parties interested, and to impose 
upon the zamindar the duty of collecting the share due from the raiyats unless 
it is collected by the Settlement Officer in the first instance. 

“ These are the main principles of tho Bill; and with the permission,, of the 
Council, I will now go moro particularly into tho various sections, alluding as 
may appoar desirable to some of the reports and opinions wliiclf we have received. 
On section 2, the Interpretation clause, wo have received various*suggestions 
to the effect that moro words and expressions should bo dofined ’than we have 
defined in the Bill. It is suggested, for instance, that we should intro¬ 
duce definitions of the words ‘proprietor,’ ‘tenant,’ ‘holding,’ ‘village,’ 
‘ raiyat,’ ‘non-occupancy raiyat ’ and ‘holder of estate.’ These are very 
proper and useful suggestions, which will receive duo consiJ oration. It is 
also suggested that we should alter tho oxplauation to be 'given of tho term 
‘ record of rights ’ so as to include what is known practically as a record of rights, 
though it may not consist of the documents known as khewat and khatian. 

“ In section 3 of the Bill it is proposed that all Registrars and Sub-Registrars 
under tho Registration Act shall be Registrars of Mutations under this Bill. It 
has been suggested that Registrars of Mutations for tho purposes of this Bill 
should be persons who should not also be Sub-Registrars under tho Registration 
Act. That suggestion has not commended itself to tho Government. The idea 
is, that all Sub-Registrars under tho Registration Act should have this extra duty 
of registering mutations imposed upon them, and not that Registrars should be 
appointed for a limited purpose only. 

“Section 4 has appeared to many gentlemen and Associations to provide a 
procedure for doing very much the sumo work as that which is already done 
under tho Land Registration Act. That is no doubt to some extent truo. Tho 
object of the soction is to provide facilities for tho better use and application of 
the Land Registration Act. It has been thought that persons having proprietary 
interests would bo moro willing to go a few miles off to a Sub-Registrar under 
this Bill, and there give notice of a change of proprietary right, than if they 
had always to go to hoad-quarters. The idea has been that when a proprietor 
acquiring a right, or a manager coming into his charge, has got a notice of this 
sort to givo, he might give it at tho local office, and that the nofico should there 
be taken charge of and tho registration effected for him. It is perhaps a 
question, not whether this duplicute procedure, is necessary, but whether it 
is desii’able. It is known to the Council that the Land Registration • Act haa 
not been as much used as it might have been. Numbers of proprietary rights 
have escapod registration which it would be very desirable to include. In fact 
the object of this sectiou is to afford facilities for the regislration of pro¬ 
prietary rights. The attitude of Government towards this section of the 
Bill is that its adoption or rejection may well be open to argumdut, and that it 
may be fairly considered on its merits. At tho same time many objections 
have been takon to the fact that under tin's Section of tho (Jill only four months 
are allowed to a person who has to givo notice, whereas under tho Land 
Registration Act six months are allowed. That is perhaps also open to argument, 
but Government are inclined to think that tho term proposed under this Bill 
should be limited to four months rather than extended to six months. 

“ I come now to section 5, which proposes to limit tho uso of section 43 of 
the Land Registration Act. Soctiou 4i allows tho Lieutenant-Governor to 
exempt by executive order the owners of small ostates frt>m tho performance of 
tho obligations required under the Act. By this section of. the Bill it is pro¬ 
posed to provide that such exemption Bhall only be granted on the registration 
of mutation being effected in the Sub-Registrar's office. This, however, may as 
easily be done under section 43 by tho issue of an order that no such exemption 
shall .be made; therefore the Government do not attach much importance to 
this section (5). 

“ By section 6 we provide for periodical statements to be filed in Sub- 
Registrars’ offices. It has called down much criticism, and sometimes erroneous 
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criticism. It haasometimes been said that the road-cess returns are sufficient, 
Sad therefore no moreperiodical statements should be required under this section. 

1 am afraid that some of the Associations who have reported on this Bill had very 
indefinite notions of what they were writing about; but with regard to this sec¬ 
tion, I may my that, while it is desirable to take this power under the Bill, it 
may be open to question whether it should be used. At present it is under 
consideration whether this power should be usoi so long as the Patwari Regu¬ 
lation, XII of 1817) remains in force. If it should happen that that Regulation 
should be repealed and the zamindar has no longer a patwari to provide for, it is 
considered that it will be reasonable to call upon him for an annual list of changes 
in the record of*rights, and that this list of changes submitted by the zamindar 
should bo compared with the registration of mutations, and any omissions 
corrected. This section as it stands by itself has been challenged by a Com¬ 
missioner who reported upon it, and it has been suggested that some further 

P rovision ought to be mado for a poualty in the case of an erroneous statement. 

’hat is a point which is well wmthy of consideration by tho Select Committee.- 
The present object is for Government to take power to call for these state¬ 
ments if necessary. 

“Section 7 is perhaps one of the most important sections of the Bill. It 
provides- for transfers of, and successions to, tenures and rights lower than tenures 
being reported to the Sub-Registrar. Tho intention is, as I said just now, that, 
where a registered deed is not compulsory, notice of transfer should be filed 
and take the place of a deed. In this section it has been attempted to provide 
that tho notice shall contain tlie information that so and so has trans¬ 
ferred his right in certain parcels of land specified by certain num¬ 
bers, and that somebody else has purchased them, and that both the 
transferor and transferee apply for their registration. We do not provide in 
tho Bill for the compulsory appearance of both tho parties at tho same time. 
When theso forties uppoar and acknowledge the mutation, if no objection is 
made, on notice being givon, it is intended that the mutation shall be registered. 
But if either party denies tho transfer, then the idea is that the Sub-Registrar 
will refuse to register it and refer the parties to tho Civil Court, und at the 
same time the transfeiee should bo warned of the legal disabilities to which he 
is subject until ho gets the mutation registered. It is not proposed to give the 
Sub-Registrar any judicial or quasi-judicial power to enquire into objections. 
It is also intended to provide that in the case of successions tho party succeeding 
should announce to the Sub-Registrar tho death of tho person -from whom he 
inherits, and should apply that ho and his co-eliarers(if any) should bo registered 
in tho place of the deecasod. Provision is made in this connection that the notice 
shall bo affixed in a conspicuous place in the village, calling upon any objector 
to appear wit I tin a certain time to profer objections. I wish particularly to lay 
stress upon this point that it is not intendtd to give the Sub-Registrar any 
judicial powers. It has been said that thoy are not altogether qualified for such 
duties as it is proposed to impose upon them. The answer to that is that the 
duties which it is proposed to give to them to do aro not more onerous or difficult 
than those With which they are already charged, provided always that they aro 
not given any judicial powers. It is thought that tho time which is given to an 
objector to appear^ namoly, fifteen days, will be sufficient, considering the small 
-extent of circle to which a Sub-Registrar would be appointed. It is intended that 
provision should be mado for reference to the original record to sco whether tho 
transferor has his name recorded all right in that or in tlio Register of Mutations. 
The idea is that a continuous record of success ions and transfers should bo kept 
up, starting from the original record of rights; so that, if those mu'at.on registers 
are properly kept, it will be possible for any one on inspection t > see who has 
held this particular parcel of land from tho timo whoa the survey and Settle¬ 
ment which is no yr in progress were made. , , . . 

“Seotion 8 provides for a notification of the fast of transfer being mado to 
. the landlord. As I have said, the Sub-Registrar is to register transfers of tenant 
right under seotion 7: he is to do so if they aro acknowledged to be accom¬ 
plished facts. The legal question whether a right to transfer exists is not affect¬ 
ed by this provision of the Bill. It is thought fair to provide for intimation to 
ibo giTon to t ho zamindar of suoh transfer having been mado so as to enablo him 
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to declare whether he accepts the transfer or not. If he does- not accept the 
t ransf er, it will be competent to him to take any steps he thinks proper to 
contest its validity, or he may ignore it and refuse to receive any root from 
the transferee. It has been suggested that this provision will stimulate 
litigation and set class against class. The object of the provision is that Jhei 
landlords should know what transfers are taking place, and should have -ftye 
notice thereof. If they are not prepared to accept this provision,, then Govern* 
moat will not oppose the omission of this section. _ -tv 

“ Section 9 relates to the presumptive forco of mutations in rant suits. It has 
been suggested that this presumption should apply more widely than to rent'suita 
only: for instance, that it should apply to any judicial proceeding for possession. 
This is a question which is fairly open to argument, and deserves full considera¬ 
tion. Towards the middle of the section some words have cropt.in regarding 
registration under the Registration Act, which it would bo dosirableto omit, and 
t 0 °substituto the expression * registered under this Act.’ It is also suggostod that 
it should be enacted that the presumption should only apply to undisputed 
transfers. That is a print also for consideration. 

“I hardly need refer to section 10 regarding the specifications to beroquired 
in the notices of mutation, or to section 11, which gives power, formally, to the 
Sub-Registrars to keep any number of Registers, provided that two of them are 

Registers of Mutations. . 

“ We have received hardly any criticism;on section 12. Therefore I may 
pass on to section 13, which proposes to lay down that all Courts shall forward 
memoranda of decisions affecting landed property to the Sub-Registrars to 
enter in their mutation registers. But the High Court have called attention to 
the fact that a very similar provision to this was contained in Act XVI of 1864, 
but after some years the practice was abandoned. I have looked up the history 
of the matter, and find the provision in soction 45 of Act XVI of 1864, one of 
the early Registration Acts. It was a provision that all Civil Odferts shall send 
memoranda of decrees affecting immoveable property to the registry office for 
registration. The same principle was reproduced in sections 41-43 of Act XX 
of 1866 , another Registration Act; but when that Act came again before the 
Legislative Council and was formally passod as Act VIII of 1871, Mr. Frank 
Cockerell, who was in charge of the Bill, gave good reasons for giving up the 
particular procedure of these sections. It was found in hoth the Revenue and 
the Civil Courts to be impracticable*, and it was eventually left to ti e persons 
affected by decrees to niako their own applications to the Registrar for the 
registration of their new rights. The Government are much obliged for the 
criticism which has called their attention to this point; and as it was found 
unworkable some years ago, it is not proposed to revive it. The intention, 
therefore, is to allow section 13 to bo cut out of tlio Bill. 

“Section 14 applies to fees to bo paid under the Bill. As I said just now, 
fees of some sort must be provided for to admit of tho cost of establishment in 
the working of tho measure, and it is impossible to say beforehand what fees 
should be exacted. Therefore it is proposed that this section should be amended 
bv giving power to the Lieutenant-Governor to prepare a table of the fees 
payable for registration of mutation, for granting copies, and for any other 
object for which a fee should be required. Jt is proposed to revise this section 
and to give Government power to alter the table of fees* as may be shown 
to be necessary from time to time. In sub-section (3) there is a little slip in 
drafting, where it is provided that the Register shall be open for inspection at 
all reasonable hours without tho paymont of a fee. This would’repeal a pre¬ 
vision of the Registration Act, and therefore it is proposed to enact that 
inspection of the Register shall not take place without a fee. 

r “Section 15, sub-section (Z), contains a provision for*a disability to attack 
to a proprietor who has failed to register a mutation. The fate of this sob- 
section very much depends on the fate of section 4, which refers to the mutation 
of proprietary rights* If section 4 is struck out in Select Committee, then, 
probably it will be thought necessary also that soction 15, sub-section (2), should 
be altered so far as it relates to proprietary rights. But if it is* kept in, it-hs# 
been Suggested that it should not be compulsory on the proprietor to file certi¬ 
fied copies of the entry in the register in all cases of rent emits. It hap been 
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suggested that this filing of extracts from the records of rights and’Register of 
Mutations should only be required if the tenant denies that the landlord has 
registered or when the Court requires it. There would be a considerable 
reduction of the direct disability on the landlord by this sub-section. Bnt 
sub-section (2) stands on rather a different footing. This is the only disability 
we have been able to devise to bring some stimulus to bear on the tenant to 
give notioe of mutation of his tenant right. The meaning of this sub-section 
is that, if a landlord sues a tenant to enhance his rent, it should not be open 
to the tonant to plfead that ho has a particular status or a privileged right unless 
he has complied with tlio provisions of section 7 of this Rill and given notico of 
transfer of his tenant |right. If the intention of the section is not clear, it will 
be open to the Select Committee to alter it in such a way as may be desirable. 

“In*section 16 we have provided a general penalty for failure to register 
mutations. 'Objections of course have been taken to this. Somo people say it 
is superfluous; others that the fine is arbitrary and too heavy; and it has also 
been suggested that a sliding scale of fines based on the area or value of the 
holding should be substituted, and that provision should bo made for rewards 
to bo given to informers; also that a penalty should only bo inflicted when the 
parties have voluntarily or negligently omitted to comply with the provisions 
of section 7 of the Rill. These are questions of detail which may fairly 
be discussed ill Select Committee. It has also been thought, if Government 
are prepared to accept it, that provision should be made to enablo those 
to register who Lave omitted to register within four mouths; and that an 
opportunity should be given to repair the omission by payment of some small 
chargo. This was foreseen in the Land Registration Act, and it may be 
considered fair to allow a locus pcnitcntice to a person wlio has omitted to 
register his tenant right under this Act. 

“ I come now to Part JI, which deals with the recovery of costs of the 
Survey and Settlement and the preparation of a Record of rights. It has been 
pointed out that more names ought to bo added to the list of persons from 
whom a portion of the costs ought to be recovered ; that the owners and occu¬ 
piers of rent-free holdings should be added to the list of those from whom the 
cost of survey-settlement can be levied; also that a zamiiidar who lias let liis 
land out in putni should not be held liable. Those suggestions well deserve the 
attention of the Select Committee, and will no doubt receive it at their hands. 

“1 will not pause now over section 18, which refers to tho levy of a cess for 
the recovery of tho cost. The moro important suggestions wo havo received 
refer to section 19, which duals with the question tlie levy of a survey - 
settlemont eess. It has been suggested, for instance, that the proportions in 
which tho cess should bo levied from tlio different persons interested in tho 
survey and settlement should bo stereotyped in the Bill; and that tlio propor¬ 
tions which havo been adopted by the Secretary of. State in regard to the Bihar 
survey should be made generally applicable to all future surveys and settle¬ 
ments. This is hardly a reasonable suggestion, and tho Government aro not 
prepared to adopt it. Circumstances may vary between ono settlement and 
another, and it is therefore thought right to leave the proportion of cost to be 
determined from time to timo by high authority. This question of propor¬ 
tion will no doubt bo subjected to full discussion in each case, and it is 
thought bettor to lqavo it open for*that reason.' Tho Council will observe that 
in this section tlioro is a list of proprietors aud tenants and owners and 
occupiers of rent-freo tenures and holdings who may be called upon to pay 
this ceSs. It has been suggosted that tho list of persons who are to pay this 
cess should lie identical with the list of persons upon whom tlie rate per acre is 
imposed. That is a matter of drafting, and can easily bo arrangod. Then, 
the distribution of the cess will be found to bo referred to in the last 
four lines of tlie soeftion. We havo had for the last few years a number of 
important settlements to deal with, and it has boon found practically that in 
no two cases have the cost of settlement proceedings been distributed in quite 
the same way. It has beon fouud necessary to charge tho different grades of 
persons interested in the proceedings more or loss according as they applied for 
survey-settlement, .and according as through their neglect or misconduct, such 
settlement proceedings wore really necessary, or according as they were more 
or less benefited by its operations. It is therefore thought nght that the 
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distribution of tho cess should be made under rules to be framed from time to 
time by the Board of Revenue with the .sanction of tho Local Government. 
That would leave it open for the various circumstances of each case to be fully 
considered. With regard to section 20, it has been brought to notico that the 
amount leviable should not be payable only once annually with tho instalment 
of revenue due on the 28tli of March, but at other times of the year with other 
instalments of land revenue. That is a question on which the convenience 
of the payers may be fairly consulted. I ho 28th of March is hardly a good 
date to fix upon because there are estates,. I bolieve, which do not pay revenue 
on that date ; but this is a point which, like many others I have mentioned, 
may fairly bo considered in Select Committee. ... 

^ In section 21 tho proposal that the cess should bo paid by tne landlord on 
behalf of tho tenants is one which, as might have been expected l has called 
forth many and various criticisms. The proposal that tho cost of the survey 
and settlement should bo levied in this way emanated, as I have stated in 
the early portion of my remarks, from Sir Antony MacDonneol in his long 
Minute of 20th September, 1893. I alluded to it briefly when introducing this 
Bill on tho 19th January last, and I should like to refresh .the memory of 
hon’ble members of Council by reading an extract from that Miuute. He then 
wrote:— 


‘Tho method of recovering the cost of a Cadastral Survey and Record of Rights 
nroscrihod in section 114 of the Tenancy Act has boon found by practice to be in some oases 
defective It is suitable in the case of small estates; it is less suitable when largo areas are 
rvvneemcd In the latter cases it involves very intricate calculations, especially where 
«nWi-n<luiioii has gone to any considerable length: it must cause some, though transitory, 
Inconvenience to tho poorer classes of pooplo by making the debt payable in a single instal¬ 
ment* and by necessitating tho employment of a collecting agency ot tahsddars, peons, &c., 
it not onlv adds something in the shape of fees to the original burden, but opens the door to 
thn irresmlfiTitios which the memorialists connect with the employment of low-paid and 
ill-sunervised agency. To tho preceding objections against the existing arrangements from 
the landlouls’ and ra'iyats’ side might he added tlic additional objection from tho sido of the 
n-overnment (which advances the cost of tho operations), that when the expenses are divided 
nmonir and have to ho collected from several millions of people, thoro is risk of short collec¬ 
tions unauthorized exactions on the part of process-servers or collecting peons, and the 
certainty of intricate accounts and protracted proceedings. All these conditions point to the 
desirability of devising some means whereby the costs of the Cadastral Survey and Record of 
Rights may ho recovered in such instalments as will not ho felt by any party, and under suoh 
conditions that there will be no addition to the original apportionment and no opportunity 
for ox actions on the part of a collecting agency.’ 


« j explained on a* former occasion, the idea of adopting the Road Cess 
Procedure for the apportionment of tho rate has been abandoned, because it 
would be difficult to conform to the proportion which the Secretary of State has 
decided upon, namely, ith from tho Government, r^tlis from tho landlord, and 
-5-ths from the tenants. The plan which wo propose to adopt is set out in 
this Bill, namely, that tenants should be called upon to pay at the time 
the lehatiana are distributed to them, and that if they do not pay, the 
zamindar should ho called upon to collect what is due from non-paying 
tenants and pay it over to the Government, and that tho zamindar should 
receive’ an additional 20 per cent, to cover their collection expenses. These 
provisions have been challenged on the part o£ the zamindars, who, of course, 
eo back to the time of the Permanent Settlement, but I do not think anybody 
who has road the Proceedings connected with tho passing of the Road Cess Act 
of 1871 can for a moment attach validity to any argument which is based on 
any condition of the Permanent Settlement. But other criticisms have been 
offered to the effect that we are calling upon the landlord to collect our 
bad debts for us, and not allowing him 20 per cent, for collecting what may 
bo called good debts. I for one am not prepared to say $hat it will not be 
very hard on a tenant if Government were to refuse to receive a payment 
which he is willing to make, and to say that the zamindar will* a month later 
colleot from him Rs. 6, instead of tho Its. 5 which ho is willing to pay. I am not 
at all proparod to accept that proposal. There are certain suggestions which 
Government are willing to entertain favourably} for instance, "the proposal 
that these dues should be recoverable from landlords not by sale of their 
estates, but by the Certificate Procedure, of which we have heard so much lately* 
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“ It has also been suggested, "and Government are prepared to entertain 
• the suggestion, that there should be a provision allowing the zamindar to make a 
requisition to the Collector, and that outstanding debts from non-paying tenants 
should bo recovered on behalf of the zamindar by the Certificate Procedure, That 
of course will be a very great extension of the use of the Certificate Procedure, 
but it is ouo which is very fairly open to consideration, and it is one which 
Government is prepared to reeoive favourably. ^ It will of course be neces¬ 
sary for Government, through its Settlement Officer, to give to the landlord 
a list of all tho payments they expect tho landlord to make on their behalf 
from non*paj T ing tenants. That provision has not yet been introduced in the 
Bill, but tliore is no reason why it should not be. 

“ Tho whole question with regal’d to the recovery of those costs is,—what is 
the most convenient way by which they can bo recovered ? I am quite prepared 
to show the Council the reason why, when the Road Cess Act was passed in 
1871, tho duty of collecting was imposed upon the zamindar. The main point is 
that it is a matter of expediency. They havo their establishments, and it is 
considered that on the whole tho work will be more easily done by the zamindar 
than by the Government having a separate establishment going about the 
country for this purpose. Tho Council is perhaps not aware of the enormous 
number of khatians which will havo to be made. In a district of throe thousand 
squaro miles there*may be as many as 12 lakhs of khatians to bo made, on the 
assumption that there are 2\ plots to an acre and 4 plots to each khatian. To 
collect for 12 lakhs of khatians is rather a large undertaking. It has been 
suggested by tho Commissioner of the Patna Division that if proper steps are 
taken at the time of tlie distribution of the khatians, there will not bo any great 
amount*of outstanding dues for recovery subsequent to the settlement proceed¬ 
ings. Tho Commissioner writes in a communication which is in the hands of 
the Council:— 

‘Tho subsequent certificate proceedings will, as a rule, hoof a very simple character, for 
wo shall have iu tho khatians a reliable description of the defaulter’s immoveable property, and 
there should ho no difficulty in summarily realizing the amounts due by attachment of their 
holdings. It must bo remembered that the duos will individually be very small—only a few 
annas per aero, and I havo no doubt, that the raiyats will pay up at once when they see that 

we mean business.where a collecting officer can present himself with a hill in one 

hand nnd a warrant in tho other, it will only be in cases of downright insolvency where ha 
will fail to realise.’ 

“That points to the adoption of tho plan of Government collecting at onco 
by the Certificate Procedure from tho raiyats at the time of the distribution of 
tbe khatians. I am in a position to state that ’Government does not attach very 
great importance to the section as it is now drafted ; and that it is willing to 
accept any modification of it by means of tho Certificate Procedure or otherwise, 
which would admit of these costs being recovored with the least possible 
annoyance and oppression of the people. 

“ The remaining sections of tho Bill will not detain us very long. A slight 
alteration will bo requisite in sub-soction \ 2) of section 22, which provides that 
every order passed by an officer engaged in the registration of mutations in 
any district shall* be appealable to the Collector of the district. It has been 
suggested that the appeal should be confined to orders affecting any entry in 
tho register, but that i^a detail which Icon bo considered. 

“ With regard to appeals, some of tho Associations who have reported upon 
the Bill have made valuable suggestions. Some of them object to _ the 
Commissioner’s order being final; others suggest that an appeal should lie to 
the Board of Revenue. No final conclusion has been arrived at by Gov¬ 
ernment on this point, and it is a matter with which the Select Committee 

"V^ith^regard to section 24, as to the power of making rules, it is certainly 
ne cessar y that the power to do so should be retained in the hands of the 
Lieutenant-Governor—certainly as to the rules for regulating the fees to be 
paid. The clauses of this section speak for themselves. It . most be open to 
Government to provide for the appointment, control, discipline and .pay¬ 
ment of all Registrars’ and Sub-Registrars’ establishments; mid the Govern¬ 
ment must also have the power of proscribing tho method and periods for 
making entries of mutations in the record of rights, and so on. These are matters 
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which # the Government must keep in thoir ^ own hands, but it will be open to 
the Board of Revenue to make any suggestions they may think fit. There 
will be no necessity for the retention of sub-section (c) y regarding rules for 
the distribution of the cess, if it is to be also provided for iu the previous 
section (19). Nor will it bo necessary to retain sub-section (2) if power is taken 
in section 14, as has been suggested, for Government to prescribe the fees 
to be levied, and to alter them from time to time as may be necessary. 

u I must apologise for taking up the time of the Council at such 
length over this important measure, but I have done so in order to make 
clear to hon’ble members what matters Government will agree to omit 
from tlio Bill, what matters they are prepared to leave to the Select Com¬ 
mittee, and how far in a general way they arc prepared to go in making 
concessions to the criticisms which have boon advanced. The necessity for 
the maintenance of a record of rights in some form or other has been asserted 
throughout the correspondence over since the time the Secretary of State, in his 
Despatch of the 24th December, 1891, gave his sanction to the Bihar survey- 
settlement operations. The particular form which the maintenance of the 
records of rights should take lias boon the subject of discussion for some years 
past since it was first mooted, more particularly in the lettitr which the Govern¬ 
ment wrote in June, 1892. The main principles on which it is now proposed to 
take action have, I think, boon sufficiently elucidated by the several opportunities. 
I have had of making explanations in this Council, and by the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons before the Council. It therefore remains for me only to 
ask the co-operation of the Council to enable Government to pass a workable, and 
practical measure, entailing as little harassment and trouble to the parties concern¬ 
ed as may be compatible with the maintenance of the records in somenvay or 
other. We hope that in Select Committee any further defects which may present 
themselves will bo found out and rectified, and that, by the time the Bill comes 
back from ilie Select Committee, it will be accepted by this Council as a work¬ 
able and practical measure for tlie object for which it is intended. 

“With these remarks X beg* to move tho further consideration of the 
motion that the Bill to provide for the maintenance of the Records of Rights in 
Bengal and for the recovery of the cost of Cadastral Surveys and Settlements 
be referred to a Select Committee consisting of tho lion’ble Mr. Lyall, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Wilkins, tho Ilon'blo the Maharaja of Darbhanga, the Hon’ble 
Maulvi Serajul Islam, the Hon’ble Mr. Dutt and the Mover.” 

The Hon’ble Mahaua.ta Sru LucuMussriR Singii Bahadur of Dakiuianga 
said:— “I desire to oiler a few remarks upon the Bill which this Council is 
about to refer to the consideration of a Select Committee. In so doing 1 trust 
I may be allowed to sny, iu order to guard against any possible misconception 
as to my attitude upon tho question, that L have not in any way withdrawn 
from, nor in any degree modified, the position taken up by mo in the past with 
regard to the justice or desirability of either making or maintaining a 
Record of Rights in Bihar. 1 still hold, as I have always held, that any such 
scheme should only be undertaken with the cordial co-operation and the assent 
of those on whose behalf it is proposed; and that in face of the opposition 
manifested by all classes of tlie community in .Bihar, tho action of Government 
is inexpedient and, if ] may say so with all due respect, altogether arbitrary. 
But I am compelled to bow to the inevitable, and to recognise tho fact that, 
notwithstanding the strenuous objections and remonstrances of those affected, 
Her Majesty’s Secretary of Stato has given his sanction to the proposal which 
has been embodied in ilio Bill now before us. Bearing in mind these prelimi¬ 
nary observations, which I have thought it my duty to make on behalf of 
myself and of those whose interests I am privileged, to represent, I come to a 
consideration of tho Bill itself. X do not propose to outer into a lengthy criti¬ 
cism of l J art I of tho Bill. The system of registration which it provides is the 
best, inasmuch as it is the least burdensome of the schemes thatliave been in the con¬ 
templation of Government; and I am grateful to your Honour for so far yielding, 
if I may so express it, to tlie wishes of myself and those who think with me. 

I cannot, however, conceal from myself that tho proposal to utilise tho services 
of the Rural Sub-Registrars for the maintenance of the Record of Rights has 
met with strong objection in, influential quarters. But with due deference to 
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the opinions of Mr. Forbes and Mr. 0. J. Macpherson, I venture to think they 
have somewhat exaggerated the difficulties of the situation. Granting that the 
existing Sub-Registrars do not as a class give that satisfaction to which the 
Government as well as the Public are entitled, the true remedy, in my opinion, is 
to be found, as my friend Kumar Gopendra Krishna, the Inspector-General of 
Registration, remarks in considerably modifying the existing rules relating to the 
appointment of these officers. In any event, I amprepared to face these evils, if 
they can be said to eyist. It is my deliberate opinion that the scheme propounded 
in the first part of the Bill is the most feasible under the circumstances ; and it 
possesses, moreover, the merit of imposing no additional cost upon the tax¬ 
payer. The landlords and tenants of Bihar are deeply sensible of the 
consideratievn Your Honour has shown to them in this connection, and for 
your unceasing and unwearied advocacy of a proposal, which, whatever its 
defects, has this to recommend it that it relies in no small degree for its success 
upon the loyal co-operation of the people concerned : I trust I shall not be 
deemed presumptuous if I take it upon myself to give expression to their 
sentiments. 

u There are, however, a couple of omissions in the earlier portion of the 
Bill to which I feel I should call attention. Tho first is, the omission of any 
procedure to be, followed by the Registrars of Mutations in cases that may 
come before them under the Act. I submit that it is necessary, in the interests 
of those who will fall under the operation of the Bill, that some form 
of procedure should be clearly and carefully laid down by legislative 
enactment, and in tho same Bill which confers new powers upon these officers. 
I trust it may be found possible for the Select Committee to add sections 
dealing with this important matter. While I am upon the point of procedure, 
I hope it will not be considered irrelevant if I give publicity to a criticism of the 
Bengal Chamber of Commerce, which appears to me to be well worthy of 
consideration. They say:— 

‘The Committee note that in seotions 4, G, 7, 8,14,19 and 24 power is given to 
the board of Revenue to make rules and to do certain other matters. The Committee would 
protest against this transfer of what is clearly a duty of tho Local Government to tho 
Board of llovenue, and, similarly, they further object to an appeal to the Board of Revenue 
being denied by section 23, whilst an appeal from the decision of a Collector is only allowed 
to the Commissioner. The board of Revenue sits as a Land Court, and where this is so, 
work should not be taken from it and given to a local ofjieor like the Commissioner : and 
in this connection, the Committee may roruark that they view with much alarm the attempt 
made from time to time to transfer judicial functions to exeoutive officers and to make the 
decisions of such officers final. They oonsider the policy of such transfers inexonsable, 
uncalled for and wrong, and holding this view, they objeot to power being taken from the 
Local Government,, properly belonging to that authority, and given to the Board of Revenue; 
whilst, authority is taken away from the Board of Revenue and given with finality to the 
Commissi oner. ’ 

“ I do not desire to dwell further upon this question at the present stage: 
but I cannot quit it without expressing a hope that in this connection also the 
Council may see its way by judicious excisions and amendments, to removing 
these very reasonable objections on tho part of tho Chamber of Commerce. 
I would urge further that the rules made under tho Act should, before being 
put into forco, be published in the.Gazetto for a period of at least threo months, 
and that they should in every case be subject to tho approval of the High Court. 

“ The second omission to which I have to direct attention is referred to by 
the Secretary to tho Bihar Indigo Planters’ Association in terms so concise and 
complete that I will venture to adopt them as my own. ‘ The draft Bill,’ 
writes Mr. Macnaghten, 1 makes no alteration in the status of the village 
patwari. Indeed, the name of that official is not once mentioned in it. It 
should be clearly laid down, if such is intended, that the patwari, as a Govern¬ 
ment servant, has ceased to exist. The deputation that waited on His Honour 
the Lieutenant-Gbvernor at Sonepore received the distinct assuranoe from him 
that on tho completion of tho survey and record, the patwari would cease to be 
a servant of Government; and in his letter to the Board of Revenue, dated the 
31st, of June, 1892, the intention to abolish tho patwari is affirmed. In the 
words of Sir Charles Elliott:—The patwaris have altogether failed to give satis¬ 
faction they have long since ceased to fulfil the functions of a patwari under 
Regulation XII of 1817, and tho present system of dual control has been 
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universally condemned. And again:—It is mainly from this point of view 
that Sir Charles Elliott is of opinion that tho first step is to clear the ground 
by the repeal of Regulation XII of 1817, and the abolition of patwaris as a 
class of Government servants in Bihar. Section 6 imposes a heavy burden on 
zamindars and tenure-holders. Under the Rond Oiss Act, jamabandi papers are 
signed by the landlord or tenure-holder, while the real responsibility should rest 
on the patwari, who is not a private servant. If under soction (3 the whole 
responsibility is to rest upon tho landlord, he should have entire control of tho 
patwari.’ The Tirhut Landholders’ Association and tho Indian Property 
Association express themselves in similar terms: and these important bodies are 
considerably strengthened in tho position they take up by the observations of 
the Secretary of State in his despatch of the 5th of July last. In that despatch 
he remarks, with reference to the alternative schemes for the maintenance of 
the Roeoid of Rights which were put forward by Your Honour and Sir Antony 
MacDonnell:— 

‘ There uro two features common to both wlv mes. The first is that the patwaris, as 
established by Regulation XII of 1817, should be abolished and the Regulation r< pealed, on 
the ground that tlio patwaris have failed to perform for the villages, for ilio raiyats, or for tho 
district adminibtiation, tho strvnos contemplated by tho Regulation, while thoir duel 
j elation to tho Collector and to the Zaniindur intirfi res with their ligefnliiets to the land¬ 
lords whom they served. As at present adviced, I see no objection to the proposed lopeal.’ 

“ At the close of tlio despatch there is a further reference to tho subject : 
when it is expressly ordered that ‘provision should bo made for repealing iho 
Patwari Regulations in the Bill for the maintenance of tho R< cord of Rights 
which Your Honour was authorised to introd uce into this Council.’ 

“I have not ventured, Hr, to impose this scries of quotations upon the 

§ >od nature of Your Honour and of this Council without a purpose. Your 
onour's declarations on tho question of the abolition of the patwari are so 
explicit, tho sanction accorded by the Secretory of Slato to the prop< sal is so 
express and so unambiguous, that 1 cannot refrain from giving expression to 
my respectful astonishment at tho fact that it finds no place in tho Bill we are 
now considering. I would urge that effect should bo given to tlio pledges of 
Government upon this point, approved and authorised as tiny are by Her 
Majesty in Council, and that tlio necessary provisions should be added before 
the Bill is passed into law, or that a separate Bill may be introduced and 
carried through simultaneously with tho present measure. Not only will there 
exist after tho passing of this measure no necessity for the dual services of 
tho patwaris, but I will not conceal from Your Honour that a great measure of 
the support which tho present proposal lias received has been based upon the 
confident belief that tho pledges given by Government upon this point will be 
fully and unhesitatingly redeemed. The omis-iou from tho Bill of all mention 
of the future status of the patwari has been productive of much disappointment 
and dissatisfaction: and I venture to express iho earnest hope that the Govern¬ 
ment will carry out tho promise to which they have committed themselves, by 
the adoption of one of tho two courses 1 have indicated. 

“ Thero is one more point with which l wish to (li al before I leave Part I of 
the Bill, and that is with roforoiico to sec.mu 1(5. Tho penal provisions of this 
section have boen most unfavourably commented upon by tlje Associations who 
have been consulted. It is pointed out, and, as it so"ms to mo, with irresistible 
force, that section 15 provides an ample penalty for persons who fail to regietor. 
They are debarred from asserting certain rights m Court. If a person fails 
within the specified time to sue for or to recover the rent of any land w hich is 
tl.o subject of mutation (and ho can only succeed on production of a ceitifud 
copy of tho entry in tho R< cord of Rights and of tho enfry in the Registers 
of Mutational his right to institute the suit abates. As the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce rom&ik, ‘ the section is of a distinctly minatory character.’ Sufficient 
precautions are taken under its provisions to secure the proper observance of 
the Act; and, that being so, I confess to finding some difficulty in undersland- 
ing why the second penalty of a severe fine should bo provide^ in section 16. 
The method by which the fine is to be realised is, in my humble opinion, also 
open to very serious objection. A system of daily fines, even though the 
amount may seem insignificant, will spell ruin and starvation to the Bihar 
raiyat, while it must not bo forgotten that tho fine proposed is an arbitrary 
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one of Rs. 50, and no regard whatever is paid to the value of the tenure. 
Under the circumstances, the penalty appears to me to be not only uncalled 
for (f.tr the loss of the right to recover in a Court is surely in itself a sufficient 
punishment), but altogether out of all proportion to the offence. The remarks 
of Mr. Forbes upon the point are so pertinent and so forcible that I will 
quote them here:—‘lam much opposed,’ he says, ‘to any system of daily 
fines in the case of tenants. Any one who has had any experience of the 
working of tho provision in the case of proprietors in cess revaluation, parti¬ 
tion and other proceedings, will understand the inadvisability of extending 
the- system ‘further. As regards landlords, tho punitive provisions of section 65 
of the Land Registration Act of 1876 are sufficient. As rogards tenants, 
I would prescribe fines on a sliding scale based on the area or annual value 
of the holding. There might be an initial fine, followed up by a further fine 
(or fines) for negh cfc to supply the omission within a reasonable period (or 
successive periods) to be allowed for tho purpose.* I will only myself add 
to this eminently reasonable suggestion tho observation that the British Indian 
Association, tho Bengal Chamber of Commerce, and the Bihar Landholders’ 
Association have 'independently arrived at the same conclusion as Mr. Forbes; 
and I would respectfully suggest to the Council the advisability of adopting 
a recommendation which finds favour in such influential and authoritative 
quarters. 

“There is one other amendment in connection with section 16 that I 
desire to pn ss upon the attention of the Council, although I trust it may bo 
found possible to omit the section altogether, for tho reasons to which I have 
already referred. But if this should be found impossible, the section should 
be redrafted, not only in accordance with Mr. Forbes’ excellent suggestion, 
but also as nearly as possible upon the lines of the corresponding section 65 
in the Land Registration Act. That Act, as the Indian Property Association 
point out, also renders persons who omit to apply for registration liablo to fines, 
but unlike the present Bill, it safeguards such persons by imposing upon tho Col¬ 
lector the burden of showing that such omission was voluntary or negligent. 
There should bo some similar safeguard inserted in section 16, and L would 
represent to tho Council that tho words ‘voluntarily or negligently ’ should 
accordingly be added, as a measure of bare justice to those who will fall 
under the oporation of tho Bill. 

“ 1 now address iriyse’f to tho second portion of the Bill, that which relates 
to tho rccovory of tho cost of the Survey : and I regret to say that I am totally 
unable to accord my support to the method proposed. Tho principle under 
which cesses are levied is, in my humble opinion, a distinct violation of the 
conditions of the Permanent Settlement. I take my stand upon the provisions 
of Regulation VIII of 1793, which prohibits in the clearest and most express 
terms the levying by any aetual proprietor of land of any new abwab or mahtvt 
upon tho rai’yats under any pretence whatever. A cess such as the Survey- 
Settlement Cess, which is con ton, plated by tie present Bill, is, I venture to 
assert, nothing more or loss than a legalised form of an abwab. What does it 
matter to tlio'raiyut that his money is appropriated to the uso of tho Govcrn- 
ment instead of finding its way into the landlord’s treasury? Tho fact that it 
is levied by Government and not by tho Zamindar doos not in any way absolve - 
it from the charge of constituting a direct breach of the covenant of 1793. 

I am rejoiced to find that I am supported in this view by an array of names 
which include some of tho most distinguished administrators and legal 
luminaries of this couutiy during tho present century. In tho year 1877, 
when tho Public Works Cess Bill was before this. Council, Sir Erskinb Perry, 
then a Member of the Council of India, wrote:—‘1 object to tho despatch of 
the Secretary of State (in which sanction was given to the introduction of the 
Bill), because, eveq in its modified form, it seems to docide, and I bolieve does 
decide, that there is nothing in the language or promises of Government in 
1793 to orecludo tho present Government from levying local taxes in Bengal 
for local objects. I have come reluctantly to this conclusion after many 
struggles and attempts to draw fine distinctions in support of a different view, 
that the language and act of Lord Cornwallis and of tho members of Govern¬ 
ment of Ids day wore so distinct, solo inn and unambiguous that it would be a 
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direct violation of British faith to impose special taxes in the manner proposed.’ 
These ere trenchant and weighty words, and they are endorsed by men such 
as Sir Frederick Holliday, Mr. Henry Thoby Prinsep, Mr. R. D. Mangles, 
Sir Frederick Currie and Sir H. C. Montgomery. The last named writes 
‘A Government should not, in my opinion, voluntarily place itself in a position 
which lays it open to the charge of breach of faith. It should rather avoid any 
measure which would be so held in the estimation of its subjects specially 
interested. Sound policy would seem to point out this as the course to be 
pursued, that carrying the landholders and their dependants with us must be 
more efficacious than meeting their opposition at every turn, and fostering irt their 
mind tho idea, however well or ill-founded, that tlieir rulers are breaking faith 
with them under the specious plea of doing what they assert to be for their 
ultimate good.’ 

“ How unavailing and unheeded were their dignified and statesmanlike 
protests may be gauged by the mere recitals of the various burdens which are 
to-day pressing the landed interest. Irrespective of the land-tax, the holders 
of land have to pay most of the local taxes raised in Bengal—the Zamindari 
Dak Cess, the Kmbankment Cess, the Municipal Taxes, the Cliaukidari Tax, 
the ltural Police Cess, the Road Cess, the Publie Works CeBs and the Irrigation 
Cess. I do not speak of the Survey Settlement which it is now proposed to 
add to this crushing list, nor of the bulk of tho indirect taxes which are also 
contributed by the class most interested in land. I venture to put it forward 
with all respect that, even if we cast aside every other consideration, it is not 
consonant with the principles of equity and justice to thus burden a single 
class with the task of supplying the funds required for general administration 
and improvement. I will for a moment accept the answer to my contention 
which will probably be made, and allow that the present cess is not confined to 
the zamindars alone, but iB levied also from the raiyats, who will equally share 
in the benefits to be conferred by the survey. Tho case on the side of the raiyats 
against tho imposition of the cess is no less strong. It cannot., 1 apprehend, be 
admitted that it would be legal lor a landlord to collect from his tenantry 
the expenses of a survey that he himself takes in hand, even if it is under¬ 
taken for the benefit of the tenantry. And the Government can claim to 
stand on no better footing. Tho smallest concession that the Government 
can make in this respect is to invite the opinions of the raiyats bofore authoriz¬ 
ing the Cadastral Survey of a village or an estate. They cannot, in common 
fairness, be made liable for tho cost of the survey unless anu until the majority, 
or at all ovents a large proportion of them, consent to its being undertaken. 
•But if tho raiyats are silent, and the zarnindar hostile, tho inference becomes 
irresistible that the. survoy is solely required, if required at all, for adminis¬ 
trative purposes, and as such its cost should bo entirely borne by the Govern¬ 
ment. I would go even further. In my opinion no survey should be under¬ 
taken in a village except at the request of tlio zarnindar or the raiyats, unless 
the presence of exceptional or prolonged agrarian disturbance calls for the 
interference of the Settlement Officer. 

• “But objectionable as, is the levying of the proposed cess upon general 
grounds, I. venture to say that the method in which it is to bo levied is still 
more objectionable. And, first, I would point out that to < all intents and 
purposes the cess which is to be levied is a permanent ond- ’ Theie is nothing 
in the Bill to indicate its temporary character, although it is distinctly stated in 
paragraph H of the Statement of Objects and Itoasons that tho object ' f this 
portion of the Bill is to facilitate the recovery of the cost of a Survey Settlement 
by a temporary cess. On the contrary, section 18 loaves thoccssas a permanent 
cobs. There is thus a conflict between the Bill and the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons, and it is a conflict which should be terminated by tlie 
explicit declaration in section 18 that the cess which it imposes is to be a tempo¬ 
rary one. Then, as to the proportion of the cost which islto beborne by the various 
parties interested, it was distinctly laid down by the Secretary of State in his 
despatch of the 5th July, 1894, that the cost should be borne in certain 
ascertained and well-defined shares, no said:—‘I agree in Bord Cross’ view 
that,* in the circumstances of the North Bihar Survey, the State should bear a 
smaller share of the cost than it did in the Benares district. But 1 do not think 
the State shave ought to be less than one quarter of the total cost of making the 
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Survey and Record of Rights.^ The large rentals and profits enjoypd by the 
zamiodars do not make the raiyats of. North Bihar morfc able to sustain their 
share of the cost; and the additional one-eighth (two annas) devolving on the 
State under my present instructions should be given in reduction of the raiyats’ 
share of the expenditure. The cost of tho survey will then fall one-quarter on 
the State, five-sixteenths on the raiyats, and seven-sixteenths on the zamindars.’ 
I submit these instructions aro quite clear, and 1 confess I can discern no 
adequate reason why llie proportions, as definitely fixed in Bihar by the 
Secretary of State, are not embodied in the Hill. As matters now stand, it is 
provided in section 19 that the distribution of the cess shall be made under 
certain rules to hp framed by tho Board of Revenue, but the proportion is not 
stated. The reason for its omission is bv no means obvious, and l would 
recommend that the prop >rtions, as sanctioned by the Secretary of State, 
should be repentel in the section. It should be definitely stated, as the Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce suggest, that, following the precedent set in Bihar under 
the orders of the Secretary of State, tho amount to be paid by the Government 
on the levying of each temporary cess shall be four annus, that to be paid by 
the landlord seven annas, and that by the tenure-holder five annas. The 
amounts could be tho maximum amounts, and the same procedure should be 
adopted us in tlxe case of tho other cesses, notably the Road Cess, levied upon 
tho inhabitants of these province**. And in this connection the Indian Property 
Association make the very reasonable suggestion, which 1 desire to endorse, 
that tho number of annual instalments in which holders of estates shall be 
entitled to pay the amount leviable from them should bo expressly specific in 
the Act, and that such number should not be less than five. It is in my opinion 
absolutely essential that these four paints, to which 1 have referred, should find 
a place in the Bill before it is passed into law. As I have said, I find it difficult 
to comprehend why the explicit instructions of the Secretary of State are not 
carried into effect, or why this cess, which is declared to stand on the same 
footing as other cesses, should be subject to none of those vorv necessary res¬ 
trictions and limitations under which all other cesses are levied. 

“ I now come to section 21 of the Bill. My own views upon this portion 
of the Bill are already known to hon'ble members, and I do not desire to 
weary them with any repetition. But the remarks of Mr. Forbes upon the 
point are so weighty and so suggestive, that I take the liberty of placing them 
before the Council in cztenso . The argument, as I regard it, is unassailable, and 
I trust this Council will bo found at a later stage to share my opinion that 
section 21 should find no place in the Bill. Mr. Forbes says:— 

1 1 find if- impossible to give my support to the proposal to throw the duty of collecting 
the arrears of the ness from defaulting tenure-holdors and raiyats upon the landlords, ana 
I trust that the Government, after further consiitoration, will abandon this part of the 
soheme. In the case of tue Road and Publio "Works Utss there was this to be said in favour 
of such a system, viz , tint thoso cesses formed an annually recurring demand foT all time 
whioh could practically bo incorporated by tho landlord in his annual rent demand. It 
was foreseen that landlords and tenants would have time, in the course of recurring years, 
to fall in with tho system, and this has been the case. The landlord’s establishment has 
become aoouBtomod to collect the aggregate demands, and the tenants to pay it, and 
the rent-stream, after 1 he agitation caused by the first influx of its new tributary, flows 
smoothly along its former ohannel. But in the present iustanoe the case is very different 
The demand is au exceptional one, lasting for only a short peiiod, and I have no doubt but 
that both parties, landlords and tenants, will mutually suffer by being forced into the 
position of tax-collectors and assessees. On ttie part of the landlords, I would 
submit fchat^ the recovery from them, as an arroar of land revenue, of debts due 
to Government by the raiyats, but for the collection of whioh the landlords are obliged to 
have recourse to the Civil Courts, rannot be regarded as fair or reasonable. Even for the 
recovery of the amount of Road and Publio Works Cess whioh a landlord has paid in excess 
of his share from thejeo-sharer for whom he has paid it, he is allowoi to have recourse to the 
certificate procedure, and thus practically to make the Collector recover his debt for him. 

In that case the •person sued is usually a well-to-do person, from whom the amount of the 
decree and the costs of litigation can generally be recovered. But this is not so likely to 
be the case when the defaulters sued are the cultivators. I cannot think it right that while 
Government makes use for itself of the summary proceeding allowed bylaw against the ' 
middleman, it Should not permit him to do bo too. It is true that the landlord is allowed 
to recover from the raiyat 20 per oent. over and above the actual debt; but even if this 
covers h?s money losses, it will certainly not make up for the trouble to which the atteu- 
dant litigation will put him, and for the strained relations that will necessarily result

between himself and his defaulting 1 tenants. From the point of view of the raiyats the 
proposal hits still less to recommend it. Where the laudlord is unscrupulous, he will 
probably try to seize the opportunity of making a permanent addition to his demand; and 
even a good landlord, though he might be inclined to be lenient with his tenants in the 
matter of rent-, will certainly not be so where the oirear is a debt to Government whieh 
the raiyat ought ^ to have paid himself. It would certainly be a matter of much regret if 
an epidemic ot litigation between landlords and tenants be the residt of a Survey and 
Record of Bights. It seems possible that Government, in proposing this measure, has over¬ 
estimated the trouble to which it will be put in collecting the arrcais. I soe no reason 
why, with proper arrangements and foresight, the difficulty t-liofild be excessive. If the 
cost of the survey can bo determined With sufficient accuracy for each tenant’s accounts to 
be ready in time, and it be made an older on the Sett lament Officers not to give out the 
khatiam without payment of the a counts due, and if each Hetilenient Officer be allowed the 
services of ono or more talndlriurs to assist him in making- ilie collections, I wo no reason 
why the bulk of the dues should not he realized at nice without recourse to law prooecidingB. 
For tho recovery of the amounts outstanding we must look for lists of the defaulters, their 
debts and addresses, to the Settlement Officer. The subsequent certificate proceedings will, as 
a rule, be of a very simple character, for wo shall have in the hit "firm* a reliable description of 
the defaulters’ immoveable property, and there should bo no difficulty in summarily roaliz- 
. ing the amounts due l>y attachment of Iheir holdings. It must l o remomb red that the dues 
will individually be very small, only a few annus per acre, and I have nosloubt that the raiyats 
will pay up at once when they see that wo m< an lowness. If at tho sumo t mo the Settle¬ 
ment and Assistant Settlement Uffictr'n hands are sirenglhoned by their being given the 
powers of a Collector under the Certificate Act, the cclloctions should proceed viry rapidly. 
An instance of the success of a similar scheme is supplied by the case of the Sone Canals. 
Thor© a colleetinjr establishment, undir a Deputy and two Juni. r Deputy Collectors exercising 
powers under tho Certificate Act, realized over 94 lakhs on account of water-rates in 181)2-98, 
and about 8£ lakhs in 1898-94, from somo 812,000 aFsessees. The officii ncy with which thef 
work of eollo 'tion was performed can he judged by the juut that at the end of 1892-93 the 
outstanding balance on account of the preted ng year (1891-9./) amount id to only Its. 7,353 
while tli© outs' and mg balance for 1892-93 at the end of 18; 3-94 was only It-. 3,960 against 
a demand f«u* raoh year of something like 10 lakhs of lupces. Where a collecting officer can 
present liimsclf with a bill in one hand and a warrant in the other, it will only 1 o in cases of 
downright imolvonoy where he will fail fo rtulize. We should not either Jo:get that even 
if we oblige tho zamindars to make our collections for us, we thall htill linve to supply them 
with all the necessary information to enable them to mu> tiio defaulters, mj that we shall, after 
all, bo able to shift only part of the work on to them. But that, part, there run be little 
doubt, will, in their hands, cause a much greater sum total of vexatious harassment than if 
we undertake it our*elves/ 

“With reference to these remarks, I observe that Mr. Forbes lias urged 
that tho Government should permit the zamindar to avail hirns df of the certi¬ 
ficate procedure for tlie recovery of arrears of cess, i was unfortunately un¬ 
able to be present at tlie last mooting of this Council, but I understand that Your 
Honour announced at that meeting that it was proposed to adopt the suggestion 
of Mr. Forbes and to authorize the zamimJar to collect these arrears by means 
of tho certificate procedure. 1 desire to express my obligation to Your Honour 
for the concession. The injustice is patent of compelling tlie zarnindars to 
collect tho duos of the raiyats, and making their property liable to summary 
sale in case of def mlt, with?#ut at the same time giving them summary powers 
for tho realization of the arrears of the raiyats. But candour compels me to add 
that the concession deprives the proposed "scheme of even that small Pleasure of 
justification which it formerly possessed. Why should the Government hand 
on to the zamindar the task of proceeding under tlie certificate procodure? Is 
there any reason why tlie Government should not itself make Use of the certifi¬ 
cate procedure for the recovery of these arrears of cess, which ore after all its own 
debts? It is surely most unjust upon the zamindar that tlie whole of the odium 
of employing this summary procedure should bo transferred to liisr shoulders. 
The unwillingness of tlie Government to discharge its duties can only be 
ascribed to a knowledge of tho unpopularity which the proposed cess will 
awnkt n and the consequent difficulty in realization. The. Central National 
Muhammadan Association have described the situation vary tersely and clearly. 
4 It is certain,’ writes Nawab Syod Amir Hossein, ‘ that well-to-do tenants 
will pay direct to the Government and thus save themselves 20 per cent. 
^ Tho zamindars will then be left saddled with liability for those tenants who 
are in embarrassed circumstances and uuablo to pay tho Goveriftnent. The 
otter of 20 per cent, to the zamindars under such circumstances scorns to be 
rather illusory.’ 1 venture to submit it is not too strong a criticism to offer 
to say that tho Government are attempting to realise, through the zamindars’ 
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debt® which they cannot realise from the tenants. Wherein is the justifies- 
tion for such a policy ? In my humble opinion, it is the bounden duty of the 
Government to itself undortako the collection of the cess from tho raiyats. 
How can the zamindar hopo to succeed when the Government, with all its 
resources, is apprehensive of failure ? The present proposal to punish the

have met with ms approval. a no pixuoipiu uy wuiua it i» uuu^m, to maite one 
m fm responsible for the default of another is an essentially vicious one. It 
must not bo forgotten, as the British Indian Association very justly remark, 
that *in the case <5f the Zamindari Dak Cess and the Koad Cess, a provision 
was made in tho law for the recovery of the cesses from raiyats through the 
landholders, simply because in boili casos a largo and influential body of land¬ 
holders, as represented by the British Indian Association, agreed to ; realise 
the cesses from tho raiyats and pay them to Government.* In the present 
case however, they have agreed to do nothing of the kind. Experience has 
shown them that., .even whero a liberal allowance is male for cost of collec¬ 
tion tho loss they have to suiter by non-realization on various grounds is very 
considerable. Tho Bengal Chamber of Commerce support the suggestion that 
if the section is'rctained (although it is not easy to si-o in what way it is 
possible to defend it.-, interest at. a certain fixed rate per annum should 
be allowed on the arrears of cess in addition to tho 20 por cent, already 
provided, tho object being, if possible, to make the tenant perceive that it 
is to his intoiost to pay the landlord tho amount of tho cess, and to avoid 
trouble to himself an<i to his landlord. The Central National Muham¬ 
madan Association urge that, if the section is to be retained, all tenants 
should be bound to "p.iv to the znmindar, so that the zamimlars may bo 
safeguarded against serious loss through delimit on tho part of their tenants. 
This is the principle upon which the Bond Cess is levied ; and if we admit 
the justice of levying the present cess, tho suggestion has everything to recom¬ 
mend it. But 1 find myself unable to make this admission. The zamindars 
do not demand this survey. It has been sanctioned in the teeth of their 
opposition. They are now not only called upon to pay their sliaro of the costs 
of a measure which they regard as bath unnecessary and unjust, but also to 
recoup tho Government for tho unrealizable shares of the raiyats. They are 
unable to perceive the equity or justice of suelv a proposal. The Government 
revenue on their property was fixod at 90 per cent, of their revenues at the 
time of the Permanent. Settlement. This was clearly pointed out by Sir 
Frederick Currie in 1877, in his minute of dissent to the Public Works Cess 
Bill. It cannot, surely be urged that, the Government of 1793 errod on the side 
of leniency in their assessment. In this respect the Bengal Band Settlement is 
very different to the settlements in the other provinces, where the talnkdars 
and zamindars receive a much higher percentage. It is notorious that many of 
tho original landholders were reduced to beggary within tho first twenty-five 
years of the settlement., by their inability to comply with the Government 
demands. Those estates whoso good fortune enabled them to survive are now, 
it is tru* 1 in a better position than they were ,in 1793. But does lliat constitute 
a valid reason for .mulcting t.houT of tho increase which they owo to their 
management and to tho careful husbanding of thoir resources? 

«I dod.ro, in conclusion, to draw attention to the special hardships which 
the collection.of the Survey Cess will occasion in districts such as Burn ea, whore 
the annual rent of a raiyat is often less than tho average estimated cost per 
acre of the survey. A rule should bo laid down that the cost of the survey 
should in no caso exceed ton per cont. of the annual rent per acre of the raiyat "a 
holding. I submit. it*is essential that the Government, which is conferring the 
unmixod benefit oi a survey upon landlords and tenants, should at the same 
time acquaint those classos with the exact price they arc to pay for the benefit 
that is being conferred upon thorn. It may not improbably be discovered 
hereafter that die cost is far beyond tho moans of the raiyats for whose protec¬ 
tion the survey is being undertaken, but it will then be too late to remedy 

the not desire, Sir, to detain the Council any further. I have already 

placed before hon’blo members the criticisms I had to offer with regard to 
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the sections in Part III of the Bill. The main portion of the Bill to which 
I am compelled to take serious exception is the second Fart. 

Tlio Hon’ble Matjlvi Muhammad Yusuf, Khan Bahaduk, said: “I must, in 
the first place, offer my thanks to Lis Honour the President for having 
acceded at my roquest to the adjournment of tins debate, and allowed a 
fortnight’s time to enable us to eonsidor the important questions of principle 
and the details involved in this Bill. 1 have made the Best use of the time 
that 1 have been able, and 1 have informed myself of the views and opinions 

entertained on this subject by others, and 1 have formed conclusions on the 

various questions which relate to this Bill, and I shall place my opinions before 
the Council in as brief a compass as possible. Bat I must say with reference 
to most of the observations which I shall have to submit to tin* Council, that 
those observations arc not to be taken as my matured, final and conclusive 
opinions on those questions, but that in matters of such groat importance they 
are the first impressions 1 have formoil on those questions, and that they are 
subject to modification, Laving regard to the views which may be expressed 
by any lion’blo member of this Council, and especially by the observations 
Which may be addressed to the Council by His Honour the President at the 
close of the dobate. The observations, therefore, which I shall make regarding 
some of the provisions of the Bill, not in a state of hostility, but by way of 
friendly criticism, are not to bo regarded as final and conclusive as far as I am 

concerned ^ ^ questions of principle involved in this Bill.Isay that it is 

wholly oat of place and wholly unnoecssary for me now to express the views 
I may entertain as regards the main principles involved in the Bill, and as 
regards tho question of expediency whether this Bill should be considered or 
not It is wholly unnecessary for the Council to say that this Bill should 
not have a trial. So much has been said by friends in support of the mea¬ 
sure, by enemies by way of hindrance to the Bill, that the only way to decide 
the pretensions of the respective parties will be to givo tho Bill a fair trial, and 
then iudo-e by experience. And in making those observations I am to a very 
considerable extent led by the opinions of those who aro better able by their 
superior intelligence and by their experience to form mature views on the sub¬ 
ject. And in fact it appears to me that lor a long series of vears a stream of 
thought has boon running in certain quarters only in one direction, and that 
direction is the scheme which has now been submitted to the Council as one 
which is likely to prove beneficial to tho raiyats, if not beneficial to the zamin- 

durs as well and to the G-ovcrnment likewise. «... •„ 

“ The opinions entertained by persons in favour of this measure will either 

receive corroboration or will be displaced by the working of this Bill, but I 

think I may say that I shall not be true to myself or true to the traditions to 
which I belong were I to say that this Bill will result in anything but unmixed 
evil and unmixed mischief. I cannot shut my eyes to the fact that even at 
the present moment in litigations which come up to the High Court in matters 
relating to ehittas of 1842 are laid hold of by suitors in support, or for 
the purpose of asserting claims and objections. And those ehittas having been 
made from a point of view totally differenffrom the purposes for which they 
are sought to bo made available, the Courts have assigned to these materials 
a position in the cases with more or less satisfactory results. But I say in the 


a position in the cases with more or less satisfactory results. But 1 say in the 
year 1895, judging from the past history of this measure, and feeling that there 
£ no escape from it, I say let this measure by all means have a tnaT. But I also 
say that to a large extent the success of this measure will be due to the Proper 
wording of the Bill, to its being properly worked, and it will also be due to the 
absence of that interference of the Legislature in matters,* ^c^se outmde the 
Council the impression prevails that as soon as a measure of. the Government 
has been commenced by the introduction of a Bill, and has commenced to work 
satisfactorily, the Legislature steps in for the purnose of unhinging that which 
hai been just commenced to be properly understood and 
instance of unnecessary interference with an ^ existing measure, although not 
intentionally, I will refer to some of the provisions of this very Bill itself,. Slit 
bears on some of the sections of the Land Registration Act.

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“ There are two matters to, which I wish to refer cursorily before .coming to 
the sections of this Bill—the first is one which has been referred to by the 
Hon’ble the Maharaja of Dabbhanga, It relates to the patwari, and the way 
in which 1 put forward this matter is this, that there is no section in the Bill, 
which provides f »r the repeal of any Act or .Regulation. As I do not wish to 
prolong, I do not desire to revert to arguments which have beeu placed before 
the Council by the llon’ble Mahaiiaja of Daub hang a in favour of the view that 
the Patwari Regulation should be repealed, or |ruther that it is expedient that 
should be repealed. * 1 submit that some steps should be taken either in this Bill 
or along side of-this Bill, or at a time which may be convenient to tho Govern¬ 
ment to do away with the dual control of tho patwari. The second matter to 
which I wish tt> refer is tlio procedure in regard to the realisation of rents. 
Before tin* parsing of the Tenancy Bill in 1885, and after 1885, in fact, it is 
impossible to‘discover the order of time, it has been under the consideration of 
the Government and of the officials to provido facilities for tho realisation of 
rents by zamindars; but in 1885 no definite result could be arrived at because 
no procedure could bo devised which was feasible and free from tho defects to 
which such procedure is generally open. Tho defect on account of which this 
inability aroso lias now been remedied, and if the conviction is certain as 
regards the success of this Bill, 1 submit that tho results which should follow 
from tho wmking of this Bill should also follow, namely, that tho zanjindar 
should bo armed with the certificate procedure within limits to be laid down for 
the purpose of realising their just dues. 

“ With these observations, I shall just glanco over the provisions of this Bill 
and state to tho Council ou what point or points thoso provisions are in my 
opinion defective. 1 think I am right in Baying that this Bill is the first out¬ 
come of Chapter X of tho Bengal Tenancy Act, that it presupposes operations 
contemplate l in that Chapter, namely, tlmt a record of rights lias beon effected. 
With tunt this Bill Ins nothing whatever to do. Now, a record of rigli s having 
been effected under that Chapter X, and the points noted in section iOl of the 
Tenancy Act having beon laid down, this Bill comes into play. The object 
of this Bill is to maintain that which has been attained by tho operation of 
Chapter X. 

“ Ono or two minor suggestions have crossed my mind. In some of the 
papers before tho Council it has been pointed out that section 1 should be 
improved in this way. As it stands if in reference to, say, twenty bighas of 
land in a certain district, this Bill comes into operation, thou the whole of the 
district will l>o liable to the cess—a result which, I think, is not intended by the 
hon’blo mover of the Bill. I do not think it was ever tho intention to make the 
wliolo of a district liable owing to operations which have taken place only in a 
certain defined area in that district. Therefore the language of the first section 
should bo modified in order that the intention in reference to the operation of 
this Bill should bo clearly expressed. 

In reference to section 2 of the Bill, the words 1 record of rights’ should 
be defined with reference to the khewat and tho khaiian , but they themselves 
are terms which require definition. But these are minor points. I have 
examined the provisions of tho Bill, both as they bear on tho subject-matter of 
the Bill, and also as they bear on existing Acts, and the result of my examina¬ 
tion has been thot.certain soctions’of this Bill most certainly conflict with certain 
sections of tho Land Registration and of the Bengal Tenancy Acts. I shall 
explain myself fully on this point so as to give an opportunity for explanation 
in reply that the conflict imagined by mo is not real.” 

The Hon’blo the President said:— “I would suggest that it is unneces¬ 
sary to enter into such questions of detail: if there is any such conflict, the 
tielect Committee will set it right.’’ 

The Hon’ble Maui.vi Muhammad Yusuf, Khan Bahadur, continued:— 
“ Then 1 shall omit the observations 1 have to make with reference to sections 
4 and 15, which seem to me to conflict with certain sections of the Land Regis¬ 
tration Act. I was going to observe, with reference to section 3 and section II 
of the Bill, that regard being had to the scope und object of th© Bill, it appears 
to me that it is not necessary that the khewat portion of the record of rights should 
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bo reflected in the mutation registers, orif it isnecessary for th© sake of symmetry 
that 7 the khewat should also find a place in the mutation registers, I submit that 
the words towards the end of section 4 would be amply sufficient to convey 
information to the Sub-Registrar to enable him to mako the corresponding 
changes in the register. 

“ It should not be a-part of this scheme that proprietors should be made to 
apply to the Registrar of Mutations in respect of propriotary interests, but that 
if it is nocessary that proprietary interests should also find a [dace in the Register - 
of Mutations, then' the Collector should transmit the necessary information to tho 
Registrar. Therefore I submit that this Bill should contino itself to tho suhject- 
mattor of section 7. 

“ As regards section 6 also, it appears to me that it is not necossary that the 
information there required should be given by proprietors under the working 
of this Bill. As regards section 7, I know that non-occupancy raiyats arc not 
obliged to register. Tho record of rights to the extent which concerns non¬ 
occupancy raiyats will be incomplete, and fresh additions will not bo so certain 
• a's if tho whole of tho kkatiun had been considered. But tho question which 
I raise is this, that under the working of section 7, as far as occupancy raiyats 
acre concerned, zamindars might be placed under some disadvantage, because, 
as matters stand at the present moment, the transfer of occupancy rights depends 
upon custom ; and I think tho law should not be laid down now in a way to 
interfere with tho law as it is to bo found in the Bengal Tenancy Act. There 
are other suggestions which have been made with reference to section 7, which 
refer to matters of detail, and I therefore omit them for the present. 

“ As regards section 9, regarding the presumptive force of recorded muta¬ 
tions, I submit there is an approhon-don that tho section will militate against the 
right of the landlord not to recognise subdivisions of tenancy and subdivisions 
of rights, and that caro should bo taken that the law as it stands now should not 
be interfered with. 

“ As regards sections 15 and 16, they go along with section 4, and therefore 
I will not dwell upon them any longer. 

“I now come to Part II, which is tho most important part of the Bill. I 
submit that sections 1 to 4 contain sufficient provision for enabling tho Govern¬ 
ment to realiso its duos. But if tlioso sections bo considered insufficient, then 
I submit that the law should not be laid down in the way in which it has boon 
laid down by section 21, because tho considerations which obtained when the 
Road Cess Act of 1871 was passed, and the reasons for which tho Act was 
passed and the obligation then imposed upon tho zamindar do not exist at 
prosent. From the debate which took place in 1871, it would appear that it 
was considered tho duty of landlords to make somo provision for roads in their 
estates, and therefore ho was bound to collect tho cess. But the measuro now 
before tho Council is intended for the benefit of tenants, and I submit that 
either tho Govornmeut should collect the dues from the tenants or they should 
not bo collected at all; but if zamindars are to bo made to collect tho cess for 
the Government, then I submit that interest should be allowed to them. 

“ With regard to tho last fow sections of tho Bill, I submit tliat it is not 
made clear whether tho word ‘ final ’ in section 2.‘1 means final, so as to shut 
out the matter from tho cogriizauco of tho Civil Courts, or only so far as the 
He venue Courts ai’e concerned ; that is a point which should bo made clear. I 
think that the jurisdiction of the Civil Courts should not bo barred from 
extending reliof to persons who are dissatisfied with tho decision of tho Revetmh 
Courts in tlieso matters.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. BucklaNti in reply said:— “ I do not propose fo detain, 
the Council at any length. The remarks with which wo have boon favoured 
by the Hon’blo the Maharaja of Darbhanga, I am afraid, hardly readied 
us on this side of the room, but I did make out somo «of the 'points to 
which tho hon’ble member referred. I am glad to hear from him that the 
scheme of registration contained in this Bill is tho best of the schemes which 
have been before the public. Coming to the objections raisod by the Chamber 
of Commerce, I may observe that I have already alluded to them in my prelim¬ 
inary remarks; they referred to the appellate sections at the end of the Bui, ^ 
T may say that they will receive our full consideration. With reference to tie 
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qtiotationwhich thehdft’Me gentleman read from Mb. E. Macnaghtek’b report, * 
it vflQl be in the recollection of the Council that it was about the patmari. It 
is perhaps known to some hon’ble members that considerable correspondence 
has taken place on this very subject, and before long the papers will very 
likely bo published, and will contain some very interesting information on thjq 
subject, but at present they are not* available. I think I caught some 
remarks of the Hon’ble thh Maharaja of Dabbhancja in regard to the Permanent 
Settlement. I do not propose to follow him in detail on that subject, because we 
shall never come to an end if wo go back to the time of tho Permanent Settle* 
ment, but I would, ask him to refer to the debate in Council in Juno, 1871, when 
the Road Cess Bill was beforo the Council; and if he would refer to the 
remarks of Maharaja Sir Jotendro Monusr Tagore at tho time, it will save 
me some trouble now. I would also refer him to tho remarks of Babu 
Digumber Mitter, who then said: — 

‘As regards the main principles involved in tho proposed measure, vis., the liability 
or otherwise of the lands in tho permanently-settled estates in Bengal to additional taxation, 
the question having been already disposed of in tho affirmative by the highest executive 
authority, this Council, ho supposed, had no other alternative than to carry out that order 
in all its integr ity. He would therefore refrain from making any observations on that 
point* ’ . 

“ And Maharaja Sir Jotendro Mohun Tagore said :— 

* The question of imposing a cess on the permanently-settled estates of Bengal had 
been almost discussed threadbare. Eminent lawyors lko Sir Erskinb Perky and Sir 
Barnes Peacock had given thoir decided opinion as to the legal bearing of the question ; 
and statesmen of wulo Indian experience had also clearly rccordol their views on the subject, 
as we see from tho Education Blue Book lately published. IIo had nothing now to add, and 
ho would not attempt to hold his farthing rushlight to the sun. It had been said that 
tho Government had no intention whatever of breaking the stipulations of the Permanent 
Settlement, and a distinction had been eitoropti d to be drawn between land revenue and 
land tax. He confessed that to the natives it seemed to he a distinction without a difference; 
for so long as tho demand was upon the land, and was to be recoverable as arrears of 
revenue, it mattered not under what narao that donrand was to he made ; and so long os 
the landholder’s found that it took away so much of tho profits the enjoyment of which 
had been solemnly guaranteed to them, they could not but look upon the demand as an 
infringement of tho promise mudo to them by Lioid Cornwallis and ratified in the British 
Parliament.’ 

tl And more to the same effect. But ho went on to say:— 

‘But we know that tlio Sooretary of State had already givon has decision on the question 
of the proposed ooss, aud it was not lor him (IIaja Joienduo Mohun Tagore) to hamper 
the proceedings of tho Ijocsal Government by raising factious opposition.’ 

“ I think it is hardly necessary to multiply quotations from the literature of 
tho subject on tho question of tho Permanent Settlement. There is no intention 
whatever of breaking that Settlement. All that we say is that,, if it is 
decided by the Select Committee that this is tho best way of collecting these 
dues on account of tho cost of a survey and settlement, tliore is nothing in the 
Permanent Settlement to show that that procedure should not bo adopted. 
Whether the procedure which is sketchod out in the Bill should he adopted is 
a question which we practically leave the Select Committco to decide. 

“ There is no intention whatever, although the words in section 18 do not 
prevent that conclusion, to mako this cess a permanent one. There is a certain 
bill to bo paid, and when that is paid off the cess will naturally lapse. It has 
all along been considered advisable that this cess should bo levied on certain 
lines, but those linos are not altogether settled, except that it is important 
to make it as light as possiblo. There are two ways of looking at this 
question, and it is foy consideration whether wo are not going a little 
too far in entrusting the collection of this ccss to the zamindars. {Several autho¬ 
rities have offered In their reports the opinion that there is a certain amount 
of. risk attaching to these collections, and it has been thought that they are very 
liable to be abused, and by some of tho smaller zamindars to be converted 
mto a permanent*cess, much to tho discontent of the raiyats. Not long ago 
I found a rather strong passage to this effect in one of tno native papers,* in 
somecomments upon this Bill. It said:— 

“The xaiyat’s part' of the oost will be realized from the zamindar, who, in his torn, wiU 
realize it from the raiyafc. This prooess will certainly lead to the - oppression of the raiyafc.

but I should be very much more content and satisfied if we can bring them 
round to our views, and I should be glad if they would be prepared, with the 
modifications and facilities we propose to grant them, to withdraw their opposi- 
tion and assent to the arrangement; otherwise if the opposition is kept up, 
my advice to the Select Committee would be to adopt their views and remodel 
section 21 so as to cut out the provision for collecting through the zamindars and 
to simplify and early out the original procedure as laid down in section 114 
of the .Bengal Tenancy Act, under which we are now recovering, and collecting 
directly from the raiyats themselves. 1 believe that on the whole the better 
arrangement wo&ld be—for the good of the whole community, for the diminu¬ 
tion. of expenditure, diminution of loss of time, and friction and irritation 
in setting up of class against class,—I believe that it would bo hotter that our 
proposal be accepted. 1 do not wish to tako up the position of using the 
official majority of the Council or the gonoral majority of the Council to force 
the measure on them, unless the zamindars themselves accept it. 

“ Turning to the remarks of the Hon’ble Matjlvi Muhammad Yusuf, I trust 
that he did not $hink that I interfered unduly in pointing out to him that this 
was not a suitable time for entering upon objections on matters of detail which 
he might see in*tho draft Bill. One of the principles which underlie the Bill hi 
that we should attempt to fuse the Land Registration Act and the Indian 
Registration Act together, and make them work together, so that tlio work of 
registering a deed should ipso facto be the work of registering the dakhil kharij, 
and that the procedure of the Registration Act should go on and become the* 
registration of mutations. When the Hon’ble Mau^vi Muhammad Yusuf said that 
there wore many points in which there was conflict between the two Acts, I said 
that it was not necessary to elaborate the argument, because I admitted it, and 
the hon’ble mover of tho Bill admitted it. Several small points of detail have 
been pointed out that would require a little modification hero and there, but the 
object of appointing a Select- Committee is that they may fuse the two Acts 
together in tho way we desire. 

“ I will only say a word or two in regard to tho papors which have been 
laid before the Council. I wish first to express ou behalf of the Government our 
sense of tho care and good sense with which the Bill has been criticised, and 
I wish particularly to return our thanks to the Hon’bio Judges of the High 
Court for tho excellent letter which wo havo received from them. There is 
not a single suggestion mado by them which I do not accept, and which I do 
not think should be embodied in the Bill, except so far as they have misunder¬ 
stood our intention and assumed that we are going to give yaost-judicial powers 
to tho Sub-Registrar. That assumption, as I havo said, is a mistake : we havo 
no intention to give any qmust -judicial powers to these officers, who aro to treat 
these notices of transfer exactly in the same way as any other deeds brought to 
them. If they are properly admitted before the Registrar they are registered: 
if they are disputed, the Registrar will refuse to register them, and leave the 
parties to carry on their quarrels and settle their differences in tho Civil Court; 
they will do fiothing as to the registering notices of transfer unless both partios 
agree; and if it is a easo of succession, unless full publicity is given and- 
the village at largo has full opportunity of stating whether they accept the fact 
that a certain person is tho successor of a deceased raiyat, and. that lie ought to 
have his name registered. 

** As the Hon’ble Mb. Buckuand has stated, there are two sections in parti¬ 
cular which we havo put in for the sake of facilitating matters for tho zamindars, 
and which are not essential to the principle of the Bill, section 4 and section 
8. As I mentioned bofore, the idea in section 4 is to make it easier for 
land-owners to e£Eect*mutations by enabling them to go to the nearest Registrar 
only three or four miles off, instead of to the head-quarters at a. considerable 
distance. But at the same time several difficulties have been pointed out, and 
unless the Seleot Committee can make the two Acts work together, it is a point 
which must bn givon up, and also if zamindars and raiyats do not desire it, it 
must .go Out. A more difficult soetion is section 8 which I commend tp the 
, careful consideration of tho Select Committee. Wo propose that the zamind&r 
should receive intimation that there has been a transfer inter vivos from one raiyat

to another of part of his holding or tho whole holding. Thus if A B asserts that 
he has sold, and C D states that he has bought, and nobody disputes the fact, then 
the registration is effected. Then comes in the legal right of the zamindar to 
object to the transfer, totally apart from the fact that the transfer has taken place. 
Mr. Forbes has in a very forcible letter suggested that we should havenothing to do 
with this side of the question, on the ground that wo would bo creatingan oppor¬ 
tunity for litigation and would bo setting class against- class. . That is not my 
own view, but it is a view which is tenable, and a view which, if this Committee 
agree with it, will be fatal to tho section. From the zamindar s point of yiew it 
seems fair that lie should receive information of transfers of this kind, and that 
transfers of holdings or parts of holdings which have taken plftce should not be 
recorded behind their backs and without their knowing it. But thfc section, is 
in no respect vital to the Bill, and involves no principle, and it is’for the Select 
Committee to bo guided by the opinions they receive, and to decide whether 
the section should remain with more or less modification, or whether it should 
go out altogether. 

“ With these remarks, I will close tho discussion of this subject, and 
X will only say with regard to the action of the Select Committee that if 
they find it possible to revise' the Bill, although I know it requires a groat 
deal of revision, and to make their report within a fortnight, it will bo 
advantageous to the general procedure, and it will have the particular advantage 
of the assistance of the Ilon’ble the Legal Remembrancer, who will be leaving at 
the end of that, time; but if the report cannot be madobefore ho leaves, his 
, successor will take his place, and it will to a certain extent delay the comple¬ 
tion of tho work. I have np desire to press for any undue haste, but if the 
Select Committee find -themselves able to bear this in mind and report the Bill 
within a fortnight, it will conduce to tho general rapidity of tho proceedings of 
the Council.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

THE LEPERS BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdillon presented tho Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to provido for tho segregation of pauper lepers, and the control of 
lepers exercising certain trades.

Thresh¬ 
ing of aman continues. Boro doing will. Common rice sells at from 18 to 22 sec-rs per rupee.

Dinajpur.— Rainfall nil. Weather very hot at midday, but cool both in the morning 
and evening.

Chittagong. —Rainfall 12. Weather variable. More rain is needed for crops. Prices 
have slightly rism. Cattle-disease still reported from Pafciu. Water and fodder sufficient. 

Patna.— Rabi harvest and opium collection nearly finished. Threshing of rabi goia<^ 
on. Millets are buing sown. Common rioe Belling at 18 seers per rupee. ° © 

Gaya.-— Harvesting of rabi crops approaching eomjdetion. Opium oollecfions completed 
and weighments commenced. K>rug reported to bo of high consistence. Mahuu doin<* well. 
Prioes of food-grains about normal. Water and fodd or sufficient. ° 

Champaran. —Rainfall nil. Harvesting of raH crops almost finished. Opium weigh- 
monts havo commenced. Common rice selling at 15 i sours per rupee. Fodder and water 
for cattle sufficient. 

Darbhanga —Woathor cloudy. Rabi harvost aui collection of opium approaching 
completion. Cultivation for early paddy sowing in progress. Common rico selling at 18 
seers per rupee. Fodd r and water sufficient. 

Bhag&Lpur. — Weather much warmer. Rabi harvost nearly over; results above average. 
Ploughing for bhadoi proceeds. Indigo flourishing. Water and fodder sufficient. * 

Purnea. —No rain. Sowing of paddy, both aghani and bhodoi , going on. Indigo sowing 
is over, but jute is still being sown. Price of common rico 15 to 25 seers p.-r rupee. 
Fodder and water sufficient. No cattle-disease. 

Cuttack. —Slight rain. Weather cloudy. Dalaa rice harvest continues. More rain 
wanted for ploughing and for standing crops. Condition of cattle good. Rico sells at from 
11 seers 18 chilaks to 21 seers per rupee at Sadar market. 

Haaaribagh.— Weather cooler owing to storms, but no rain. Mahui harvest in progress 
with good prospects.. Fodder scanty. Water sufficient. Cattle-disease in parts. 

General Summary. —There was rain in the oentral and eastern districts of tlio Province 
during the week* Preparation of the land for jute and bhadoi paddy is in prog; oss, and in 
several districts sowing itself has commenced, but rain is still required in parts. Boro paddy 
and indigo are doing well. The harvesting of the rabi crops is approaching completion, and 
the general result is satisfactory. The weighment of opium has begun wii.h expectation of a 
feir outturn. In Gaya the opium is said to be of high consistence. A good crop of mahua is 
expected in Gaya and Ohota Nagpur. In Hazaribagh tho fodder-supply is still soanty. 
Cattle-disease is reported in parts of that district and also in Chittagong. Ths prioe of 
common rice continues steady and normal.

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SUMMARY OF 1®® METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 A.m. t SATURDAY 
THE 6th OF APBIL 1895. 

At the close of the previous week conditions over Bengal were fairly normal, and 
weather was generally due and settled. On the 31st March, or the first day of the present 
week, the pressure changes were remarkably small and the general distribution was quite 
unaltered ; temperature, however, had generally increased, though humidity was low and 
weather w»s fine, except for a very light shower at Gnatong. On the 1st of April pressure 
was increasing moderately, but temperature and humidity were falling. Weather had been 
slightly less settled than on the previous day, and a thunderstorm was reported from Narayan- 
ganj during which light rain fell. Ou the 2nd the changes in Bengal wer.e again small and 
unimportant, but over North-Western India a large shallow barometric depression appeared, 
in which on the 3rd two centres of disturbance or depressions appeared over the Punjab, 
giving rise to unsettled weather over a large part of North-Western India. These were, 
however, on this day too far distant to affect Bengal, and weather again continued fine and 
settled except for Ught showers in East Bengal and a snow-storm at Gnatong. Temper*' 
atures had again risen on the 3rd, but the other changes were unimportant. On the 4th 
the depressions over the Punjab had practically filled up, and the area of lowest pressure 
accompanied by rather disturbed conditions was transferred to Bengal, where pressure fell 
rapidly, and the*changes of temperature and humidity became decidedly variable, and where 
a good many local storms with rain were reported. Over North-Western India on this day a 
most remarkable fall of temperature occurred, and the day temperatures at some stations 
were about 20° below the normal. On the 5th the depression over Bengal began to pasB 
away, and it was transferred in an easterly direction towards Burma, but from the 5th to the 
6th the changes were small, and the depression still existed over Burma. Pressure was there¬ 
fore generally rising slowly on these two days, but as conditions were still disturbed, a few local 
storms with rain continued to occur. The most noticeable change, however, was the spread 
of the wave of comparatively low temperature mentioned previously from North-Western 
India over Bengal, and hence temperature and humidity were becoming relatively low 
at the end of the week, while weather was again becoming fine and settled. Indeed the 
mean temperature of the northern and western half of the province was iu defect ou the 
6th instaut by amounts ranging up to 5*2° at Motihari. 

Treasure .—The variations of the pressure from the normal have again not been large, and 
at the majority of stations slight excess amounts have been recorded. On the other hand, 
slightly defective pressures have been recorded at most of the stations in South-West and 
North Bengal. The variations, however, generally do not average more than about 0*01 
inch to 0*015 inch. 

Temperature .—'The average mean temperature of the whole province for the week has 
been 1° above the normal, the excess being usually largest iu Chota Nagpur and North 
Bengal, where it has equalled about 2°. 

The actual temperatures registered during the week, and their variations from the normal 
temperature of the season, are clearly seen iu the table below, where the average maximum, 
minimum and mean temperatures lor the week nt nine typical stations in different districts 
of the province are compared with the uormal values for the same period

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Mainfhll .—The average rainfall for the week in East Bengal has equalled 0*29 inch and 
in Orissa 0*12 inch, while South-West Bengal has received 0*06 inch. In tho remaining 
divisions there has been praotically no rain. In all divisions, therefore, rainfall continues in 
defect of the normal.

LICENSES FOR ARMS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee asked:— 

Whether the attention of the Government has been called to a state¬ 
ment which lias appeared in the newspapers to the effect that the licenses for 
arms which are being issued by the Magistrate of Dacca permit the carrying of 
arms only within the limits of the town or village where the holder of the 
license may happen to live ? Whether it is true that it has hitherto been the 
practice at Dacca to grant licenses for the carrying of arms throughout the 
whole district, and with the authorization of the Commissioner throughout the 
whole Division? Will tho Government bo ploased to state why it has been 
found nocessary to depart from tho practice of previous years; and having 
regard to tho complain!s which the new ordei's have givon riso to, will the 
Government be pleased to diroet that the practice of the former years be followed, 
and that the license should authorize tho carrying of arms throughout the whole 
district, or with the consont of the Commissioner throughout the whole Division ? 

The Ilon’blo Mr. Cotton repliod :— 

“ Tho question of the Hon’ble Member has been transmitted to the Commis¬ 
sioner of tho Dacca Division, with a request that ho will report upon the facts 
of tho case.” 


INSUFFICIENCY OF MUNSIFFS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee asked:— 

Is tho Government aware that Muusifs through want of time and pres¬ 
sure of work have to put off from day to day the hearing and final dis¬ 
posal of many cases, and that parties and witnesses have to bo in attendance 
m Court from day to day at great sacrifice and inconvenience to all concerned ? 
Whether this state of tilings is not due to the insufficient number of subordin¬ 
ate Judicial Officers and to the circumstance that Munsifs have more work 
thrown upon them than they can cope with ? If so, will the Government be 
pleased to add to the number of Munsifs? 

Will the Government stato the number of Munsifs employed in these Pro¬ 
vinces in 1802-1)3, 1893-04 and 1804-9;}, the number of suits instituted before 
them, and the number disposed of by them in 1892-93, 1893-94, and the nine 
months of 1894-95 ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Cotton replied :— 

t( The Lieutenant-Governor is afraid that the postponement of cases is too 
common in the Civil Courts, but he does not believe that the delay in the 
disposal of cases is due to any material extent to insufficiency in the number of 
Munsifs’ Courts, sinco the number of cases disposed keeps fairly oven with tho 
number of cases instituted. His attention and that of the High Court have been 
directed to the abatement of the tendency and to the measures which should be 
taken to ensure tho efficient performance of the work of the Courts. The High 
Court have recently added to the Register of Civil Suits a colunm showing the 
date of each adjournment, such as has always been done in criminal registers, 
so as to attract the eye of the District Judge or other inspecting officer to cases 
where postponements have been abnormally numerous and where enquiry is 
primd facie called for. Moreover, the High Court have recently recommended, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor has sanctioned, the grant of Small Cause Court 
powers on an oxtended scale, so as to enable the Munsifs to deal with their cases 
expeditiously. ' 

• “ Statistics of civil work are compiled by the calendar year. The following

“From this statement it will be seen that there has been a steady progres¬ 
sive improvement in the number of cases disposed of by each and 

therefore presumably less delay in the disposal of cases. It will also be 
observed that a considerable increase in the number of Munsifs has been 
made during tlio past four years; a further increase in their numbers was sanc¬ 
tioned during the year 1894, and this, together with the enlargement of their 
summary powers, will, it is hoped, enable them to keop the work under.” 

THE BENGAL PROVINCIAL SERVICE BUDGET FOR 1895-96. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdijnlon laid on the table the Bengal Provincial 
Service Budget for 1895-96. He said:— 

“With your Honour’s permission I will follow the precedent of last 
year, and, instead of reading the statistical document in my hands, will lay 
it on the table for the perusal of hon’ble members and for publication. I will 
aBk the membors of this Council, aftor considering it, to submit, as soon as pos¬ 
sible, any questions that they may desire to put in order that the answers may 
be given at the next sitting of the Council. 1 am sure hon’ble members will 
recognise that it is obviously* desirable that this should be done in order that 
the Secretary who prepared this budget may be able to reply to any questions 
which may be put in regard to it, instead of this task being left to his successor. 

EXPLANATORY NOTE ON THE BENGAL PROVINCIAL SERVICE 

BUDGET FOR 1895-9-6. 

“This is the third occasion on which the Financial Statement for the 
Province of Bengal has boen presented before this Council. On both previous 
occasions the system of Provincial Finance and the financial relations of tho 
Supreme Govertament with that of Bengal were explained at some length. _ No 
change* has been introduced during the past year in the arrangements described 
year ago, and since many members of this Council were present at tlie Budget 
debate of 1894, while for the remainder the necessary information is available 
in the proceedings of this Council, I do not consider it necessary again to traoe 
the history or expound the system of Provincial Finance. 

“ ij. 'Following the procedure adopted last year, I propose to divide my 
remarks into two parts—of which the first will deal with (1) the closed^ accounts 
of 1893-94, (2) the revised estimate for 1894-95, and (3) the budget estimate for 
1895-96; while the second will treat in greater detail of the Budget of 1895-96. 

/ 

(1) CLOSED ACCOUNTS OP 189S-M. 

**3. In the Finanoial Statement whi,ch was laid before the Council ou 31st 
March 1894, it was assumed that the year 1893-94 had opened with a fcredit 
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.^ftiSBoe of-Ra. 22,55,000, and bad closed with a credit balance of Rs. 29,87,1)00; 
that tbe total amount available for expenditure during the year was 
Rs. 4,56,65,000, and that out of this sum 14s. 4,26,78,000 had been spent. 
The actual result as ascertained from tho closed accounts proves to have been 
worse than this estimate by Rb. 3,63,000. The actual amount available 
for expenditure was Its. 4,55,33,000, and the amount actually expended 
Its. 4,29,09,000, so that the closing credit balance was Rs. 20,24,000 instead 
of Rs. 29,87,000. This reduction was causod by tho actual receipts being less 
than tbe estimate by Rs. 1,32,000, while at the same time the expenditure 
exceeded the estimate by Rs. 2,31,000. 

“ 4. Tho chief causes which led to tho diminution of receipts were (l) 
the payment of about half-a-lakh to tbe Government of the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh as compensation for tho loss sustained by that Government 
owing to orders forbidding tho importation of Shalijelianpur ruili into Bengal 
except under bond; (2) a falling off of a lakh in the sale-proceeds of jail 
manufactures owing to smaller supplies to tho Military and Opium Departments; 
(3) railway receipts being Rs. 90,000 below the estimate; and (4, a f illing off 
of Rs. 20,000 in registration receipts owing to the reduction of tin; ad-valorem 
fee on documents not exceeding Rs. 50 in value from twelvo annus to eight 
annas. Against these decreases there was an increase of about a lakh and three 
quarters nailer Irrigation Major Works owing to larger trallie on.the Orissa 
Canals, and to the recovery of old outstandings on the Midnaporo Canals, as 
well as improvements under other heads. 

“5. Tho increase of expenditure was chiefly under tho heads of Land 
Revenue (Rs. 42,000); and Salaries ami expenses- of the Civil Department, specially 
under Courts of Law (14s. 00,000), Jails Ills. 45,000), Police (Rs. 43,000), Marino 
(Rs. 20,000), Education (Rs. 27,000), Medical (Rs. 14,000), and Scientific and 
other Minor Departments (Rs. 29,000). Tho increase under Jails was caused 
by tho high prices of food-grains, and that under the head of Scientific and other 
Departments is attributable to the payment of tho first instillment (Rs. 50,000) 
of the price of the Nimbong Cinchona Plantation. There was also an iucrcaso 
of Rs. 50,000 under Miscellaneous, due partly to a special adjustment of 
^4s. 31,000 paid to the descendants of Kliajeh Amir Shahid of Hurd wan on 
account of arrear charges for the maintenance of his tomb, and partly to a 
refund of percentage charges for treasury establishments levied in excess from 
District and Road Funds. Against these increases there was a saving of 
Rs. 1,40,000 under Stationery and Printing, duo to a more careful scrutiny of 
expenditure enforced under tho orders of the Lieutenant-Governor. 

“ 6. The actual net result was a surplus of receipts over expenditure, 
amounting to Rs. 3,69,000 only, against one of Rs. 7,32,000 anticipated when 
the revised estimate for the year was passed. 

(2) HEVISED ESTIMATE FOR 1894-95. 

“ 7. The budget estimate for 1894-95, as adopted by tho Government of India, 
assumed that the year would open with a credit balance^ of Rs. 29,87,000, that 
the total revenue would amount to Rs. 4,2*,28,000, and’the total expenditure to 
Rs. 4,35,98,000, so that tbe year would close with a balance of,Rs. 22,17,000. 
The latest estimate available for the accounts of tho year Shows that tho 
total receipts have been Rs. 4,42,97,000, which is better titan was originally 
expected by Rs. 14,69,000, and that the expenditure has boon Rs. 4,35,48,000, 
which gives a decrease of Rs. 50,000: tho two together give a'net betterment of 
Rs. 15,19,000, but there was a falling off of Rs. 3,63,000 in the expected amount 
of tho opening balance. \ 

“8. Tho large increase of revenue in the revised as compared with the 
original estimate is mainly attributable to a sudden advance under Railways 
of Rb. 9,50,000 earned by the Eastern Bengal Railway chiefly in carrying 

I nto. There was also a considerable increase under Stamps (Rs. 4,87)000), 
Excise (Ra. 1,12,000), Assessed Taxes (Rs. 1,00,000), Miscellaneous 
(Us. 1,22,000), and Civil Works (Rs. 1,12,000), all of which figures denote a 
year ot' general prosperity. Smaller advances also appear under Salt 
W 40,0Q0) and Laud Revenue (Rs. 38,000). On tho other hand against these 
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incre a ses decreases are anticipated under the heads of Jails (Its.* 1,75,000), 
caused by smaller demands for articles manufactured by the prisoners, Irriga¬ 
tion receipts (Rs. 88,000), Registration (its. 45,000), and Courts of Law 
(Rs. 44,000). Tho net result of these variations from the budget of 1894-95 
is an increase in the closing balance of Rs. 11,56,000. from Rs. 22,17,000 to 
Rs. 33,73,000, almost the whole of which is due to the unexpected increase in 
railway receipts.^ 


(3) BUDGET ESTIMATE FOE 1895-06. 

‘*9. The Budget Estimate for 1895-96, as finally passed by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, accepts Rs. 33,73,000 as tho opening balance, and contemplates 
receipts aggregating Rs. 4,41,97,000 and expenditure Rs. 4,43,08,00, leaving a 
closing balance of Rs. 32,62,000. 

“ 10. It is estimated that on tho whole tho receipts, though Rs. 13,69,000 
better than tlie budget of 1894-95, will bo 1 lakh less than the revised estimate 
of the same year. Tho chief fluctuations compared with tho revised estimate 
for 1894-95, are (1) an increased grant of one lakh from Imperial Funds for 
Customs establishment, (21 an increased grant of Rs. 59,000 for tho liidgili 
Tidal Canal, and (3) an increase of Rs. 90,000 in Jail receipts. To these 
direct inci*oascs should be added the sum of 3 lakhs, which, though levied by the 
Government of India in 1894-95 as a contribution from Provincial to Imperial 
Funds, will not bo taken again in 1895-96: as the adjustment has been made 
under the Land Itevenuo head, it has been found convenient to treat the sum 
in 1895-96 not as a reduction of expenditure, but as an item of increased 
receipts. The items of increase thus aggregate Rs. 5,49,000. Against these 
it has boon considered wise to budget for a decrease of Rs. 6,50,000 in receipts 
from Railways, since it is improbable that they will bo so remunerative again. 
Thus the result, as already stated, is a decrease of 1 lukli in anticipated revenue. 

“11. On the expenditure side tho total grant exceeds tho revised ostimatc 
of 1894-95 bj' Rs. 7,60,000. A part of this extra expenditure (Rs. 2,18,000 
according to figures supplied by the Accountant-General) is debitable to the 
payment of exchange compensation, but tho advance of Polieo expenditure by 
Rs. 1,06,000 over tho revised figures of the present year includes also a large 
proposed expenditure of about a lakh in carrying out some of the recom¬ 
mendations of tho Police Commission. Tho head of Customs shows an increase 
of Rs. 80,000 required to meet the pay of the additional establishment 
necessitated by the reimposition of duties on cotton goods and yams. The 
estimated expenditure under Jails also shows an increase of nearly a lakh, 
chiefly in tho cost of raw materials. Tho grants for Public Works have been 
raised' by Rs. 2,34,000, while tho estimate for Stationery and Printing has boon 
reduced by nearly a lakh in pursuance of the economies inaugurated by tho 
Lieutenant-Governor in a previous year. 

“12. Tho net result is as follows. Tho total estimated revenue of the 
year, together with the opening balance, is Rs. 4,75,70,000. On t.ho other baud, 
the sanctioned grant for expenditure in 1895-90 is Rs. 4,43,08,000 compared 
with Rs. .4,85,48,000, the revised estimate of 1894-95, and Rs. 4,35,98,000, 
the budget estimate of the same year; . the closing balanco is estimated at 
Rs. 32,62,000 as* compared with Rs. 33,73,000 at the end of 1894-95, and 
Rs. 26,24,000 at the end of 1893-94.

# Receipts. 

“13. Land Revenue .—Little variation is possible in these figures. Tho average 
receipt^ during each of the past five years have been Rs. 3,87,17,000. The 
actuals in 1893-94 were Rs. 3,87,06,000, and the estimate for 1895-96 has been 
placed at Rs. 3,87,00,000. The 12 per cent, on collections from Government 
estates for 1895-96 have been estimated at Rs. 4,77,000 against Rs. 4,75,000, 
the budget estimate for 1894-95 and the actuals of 1893-94 amounting to 
Rs. 4,78,505. Transactions of account between the Imperial and Provincial 
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Fund# are, for the sake of convenience, adjusted under the head of Land Revenue, 
and the details of the calculations, for 1895-96 are given below:—

The above estimate does not include any provision for “Recoveries on 
account of the cost of Bihar Survey and Settlements.” It is anticipated 
that lis. 1,50,000 will be recovered in 1895-96, but this will be added to the 
Imperial share of Land Revonue. 

“15. Stamps .—The budget estimate of total receipts in 1894-95 was Rs. 
1,00,50,000. In view of the steady increftso that has occurred in this branch 
of revenue during the last six years, averaging 4J lakhs per annum, both 
the revised estimate for 1894-95 and the estimate for 1895-96 have been plaeed 
at Rs. 1,07,00,000. The Provincial share is three-fourths of this sum 
amounts to Its. 1,25,25,000, which is an advance of Rs. 4,87,000 on the budget 
estimate of 1894-95. ^ 
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« 10 . Excise. —The progressive increase of Excise revenue since 1890-91 
has-been as follows, giving an average ailnual advance of HSi 5,61,000

In the Resolution on the administration of the Excise in Bengal during 
1893-94, the Lieutenant-Govomor pointed out that revenue had increased at a 
higher ratio than consumption in regard to the three important heads of Country 
Rum, Opium and. Ganja, while the increase in the consumption of distillery 
liquor exceeded that of revenue chiefly in Bihar, witero duty was intentionally 
reduced and revenue surrendered in order to check illicit distillation. In view 
of the steady increase above recorded and of the general prosperity which the 
good crops of 1894-90 may be expected to induce, the estimate for 1895-96 
has been placed at Rs. 1,27,00,000. The Provincial share is ono-fourth, and 
amounts to Rs. 31,70,000, which is a lakh and a half higher than the budget 
estimate of the current year. 

“ 17. Provincial /laics .—The budget estimate of total revenue from Pro¬ 
vincial Rates for 1895-96 amounts to Rs. 42,81,000, or Rs 3,79,000 less than 
the budget estimate of tho previous year. The decrease is chiefly nominal, and 
is due to the fact that, owing to a chango in the mode of adjusting the cost, no 
credit has been taken in tho Provincial accounts for “ Recoveries of tho propor¬ 
tionate cost of establishment for collecting Road Cess.’’ The amount will now 
be debited direct to the District Funds m the Local Funds Budget instead of 
being passed through both sides of the Provincial accounts. 

“ 18. Assessed Taxes .—The budget estimate of total revenue from Assessed 
Taxes for 1894-95 amounts to Rs. 43,00,000. The actual receipts in 1893-94 
were Rs. 13,50,479, and the collections in the first ton months of the current 
year show an increase of Rs. 1,12,000 as compared, with those of tho corre¬ 
sponding period of last year. The increase is attributable • partly to better 
assessments, and partly to prompter payments, which latter cause would 
lead to an expectation of smaller receipts auring the remainder of tho year; but, 
looking to tho steady growth of revenue under this head from year to year, the 
revised estimate for 1894-95 and the estimate for 1895-96 have each been 
placed at Rs. 45,00,000. The Provincial share is one-half and amounts to 
Rs. 22.50,000, which is one lakh better than the budget of 1894-95. 

“ 19. Fores*#.-—The total receipts of the Forest Department are estimated 
at Rs. 8,10,000 against Rs. 8,02,000, the actuals of 1893-94, and Rs. 8,00,000, 
the revised estimate of 1894-95. The Government of India have recently 
proposed certain relaxations of tho,restrictions hitherto imposed upon tho grazing 
of cattle in Government forests, and the Inspector-General of Forests has been 
requested to suggest the best method of giving effect to the principles now 
laid down for adoption. It is possible that some reduction of income may 
ensue, but pending receipt of further information, the estimato of total receipts 
for 1895-00 has been retainod at Rs. 8,10,000. One-half is Provincial. 

“ 20. llegisjb'alion. —The actual receipts of 1893-94 amounted to Rs. 13,89,000 
in round numbers and the Budget Estimate of 1894-95 was Rs. 14,50,000. 
The small amount of the receipts in 1893-94 has been attributed chiefly to the 
orders reducing the minimum ad valorem feo for registration from annas 12 to 
annas 8, which took effect from the 1st July 1893. These orders aro still in 
foree, and will oontinue to affect the receipts during 1894-95; but as the 
reduction of. tho foe did not prevent an increase of 50,182 in the number of 
registrations in 1893-94, and a further increase is anticipated during 1*94-95, 
the revised ostimatfe for tho current year has been placed at Rs. 13,60,000, and 
for 1896-96 the estimate has been raised to its. 14,00,000. One-lialf of these 
receipts is Provincial. 

“21. Jails. —The budget estimate for 1894-95 was fixed at Rs. 9,55,000. 
In view of smaller receipts from cash sales of manufactured articles and from 
supplies to Departments, and the actuals of tho twolve months ending 31st 
December 1694, amounting to Rs. 7,45,000, the revised estimate has'been 
reduced to Rs. 7,80,000. On the average of past actuals, the estimate for 
1895-96 has been placed at Rs. 8,70,000. 
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“ 22. . Marine .—The revised estimate, based on actuals of the earlier months 
of the current year, has been placed at Rs. 9,45,000 against Rs. 9,34,000, the 
actuals of 1893-94, In view of the fact, that the imposition of import duties 
on coiton goods may possibly prevent any further increase in the trade of the 
Port of Calcutta, the estimate for next year has bee n placed at Its. 9,40,000. 

“ 23. Scientific and other Minor Departments. —The tolal receipts for next year 
are estimated at Ks. 1,99,000 against Ks. 1,85,000 the revised, and Us. 1,74,000 
the budget estimate for 1894-95. The increase is expected chiefly from larger 
sales of quinine and from a new item, viz. “Veterinary receipts.” 

“ 24. Miscellaneous* —The receipts under this head arc essentially fluctuating 
and difficult to forecast, and llie estimate for next year has been placed at 
Its. 8,63,000 with reference to the average actuals of past years, although it is 
much below Us. 9,85,000, the revised estimate of ! 891-95. 

“25. llailwatfs .—Under tlie terms of the Provincial Contract the Local 
Government has been relieved of all responsibility in tlie matter of Railway 
administration, though the Province receives half the net earnings of the 
Eastern Bengal State Railway. The Government of India estimate the Pro¬ 
vincial share of these receipts for 1894-95 at Us. 4 8,00,000, against Us. 33,50,000 
anticipated when the budget was originally passed. The increase is attributable 
to a largo extent to increased receipts for carrying a heavy jute crop. For next 
year the estimate has been placed at Rs. 80,50,000, for although tlie Eastern 
Bengal Railway is doubtless an improving property, it would be unsafe to 
expect the recurrence of a third year of such high profits as the present and 
the past. 

Expenditure. 

“26. Land Revenue. —Tlio total Provincial expenditure under this head in 
1893-94 was lis. 35,30,000, and in consideration of tlie actuals in the ihrst eight 
months of the current year, the revised estimate for 1894-95 has been placed 
at Rs. 30,00,000. Tlie estimate of expenditure for next your lies boon fixed at 
lis. 36,88,000, which includes a grant of Us. 50,000 for agricultural improve¬ 
ments in Government estates, an item which has hitherto been debited to 
Irrigation—Minor works. As compared with the budget grant for 1894-95, 
there is an increase of Rs. 1,15,000 under “Charges of District Administration,” 
which is due («*) to a larger provision of Us. G0,0u0 for exchange compensation 
allowance, (b) to increased provision for clerks who are requirodin the Certificate 
Department (Rs. 10,000), (c) to increased provision under Partition establish¬ 
ment necessitated by an increase of work in that Department (Rs. 6,000), 
and (d) to an increased grant for tlie survey of waste* lands in Jalpaiguri 
(Rs. 18,000). The advance of Rs. 10,000 under “Lund Records and Agri¬ 
culture” is chiefly due to the provision of Rs. 3,000 for the local allowance 
to the Director of Laud Records and Agriculture, sanctioned by the Secretary 
of State, and also for increased provision under Establishment and Contingen¬ 
cies, with reference to past actuals. 

“ 27. Safi. —The estimated expenditure in 1894-95 was Rs. 33,000. Incon¬ 
sequence of the large importations of salt during the current year, it has been 
necessary to make additional grants(1) for extra establishment,(2) f<*r structural 
alterations in the salt warehouses, and (3) for the hire of extra Accommo¬ 
dation required at the Kidderpore Docks ; and in view of these facts, the revised 
estimate for 1894 95 lias been placed at Rs. 40,000. The total expenditure for 
1895-96 is estimated at Rs. 36,000, as it will probably not bo nocessary to incur 
again construction charges such as those referred to above. 

“28. Stamps. —The actual expenditure of 1893-94 was Rs. 6,32,000, and 
the budget estimate of 1894-95 was Rs. 6,82,000, the revised falling to 
Rs. 6,73,000. Tho estimate of. total expenditure for 1895-96 apiounts to 
Its. 6,95,000, which is expected to be Rs. 22,000 higlior than the revised 
estimate of the current year. The increase is chiefly in tlie cost of “ Stamp 
Paper supplied from Central Stores.” This increase is a necessary com¬ 
plement of the more extensive use of stamps and of the consequent inbroase 
in receipts, as it is caused by the larger supplies of paper taken out in order to 
be impressed with stamps, and also to be sold for use with adhesive stamps. 
The Provincial share is three-fourths or Rs. 5,22,000. 

“29. Excise. —The variations under this head are extremely small, the 
estimated expenditure in a total of Rs. 1,66,000 being only Its. 6,000 higher 
than tbe revised estimate of ] 894-95. 
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« 30. Provincial Rates .—As compared with the budget estimate of 1894-95, 
there is a great apparent decrease itt the revised estimate of 1894-95 and the 
budget of 1895-96 of Rs. 3,22,000 and Rs. 3,11,000 respectively, which is due 
to a change in the mode of adjusting the cost of charges for the collection of 
cesses and the valuation and revaluation of estates, as has already boen explained. 

“ 31. Customs. —Almost the whole of the expenditure under this head is 
incurred in Calcutta. The increase in those charges, amounting in the revised 
estimate for 1894-JJ5 to Rs. 1,95,330 above the figures of the budget estimate, 
and in the budget for 1895-96 to another Rs. 79,140, is due to the cost of 
additional establishment, the entertainment of Which is necessitated by the passing 
of the Tariff Acts VIII and XVI of 1894. The provision is at present tentative 
only, as the Supreme Government has not yet formally accepted the proposals 
of the Lieutenant-Governor. 

“ 32. Assessed Taxes. —The total expenditure of the Income-tax Department 
for 1894-95 was*originally estimated at Rs. 1,88,000, and this amount has been 
reduced to Rs. 1,82,000 in the revised cstimato for 1894-95, while the estimate 
for next year stands at Rs. 1,90,000. The estimate for 1895-96 includes for 
the first time a provision of Rs. 3,500 to meet the salary of occasional and 
temporary peons employed in the mufassal for the realization of the arrears of 
income-tax which has hitherto been charged ag-iinst Land Revenue. The provi¬ 
sion has been made on the understanding that the receipts from process-fees 
earned by these peons will be credited to the head of Income-tax. 

“ 33. Registration. —The figures for 1895-96 exceed by Rs. 32,000 those in the 
budget for 1894-95, chiefly because under “District charges” larger provision 
has been made on account of commission payable to Special and Rural Sub- 
Registrars—a necessary consequence of the establishment of new offices and of 
the anticipated increase in registrations. A smaller sum has been provided 
under Superintendence, partly owing to the reduction in the salary of the 
Inspector-General of Registration, and partly because the present incumbent is 
not entitled to the exchange compensation allowanco. 

“34. General Administration. —The estimate of expenditure under this head 
during 1895-96 amounts to Rs. 17,08,000 against Rs. 16,77,000, the budget 
estimate, and Rs. 17,20,000, the revised estimate for 1894-95 ; in the net 
increase of Rs. 31,000 ovor the budget estimate of 1894-95 the principal items 
are “Civil Secretariat” (Rs. 13,000) and “Commissioners” (Rs. 33,000). With 
regard to the first-named head, the increased provision during 1895-96 is due 
to larger deductions having been made on account of probable savings in 
1894-95. The increase undor “ Commissioners ” is partly due to the provision of 
Rs. 13,000 made towards the construction of a new steamer for the Chittagong 
Division, and partly to smaller deductions on account of probable savings in 1895-96. 

“35. Law and Justice—Courts of Law. —The estimate of total expenditure 
for 1895-96 amounts to Rs. 90,32,000, which provides for an increase of 
Rs. 1,56,000 on the budgot estimate, and of Rs. 1,37,000 on the revised 
estimate for the current year, of which Rs. 1,50,000 arises from the growth of 
exchange compensation allowance. The other increases of expenditure are 
due to the appointment of two new Munsifs and of additional establishment 
in the Courts of Munsifs (Rs. 20,000), and to the ordinary growth of charges 
for copying, process-peons, &c. (Rs. 12,000), which necessarily accompanies 
increased litigation. On the other hand, there is a decrease of Rs. 34,000 
caused by the elimination from the budgot of provision for the salarios of eight 
Munsifs and ono Subordinate Judge employed in Assam, which were erro¬ 
neously includod in the budget for 1894-95. 

“ 36. Law and Justice — Jails. —The estimate of total expenditure sanctioned 
for 1895-96 amounts to Rs. 21,47,000. Tho general result as compared with 
1893-94 is aja increase of Rs. 72,529, and as compared with the budgot of 1894-95 
a decrease of Rs. 97,000. The heads in which the largest fluctuations occur are 
those of ‘j/Supplies ahd Services” and“ Manufactures.” The expenditure under 
the fornfer head chiefly depends on the number of prisoners in jail and the 
priceyCx provisions. There has of late been a continued increase in both these 
factors, but in the coming year it is expected that the prosperity caused by a 
good harvest will lower the prico of provisions and cause a decrease of crime. 
The chief items of expenditure under the head “Manufactures” are raw 
materials and purchase of machinery. A high figure was granted under those 
heads in the budget of 1894-95, which does not seem likely to be worked up 
to, and the grant for 1895-96 has been fixed upon a consideration of the average 
figures for the last five years. 
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41 8T. Police .—The anticipated expenditure in 1895-96 is Rs. 60,18,000 as 
against Rs. 55,93,000 in 1893-94, and a revised estimate of Rs. 59,12,000 in 
1894-95. Over the budget estimate of 1894-95 the increase is Rs. 1,26,000;. 

“38. Under the head of Presidency Police, the estimate passed for 1895-96 
is larger than the budget estimate for 1894-95 l>y Rb. 17,000. A portion 
(Rs. 8,000) of this increase is due to the larger provision made for exchange com¬ 
pensation allowance and another (Rs. 2,000) to the increase in the number of 
guards for public buildings required for the Calcutta Collectorate. A new 
provision of about Rs. 6,000 has been made for refunds with reference to the 
actuals, which in 1893-94 amounted to Rs. 8,043. The increase of Rs. 3,000 in 
the estimate for 1895-96 under (3) “Superintendence,” over the budget estimate 
for the current year, is attributable to the increase of establishment sanctioned 
for the office of the Inspector-General, and to exchange compensation allowance. 

“39. Comparing the budget estimates for 1894-95 and 1895-96, the net 
increase under the head of “ District Executive Force ” amounts to Rs. 98,000. 
The chief items under this head are a provision of Rs. 1,01,000 to onable the 
Inspector-General of Police to carry out further, during 1895-96, the reforms 
recommended by the Police Committoo. Provision has been made for an 
increase of 563 in the number of constables and of 219 in the number of 
Sub-Inspectors, involving an increased cost of Rs. 1,37,000, against a 
reduction of 196 in the number of head-constables, resulting in a decrease of 
Rs. 32,000 in cost. Another large item is that of Rs. 1,59,000 provided mainly 
to meet the additional charge for “Station charge allowances,” the grant of 
which is also one of the recommendations of the Police Committee; a provision 
of Rs. 10,000 has also been mado for a school for the training of Sub-Inspectors. 
By these means the Lieutenant-Governor will be able to take a large step 
towards fulfilling the recommendations of the Police Commission, and will leave 
little to be done in futuro years. 

“40. There is a provision of Rs. 16,000 under “Special Police” on 
account of tho military police guard to bo enlisted for service at Gnatong. 
The cost of maintaining this garrison at Gnatong will be met from the Imperial 
Revenues by a corresponding annual assignment of Rs. 15,650 which will be 
adjusted under tho head of Land Revenue. 

“ 41. Education .—The total sum spent by Government on education from 
Provincial Revenues, or under its auspices from Local Funds, is not shown 
nndor this head, but is distributed over several budgets, viz., the Medical Budget 
for Medical Education, the Public Works Budget, which deals with the con¬ 
struction and repairs of school buildings, and the budgets of District Boards and 
Municipalities, which contain contributions from Provincial Revenues for scholastic 
purposes. Recognising the incomplete character of the figures contained in 
the Educational Budget strictly so called, the Lieutenant-Governor has caused 
to be prepared a statement of which tho following is an abstract, showing the 
true total of expenditure on education in these Provinces during 1893-94, 
2894-95 and 1895-96:—

“ 44. Turning to the Education Budget proper as it now stands, the estimate 
for 1895-96 exceeds the budget estimate of 1894-95 by Rs. 26,000, and the 
revised estimate by Its. 62,000. Under the head of Inspection there is a 
decrease of Rs. 30,000, being the pay and allowances of 25 Sub-Inspectors 
who will bo placed under District Boards with a contribution from Government 
to that amount which will appear in another budget. This sum forms part of 
the additional Rs. 60,000 mentioned in paragraph 42. 

“ 45. Medical .—The estimates for 1895-96 show an increase of Rs. 1,15,000 
over those originally sanctioned for 1894-95, but of Rs. 29,000 only over the 
revised estimate of the same year. Of the increase first named, Rs. 60,000 is 
accounted for by exchange compensation allowance. The orders*of the Govern¬ 
ment of India establishing a reserve of medical officers involve an increased 
provision of Rs. 25,000, while in order to meot the increased activity of the 
Sanitary Department an additional grant of Rs. 15,000 has been sanctioned for 
travelling allowance. A sum of Rs. 8,400 will he expended on improvements 
at Medical Schools and Colleges. 

“46. Scientific and other Minor Departments .—The estimate of expenditure 
for 1895-06 under this lioad amounts to Rs. 4,61,000 against Rs. 4,42,000, the 
budget estimate for 1894-95, and Rs. 4,37,000, the revised estimates of the 
same year, giving an increase of Rs. 19,000 over the budget and of Rs. 24,000 
over tne revised estimate of 1894-95. The only item which shows considerable 
increase is that of “Cinchona Plantation,” and in this case it is due to the 
provision of Rs. 71,000, the last instalment of the purchase-money of the Nim- 
Dong Plantation, against Ks. 50,000, the amount paid during the current year. 

“ 47. * Stationery and Printing .—The estimate under this head is less than 
the budget estimate of 1894-95 by Rs. 60,000, and than the revised estimate by 
Rs. 98,000. The greater part of this decrease appears under the head of 
“ Stationery supplied from Central Stores,” the estimate for which has been 
reduced by Rs. 70,000. Measures have been taken by Government and the Board 
of Revenue to effect as much economy as possible in the number of forms printed 
and in tho quality and size of paper used for them, as well as in the consump¬ 
tion of forms and of stationery proper, and tho Lieutenant-Governor hopes 
that it wfitf be possible to make a still further reduction without at all impairing 
the efficiency of the Department. 

“4®. Miscellaneous .—The estimate for 1895-96 of the somewhat heteroge- 
neou^utems of expenditure classed under “ Miscellaneous” is Rs. 17,000 higher 
than Budget of 1894-95, but Rs. 1,000 lower than the revised estimate of the 
same year. The principal item is an increase of Rs. 10,000 under Rents, rates 
and taxes, which is mainly due to the enhancement of the municipal assess¬ 
ment on the Bengal Secretariat building in Calcutta. 

“ 49. The detailed figures of the heads under the control of the Public 
Works Department are not yet available, but will be laid upon the table on a 
future occasion.”

*I*HE LEPERS BILL. 

The Hon’blo Mb. Boubditxon moved that the Report of the Select Com¬ 
mittee on the Bill to provide for the segregation, of pauper lepers and the 
control of lepers exercising certain trades be taken into consideration, in order 
to the settlement of the clauses of the Bill. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdii.lon also moved that tho clauses of the Bill be 
considered in tho form recommended by the Select Committee. He said:— 

“ Tho Bill is before hon’ble membors, and unless any moihbor proposes to 
discuss any particular section, I understand that the procedure will be that the 
Bill will bo passed as it stands, subject to the verbal amendment which I am 
about to proposo.” 

Tho Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Bourpiixost moved that sub-section (2) of section 4 of 
tho Bill bo omitted. He said:— 

“ On tho last day that tho Bill was before tho Select Committee, the Hon’ble 
Mr. Lyaix drew attention to the fact that this sub-section ( 3 ) was mere surplusage, 
and was not required. The Select Committee were anxious that their Report 
should bo submitted without delay, and they therefore allowed the sub-section 
to stand on an undertaking being given by myself that an enquiry would be 
made as to the genesis of it. The whole section 4 was adopted from section 3 
of a Bill drafted by the Government of India of 1889, and 1 therefore referred 
to the Home and Legislative Departments of the Supreme Government to 
ascertain what the meaning of the sub-section wds. It was explained that 
this section probably referred to certain local Acts applying to the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh only, and, as far as could bo seen, it would have 
no application in this province. The Secretary to this Council has verified 1,hiB 
statement by looking through our Statute Book, and as ho finds that this 
Bub-section is without meaning in Bengal, and has no application here, I 
therefore movo that the sub-section bo omitted.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Hon’ble Mu. Bourdilpon also moved that the Bill as settled in 
Council be passed. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Giiose said:—“I wish to ask your Honour whether there 
would be any objection to extend the scope of section 12 of the Bill, so that 
lepors engaged in certain trades and callings might bo prevented from doing 
so, not only within municipal areas but also in. rural areas. It is a matter of 
great importance that such persons should not bo allowed to trade in 'Articles 
of food or any trade or calling of the kind contemplated in the section, and I 
merely throw this out as a suggestion whether it would not be advisable to 
provide for such extension.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. BouRmnnoN said :—“ I havo only to say in reply that on 
a former occasion I declared that the policy of tho Government was that the 
operation of that part of tho Bill which refers to lepers who are not pauper 
lepers should be confined to municipalities. I am somewhat at a loss to know 
n how persons carrying on a trade or calling in places which are not municipalities 
are to be controlled. There will be no municipal bye-laws in such places, and 
1 do riot quite understand with what machinery my hon’blo friend proposes to 
carry out tho provisions of these sections. In the absence of any municipal 
bpdy and any bye-laws, the Magistrate will either pass executive orders which 
must bo enforced by the Police, an expedient to which objoction is sure to bf 
taken, or the law will remain a dead-letter.” 
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The Hon’ble this Peesident said :-^-“ I am glad to welcome the suggestion 
just mate by the Hofl’ble Mb. Ghpse as a proof that he approves tho general 
principle which we have attempted to embody m this Bill. We have, as the 
Hon’ble Mb. Boubdu-pon has stated, confined the operation of this part of 
the Bill to municipal areas, but if it is found at any future time that practical 
measures can be suggested for extending it to rural areas, and if suitable 
authorities can be found who can be trusted to carry it out, it will be a fortu¬ 
nate thin'* if the hon’ble is still a member of this Council and is able at any 
future time to introduce a measure of legislation in this direction. I fully 
recognise tho desirability, on purely abstract ground, of such extension, but I 
agree with tlio Hon’ble Mr. Bouupiklon that it will be impossible at tho present 
stage of this Bill to carry out the suggestibn. It is also always desirable to 
introduce changes of this kind in a gradual and tentative manner. Wo shall try 
it, at first in Calcutta and in other municipalities under tho eyes of the public 
and under strict supervision, and if wo find that it works satisfactorily, then 
there may be good grounds for extending it to rural areas; and if any portion 
of the procedure should require alteration, we shall have the advantage of the 
experience which has been here gained before extending it elsewhere. 

“ Turning to the general object of the Bill, which 1 am gratified to find has 
the unanimous approval of the Council, it is only necessary to say in a brief 
way what tho procedure of the Government will be on this Bill being passed 
into law and after it has received the sanction of tho Cover nor-General in 
Council. A site has already been selected by a Committee who took great 
pains and deserve our warm thanks for the trouble they took in examining 
a largo number of sites in and around Calcutta. The site which has been 
selected seems to approve itself to all persons who have visited and examined 
it, and who agree in pronouncing it to he a most suitable site for a leper asylum. 
The difference between the new asylum and the present one will bo that the 
formor will bo a place of compulsory residence, for pauper lepers will not be 
allowed to leave the asylum whenever they liko, whereas they aro at present 
allowed to leave at their pleasure. The asylum in Amherst Street was a very 
good one under existing arrangements and so long as it was not a compulsory 
placo of abode for lopers, but now that wo aro able to secure their attendance by 
compulsion, we need pay loss regard to tho condition that tho place should b© 
one which would bo popular, which would bo near the markots and centres of 
traffic, and conveniently situated for begging. Those are the very circum¬ 
stances which have led to tho passing of this Bill, and tho proposed site is one 
which lends itself with great facility to the imposing of compulsory segregation. 
We propose to part with the present asylum, to sell it and to use the funds 
obtained in this way to recoup the Government tho cost of building a new 
asylum on tho now sito which has been selected. The price of the now ground 
will for the most part be met by the subscriptions which were raised in 
honour of tins visit of our lamented Prince Albert Victor, which would bo made 
over by the Committee who collected them for this purpose. We shall have 
to appoint. Inspectors of Lepers and a Board, who will pay monthly visits and 

examine the asylum. „ , . . . .. . . ^ . 

“ TJie* Board will be composed of the principal medical men of Calcutta, in 
whose judgment and discretion the Government and the public will have con¬ 
fidence that no*undue severity will be used. Tho treatment of lepers is ©subject 
which is still open to very much doubt and discussion, and it will be undesirable 
that any measures of extreme stringency should bo carried out beyond those 
which the majority of scientific men agree to bo desirable, and which tho con¬ 
science of the public will justify. I am, I beliove, justified by the sense of 
this Council in thinking that we have in this case hit upon the happy means, 
and that wo shall find that this Act will work well both for tlio benefit of the 
unfortunate lepers themselves as well as to the advantage of the community at 
large, who are in danger of contagion by tho proximity of persons who suffer 
from this horrible disease.” 


The Motion that the Bill be passed was put to the vote and agreed to. 
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THE CALCUTTA AND SUBURBAN POLICE ACTS, 1886, ^jjlEND* 

MENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sib John Lambert moved that the Report of the Select Com¬ 
mittee on the Bill to farther amend the Suburban Police Act, 1866, and the 
Calcutta Police Act, 1866, be taken into consideration in order to the settlement 
of the clauses of the Bill. 

The Hon’ble MAfLVT Annul. Jubbar, Khan Bahadur, said:—“As a member 
of the Select Committee 1 desire to make a few observations on tlio Bill’ now 
before the Council. It must be admitted that there exists in Calcutta the evil 
which the Bill proposes to deal with, and which ought to be put downby legisla¬ 
tion. The Bill, as the Council is aware, was introduced at the instance of the 
Social Purity Committee, composed of gentlemen who have at heart the moral 
improvement of the citizens of Calcutta, and who deserve every legislative assist¬ 
ance in carrying out their laudablo object. No ono will deny that solicitation 
to immorality is an act of gross misconduct, and much more so when it is done 
in a public place. Everybody interested in tho well being of tho Society should 
vote for the punishment of the offence, and as far as I know there is no opposi¬ 
tion to the offence being made punishable, but. tho objection is mainly against 
the investment of tho police with power to pounce upon such offenders. A 
human law is not like a law of a nature that a breach of it should inevitably 
bring about the penalty as a matter of course. All human laws require human 
agency to carry them out, and Government must provide that agency. Ac¬ 
cordingly Government has organised the police for the execution of tho penal 
laws. Therefore the police must possess certain powers to bring offenders to 

1 *ustice. If tho police are not to have the limited power which section 5 of the 
dill contemplates to confer on a selected few, the law will be inoperative,—a 
dead letter. Immoral mon and women know the people whom they should 
address, and naturally those accosted by them are rather amused than annoyed, 
but it is the innocent inhabitants and passers by whoso moral feelings are "hurt 
by the indecent proposals made in their hearing. These persons, rather than 
those solicited, require the protection of the police. I do not mean that tho 
police are immaculate or incapable of dragging innocent persons into court, but 
if that be the renson for withholding from them the power of arrest under the 
present Bill, it is equally applicable to all cases in which the police are to be 
employed. 

“ In my humble opinion if thero is any case in which the power of the 
police is to be innocuous, it is the case of offence punishable under this Bill. 
There will be no danger to respectable women from the power of arrest given 
by this Bill, especially in a country where the zenana system prevails and where 
extreme modesty in the fair sex is the sign of respectability and good breeding. 
Here respectable females do not promenade the street in a manner that would 
render them liable to arrest. The police have already got the power of arresting 
drunken men and women in the street, but I have not seen in my long experi¬ 
ence a single case in which a respectable woman was brought up by the police 
on a charge of being drunk and obstreperous. I can say that the police seldom 
abuse tlieir power in cases in which they act solely on tneir own responsibility, 
but they are often mischievous in cases in which they are sure ‘to be supported 
by false complaints and lying witnesses. If they are to exercise their power of 
arrest under the present Bill only on complaints it will, I am afraid, raise a crop 
of false and vexatious prosecutions. Disappointed lovers will not unoften wreak 
their vengeance upon women who may have moral strength to set their faces 
against improper addresses. With these marks, sir, 1 would support the Bill as 
amended by the Select Committee.” 

M The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sib John Lambebt also moved that the olanses of the Bill be 
considered in the form recommended by the Select Committee. He said:—- 

“ It will be seen that the Select Committee have introduced one modification 
of importance into the Bill as originally drafted. The 'original Bill contemplated 
the punishment of mere solicitation to immorality in a public place; but it has 
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been justly pointed out that acts of immorality such as those to which the Bill 
refers axe not in themselves an offence under the law, and that solicitation to 
commit such acts ought not by itself'to be made punishable. The Select Commit¬ 
tee therefore decided to adopt the wording of the English law in this respect, 
and have inserted the words ‘ to the annoyance of the inhabitants or passers- 
by/after the word ‘ immorality ’ in sections 2 and 5 of the Bill. The Bill 
as it now stands is therefore substantially identical in this part of the wording 
with that of the English law on the subject, which runs as follows:— 1 Every 
common prostitute or night-walker loitering or being in any thoroughfare or 
public place for the purpose of prostitution or solicitation to the annoyance of 
the inhabitants or passengers .. . . shall be liable to a penalty of 

not more than forty shillings, and it shall be lawful for any constable belonging 

. . to the Metropolitan Police Force to take into custody without 

warrant anyone who shall commit any such offence within view of any such 
constable.’ The points of difference are these: First, under the English law, 
imprisonment is not an alternative penalty. We have proposed imprisonment 
in this Bill in order to meet the oase of male touts who are the chief offenders 
in Calcutta. Secondly, the English law empowers any constable to arrest, 
but lookiug to the constitution of the police in India, we have proposed that 
the power of arrest should be limited to ‘any police officer above the rank of 
native constable, and such other officer as the Local Government and the 
Commissioner of Police may appoint in that behalf.’* Thirdly, in England 
every prostitute loitering or being in any thoroughfare or public place for the 
purpose of solicitation is liable to arrest. The police have no occasion to wait 
for any overt act of solicitation, and in this respect the Bill now before us does 
not go as far ns the English law. We have also inserted other safeguards to 
prevent abuse. The arrest is illegal if the name and address of the offender 
be known to the police officer, or can bo ascertained by him then and there. 
I am glad to find from tho letter of the Rev. Mr. Ashton, who addressed the 
Select Committee on the subject while the Bill was under consideration, that 
he expressed himself, on behalf of his Committee, as satisfied that the safe¬ 
guards embodied in section 5 of the Bill ought to disarm apprehension of serious 
abuse. 1 do not think I need dotain the Council with any further observations 
regarding this Bill. I can say with confidence on behalf of tho Police of 
Calcutta that its provisions will be administered with moderation and discretion, 
and I am equally sure that the sagacity and sound judgment of the magistrates 
of this city will ensure that each case laid before them will be dealt with in 
a manner which will at once suppress the evil, and also give satisfaction to the 
public. 

“I have once more to say to the Council that this is not a Bill which 
the executive have applied for to increase its own powers; it has been brought 
forward by the Government in response to an agitation on the subject by an 
influential section of the Calcutta public, and the Government are satisfied that 
it is calculated to afford a remedy for an acknowledged evil which cannot be 
effectually dealt with by the law as it now stands, and they considor that 

no measures short of those contained in the Bill will attain the desired object.” 

• 

The Hon’blp Me. Ghose said:—“The 1 object of the amendment which* 
stands in my n&me and which I now move is to state in clear and definite 
terms the class of persons with whom the police will be empowered^ to deal 
mwW thin measure. If you retain the present wording of the Bill, I am 
afraid it will open a very wide and dangerous field for the operations of the 
poKoe, for in that case persons who do not belong to the classes aimed at will 

be at the mercy of an unscrupulous police officer who may choose to say 
tha t he or she was soliciting some other person to immorality, ana it will also be 
won from the words of the Metropolitan Act which have been just read by the 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill that my amendment is in exact conformity 
with English legislation on the subject. At the time of the case of Miss Gass, 
which created considerable sensation, it was pointed out. by the Law Journal that 
the section of the Metropolitan Police Aot, and of every other English, Scotch 
a nd Irish Act which provides against nuisances^ in tne public streets, con¬ 
tains a number of clauses, all of which, with one single exception , deal with .the 
general public; but the clause which deals with this particular subject does net 
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refer to the general public at all, but expressly provides that action is to be 
taken by the police only in the case of prostitutes and night-walkers who may 
be guilty of this offence. The result is that it is a condition precedent to such a 
charge that the person accused must be known to the police as a prostitute or a 
night-walker. The law therefore as it prevails in England is not directed 
against all Her Majesty’s fomalo subjects, but only against those who belong to a 
particular class, and I submit that this Council cannot do better,than follow the 
analogy of the law of the United Kingdom, and state m express terms the class 
of persons with whom you intend to deal. With that object 1 move that in 
line 7 of section 2, the words ‘Any prostitute or tout who’bo substituted 
for the word ‘ Whoever.’ I desire to add one word by way of explanation. 
In the English Act wo have the expression ‘night-walker.’ Fortunately we 
have hero no class of persons corresponding to that term, but we have, on the 
other hand, a class of persons who are in the habit, of touting for prostitutes, and 
I therefore substitute tho word ‘ tout ’ for ‘ night-walker; ’ and as 1 under¬ 
stand tho main object of tho Bill is to deal with such persons, 1 trust my 
amendment will bo accepted.” 

Tlio Hon’ble Mb. Cotton said:—“! think tho amendment proposed by my 
hon’ble friend is calculated to create some embumissment and possibly to 
defeat one of the main objects with which legislation has been introduced into 
this Council. My hon’blc friend raised this proposal in Select Committee, and it 
was then considered, and tho majority of the Committee were of opinion that the 
expression ‘ whoever,’ which tho Bill contains, comprising all sections ol' the people 
in the most general terms, was better adapted to meet the object of the law 
than any definition confining it to a particular class of persons. There can be 
no doubt that if my hon’blo friend’s amendment is accepted, any one who is 

S rosocuted under this soction will in the first instance call for proof before the 
fagistrate, that is to say, the burden of proof will lie on tho prosecution 
to show that ho or she is a tout or a prostitute. And although tho 
difficulty of proving a woman who accosts a man in the street to be a prostitute 
is not likely to bo considerable, yet in tho case of touts the difficulty is likely 
to prove very great indeed. A policeman may bo perfectly sure that the rascal 
concerned is an actual tout, but when he is put to strict proof he may easily be 
nonplussed, and I apprehend that if the amendment is carried, the law, so far 
as regards touts, will become a deadletter. The law as drafted by tho Select 
Committee applies in general terms to all who solicit to immorality and cause 
thereby annoyance to the public, and although it is the case that the law 
when given effect to will practically apply to prostitutes and touts exclu¬ 
sively, there seems no objection to the general expression which is embodied in 
the draft Bill as it stands before you. Jf any other person than a tout or a 
prostitute should commit tho offence contemplated by the Bill, I see no reason 
why he or she should not bo punishable in the same manner as though a tout 
or a prostitute had committed tho offence. Such cases will no doubt be 
exceedingly rare, but tlioy may arise. The difficulty of proving a man or a 
boy to be a professional tout will be very great, and 1 for oue am of opinion 
that the acceptance of the amendment will render the provisions-of the Bill 
inoperative.” 

Tho Hon’blo Sib Charles Paul said:—“ I entirely support this amend¬ 
ment, and I am not persuaded by what has fallen from the Hon’ble 
Mb, Cotton as to the propriety of tho word ‘ whoever ’ standing in the 
Bill. We are dealing with certain vices likely to bo committed by certain 
classes of people. We have nothing to do here with tho community at large. 
We are dealing with the particular cases of prostitutos and touts, ana I seo no 
reason why, when dealing with such cases, we should not name them. Then, 
% as to the question of proof, I can only say that any vigilant policeman must 
pretty well be awar© of who the touts and prostitutes are in and about title 
locality where he is located, and there can be no difficulty in proving that 
a certain woman is a prostitute and a certain person is a well-known tout. The 
object is to prevont annoyance to persons of tho nature of this description, and 
tho law should be so worded as to prevent mistakes by referring to touts ond 
prostitutes in such a manner that the object of the law will be at once known.” 
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The Hon^ble Mr. BeigHTon said“ I think, for very much the same reasons 
as those adduced by the Hoo’ble Mr. Cotton, that this amendment should not 
be accepted. The word ‘tout’ dotes not occur in the Bill nor in the English 
Act, on which the Bill professes to be founded, nor has it received any judicial 
interpretation, and I think that if that word is used, it will create many 
difficulties in bringing home offences. The word ‘ whoever ’ is no doubt a 
sweeping word* but I cannot see why any person, whether a prostitute or a tout, 
Or any other, should not come under the provisions of this Bill if he commits 
the offence against which this Bill provides. We are proposing to legislate 
agafnst an offence—not merely against the classes who are most frequently guilty 
of the offence. There is no difficulty in understanding wliat the offence is, but 
if we define the classes to whom the Bill is to apply, thero may be considerable, 
difficulty in proving that a particular individual belongs to those classes. 
I think that to limit the scopo of the Bill to prostitutes and touts will, to a great 
extent, render the provisions nugatory.” 


The Ilon’ble Mr. Bonnerjee said:—“ I support this amendment. The diffi¬ 
culty which has been pointed out by the Chief Secretary and tho Legal Remem¬ 
brancer seems to me to have no existence at all. The word proposed to be 
inserted is ‘ tout ’ simply, and not the words ‘professional tout’; therefore if any 
person on behalf of a prostitute by words or Bigns or gestures solicits another 
person to immorality, he for the time being becomes a tout for such particular 
prostitute, and not for prostitutes in general; therefore I do not see the difficulty 
of prosecuting him on a charge of touting if he commits the act described. My 
principal reason for supporting this amendment is this: I am not aware of any 
legal definition of the word ‘ immorality.’ The section runs thus:—‘Whoever in 
a public place solicits any person to immorality.’ What is the meaning of the 
word * immorality ’ as used there ? I do not know of any definition of immorality 
in tlio English law books or in the Indian Acts. The dictionary meaning of 
the word is ‘ an act or practico which contravenes the Divine commands or a 
social duty: injustice, dishonesty, fraud, slander, profanoncss, gaming, intemper¬ 
ance, lewdness, are immoralities.’ That is the definition as given in Ogilvie’s 
Imperial Dictionary, edition 1874; and nnless you connect immorality with 
some other words, so as to show that you mean sexual immorality, it will be 
almost impossible to prevent an over-energetic policeman, fraught with zeal in 
his opposition to heathenism, from arresting a person who to the annoyance of 
another over-energetic person solicits such person to go to Kalighat to worship 
at the shrine of Kali on a charge of soliciting to immorality. Take another 
instance of a person who in the presence of a policeman and to the annoyance 
of the inhabitants in a public place addresses slanderous words with regard to 
somebody else. Slander is immorality, and therefore tho policeman may im¬ 
mediately arrest him and take him beforo a Magistrate and may got him fined 
fifty rupees, or sentenced to imprisonment for eight days. I apprehend that 
it is not tho object of the hon’blo member in charge of the Bill to bring about 
such a result. You must therefore limit the meaning of the term ‘ solicits 
to immorality ’ by some reference to prostitutes and touts, and I think my 
hon’ble friend’s amendment exactly meets the case; but if you leave the section 
as it stands, it will lead to very great abuse.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Muhammad Yusuf, Khan Bahadur, said:—“ As 
a member of the Select Committee who signed this Report, I submit that 
the arguments which have been advanced in favour of the amendment 
are not such as to commend the amendment to the acceptance of the 
Council. The arguments advanced by tho hon’ble member who last spoke 
amount to this, that it is necessary that some words should be used m this 
section which should point to the particular immorality contemplated or 
intended by this section. Now I submit that a fair and unbiassed reading of this 
section, bearing in mind the admitted scope and object of the measure, ought 
to lead a reasonable mind to the conclusion that the immorality referred to 
in section 2 is nothing but sexual immorality, and therefore I submit that 
it is. not necessary for other words to be introduced in this section with the 
object of making it clear and manifest with what intention the word immorality 
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is used. As regards the amendment itself, I submit that for the very 
reasons which the hon’ble mover of the amendment has assigned in 
favour of the amendment, that amendment should not be accepted: if the 
amendment is accepted, then the offender must be proved to be-, already 
a prostitute or tout, as the case may be, and the result will be that a novice or 
one who has just commenced to be initiated, and who has not become a full- 
fledged prostitute ovtout, will not bo liable; but I do not see why the operation 
of the Act should bo so row! rioted and why there should be a period of proba¬ 
tion and immunity. Even if the offence is committed by a person who for the 
first time is beginning to act as a tout, or who might not have practised 
prostitution before, I do not see wliy that offouce should not bo taken cogni¬ 
sance of under this Bill. If tho main object of the amendment is to see that 
a police officer shall not bo vested with powers which lie might be tempted 
to abuse, then such object is safe, regard being had to the words which have 
already been added by the Select Committee. It was considered by the Select 
Oommitfoo that the addition of words ‘to the annoyance of the inhabitants or 
passers-by’ will afford a sufficient safeguard against abuso, and 1 submit that no 
reusonablo ground exists any longer for the apprehension that the power of 
arrest will bo used for purposes for which it is not intended.” 

The IIon’bio Mr. Smyth said:—“I wish to say one word in favour of the 
amendment. It seems to me that this Bill confers very great powers upon the 
police. It is a Bill for a special purpose, and it seems to me that the amend¬ 
ment just provides what is requiroJ. The Bill is diroctcd against a certain form 
of immorality, and the amendment- proposes to limit its operation to prostitutes 
and touts, and 1 am very strongly of opinion that the Bill should not go 
beyond that. Personally I think we should all feel that it would be a very bad 
thing if one innocent person is brought up under the provisions of the Bill, 
even if fifty prostitutes and touts were to escape.” 

The Ilon’blo Mr. Lyam, said:—“The hon’ble mover of the amendment 
has based his amendment on tiie analogy of the English Law. But tlic offence 
which will be punishablo under this Bill has nothing to do with the English 
Act. Tho offonce is the overt act of solicitation, and 1 can seo no reason 
whatever why a person who commits that overt act should only be punishable 
if ho or she is first proved to bo a tout or a prostitute. Under tho English 
Act tho offence is committed by a common prostitute going about the streets. 
No Solicitation is required, and therefore tho gist of the offence under the 
English Act is the character of the person who commits the act, but the gist 
of the offence uudor this Bill is the act committed.” 

The Jlon’ble Str John Lambert said:—“ Tho real point is whether the 
omission of the words proposed by the amendment is likely to cause injustice, 
and will their insertion act as a proper safeguard ? It appears to me that 
no danger need ho apprehended to an innocent person from the Bill as it 
stands. As tho llon’ble Maulvi Abdul Jiibcar has said, he has seldom known 
an instance in which the police have gone wrong in a case of this kind 
when left to themselves. As regards the public women the police know 
perfectly well who thoy were, but as regards touts, although they know who 
are touts, there may be some difficulty in proving it, and therefore I think it 
will be better to leave the Bill as it stands.” 

The Hon’ble the President said:— ** In dealing with a question of this 
kind where no important change of principle is involved, but where a suggestion 
is made to make a slight alteration in the wording with, a view to avoid a 
possible danger or of effecting a possible improvement, I feci strongly that 
t-Hfe Council should be bound to a great extent by the action of its Select Com¬ 
mittee, and I say this specially with reference to what liaB fallen from tho hon’ble 
member who Las addressed us for the first time just now (Mr. Smyth). I feel 
that unless the Council reposes confidence in the Select Committee, except whpre 
very ’good reason is found for not supporting their action, we may find it very 
difficult to get hon’ble members to go through the laborious work of exa mining 
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draft Bills and of improving, and correcting them as they do now in Select Com* 
rnittoe. I think the present question is ono_ of this kina. I do not consider that 
the words suggested by th© amendment will be destructive of the principle of 
the Bill, nor do I think they will effect any considerable improvement, but the 
arguments used in their favour seem to me on the whole more hostile to the 
bill than anything which has not beon said, and which may occur to hou’ble 
members. 

“I always feel considerable diffidence when my views are opposed to 
those of the hon’blo tho Advocate-General, whose long experience in this 
Council is unsurpassed, but I think ho can hardly have noticed what the 
Hon’ble Maui.vi Muhammad Yusuf alluded to, namoJy that, though the amend* 
rnent did not suggest tho idea, tho speech of the hon’ble member who moved 
the amendment showed that ho 'intended it so to act as to throw considerable 
difficulty or coaskhrablc delay in effecting wliat the Council desire to effect. 
He considers that tho effect of the amendment will bo that no person could be 
arrested by tho police unless lie had boon for a long time on the streets, or a 
long time acting as a tout, and become personally known to tho police; that we 
are to treat these abominable people as if they were foxes and givo them 
a fair run; that every one of them was to get at least a month to practise 
immorality, and it is only after they have been corrupting tho public and our 
young men for somo considerable time that we are to allow tho Police to 
interfere. This shows how disastrous would be tho result if tho proposed 
amendment were to become law. 

“ Then, with regard to the observations which fell from tho Hon’ble 
Mr. Bonnekjee in his entertaining speech on the dictionary meaning of the 
word ‘ immorality,’ I think he could hardly have intended us to take his 
speech seriously, because 1 think no mernbor of this Council can conceive the 
possibility of the police arresting any one under this Act for asking another 
to go to worship at Ivalighat, or for uttoxing slander against any one in a 
public place. The instances he gave are so far-fetched and so ludicrous that it 
shows that the arguments he put before us could hardly have been intended 
to be seriously considered. I feel therefore bound to adviso the Council not to 
accept tho amendment which is now before us.”

The Hon’blo Uauu Surendranath Banerjec said : —“It has been suggested 
to me by the Hon’ble Mr. Cotton that the Government would be prepared to 
accept the amendment which stands in my name, subject to this modification, 
namely, that I should introduce the plural form as regards tho words ‘ inhabit¬ 
ant or passer-by;’ so that the amendment would jrun thus:—“that in line 4 of the 
second paragraph of section 2, the words ‘ person solicited or of two or more of 
the inhabitants or passers-by’ be substituted for tho words ‘inhabitants Dr 
passers-by.’ ” 


The Hon’ble Sir Charges Paui. said:—“Tho word ‘inhabitants’ is rather 
a dangerous word to use: it means not one or two or throe, but a fair number 
of the inhabitants. I merely throw this out for tho consideration of the hon’ble 
member in charge of tho Bill.” 
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The Hon’ble Mb. Cotton said:—“ The point to which I desire to invite 
particular attention is, that it is the principle of the Bill that a person should he 
punishable, not for soliciting to the annoyance of an individual, but to the 
annoyance of the public; and from that point of view there is very great 
difference between the wording of the amendment as it was originally drafted 
by tty hon’ble friend and that which he has been good enough to say he is 
prepared to accept. I entirely concur with the remarks which fell from the 
Hon’ble Maulvi Abdul Jubbak when he dwelt with much force on the valuable 


provisions of the present Bill in affording protection to the public who are 
outraged by these solicitations. If wo are to depend on the complaint Of the 
individual solicited, or if it wore necessary to prove that the person solicited 
had been annoyed, then 1 am afraid that the value of the present Bill will be 
minimised. It is to bo assumed, as the Council wero told just now, that the 
offenders as a rule know perfectly well the classes of persons whbm they accost, 
and certainly in many instances the persons accosted are not annoyed, and are 
not likely to complaiu of annoyance. It is not for their protection that we have 
introduced this legislation. It is for the protection of the general public. 
From this point of view I wish to impress upon the Council the advisability 
of the provisions of this Bill being worded as in the English law, where the 
same principle is maintained by tho use of the word ‘ inhabitants ’ in the 
plural. There is no difficulty, I apprehend, in determining who are the 
inhabitants of a locality or who are the passers-by in that particular place. 
The custom of calling upon the Legislature to define the moaning of words is 
liable to great abuse. We must dopond upon the Courts to exorcise reasonable 
sagacity and commonsense in interpreting wordB of this nature. I understood 
the Hon’ble the Advocate-General to say that the word ‘ inhabitant ’ should be 
defined, but I am afraid thero will be no end to it if questions of this kind are 
thrust upon us.” 


The motion was put and agreed to. 


The Hon’blo Babu S urendeanath Banerjee also moved that in liue 6 of 
the second paragraph of section 5, tho words “on the complaint of the person 
annoyed or of two or more inhabitants or passers-by whose names and 
addresses shall be ascertained by the police officer ” be inserted after the word 
“may.” He said : — 

“The soction to which this amendment rofers was the subject of con¬ 
siderable debate when this Bill was referred to a Select Committee. I will 
not repeat those arguments on the present occasion. It is not necessary 
to do so. I should have preferred if this section were altogether abandoned, 
and if solicitation to immorality were declared to bo an offence, and tho 
rest of tho Bill were dropped. I am aware of tho objection to this course. 
It has been said that if this were done the Bill would be xuoperative. It would 
be operative when the person injured chose to complain, otherwise not. Is it 
not tho case with regard to a large class of offences that they are not 
cognizable by the police? The person injured sets in motion the machinery of 
the law, and the law becomes operative. We are legislating for the ffirst time 
in regard to a new matter altogether, and it is of the first importance that we 
should so legislate that the law does not operate with severity upon the people. 
I would place this class of offences in the category of non-cogmzable offences. 
I am unwilling to add to the powers of the police, even for so laudable a purpose 
as the promotion of social purity ; for I fear it would lead to abuse and would 
be used as an instrument for levying blackmail. 

“I claim for my amendment that it is supported by the Association at 
whose instance this legislation has boon undertaken. They have not left us 
in the dark as to their views. We have a letter from the Rev. Mr. Ashton, 
the Convener of the Committee of the Social Purity Association. I will read 
the last paragraph of his letter. He there says :— 

* The Committee feel the force of the remarks that have been made as to the possible 
working of section 5 of the Bill, but they think that section 2 will be praotioally inoperative 
without some such provision as is ooutained in section 5, while the safeguard imposed in that 
section ought to disarm the apprehension of serious abuse, especially if the section be SO far 
modified os to make arrest lawful only at the instance of the person solicited. ’

«The Committee; recommend the safeguard which is embodied in- my, 
amendment. They suggest that tboseetion ho so far modified as to make arrest 
lawful only a&tho instance of the pBraon solicited. That is the gist of my 
amendment. The person solicited mast complain, and then only will the 
police arrest. If we make this concession we satisfy the demands of public 
opinion, and at the same time conform to the views of the Social Purity Party, 
lam afraid that without some such safeguard this section will be converted; 
into an engino of oppression, and an instrument for the purpose of levying 
blackmail. I am free to acknowledge that tho Government is actuated in this 
matter by the purest of motives, and that it is entitled to command in an 
unstinted degree the co-operation of public opinion. My amendment seeks to 
bring about this result and to enlist public opinion on behalf of this measure 
by reconciling the interests of social purity with those of personal liberty.” 


Tho Ilon’blo Mr. Brighton said:—“I desire, like the Hon’ble Mr. Cotton, 
to associate myself with much that has fallen from the lion’bio Maulvi Abdul 
Jubbar. It is impossible not to respect tho motives of thoso who have taken the 
initiative in this matter or to withhold sympathy from their conscientious efforts 
in tho cause of morality and social purity. 1 will go further and admit that 
though tho ovil against which -we are asked to legislate has not attained in 
Calcutta anything liko tho serious and scandalous proportions which it has 
reached in London and some continental capitals, still it is clear from what 
was said by tho Ilon’blo Sir John Lambert when he introduced the Bill, and 
from tho observations he has made to-day, that there aro areas in Calcutta 
wliero public propriety is scandalized by open solicitations to immorality, and, 
to check this ovil, legislation is undoubtedly demanded. 

“But while I concede so much, it must not be lost sight of that the Bill not 
only creates iu this country a now offence, but it introduces a novel procedure. 
Speaking vory generally, tho power of the police to arro-t without warrant 
and without complaint is restricted to heinous offences and offencos against tho 
public tranquility. Tho new offence defined by this Bill certainly does not 
come within either of thoso classes. It has been contended by the hon’ble 
member in charge of tho Bill that reasonable precautions against misconduct 
on the part of the police have been taken by limiting tho oxorcise of the power 
conforrod on tho polico by the Bill to an officer ‘ above tho rank of polico 
constable.’ This provision would, I suppose, allow any European constable to 
take action uudor section 5 of tho Bill. If so, it goes very far, as I shall hope to 
show presently, beyond the ordiuary Municipal Low of England. Then, again, 
there is no restriction whatever as regards the rank of tho ‘ other officer,’ 
whom the Local Government or tho Commissioner of Polico may empower 
under tho Act. This also is a point, as it appears to me, worthy of notice 
iu considering tho sufficiency of tho"safeguard introduced into the Hill. 

“ When I read tho dobate which took place in this Council on the occasion of 
the introduction of tho Bill, I must confess 1 shared, and still share to some ex¬ 
tent, tho misgivings to which eloquent expression was given by the hon’blo mover 
of tho present amendment and the Hon’ble Ain. Ghose. Without going so far as 
to anticipate tho wholesale blackmailing and oppressive treatment of tho poorer 
classes of the community, 1 do think that the Act may occasionally bo used as ft 
moans of extortion, and my fears on tins head are by no means allayed by the 
arguments we have heard to-day from tho llon’ble M.umvi A mum Jubbar. The 
hon’ble member spoko of tho immunity from arrest or annoyance that tho zenana 
system conferred upon respectable native females. But has tho hon’ble member 
forgotten that there aro other females of a liumbPr class, whose avocations com¬ 
pel them to pass through the streets of Calcutta, even at night, with perfectly 
innocent motives ? 1 cannot but fear that though thore may be no such wide¬ 

spread mischief as Jho Ilon’blo Mr. Ghose has prophesied, there may be, if nt> 
additional safeguard be introduced into the Bill, some individual cases of extor¬ 
tion, and that scandals may in isolated instances occur which may reasonably 
shock the whole community. 

“ The Council will perhaps permit mo to detain them while I make some 
observations on the law as it exists in England and in other countries. If I 
understood.the hon’ble mover of the Bill rightly, ho said in his introductory 
speech that the police possessed in England the same power as it is proposed to 
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confer upon them by this Bill, and both he and the Hon’ble Mr. Cotton referred 
to the words of section 54, 2 and 3 Vic., Chapter 47, as the foundation for the Bill. 

I must confess, however, 1 am surprised to find that neither of the hon’ble 
members seem to bo aware that this Act is in force only in the metropolis. The 
law as regards all the other Municipal Corporations in England is contained in 
the ‘ Towns Clauses Consolidation Act/ section 28 of which renders punishable 
every common prostitute or night-walker loitering and importuning passengers 
for the purposes of prostitution. This Act, however, contains no provision as to 
how the law is to be enforced, but merely dofines tlio offence. That provision 
is to be found in section 253 of the Public Health Act of 1878; and not to detain 
the Council by unnecessary reference to technical details, I may say at once that 
no cognizance can be taken by the Polico of the offence defined, nor can they 
arrest or prosecute any offender except on the complaint of some person aggrieved. 
This is the law as regards ordinary municipal boroughs in England, and it is 
well that the Council should note tnat we are proposing to confer upon the police 
of Calcutta exceptional powers which exist in England only for the government 
of the metropolis. Even in the metropolis it is a matter of common notoriety 
that a Polico Magistrate will not convict on the uncorroborated evidence of a 
police constable. Tlio case of Miss Cass, which has been so often referred to, 
is not an illustration of the imperfection of the law as it stands, but rather a 
proof of its inadequacy to prevent an occasional instance of oppression and 
a forcible example of the mode in which an unscrupulous police constable may, 
uuder colour of the law, act in defiance of its provisions. 

“ The law in other countries, so far as 1 have been able to ascertain, is very 
much tlie same as in the municipal boroughs of England. In America all or nearly 
all the State Legislatures have enacted that no polico officer can arrest, and no 
complaint can be entertainod in the Police Courts except at the instance of 
some one who has been aggrieved and who publicly comes forward to state 
that he has been aggrieved. In Germany the law' is the same, whilo in Italy 
the power of interference is still more restricted. No police officer has the 
right to arrest any person for soliciting to immorality whether a complaint is 
made or not. The person aggrieved must himself lodge a complaint before a 
Magistrate. An attempt to legislate for the towns of Home and Naples on 
something like the lines of the present Bill was defeated, in the Chamber of 
Deputies. 

“ This summary, brief as it is, is, I trust, sufficient to show the Council that 
any powors conferred upon the police to intorfero in cases of solicitation are 
regarded throughout the civilised world with great distrust. But while I am 
bound to say that I cannot vote for section 5 of the Bill as it is drafted, I do 
not think the Council ought to accept the amendment now under discussion. 

“I entirely concur with what lias been urged by the Hon’ble the Chief Secre¬ 
tary and the Hon’ble Sir John Lambert, both to-day and during the former debate, 
that if the person solicited' or any other person is to be compelled to give his 
name and address beforo any complaint as to solicitation can bo recognizod by 
the police, the provisions of the Act will be rondored altogether nugatory. The 
publicity attending such a provision would practically deter either the person 
solicited or any member of the public who was present from coming forward 
and complaining of any solicitation either addressed to him .or which took 
place in his presence. But this is a very different thing from 'saying that no 
complaint ought to be made. We have been told several times in this Council 
that the Bill is framed in the interests of the public. If so, it is surely not 
too much to expect that some individual will come forward in the inter¬ 
ests of the public and mako a complaint. I think that a passor-by who 
might woll shrink from giving his name and address need not shrink from 
putting the machinery of the Bill in motion and claiming the protection of 
the police when there is no such ordeal to be faced. It may be argued by 
those who support the more drastic proposal of the hon’ble member that my 
suggestion would not be a sufficient precaution against extortion. I do not 
share this apprehension. It would be perfectly well known both to the 
police and the public that the former could not act otherwise than on com¬ 
plaint of some kind, even if it be a complaint of an unknown person, and 
this would in practice operate as a check on malpractices. The police would 
be unable to levy blackmail from prostitutes and their servants without a conapir- 
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acy which would require at least one, confederate, and this would greatly 
increase the chances of detection ; and if any attempt were habitually made by 
any police officer to secure convictions under this section by falsely alleging that 
a complaint had been made by some one unknown to h i m , be would, after a 
short titno, infallibly be detected by his superior officers, and no Magistrate 
would attach any credence to his evidence. 

“ X have one -more observation to moke as to one of the safeguards in the 
Bill on which stress has boon laid by the hon’ble member opposite (Mr. Cotton). 
The provision for limiting the power of arrest to cases where the offender 
refuses'to give his name and address appears to me illusory, for there is nothing 
to prevent a dishonest police officor from asserting that the offender refused 
to give theso particulars, whether ho did so or not. 

“I have boeu precluded, owing to my very recent appointment as a member 
of thiB Council, from giving the usual notice, but I have drafted an amendment 
to-day which will, 1 hope, meet with the approval of the Council, and have 
handed it to His Honour tho President. If ho permits me to do so, I will 
move at the proper time that after the word ‘may’ in the 6th line of para¬ 
graph 2 of section 5, the words * at the instance of any person aggrieved 5 be 
inserted. The * person aggriovod ’ may bo either the person solicited, or any 
member of tho public who was present and was annoyed by the act of 
solicitation. This is, after all, a small amendment, but 1 hope tho Council, 
and even the Hon’ble 11a un Surendranath Banerjee, will accept it as sufficient 
to meet tho fears that have been expressed us to tho effect of the exceptional 
powers conferred upon the police. ” 

The Ilon’blo Mr. Cotton said:—“I venture to trouble the Council with 
a few words with reference to the proposal of the Hon’ble Babu Surendra¬ 
nath Banerjee, and also with regard to the remarks of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Beigiiton. I must suy that certain of these observations seem to me cal¬ 
culated to mislead the Council as to the powers already exercised by the police 
in this town. If I understand my hon’ble friend correctly, ho laid down tho 
law to be that only in cases of heinous offences and with regard to public disturb¬ 
ances had the police power to arrest without warrant. It appears to me that 
my hon’bld friend entirely lost sight of a very large number of offences with 
regard to what are termed nuisances, which are tried by Magistrates. All 
matters which relate to- public nuisances are cognisable by the police. The 
police’ may arrest persons committing such nuisances without warrant. The 
Calcutta Police Act enumerates in section 66 a vast number of offences of that 
nature, the essenoo of which is that they cause public annoyance; in other words, 
that they are nuisances. There is a special section which empowers the police 
to arrest without warrant persons found drunk or incapable of taking care of 
themselves, or are guilty of rioting in the streets. Amongst other offenees are 
includod the exposing of one’s person, exposing sores and wounds, and begging: 
all these are substantivo offences, for which the police can arrest without 
warrant. Tho point is this, that any police officer may arrest in the case 
of such offences without warrant; ana it was originally proposed by the 
Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee that the same power of arresting without 
warrant should bo .extended to the new offence now created; in other words, that 
it should be an offonco for which any police officer may arrest without a warrant. 
[The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee said:—“ My hon’ble friend will 
pardon me. 1 made that statement at a time when I was not aware that the 
offence was an offence cognisable by the Polico.”3 But as a matter of fact all 
these offences are cognisable by any police offioer, and it was proposed by the 
Social Purity Association that the offence of solicitation should be added to the 
offences enumerated in this section of the Calcutta Police Act. That was a 
step beyond what the Government was prepared to take. _ There is no doubt 
that this is a hew offence,—this solicitation to commit immorality to the 
annoyance of the public,—and the Government are most anxiouB that a new 
offence of this kind should be safeguarded in such a way as to ensure. that 
the public should be protected. 

“ With this view various safeguards were proposed, one of which was that 
the power of arrest should be restricted to a police _ officer above the rank 
of native oonstable, and to police officers specially appointed by the Lieutenant- 
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Governor or the Commissioner of Police, and other safeguards were added, 
I lay much stress on this consideration, as X think it cuts at the root of the 
objection which my hon’ble friend takes to allowing these powers to be 
exorcised by tho police. The English Metropolitan Law places this power in 
the hands of any constable of police. We have not done that. I wish hon’ble 
members carefully to consider that point. The Government has been most 
anxious that powers conferred upon the polico should not jje abused, and I 
think the Council may accept the assurance of the Hon’ble Sib John Xmhbbbt 
that the discretion vested in tho polico will be judiciously exercised. 

“Then, as to tho proposal contained in the amendment that cases -of this 
kind should only be taken up on complaint—a proposal which is substantially 
endorsed by the Hon’blo Mb. Leighton when he recommends that cases shall 
only bo brought at tho instance of the party aggrieved. I object as strongly 
to one amendment as to tho other. The object of the law is to create an offence 
which is an offence against the public, notan offence against an individual. This 
offence comes in tho same category as all public nuisances which have designedly 
been made cognizable by the police, and for which they can arrest without 
warrant; and as this new offence classes itself in tho category of public nuisances, 
it is legitimately and properly an offence for which the polico may arrest without 
warrant. There is no harm in any one complaining. If an individual is annoyed 
he cau complain; but the police will act as guardians of the public welfare under 
this law. The public is aggrieved by solicitation, but individual members of tho 
public will not complain in snob cases. I cannot imagine myself in tho posi¬ 
tion of a complainant in such a case, and l should be very much surprised if 
any hon’ble meaiber would go so far as to complain to tho police or to a 
Magistrate of an offence undor this section. I think we should leave tho power 
of acting in cases of nuisancos of this kind in the hands of the police, who are 
the custodians of the public welfare. Wo know from experience that indivi¬ 
duals will not complain. It is not tho case in Calcutta only, but all tho world 
over, that the person solicited is probably tho very last person who will com¬ 
plain. I hope, gentlemen, you will vote against this amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Sib Charges Patti, said:— “ I do not understand my 
hon’blo friend, tho Legal Remembrancer, to have desired that an arrfcst should 
not he made without warrant, but lie desired simply that the arrest should be 
at tho instance of tho person aggrieved, in order to prevent any policeman 
taking malicious or capricious action under this section. My mind lias vacil¬ 
lated botwocn the two questions whether tliero should be a complaint or not; 
but on the whole I havo come to tho conclusion that it would bo better to have 
a complaint, and what has convinced me is the second portion of the amend¬ 
ment, of which notico has been given by the Ilon’blo Mr. Giiose, namely, 
that the Magistrate may, when ho finds it nocessary, require the complainant 
to appear and give evidence. The Hon'ble Mr. Cotton has suggested that 
the offence with which this Bill deals is an offence which comes under the 
category of a public nuisance; that tlic policeman is tho guardian of the public 
welfare. I never know that before, but we live and learn. Ho is.a gentleman, 
no doubt, who is omployod to kcop the peaco and to do other things, but X 
never knew that lio was tho custodian of the public welfare. ’.Any one of the 
public should bo at liberty to set the Police in motion, but he should not bo 
bound to come forward and give evidctice. The -advantage of this course will 
be that it will put an end to the possibility of a policeman acting capriciously 
or maliciously.” 

The Hon’blo Maulvi Muhammad Yusup,Khan Bahadur, said:—“Whenthis 
Bill was being referred to the Select Committee, I suggostod that the words ‘ on 
i complaint ’ might be introduced in this section, but in the Select Committee 
certain modifications were made which rendered it unnecessary that the words 
‘on complaint’ should be introduced. The Bill as it stood before afforded 
every facility for abuse of its powors by (he Police, but the words which the 
Select Committee introduced provided sufficient safeguard against such abuse: 
the words which the Select Committee introduced were that the solicitation 
must be ‘ lo the annoyance of the inhabitants or passers-by’ After the intro- 
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duction of these words it is unnecessary that there should bo a complaint. The 
section having been thus amended, and for the exercise of the power of 
arrest it being necessary that the names and addresses of the inhabitants should 
be known,' no urgency exists for a complaint. I shall therefore vote against 

this amendment. 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Serajul Islam, Khan Bahadur, said;—“The abject 
of this amendment is to prevent a police officer arresting a person of his own 
motion in such a case. By this Bill you are creating a new offence, and are 
giving additional powers to the police, and therefore it is essentially necessary 
that there should bo some safeguard. I do not think the safeguard provided by 
section 5 is quite sufficient; and if that is so, I submit that the polico ought not 
to take any action unless on the complaint of the person who has been solicited 
or of the inhabitants or passers-by.. If tho gist of the offence is tlio annoyance 
caused, how is the police officer to know that annoyance has been caused unless 
there is a complaint. The complaint would be the test of the annoyance; and 
therefore I humbly think that the addition of the words proposed in this 
amendment are very necessary. It was said by tho Hon’ble Mr. Cotton 
that the object of the law is to provide a remedy against a public nuisanco. 
If that is so, what is the test that the conduct of a certain person amounts 
to a public nuisance ? It is a complaint, and unless there is a complaint, it 
cannot be said that there is any offence at all.” 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Bonnerjee said:—“ I also support this amendment, and 
the reason which has been given by the hon’ble gentleman, who has just spoken, 
is so conclusive that I do not think it necessary to adduce any other reason. 
I rise chiefly to enter my respectful protest against English law and English 
Statutes being brought to boar upon the consideration of policy in this Council 
when those statutes and those laws are of a character which take away from 
the liberty of the subject; when it is urged on behalf of the people of this 
country that such anu such institutions exist in England, the answer' given 
on behalf of the Government is that the condition of things in England differs 
entirely from those in India, and therefore you cannot have English institutions 
given to you. If wo are not to have English institutions favouring the liberty 
of the subject, do not lot us have English institutions which do not favour 
tho liberty of the subject.” 

The Ilon’blo ttie President said:—“Tho reasons against requiring tho 
person aggrieved to make a formal complaint have boon fully stated on various 
occasions, and have been stated again on this occasion. I cannot say that any¬ 
thing that has been said has materially altered my view or has led me to think 
that there should be a complaint. The object in view is to stop the commission 
of the offence, but we shall weaken tho measures taken to stop it if we require a 
complaint. I do not feel tho same objection to the amendment about to be 
proposed by the Hon’ble Mr. Beiqhton, namely, that the Polico Officer should 
act at the instance of the person aggrieved. Practically, wo know that some¬ 
thing of the kind does take place: the Police will not act unless moved by 
some person who # is aggrieved.”

So the Motion was lost. 
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The Hon’ble Me. Beighton said“ I have already de t ai ne d the Council for 
so long a time with the arguments on which my amendment is. based that I do 
not intend to inflict another speech upon them. I have to thank the Hon’ble 
Maulvi Serajul Islam for an argument which strengthens the reasons for my 
amendmont, and that is tho doubt which the police must feel in ascertaining 
whether any annoyance has been caused unloss some complaint has been made. 
I have expressly used the word ‘ instance ’ instead of the formal word ‘ com¬ 
plaint ’ in order that it should be understood that the person making the com¬ 
plaint is not bound to appear and give evidence. I move that in line 6 of the 
second paragraph of section 5, the words ‘at the instance of any person 
aggrieved ’ be inserted after the word * may’.” 

The Hon’bloM r. Cotton said:—“The objections I took totljeHon’blo Babu 
Surendkanath Banerjek’s Motion apply with equal force to this amendment. 
In fact, I fuel that there is no radical distinction between the two amendments: 
the difference is the difference between tweedledum and tweedledee! There is 
no difference between a provision in the law authorising action to be taken by 
the police on a complaint made and action taken by the police at the ‘instance’ 
of the person aggrioved,—whether it is called a complaint, a statement, or a repre¬ 
sentation 1 do not care,—-but the fact remains that in either case the police will 
not be able to take action unless some person comes forward and makes a 
representation to them. I understand from the observation that your Honour 
dropped a minute ago, that you arc of opinion that tho police would not act 
except at the instance of some person who might be aggrieved. With due 
deference to that opinion, which I do not hold, I would refer to cases of public 
nuisances in which the police do act on their own authority; in the case, for 
instance, of a carriage driven on the wrong side of the road or without lights, in 
such cases tho police take up the driver. There is no complaint; the police don’t 
act at the iustance of a person aggrieved ; they act on general instructions given 
to them. Again, when a person is drunk ana disorderly in a public place, the 
passers-by do not say ‘ arrest that porson, ’ but the police arrest him of their own 
accord. Any police officer may arrest in such cases. Iu this particular 
instance, which creates a scandal to the community, it is also proposed that tbe 
police shall act on their own authority; but a safeguard is enacted, only the 
higher officers of police shall be so empowered. To suppose that members of the 
public will come forward to complain is chimerical, and if this amendment is 
carried, the law had better not be passed at all.” 

Tho Hon’ble Sir John Lambert said “I entirely agree with what 
has fallen from the Hon’ble Mr. Cotton. It will be useful, I think, for the 
Council to know what generally takes place in such cases. I have been in 
Calcutta, in the appointment which I have the honour to hold, for a long time, 
and I can say that, as a rule, complaint is made not to the subordinate police 
but direct to the Commissioner of Police. It is made by persons of respectability, 
and the complaint is that in a certain locality an annoyance of the kind referred 
to is caused, and the Commissioner of Police iB asked to take such steps as will 
enable the residents to get relief. The Commissioner then places *a selected 
officer in the locality, and instructs him to take steps to stop tbe nuisance. That 
is what genorally happens. But if the police on duty in the street are to wait 
until they are called upon by individuals, or by the residents of the locality, 
or by persons aggrieved, to make arrests, then this Act will assuredly be a 
deadletter, and it had far bettor be withdrawn.” 

The Hon’ble the President said:—“ I trust that the prophecy of the Hon’ble 
Sir John Lambert will not be found to be a truthful one, supposing* this amend¬ 
ment to be carried. It must be observed that even the chief supporters of the 
Social Purity Association, at whoso instance mainly the Government has moved 
in this matter, have sap ported an idea of this kind, and I confess, in spite of 
what has been said, that I think the proper and reasonable procedure is that the 
persons aggrieved should make the first move in the matter, and I am 
inclined to think they would call in the Police to stop annoyances of the 
sort, provided it would not result in their having to make an appearance before 
the Magistrate at some future date. Even granting that this Act becomes 
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a dead-letter, there will be leter opportunities for the Council to exilwge the 
powers given to the .police.' If iro find, that whet we have done it insufificient, 
wo can do something more. But in. all oases of this kind it seems desirable 
to step moderately, and not to rush into a new departure. On these grounds, 
after hearing all that has been said, my personal feeling is in favour of the 
amendment of the Hon’ble Mb. Beiqhton.

The Hon’ble Babu Surbndkanath Banerjee moved that in line 9 of the 
second paragraph of section 5, the words “person solicited or of two or more 
of the inhabitants or passers-by ” be substituted for the words “ inhabitants or 
passers-by.” He said:— 

“ This amendment is the same as that which has been accepted by thi« 
Council on my motion in reference to section 4.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Cotton said:—“ I cannot agree to this amendment, and 
would wish my name to appear as opposed to it. 1 believe it will prove to be 
an injurious provision in the law.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Hon’ble Mb. Ghose said:—“ I think it necessary to bring for¬ 
ward the motion which stands in my namo for reasons which I shall state. 
On the last occasion when this Bill was before the Council, several hon’ble 
members agreed with me as to the dangerous character of the powers which 
were proposed to be conferred on the police, and I have not heard anything in 
the Select Committee or in the debates which have taken placo to-day which 
induces me to alter my opinion. On the contrary, .the more I have reflected 
and the rnovd I have discussed the matter with my friends, the more fully am I 
convinced that it will be dangerous to pass this*Act without Borne more efficient 
safeguards than are provided m the Bill. No doubt the amendments which have 
just been carried go to a certain extent to meet the object I have in view, but 
there is one matter which has been overlooked. A police officer is bound to take 
action at the instance of some person or persons aggrieved, but unless you also 
compel him to ascertain the name and address of tho persons making complaint, 
you leave us exactly where we are, because we shall have nothing more than 
the bare statement of the policeman that some persons complained to him, but 
he did not know who they were or whore to find thorn. It is absolutely 
necessary that where a false case is brought against an innocent woman, 
the police officer should be able to disclose the name and address of the person 
who -set the law in motion. The object of my amendment is not that in every 
case or in the majority of cases the person or persons who complained should, 
be compelled to give evidence in Court. 
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“ In the vast majority of- cases.where the offenco is committed in the public 
streets, the persons charged will either be prostitutes or touts; there will be no 
dispute in such cases; the persons charged will admit the offenco, and the whole 
thing will be over in a minute. But my amendment is intended to meet the case 
where the woman denies the charge, and where she is able to prove to the 
satisfaction of the trying Magistrate that she is not a prostitute, but a respect¬ 
able person. In such cases the Court should have the power to compel the person 
who is responsible for a malicious and false prosecution to come forward and 
give evidence. I submit that this is still necessary; otherwise you would leave 
such innocent persons without any remedy whatevor. This class of cases may 
be very rare, but such cases may occur, and I think a safeguard should be 

f jrovidod to meet them. I still hold that there is no necessity whatever for this 
egislation, and I respectfully advise some of those who are agitating in this 
direction to look homowards and to diroct their exuberant energies towards 
the purification of Regent Street and Piccadilly, and a hundred other important 
thoroughfares in London and in every other largo European city compared 
witli which our streets may be regarded as models of purity. Iiowevor, be 
that as it may, 1 submit that if wo do pass an enactment such as this, the 
amendment which I now propose should bo accepted, as it will tend to some 
extent at least to minimise the dangers and the evils which I apprehend. With 
these remarks, I move that at the end of section 5 the following proviso be 
added:— 

* Provided that it shall ho tho duty of every police officer taking action under this section 
to ascertain tho name and address of the person aggrieved. 

‘ Provided, furthor, that tho person aggrioved need not attend to give evidenoo unless 
required by tho Magistrate so to do.’ ” 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Cotton said :—“ I most strongly opposo this, as I have 
done all previous amendments in the same direction. It strikes at tho very 
principle of the Bill, which is t<r provide for certain offences against the public 
and not against individuals. A clause of this kind will stultify tho Bill, and I 
hope tho Council will not pass this amendment.” 

Tho llon’blo Mr. Beighton said:—“I think, for the reasons I have already 
fully placod before the Council, that this amendment ought not to be accepted. 
I may observe, with regard to tho second of the two provisos, tho Magistrate 
already has tho power, under the ordinary law, of summoning any person to 
give evidence in any case before him, and I can see no possible object in 
passing a provision which is redundant and merely draws unnecessary attention 
to the powers conferred upon all Courts of law. I am by no means sure that 
the proviso will not have tho opposite effect to that contemplated by the 
hon’ble member.” 

The Hon’blo Sir John Lamrert said:—“I am afraid that these provisos 
will not help us. The state of the law will very soon be known, and all that 
the person chargod will havo to do will bo to deny that he or she committed 
the offence, and request that the person or persons at whose instance the 
arrest was made be produced, and it will invariably happen thajt the person 
who has given his name to the police will be summoned by the Magistrate to 
give eviuence. As soon as this is known, the law will become inoperative, and 
there will certainly be no possibility of oppression or illegal conduct on the part 
of the police, for the simple reason that they will cease to act at all.” 

The Hon’ble the President said :—“ My objection to this amendment is 
that I fear it will make the law very largely inoperative. Persons aggrieved, 
w^Jl prefer to undergo the annoyance rather than face the trouble'and annoyance 
of appearing in tho Police Court; and this will especially be the case with ladies 
who are ignorant of the nature of a Police Court, and who would naturally 
object to appear in such cases. I think it will be extremely unwise to make it 
impossible for people to rid themselves of the annoyance which they suffer. I 
trust all who desire tho success of this Bill,, and to support the action of the 
Government in bringing it forward, will vote against this amendment.” 
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The Motion being' put the, Council divided :•—

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RESOLUTION ON THE OPIUM ADMINISTRATION REPORT, 1893-04.

The Report on the Administration of the Opium 
(1st September 1893 to 31st August 1894). 


Department for the year 1893-94 


The Board’s report is due to this Government by the. 1st February, 
and should be forwarded to the Government of India by the 1st March, together 
with His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor’s Resolution on it. The present 
report did not, however, reach Government till the 26th February 1895. 
This delay is said to have been due to the late receipt, of the Opium Agents* 
reports in consequence of certain revisions in the form and system of the report 
which had been ordered by Government. As the orders referred to were passed 
so long ago as the 22nd December 1893, they should not have been allowed 
to cause delays. 

2. The season 1893-94 -.Ja memorable for its disastrous rosults; the failure 
of the crop was far more serious than in any of the preceding five years, 
during which it had. been continuously deficient. It is remarkable that, until 
the collection of the opium had actually begun, no indication of the serious nature 
of the falling off in the outturn had been perceived by oven the most experienced 
officers. The crop report at the end of March estimated the produce in the 
Bihar Agency at 33,660 maunds, while the actual result was 24,312 maunds 
at varying consistencies. Mr. Wright closed his tour in the Benares Agency on the 
17th April without having noticed that there was any cause for alarm. Even now, 
though the reports make mention of “unseasonable weather,” “rainy, cloudy and 
unfavourable weather,” “ east winds and fogs which induce blight,” “ excessive and 
continuous damp,” there is no assertion that these conditions prevailed to an ab¬ 
normal extent, and there is an entire failure to record with precision the mete¬ 
orological history of the season and to connect cause with effect. The extent 
of the damage was not realized until the lancing of the poppy had shown how 
meagre the secretion of juice in the capsules actually was. This failure to read 
the signs of the sky reflects severely on the agricultural knowledge of the 

* department. 

3. The area actually cultivated with poppy in the Bihar Agency, excluding 
failures, was' 3,79,714 bighas (2,37,321 acres) against 3,85,761 bighas in the 
season 1892-93, and in the Benares Agency 3,53,409 bighas (2,20,881 acres) 
against 3,41,028 bighas. The area of failures in both the agencies was less than • 
in 1892-93, being 3 per cent, against 5 in the Bihar Agency, and 1*3 per cent, 
against 3 in the Benares Agency. But, as stated above, the outturn in both 
the agencies was remarkably poor. Bihar produced only 26,1\6 maunds 
at 70° consistence, and Benares 35,236 maunds, against 40,339 maunds 
and 42,970 maunds, respectively, in the preceding year. Th*e average produce 

„ per bigha was 2 seers 12 chitaks in the Bihar 
Agency and 3 seors and 15 clntaks m the Benares 
Agency, against a normal average of about 5 seers to the bigha. The 
average in both the agencies is the worst on record. The number of 
cultivators was 621,266 in Bihar and 544,005 in Benares, a slight decrease 
in both cases on the figures of the preceding year. The average produce to each 
cultivator was only 1 seer lOf chitaks in Bihar and 2. seers 9£ chitaks in 
the Benares Agency, against 2 seers 8 chitaks and 3 seers 1^ chitaks, respect¬ 
ively, in the two agencies in the year 1892-93. Thus the loss to the culti¬ 
vators, who were paid at the rate of Rs. 5 per seer, was serious. Mr. Tytler, 
the Sub-Deputy Opium Agent, Aliganj, estimates that the blight cost the culti¬ 
vators in his Sub-Agency seven lakhs of rupees, and the loss to Government 
in. that area was of course far greater. The consistence of the drug was much 
higher than usual, the average being 69*89 in Bibar against 03*57 in 1892-93, 
and 71*33 in Benares against 67*2 in 1892-93. The result was that all the 
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In Benares was manufactured at 72% the standard being 71° nearly 
hsdflh&fc in Bihar badtobe manufactured at a consistence of 76° the standard 
Kaing 75°. A high consistence, the Benares Agent remarks, is satisfactory to 
the cultivator, in that he gets a higher price for the drag : but to Government 
it, causes loss; thus 16,543 chests were manufactured at Ghazipur at a consist¬ 
ence of 72° ; had it been possible to bring this down to 71°, thore would have been 
333 more chests, which at an average price of Rs. 1,200 would have produced 
Rs. 2,79,600. This sum was lost to Government and also a premium of 
~p.a , 1,31,875 was paid to the cultivators on account of the higher consistence, 
making a total loss to Government of Rs. 4,11,475. Additional work was also 
entailed on the factory staff in having to reduce the high quality down, to the 
proper consistence for caking. The superior quality of the drug, moreover, 
as the Board 'point out, brings in little or no extra profit to Government, 
for the prices realized at auction are regulated not so much by the actual 
quality of the opium as by the quantity available for sale. 

4. The cost price of a maund of opium to Government rose from Rs. 220 
Co*t price of opium to Govern- in 1892-93 to Rs. 232 in Bihar, and from Rs. 2 27 

meat. to Rs. 230 in Benares, and the cost price of a chest 

from Rs. 362-10-10 in Bihar and Rs. 394-15-7 in Benares in 1892-93 to 
Rg. 389-2-10 and Rs. 404-2-6 respectively. This increase was due partly to 
the high consistence of the crude opium already referred to, and partly to the 
fact that, as the outturn was small, the fixed charges for permanent establish¬ 
ment, &c.,had to be divided among a smaller number of chests. The price paid 
to cultivators for the raw produce was Rs. 5 a seer as in former years. For 
some time past it has been recognised that owing to continued failures of the crop 
and to the rise in the priee of other crops which especially compete with 
the ’ poppy, the esteem in which the crop has always been held among some 
of the cultivating classes has tended to decrease: and an increase in the rate of 
payment for the raw produce was only a question of time. In the Resolutions on 
the reports for 1891-92 and 1892-93 remarks to this effect were made. The necessity 
for such a concession was accentuated by the particularly bad results of the 
year under report, and it was felt that it could no longer be withheld if the 
cultivation of poppy on the same scale as in past years was to continue. 
Accordingly, the Government of India decided in May 1894 that the price of 
raw opium should be raised from Rs. 5 to Rs. 6 per seer with effect from 
the crop of tho season 1894-95, and it is to be hoped that this measure will 
have the effoct of erasing from the cultivators’ minds the disastrous and dis¬ 
heartening results of the past few years. Judging from the results of the settle* 
mentsof the current season, it appears to have already had this effect in the Benares 
Agency where the area engaged for was 438,681 bighas or an increase of 26*41 
per cent, on the area for 1893-94. In the Bihar Agency on the other hand the 
area engaged for (3,88.613 bighas), notwithstanding the enhanced prico, showed 
a decrease of 4*1 per cent, compared with the previous year. 

5. The number of chests of provision opium manufactured was 16,785 

. in the Bihar and 16,543 chests in the Benares 

Outturn and aaiea. Agencies, giving a total of 33,328 chests, that is. 

7,177 chests less than in tho previous year. The normal sales used to be 
fixed at 54,000 chests a year, and the reserve at 30,000 chests, but theso totals 
have not been reached for several years past, and in faet tho reserve has 
disappeared. It was originally arranged to sell 42,300 chests during 1804; but, 
in consequence of the scanty outturn of the season of 1893-94, if was decided to 
reduce the number to 41,040 in order that the chests thus saved might be 
sold in 1895. Ultimately the number to be sold in 1895 was fixed at 37,260 
chests, and to enable even this reduced number to be available, it will be neces¬ 
sary to indent on the current season’s crop to the extent of som 2,651 chests. 

6. In order to supplement the home produce and reserve it as fsyr as 

possible for the manufacture of provision opium, 
Maiwa opium. tho purchase of Malwa opium for excise purposes, 

which had been abandoned since 1886, was again resorted to daring the year 
under report, and Mr. Hastings was deputed to Indore to buy 5,0Q0 maunds 
of the drug. The quantity actually purchased was 3,455 maunds,. which is 
estimated to produce 2,550 maund s at 90° consistence. The drug thus 
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cost price of a mango wdo& chest mad© at the mills during the year under report 
was He. 1-11-8 against ReV 1-13-9$ in the preceding year; the average price of 
a similar chest made by contract during the last ten years is said by the Bihar 
Agent to have been Re. 1-14-11. 

No s&l Wood has been purchased sine© 1891, but a stock of it was kept to 
guard against contingencies, and this the Board n&w proposo to do away with. 
The average price paid per cubic foot of sal wood was He. 1-5-5, that of mango 
wood 0-7$, so that the saving effected by this change has boon con¬ 

siderable. The total number of chests turned out during the year was 48,288 
against 17,414 in 1892-93.

Three hundred of the casos investigated in Bengal during the year were 
under Act XIIi of 1857, against cultivators for short cultivation; all the persons 
involved, 315 in number, were punished. These cases were confined almost 
entirely to Banin district, but no reason has been given for the large number of 
offonees there. . Of the fines imposed, Rs. 1,417 were remitted on appeal. In the 
North-Western Provinces only twenty-five out of the 552 cases were under Act 
XIII of 1 "57—13 for short cultivation, 10 for embezzlement of opium, and two 
for the illegal purchase of opium from cultivators. There were two important 
seizures of opium during the year—one of 36$ seers at Sauiastipur, and the other 
of 22 seers at Bankipore. In both cases the delinquents were adequately 
punished with fine and imprisonment. 

12. The quostion of introducing the Bcnaros or asnmiwnr system into the 

Bihar Agency has engaged tin*, attention of Govern- 
§ KJaUdan *«•««* asnmiwnr nieutfor a series of years, but hitherto every proposal 
3 ' on> ‘ has boen vetoed, mainly on the ground of the 

increased establishment it would necessitate. Tlie important difference in the 
two systems, which creates a grievance that ought to be removed, is that, while 
in Benares each cultivator is paid separately for the crude opium ho brings 
to weighment after deducting the advances he has received, in Biliar, though 
each cultivator’s output is separately weighed, payment is mado in a lump to 
the khatadar for all the cultivators he represents after deducting till the advances 
they have "received. If therefore a bad cultivator has received an advance 
larger than tho value of tho opium he brings, the balance is not refunded by 
him, but is deducted from tho sum duo to tho good cultivators, tho value of 
whose opium exceeds their advances. There is another gricvanco arising out 
of tho commission (/chareha) which the khatadar levies from all his cultiva¬ 
tors at a rato varying from 12 annas to Ks. 2-8 a bigba. The Opium Com¬ 
mission of 1883 strongly recommended tho extension to Bihar of the Benares 
System, but Government at that time wero of opinion that, although no doubt 
existed as to its thooretieal superiority, tliore were financial considerations 
against its introduction, and deemed it inexpedient: to disturb a system which 
had taken deep root, until at least maps and other field rocords, such as 
existed in the North-Western Provinces, were available in Bihar in order to 
secure reasonable chances of success. The Government of India accepted this 
view.. Since that time the attention of Government has been attracted to the 
evils of the khaladari systom more than once, and proposals for th© partial 
introduction of tho Benares procedure into Bihar have been made.. During 
his tour in Bihar during the last oold weather the matter was prominently 
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brought to the notice of Sir Charles Elliott; he was led to doubt whether 
any such large increase of establishment as was feared would really be requisite, 
in order to distribute money separately to cultivators whose produce had 
already been separately weighed and recorded; and he proposed to introduce 
the Benares system experimentally in two or three sub-divisions. On further 
consideration, however, it seemed better to propose a careful and detailed 
enquiry into this question, and the other subsidiary points connected with it, 
and a reference has been made to tho Government of India to this end. 

10. Mr. F. Baker, who was Officiating Opium Agent, Benares, from the 

25th April to the end of the season, deserves special 
Merits o o icers. mention for tho interest taken by him in the settle* 

ments for the current season, which owe their success to his ondoavours. 
Among the officers subordinate to the Agents, Mr. Tytler, the Sub-Deputy 
Opium Agont of Aliganj, is again commended for the general excellence of his 
work, in recognition of which he has been lately appointed a Companion to the 
Order of the Indian Empire. Messrs. L. Parrott ana A. C. Bryson, Sub-Deputy 
Opium Agents, Bihar, and Dr. Maynard, Officiating Factory Superintendent of 
Patna, are also favourably mentioned. Mr. Wright, the Benares Agent, has 
refrained from expressing any opinion on the merits of officers under him, as his 
experience of them is yet very limited; but he has placed on record his high 
opinion of Mr. Gregory both as Sub-Deputy Agent and Factory Superintendent, 
and commends Mr. Hastings’ work in connection with the purchase of Malwa 


opium. 

The Lieutenant-Governor dosires to record his appreciation of the value of 
the services of Mr. D. R. Lyall, the Member of the Board of Revenue in charge 
of the Opium Department. He inspected both the agencies during the year, 
and Mr. Westmacott, who officiated for him in the summer, also inspected the 
Patna Agency.

Though considerable improvement in punctuality has thus been effected, 
admitting of tho issue of this roview about two months before the date of its 
publication in 1894, the Lieutenant-Governor is not satisfied that his object 
has yet been fully attained. He is anxious, for the sake of the Directors 
and tho officers of their Departments, that their reports should be written, and 
off their minds, before the commencement of the inspection season, that is, 
before the end of October, and he looked to the individual Settlement Officers 
to have their reports ready in time for this purpose. He regrets to find that 
the officers in charge of the important settlements could only submit their 
reports on dates ranging from 29th October to 25th November, and he is aware 
that the Directors’ tours of inspection have consequently been interrupted. 
If the tabular statements aro written up monthly, the totals for the year should 
be in each Settlement Officer’s hands by the 5th October, and his report ought 
to be in the Director’s hands by the 15th, so as to enable the Director to submit 
his Departmental report by the 15th November. These dates are prescribed 
as the obligatory points for future working; so that the field season may be 
kept free, or nearly so, from report-writing. 

2. Colonel J. E. Sandoman, i.h.o., was Director of Surveys in Bengal 
. * .. throughout the year, but was absent on privilege 

argeau wspec ion. leave from 8th August to the end of September, 

when arrangements were made for tho current duties of his office. He was 
in camp for 190 days, which were distributed over every month he was on 
duty, except during the recess of May and June. Mr. W. C. Macphexson, c.s., 
was in charge of the Office of Director of Land Records and Agriculture 
throughout the year, with the exception of a month’s privilege leave in 
May-June, during which Mr. E. G. Colvin officiated for him. The Director and 
his locum tenens were on tour for 152 days in the year, distributed over every 
month of the year. *His tours which took nim, often more than once, to every 
settlement under his charge, included journeys to a Simla Conference and the 
Central Provinces on business connected with the Department. _ 

The Lieutenant-Governor inspected the settlement work in North Bihar in 
February, in Cuttack and Balasore in April, and in Tippera in August, 1894. The 
Member of the Board of Revenue in charge of the Department was unable to 
inspect any of the major settlements during the year. 
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3 Considerable relief has been afforded to tlio Director of Land Records 
bv the entire transfer of petty settlements and connected correspondence to the 
Commissioners and the Board: a manual of standard procedure tart e semino 
operations has been under consideration during the year, and will shortly be

8. Theso figures show that the travorso had got far ahead of the cadastral 
survey, and its progress was therefore greatly curtailed in 1894-95, and confined 
to the completion of the Saran district. The cadastral survey has somewhat 
improved in quantity; in 1892-93 one party accomplished 945 square miles; in 
1893-94 two parties fcovered 2,045 square miles. This, however, is still below' 
the rate at which trained amins ought to work, and it is hoped that in the current 
year a nearor approach will he made to the standard of l,2o0 square miles 
per party. The amihs employed arc partly from the North- W estem Provinces 
and partly local men (but not patwaris, the employment of theso having been 
forbidden by Sir A. P. MacDonnoll’s orders in the autumn of 1893 as notioed 
in the Resolution on the previous year’s report): the former are always better in 
survey work, wliilo the lattor come near them or even surpass them in record- 
writing. In the Saran distriot there were 108 foreign aud 99 local amins, in 
Champaran 79 and 127, in Muzaffarpur 198 and 294 respectively. The total 
number is 900, and as they surveyed 2,045 square miles, the averago area per 
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amin ■was 2*26 square miles in the season. Their respective capacity for work 
is shown iu the following table of daily outturn:—

The variation in the figures of the cost-rate shown in columns 9, 10, 11 
of the table in the last paragraph is partly explained ,by these variations in 
the rates of work, but too much stress must not be laid on the figures, as the 
work of one year has to some extent overlapped and fallen on the next year, 
and the cost-rate of the respective stages of work cannot be accurately given till 
the work is entirely finished iri a district or part of a district. The record- 
writing fell a little behind the mapping in 1S92-93, and still more so in 1893-94; 
taking the two years together, of 290 miles mapped in 1892-94, the records had 
to be written when the season lof 1894-95 opened. Most of these arrears 
accrued iu Muzaffarpur, where the records are more complicated because of 
the complicated tenures and minute subdivisions of proprietary right in the 
coparcenary villages. 

9. Colonel Sandeman gives the following account of the changes made 
during the year in the technique of the work of record-writing:— 

“ Formerly one man constructed the map, and another frequently wrote the records ; the 
map and the numbers in it were left in pencil for a draftsman to ink them ii office; another 
draftsman finished the map ; a third wrote tin* title, a fourth the surrounding names; special 
estimators extracted the areas; one set of muhurrirs entered them in the khnsras, others in 
the kliatians, which were written by a special establishment; terijes, inilan Jkhasras, and crop 
statements were nil prepared by special and separate establishments. At every step a 
strangor to the records of a village had thn handling of them. The loss of power in such a 
system can only be appreciated by those who havo seen the voluminous and complicated 
nature of many a village record. 

“Under the now orders our establishments are of fixed strength in each camp, and are 
also employod during the recess in completing their own work. The season’s area for 
survey is divided among them, each man having a small circle of two-and-a-half square miles, 
or as much as he can do. Of this area he submits maps, complete as to outline’, topography, 
title, and adjoining names—all in ink; he and his muharrir, who will also be the chainman 
in future (a reform introduced by Lieutenant Crichton >, write the khasras and parchas, 
extract areas, kbatians, inilan khnsras, terijes and crop statements them solves,—in fact, they 
do everything from start to finish of their own villages, so that the record never changes 
hands, which is an improvement which can hardly be too highly rated.” 

The principle thus introduced [is that of doing in the field only that part 
of the work which must be done there, leaving the rest of the record to be 
completed in the recess. The Lieutenant-Governor believes that the aim of the 
Survey Department should be to accomplish tlio following work in the field; the 
map should be plotted, the fields numbered, and the areas rhughly taken out by 
$he amins with the comb; the kliasra should be filled up except in eases where 
disputes are found to exist and the amin is not authorized to make an entry; 
the parch a should be prepared in counterfoil, entering the names of tenants, 
numbers of fields, and approximate areas; one copy of it should then be given 
to the tenant with a warning that the areas are liable to alteration, and that the 
places for rent and status will be filled up at the time of attestation. The 
rest of the record should be prepared during the recess. 
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10. • Aa regards the principles on which the record-writing should be baaed, 
there was considerable discussion during the year. Material changes had been 
introduced by the Lieutenant-Governor in the season 1892-93, by allowing the 
Ami na to make the preliminary entries of rent and status against each tenant’s 
name in the records, and where a dispute as to the facts existed, to make 
in red ink the entry which they found or believed to be true. This was 
contrary to the* previous practice in Bengal, though it was in conformity 
with the practice of other Provinces in India. It was opposed by the Board 
on the ground that too much power was thrown into the amin’s hands, while 
the argument on the other side was that the system of check and control was so 
complete that the amin could hardly misuse his power, and that such facts can 
be more accurately collected by an inspecting officer on the field than by 
a judicial officer sitting in his tent as a Court. Sir A. P. MacDonnell, while 
officiating as Lieutenant-Governor, agreed with ihe Board of Revenue, and 
directed the procedure to be based on their views. On Sir C. Elliott’s 
return from leave, a compromise was arranged by which the landlord should 
give in a list of his tenants and their rents, and the amin should make entries 
according to this list unless the tenant denied its accuracy, in which case 
he should enter in red ink the rent which he declared himself to pay. 

The season was thou (at the end of January 1895) far advanced, and it was 
impossible to introduce this system very widely. So far as it was put in force, 
it was not approved by the officers who had to work it, as grout delay took • 
place in filing the lists, and many errors were found in them when filed. At 
the close of the season reports were sent in which were generally condemnatory 
of it, and the Lieutenant-Governor proposed to abandon it and revert to the 
system which lie had introduced in 1892-93. The Government of India, how¬ 
ever, decided that what may be called the special Bengal system should be 
retained, under which tho entries of rent and status are not made in the field 
but in tho attestation camp; and in matters under dispute the amin makes no 
entry, and unless an inspecting Revenue Officer can settle the dispute on 
the spot, while the record-writing is going on, the column remains blank, to be 
filled up at the time of attestation.

12. In tho previous year the records of 4GG square miles had been, written 
• and those of 6G squaro miles attested, leaving 400 

Muzaflarpur. squaro miles to be done. The programme for 1893-94 

was to write tho records of 1,015 square miles which were to be surveyed, besides 
an area of 03 miles enjer from last year, and to attest, the 400 square rni'es of which, 
records were prepared last year. Two Assistants were appointed to supervise . 
the record-writing, but the area done only amounted to 788 square miles; 
the defect is attributed mainly to floods, an epidemic of cholera, minute sub¬ 
division of proprietary right, and greater care to turn out accurate work. The 
attestation work (which actually covered 37G instead of 400 square miles), was 
divided between four officers: it was begun oarly in October and lasted abput 
six months, during which time 150,009 tenants were attested with 487,000 
plots, or about 8£ plots apiece. Thus each officer on an average slightly 
exceeded the standard number of plots, 20,000 per month, and covered the 


si n 
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average area of 94 square miles. The case-work was carried on by three 
Assistants duiing the recess: it was heavy under sections 105 and 106, but the 
enhancement suits under section 104 were few and unimportant; suits were 
brought only against 2,273 tenants, or about 1*5 per cent, of the whole number 
attested, and the rents were raisod from Its. 23,0C0 to Rs. 24,240— a rise of 
3*7 per cent. The majority of these cases were decided on the basis of a 
compromise in which the raiyat acknowledged the truth of the Allegations as to 
encroachment. Almost all the cases wore tried by Mr. Lyon himself. The 
following remarks are quoted from liis report on the subject. They shovp that 
the principles on which contested suits of this class should be decided are in 
a very unsatisfactory state, and in all probability they will have to bo clearly 
laid down by legislation :— 

“The basis of the large majority of the applications has boon the.discovery that the 
tenants arc holding more land than they are entitled to hold at the ront which they are 

J urying, hut the judgment of the Settlement Officer has been so greatly fettered by the case- 
aw that lias grown up around this subject, that comparatively few eases on this basis have 
been proved against the tenants, even when the fact that they were cultivating excess land 
was patent to the enquiring officer. In a closely cultivated district like MuzaiFarpur there is 
little room for extension of cultivation, but the pressure on the soil has been so great of recent 
years, that many raiyats have undoubtedly taken advantage of the leniency or carelessness of 
their landlords to absorb into their holdings Mnall patches of waste or lands abandoned by 
other tenants, without any increase to their rent. In villages in which rents are screwed up 
to the highest point by constant remoasnrements and resettlements, such encroachments are 
quickly discovered, and the rents of the trespassers arc immediately enhanced by the landlords; 
but in those in which rents have been allowed for many years to stand unchanged at a low 
Figure, and in which the landlord has made no recent enquiries as to the capacity of bis 
tenants to bear a higher rental, these encroachments have been left for the survey to discover. 
It is accordingly iiom the more lenient landlords that the chief applications for increase of 
rents usually come, and it is rarely found that the rents which it is proposed to enhance are 
already calculated at high rates. For ,tho above reasons it is to bo regretted that the case-law 
relating to this question should have mode it increasingly difficult for these landlords to take 
fair advantage of the survey operations, and to obtain rent at the current rates for lands 
which are at present practically paying no rents and to which the holders have no real title. 
The Bengal Tenancy Act clearly intended that they should obtain rent for these lands, and 
even instructed the Settlement Officer in certain cases to proceed of his own motion to 
settle rent on such lands, but successive interpretations of the Act by thu High Court have 
imposed on the landlord conditions as to proof of the increase in area which it is well nigh 
impossible for most of them to fulfil. At the same time these conditions have not yet been 
clearly laid down or defined, and it is not altogether easy to deduce them from the oases 
which have hitherto been decided, with the result that neithor the applicants nor the 
tenants understand what has to be proved, and their legal adviseis, and even the Assistant 
Settlement Officers themselves, are hardly better informed. There has consequently been a 
failure on the part of the Settlement Courts to meet the reasonable expectations of some of 
the best landlords of the distriot, the officers presiding in those Courts having found them¬ 
selves unable to settle a fair rent under the law, even in cases in which the applications were 
made in respect to tenants who were dearly trespassers on lands to which they had no 
right.” 


13. In the Champaran district the records of 320 square miles out of 416 

square miles surveyed had been written in 1892-93 
um^)R^a,, ' and were ready for attestation: the programme was 

to write the records of the arrear area (94 square miles) and of about 500 
square miles to bo surveyed in the current year, and to attest the area prepared 
last year together with as much more as could be done in tlie early part of 
the curreiit season. The record-writing of the season covered about 600 square 


miles, and this was placed under two inspecting officers. The area actually 
attested was 380 square miles: it was divided into four circles—three of about 
100 square miles each, and one which was only opened in December of 70 
square miles. The number of tenants attested was 61,022, with 323,511 plots— 
about 5| plots to each tonant: work begun early in November, and lasted till the 
$nd of April; assuming that it went on in full swing for live full months, 
each officer attested about 16,000 plots a month, which is considerably below 
the standard of 20,000 plots. The average area covered by each officer was 95 
square miles. The most important class of cases in ibis district is the enhance¬ 
ment class under section 104. The work done was almost entirely within the 
limits of the Bettia estate, in which there has been a great spread of cultivation 
m recent years : and claims were put in for increased rent on account of this 
increase of area. Suits were brought against 15,720 out of a total of about 
45,000 tenants—a proportion of one in three, and their rents were raised from 
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not much exceed 5 annas an acre (exclusive of survey), and he hopes that with 
the experience now" acquired work will bo done more cheaply. 1 

17. The survey of the temporarily-settled estates in Orissa has now been 
Owns*.—Survey. completed with the exception of a few scattered 

mahnls, comprising a few square miles, inkilla Aul

18. Tho year’s survey work comprised the measurement of an area of 
105 square miles in Pun, belonging to the Tomple of Jagannath, under¬ 
taken on the application and at the expense of tho Temple authorities, 
and the completion of the Balasore district, of which 649 miles remained over for 
survey and record-writing, besides an arrear from 1882-93 of 15 milos, the 
records of which had not been written. The year’s work also included the 
tracings and final preparation of the records ot Cuttack town, the survey of 
which was commenced in 1891-P2, and tho survey of tho town of Balasore 
as also the demarcation of the Madras boundary bordering on tho Chilka 1»lfQ, 

With the exception of the Jagannath Temple lands, mentioned above, 
tho survey hitherto has been confined to the temporarily-sottled estates and to 
a few pormanently-sottled estates intermingled with temporarily-settled estates 
or commanded by State canals. With a view to make the new map of Orissa 
complete, it has been decided that a village boundary survey with topographical 
details should be made of tho other permanently-settled estates in Orissa, which 
are estimated to comprise in all 1,060 square miles, and the work is in pro¬ 
gress during the current season. 

The total cost incurred under the head of survey from the beginning of 
the operations down to the 80th September 1891, amounted to Rs. 2,36,028 
according to the Survoyor-General’s reports. The following tablo shows the 
amounts expendod during the last three survey years:—

is Rs. 189*3. 

19. Mr. W. Maude was in charge of the settlement work in both districts 
with 23 Assis'ants under him. His programme was (1) to carry on the supervi¬ 
sion of the record-writing in Balasore, of which three officers wore in charge, 
Messrs. Maddox, Taylor and (Humming, who inspected 770 villages between them : 
this work was carried out with exceptional, vigour and completeness; (2) to 
complete as much attestation work as possible. All the 23 Assistants were 
employed on this work—some for nearly seven months, some for shorter 
periods when they could bo spared from inspection of record-writing or other 
special work: but the progress made was disappointing. In Cuttack 13 officers 
working altogether for 74 months, attested 101,548 tenants with 438,158 plots, 
or4| plots to each tenant. The average work done was therefore, only 5,921 
plots per mensem, and each officer covered an area of about 25 miles. In 
Balasore 10 officers working altogether for 38 months, attested 108,435 tenants 
with 475,833 plots (4§ plots per tenant), giving an average of 12,523 plots per 
mensem, or more than double the Cuttack rate. It is difficult to explain the 
extraordinary smallness of the Cuttack outturn. It is said that the records had 
been badly prepared and ill-inspected, and this is to somo oxtont true, but in 
the previous yeur 17 officers in Orissa had attested 11,20,721 plots, or 66,000 eachf 
or about 11,000 per mensem, while, in 1893-94, 23 officers attested only 917,029 
plots. The Balasore staff was abler and more energetic, whilo the Lieutenant- 
Governor found that there was lack of intelligence and zeal among those of the 
Cuttack staff who wore inspected by himself and the Director in April 1894. 
He does not, howevor, wish to say too much on the subject, as the reproach has 
been wiped away during the current year, the progress liaving been at the rate 
of not less than 20,000 plots per man up to the present month. The following 
tablo shows the entire progress in attestation work from the beginning of the 
work:—

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20. Only three officers were retained during the recess, the rest reverting 
to general duty. Mr. Taylor was employed on the work of fixing fair rents. 
He preparod rate maps for 41 villages in pargana Bukhrabad, near Cuttack, 
and settled fair rents for 32 villages, containing 5,320 tenants whose rents were 
raised from Its. 7,384 to Rs. 11,054. The Director of Land Records observes 
that this work and the assessment of revenue promiso to be attended with 
much difficulty in Orissa on account of the length of period whiclrhas elapsed 
sinco the last settlement, the number of privileged tenures, aud tlie cumbrous 
nature of the procoduro of the Tenancy Act. 

Another Assistant Settlement Officer, I3abu Prasanna Kumar Banerjeo, 
tabulated statistics for eight parganas of the district of Puri, with the result 
that out of 201,536 tenancies, excluding under-raiyats, 140,181 were found 
to bo of settled and occupancy raiyats, 10,701 of non-occupancy raiyats, and 
the remainder holdings of proprietors and tenure-holders and holdings of 
rent-free tenants. Tho table, however, is not prepared in such a way ns to be 
compared with tho figures presented above in paragraph 15 for the three Bihar 
districts. A third was employed in publishing draft records and in ease-work ; 
56S boundary eases and 10 disputes under section 106 were disposed of. 

21. Much more work ought to have been done during tho year in regard 
to both these items. The tabulation of results as to status and existing vents 
should go on pari passu with the attestation, and should alford tho Settlement 
Officer grounds for liis first rough estimate of the character of tho fair rent 
settlement which has to be undertaken. And lie should both take that settlement, 
in bis own hands and also employ two or three of his most rapablo Assistants 
on it in order that by degrees experience may be obtained, and a system 
laid down. It is a great mistake for a Settlement Officer to keep his eyes too 
much fixod on one class of work and to aim at finishing attestation (for 
instance) over tho whole district, before enhancement cases are begun or the 
principles of the settlement of Land Revenue worked out. 

22. The cost incurred during the year ending 80th September 1894 

^mounted tolls. 1,60,331, which, distributed over 634 square miles, the total area 
attested, gives a cost rate of about Rs. 262 per square mile, or about 6> annas 

per acre, against 7g annas, the rate per acre arrived at in the previous year. 

The total cost of tho settlement operations down to the end of the year is reported 
to be Rs. C,08,320, and the expenditure under the head of survey being 
Rs. 9,52,300,jthe total amount expended on the survey and settlement opera¬ 
tions in Orissa down to 30th September 1891 amounts to Ils. 15,00,620. 

23. In Chittagong tho survey work is completed and the survey parties 

„ . have loft the district. The settlement was under 

i agon;;. Mr. Allen, aided by six Assistant Settlement 

Officers; the aim of tho staff was to finish attestation, to make progress with the 
settlement of fair rents, and to complete the identification of the 80,000 new 
mahals with those of the old settlement—a work known as “ mnhal milan.” Ac¬ 
cordingly these officers completed tho attestation of 72,036 tenants with 319,609 
fields, or about 4£ plots to each tenant. This work was done with the expedi¬ 
tion which always characterised the Chittagong attestation, at the rate of about 
25,000 plots to each officer per month. Tho nroa covered was 283 square 
miles, or 94 square miles apiece: one camp closed work at the" cndV*f December, 
the other two at tho end of March. The work of “ mahal milan ” was more 


complicated than had been anticipated, and only half the programme was got 
through. But it was in the work of settling fair rents that, the greatest dis¬ 
appointment was experienced, only 13,780 tenants being disposed of, instead 
of 150,000 as had been hoped. Mr. Allen and five of his assistants took part in 
this work, and ho attributes the delay to legal difficulties, and to the cumbrous 
pr oeeduro which was thought necessary. The new rules published under the 
Tchancy Act in November last have removed some of the difficulty, and in the 
current year the standard of 1,500 tonants pei* mensem for each officer is being 
worked up to.. Even at this rato it will take to the end of the season 1895-96 
to finish the 250,000 Noabad tenancies whoso fair rents have to bo fixed. 

The following table shows the outturn of work under tho principal heads 
from tho begiuniug of the settlement to the end of tho year under review. 
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24. In the Thana Ramu the new assessments came into force from 1894- 
95 in 48 of the 50 Tillages, the revenue being raised from Its. 89,328 to 
Rs. 1,20,466. The collection of the enhanced revenue imposed on the Noabad 
taluks has so far been very satisfactory. Tho final report on the assessment of 
this circle has not yet beeu receivod, but is expected shortly.

Rents of raiyats have beon generally left untouched except where now 
lands have been taken up: in the assessment of taluks at least 30 per cent, of the 
assets has been left to the talukdars, and, where there is any likolihood of hard¬ 
ship resulting from too large an increase of tho rent payable by tho talukdar, 
a discretion has been left to tho Settlement Officer to leave a larger percentage 
of tho assets to the talukdar, and to take progressive enhancements. In order to 
prevont excessive enhancement in any particular caso, tho general rule has 
boon laid down that (except where the amount is extremely small) no one’s rent 
should be more than doubled, and where necessary tho Settlement Officer is 
empowered to ease off the increase by progressive assessments, not taking the 
whole at one step.

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The large number of non-occupancy raiyats is partly due to the great 
increase of cultivation in recent years, and apparently some of them are under¬ 
tenants of the thikadars. 

No progress has yet been made in determining the principles on which the 
settlement is to be based. 

29. Tho only othor settlements which, are of sufficient importance for 
special mention are those of the 'l'ikari Ward’s Estate in tho district of Gaya 
and the estates of His Highness the Maharaja of Hill Tippora, in the districts 
of Tippora and Noakliali.

According to tho latest account received, the Survey Department have 
finished their work in these estates at a total cost of Rs. 1,87,551 which, 
distributed over tho total area (559*15 square miles) which came under traverse 
survey, gives a rate of Rs. 335*4 per square mile, or 8 annas and 4 pies per acre. 
This high rate is attributed to the great difficulties experienced in the record- 
writing, tho complicated nature of the tenures, and the want of information 
among the Maharaja’s staff as to the areas occupied by the variouB talukdars 
and tenure-holders who pay rent to His Highness. These difficulties were 
aggravated by the Survey officer, who in neglect of orders, gave out no “ parchas ” 
to tho occupiers of land during the season of 1892-93. The cost has also been 
somewhat, increased by the survey being prolonged over two seasons at the 
request of the Maharaja. 

Tho Settlement Officer was changed three times during the year owing to 
unavoidable causes, and tho progress made in settlomont work w’as far from 
satisfactory. The two Assistant Settlement Officers were mainly employed in 
inspecting tho record-writing and deciding petty disputos. No attestation work 
was done, and no attempt was made to decide, or to lay down a basis for 
deciding, a test case relating to the two important classes of disputes between 
the Maharaja and his talukdars; viz., tho rate at which a fair *ront, based on 
tho rents received by the talukdars from tho cultivating raiyats, should be 
settled; and the status of a talukdar who holds both rent-paying and rent-free 
lands under the Maharaja, tho aggregate area being far larger than the area to 
which he is entitled by patta. The Lieutenant-Governor visited the Tippera 
district in the rains of 1894, and thought it necessary to remove the Settle¬ 
ment Officer and place the work in the hands of Mr. J. G. Cumming, c.s. 
The cost incurrea in settlement operations during the year [was Re. 23,400, 
and from the beginning Rs. 38,804.

There was only one officer of the Settlement Department to supervise the 
record-writing and decide boundary disputes which numbered 23:*), of which 
only 75 were decided. From 1st April 1894, this settlement was placed under 
the superintendence of Mr. P. C. Lyon, Settlement Officer, Muzaffurpur. The 
cost under the head of Settlement being JEts. 5,033, the total cost down to 30th 
September 1894 amounts to Rs. 96,234. Colonel Sandeman reports that the 
attitude of the inhabitants was generally favourable to the survey. 

32. The following table shows the progress of the operations and the 

cost incurred in the smaller estates dealt with by 
Smaller settlement*. the Directors of Surveys and Land Records:— 
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33. Besides the above-mentioned operations, the settlement of private 

estates in the Sonthal Parganas, -which was not under 
Soathal PargwiHR. the control of the Director of Land Becords, conti¬ 

nued under Mr. J. A. Craven with three Assistant Settlement Officers. The 
settlement of five estates comprising 190*3 square miles of cultivated- and 200-9 
square miles of uncultivated lands had been completed by the end of.Octobor 
1.893. The Pargana of Tour and the Sonthal villages in Parganas Sultanabad 
and Atnbar, comprising 873 villages, with an area of 461*8 square miles, of 
Vhich 277 square miles are cultivated, were brought under settlement during 
the ybar. The survey and record-writing of the on tiro area were completed 
as well as the attestation of all but 14 villages. The number of tenants attested 
was 36,214, with 900,9tt5 plots, including uncultivated land. Fair rents were settled 
for all these tenants, the amount being raised fromKs. 97,916 to Bs. 1,43,811, ad 
rise of nearly 50 per cent. The principal work of the Ssttlement consisted in 
ousting the foreigners (“ l)ikkus ”j who under the Begulations are not allowed 
to hold land in Sonthal villages, but who, being mostly money-lenders or shop¬ 
keepers, had managed by sale mortgage or sub-lease to secure possession of tho 
lands of Sonthal cultivators and had to be evicted unless they had been in posses¬ 
sion for many years. These proceedings involved the deciding of over 10,000, 
civil suits. Tho records of 249 villages were finally published, and since the 
close of tho year the Settlement Officer has reported tho completion of final 
publication with regard to the rest of tho villages. The expenditure incurred 
during the year amounted to Bs. 71,830, and the total cost since the beginning 
of tho operations to Bs. 1,45,781. 

34 . In Chapter V of his Boport, the Director of Land Becords has sum- 
Maiutonanco «r settlement re- marised the correspondence that lias passed on tho 

cords. subject of the maintenance of settlement records. 

The question is being discussed with regard to several estates, but no real work 
has yet boon done. As regards Bihar, the proposal of the Bengal Government 
to make the registration of all mutations compulsory under a penalty, having 
been approved by Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, a Bill lias been drawn up 
and is now before tho Bengal Legislative Council. In Orissa, rules for the 
maintenance of settlement records are under preparation for Khurda, Angul, 
and Banki, on the basis of the Central Provinces Patwari Buies. In Khurda, 
tho current settlement of which will expire on 7th September 1897, the sarbarab- 
kars will roviso the maps and records for purposes of the new settlement, 
and they are now being trainod under tho supervision of Mr. B. C. Ewing, 
Assistant Superintendent of Survey, who is in charge of the Orissa Survey. 

. 35. As in previous years, Colonel J. E. Sandeman and Mr. W. C. Macpherson 
have both managed their Departments very successfully, and the Lieutenant- 
Go vornor desires his warm acknowledgments to be conveyed to them for their 
irtflefatio-nblo energy and enthusiasm. Lieutenant B. T. Crichton has shown 
great ability in liis conduct of the. survey operations iu North Bihar, and some 
valuable reforms in the details of procedure have been suggested and carried 
out by him. Tho following officors deserve the special thanks of Government

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POLLUTION OP THE WATER OP RIVERS IN BENGAL.

RESOLUTION—-JNo. 2 L 61 J. 


Read- 


A letter No. 1074^ datecl the 2ml February 1895, from tlio Sanitary Commissioner for 
Bengal on tlie practice of casting dead bodies into tlio rivers of Bengal. 

The attention of Government has repeatedly been called to the highly 
obnoxious and insauitaiy practice which prevails among the poorer class of 
Hindus of casting dead bodies in the river as well as of staking their dead in 
the bods of rivers in order to avoid the expense of cremation or burial in 
prescribed places. The subject is one which came prominently to the notice 
of the Commission (Dr. Lidderdale and Messrs. Paul and YVickes) appointed in 
1881 to enquire* into the causes of the epidemic fever of Nadia, and they 
referred to it in the following forcible and graphic terms:— 

44 A very large, perhaps the largest, part of the water-supply of the district is from 

dead rivers, and nothing can be worse than their condition. 
,aa mg o orpaes. Corpses are freely thrown into them as long os there is 

sufficient water to cover the dead body. In many parts of the district no preteneo of crema¬ 
tion was observed, and burning their dead among the lower classes of Hindus is evidently 
not now the custom. Near Meherpur, on the Bhyrub, just above ttye municipality, where 
a fishing weir had created a pool, a peculiar oily scum, vory evidently of animal origin, was 
plentiful, clearly betokening that many corpses had been thrown there, while all along the 
course of this stream there was further evidence of the practico. Near Akundaberla, the lake 
that, is now tho source of the Oobaduck was manifestly a favourite spot for this immersion 
of coipses, for dozens of turtles came swimming to whore we happened to stop to converse 
with the villagers, evidently mistaking our gathering for a funeral party, and so expecting to 
obtain a xuoal. 

44 Nothing can be more horrible or more dangerous than this practice of throwing 
the bodies of the dead—many perhaps victims of contagious disease—into the drinking water- 
supply of tho survivors. At all costs it should be prevented. The extracts appended from 
communications received from J3abu Sharua Chum Chatterjee and other inhabitants of 
llurgapur show that the more intelligent natives are fully alive to the danger, but the mass 
of the people are utterly careless and thoughtless. At a place called Bara Solooah the 
villagers toolc credit to themselves for throwing their dead into the Mysore stream below their 
village, but only smiled when it was pointed out that this stream, a mile lower down, flowed 
past lvnloopole and supplied its inhabitants with water. 

44 The custom has long existed, but in this time of exoessive mortality and. sickness 
has enormously increased, probably owing to tho survivors being unfitted by ill-health 
or prevented by poverty from obtaining sufficient fuel. The scarcity of fuel is, no doubt, 
the great obstacle to "proper cremation; forests and jungles have long since disappeared, and 
the sole supply available is derived from the village lands. The amount belonging to each 
village is insufficient in ordinary years, and therefore cannot possibly meet the demandftof 
periods of sickness. The difficulty is further complicated in some places by private rights 
in existing burning gk&ts, which add greatly to the cost of cremation. Altogether the 
quest ion is so involved that wo confess that after careful thought we are unable to suggest any 
really satisfactory solution.” 

2* During 1883 and 1884 there were constant complaints to Government 
of tho great insanitary inconvenience occasioned by dead bodies iii the rivers 
of the Nadia district, and especially of tho Chooadangah sub-division, but no 
effectual steps were taken to remedy the evil. 

3. In Calcutta itself the number of dead bodies and carcasses floating in 

the river Ilooghly and dealt with by tho Calcutta 
River PoJieo has of recont years shown a tendency 
to decrease, and although the actual decrease as 
shown by tho figures given in the margin is not 
great if the past ten or fifteen years only be consi¬ 
dered, there can be no doubt that a very different 
state of things exists now from that which was 
formerly the case. It was reported by Mr. Wau- 
chope, the Commissioner of Police in 1864, that no 
less than 4,187 dead bodies of human beings trere 
thrown into the river in. Calcutta during 1863,^ of 
which 1,690 were from the various hospitals. It was estimated that in addition 
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to this number, nearly 100 bodies a day, which had floated down the river from 
neighbouring districts, were sunk by the establishment entertained for the 
purpose. An agitation was at that time set on foot, and after much public 
discussion and correspondence with the Justices of the Peace for the Town of 
Calcutta, a body which exercised functions corresponding to those of the 
Municipal Commissioners of the present day, orders were issued by Sir Cecil 

No. 1762, anted ]6ih March 1804. Beadon’s Government which concluded with the 

iolJownig words: — 

* “ The Lion tenon t-Goveraor desires to congratulate the Justices on the great advance made 
in practical sanitation by providing for the cremation of the bodies of paupers, and for the 
absolute prohibition of the practice of throwing the corpses of men and animals into the river. 
In 1854, when the Government desired to put a stop to this practice, it was represented that such 
a prohibition ^could. as regards the bodies of Hindus, be regaided as an unwarrantable inter* 
feronce with religion ; hut now the practice is condemned by the unanimous voice of the Native 
Justices, ami its prohibition w.ll accordingly bo carried out. with general consent. The Com¬ 
missioners of the Biudwan and Nadia Divisions have already been desired to prevent the 
practice of throwing cloud bodies into the river or into the nullahs leading to it.” 

4. The present state of things therefore is very different from that which 

prevailed thirty-one yoai's ago, and tlie improvement 
is primarily due to the vigorous executive measures 
taken by the police and municipal authorities. 
The evil, however, still continues on a serious scale, 
and in 1887 a Conference consisting of the officials 
noted on the margin assembled in Calcutta under 
the orders of Sir Steuart llayley to consider and 

report on the practico of throwing corpses and carcasses into the river 
llooghly. It was shown to the satisfaction of that Conference that the corpses, 
which were generally those of Hindus whoso mouths had been scorched with 
fire, came from places above the town of Calcutta and did not belong to Calcutta 
itself. The members of the Conference recorded their opinion that effective 
control over the practice would be a matter of great difficulty, but suggested 
that a proclamation should be issued under sections 188, 290, and 291, Indian 
Penal Code, forbidding bodies being thrown into the river without cremation, 
and that all riparian municipalities should be instructed to publish a special 
bye-law on the subject. 

5. On receipt of this recommendation, the Lieutenant-Governor consulted 
the Law Officers of the Crown, and eventually directed the publication of the 
following notice in convenient places in the Burdwan and Presidency Divi¬ 
sions :—

“Aii.v person found throwing a corpse or a carcass into the river JTooghly or tho 
channels communicating willi it, will lie prosecuted undor fiction 290, Indian Tonal Code. 
<*Flie Government have boon advised that, the practice causes danger to health, and is therefore 
a oonunon danger to the pul>!io and to the people iu geuoral who dwell iu the vicinity of the 
river or the channels. ” 

It cannot be said that the publication of this notice? has produced much 
effect, so far as tho corpses of human beings are concerned ; but the number 
of carcasses of animals floated on the river has evinced a marked reduction. 
Prosecutions have been sparingly instituted, and the law lias been applied with 
discretion, but in almost all cases convictions have been obtained. 

6. The Sanitary Commissioner has now pressed upon tho Government 
that similar notices to those published in the neighbourhood of Calcutta should 
be issued in all divisions of Bengal, and that a clause should be added 
forbidding the staking of dead bodies in the beds-of rivers, klials or other water¬ 
courses which are resorted to for drinking or culinary purposes, lie proposes 
also that all municipalities situated on rivers or other water-courses should 
be instructed to frame a bye-law on the subject, and that in rural tracts the 
provisions of section 290 of the Indian Penal Code should bo rigorously 
enforced through the agency of tho police, the village chaukidars, and the 
panchayets. 

7. Before taking any action on those proposals, the Lieutenant-Governor 
desires to be favoured with the advice of Commissioners and District Officers 
as well as of associations and native gentlemen, official and non-official, who 
may be in a position to speak with authority on the subject. The practice 
of throwing dead bodies into a river is no doubt primarily due to the poverty 
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of the poorer classes of Hindus who cannot afford to completely incinerate 
a corpse, and therefore merely scorch the lips of a dead body and then commit 
it to the rivor. The practice of staking bodies in the beds of rivers is not 
necessarily confined to the poorer classos, but is adopt* d after partial incineration 
in order to consign the uuburnt remains to the sacred stream. Both practices 
are probably now far less in vogue than formerly—a change due pai tly to police 
interference and partly to modified customs and habits among tho people. 
Such a change must no doubt be very gradual when it extends over a whole 
province, but there is ample evidence in tho records of Government to show 
that the practices roferred to have in many cases become highly repugnant 
to Hindus themselves. Tho members of tho Nadia Fover Commission, in the 
extract from their report already quoted, refer to a communication rccoi~ed from 
Babu Sharna Churn Chattorjee and other inhabitants of Gosain Durgapur 
on the subject, and the Lieutenant-Governor has caused these notes to bo 
annexed to this Resolution as affording a favourable illustration of the opinions 
entertained by well-qualified and educated native gentlemen , of the present 
day. His Honour docs not wish to tako measures wliicli will be in direct 
opposition to Hindu sentiment. But bo believes that tho fooling of opposition to 
such stops as those proposed by Hr. Gregg is gradually dying out, and that an 
influential body of opinion would not ho.-itato to support their adoption. It is 
principally with a view to ascertaining opinion on tho subject that this Resolu¬ 
tion has been recorded. Commissioners and District Magistrates arc requested 
to ascertain and report on the actual practice followed in their divisions and 
districts, and to elicit public opinion on the proposals put forward by the 
sanitary authorities to put a stop to the evil wherever it exists. With the same 
object the principal representative associations in tho provinco will be consulted 
by Government direct. 

8. The legal aspect of the question raises considerations of difficulty 
which were discussed on receipt of the report, of tho Conference of 1887, and in 
order to facilitate tho present discussion of the. subject, tho opinion of the 
Honourable Advocate-General, dated 10th December J888, is annexed, as a 
second appendix to this Resolution. 

Okdeked that, a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to nil Commissioners, 
and to tho Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, for information, and for the 
favour of a report. 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to Iho loading Associa¬ 
tions for information, and for the favour of careful consideration and report to 
Government. 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to the Inspector- 
General of Police, and to the Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal, for informa¬ 
tion, with reference to his letter No. 1074, dated 2nd February 1895. 

; Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to the Municipal 
Department of this office for information and for communication to the Sani¬ 
tary Board. 

Ordered also that a copy of this Resolution bo published in the Calcutta 
daze tie.

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APPENDIX A. 

Pollution of biver water. 

Extra* t from Notes rn the probable onuses of tne increase of fever in and about Gosain 
* Durgapur , by Babu Shama Ctiubn Chattekjek, b.a., m.b. 

The pollutir n of the only source of wholesome water is. we humbly bop to suggest, 
oppose*! to all laws—social, religious, and moral. It is a matter deeply to bo roy retted that 
the lower classes of the people have gradually got into the had habit of throwing their dead 
bodies into the rivor water without being in any way oh oked. No argument is necessary to 
Of ndemix such an objectionable practice. It should at nneo bo put down by legislative 
measures. Our Shastras strictly enjoin that the dead bodies of men and beasts should not, 
under any cir< unrstanoe whatever, be oast into the river. “ Jf a Hindu (Jongis and Hoiragee* 
excepted) throws the remains of liis deceased relative into the river in an unburnt state, he 
shall lose his caste, and rot ho allowed to perform the Sradh and other religious rites for the 
benefit of the deceased’s soul. Only children under two years of age are to be buried in the 
earth.” So say our wise forefathers and sooial legislators. Annoxure A contains verses from 
the texts of Menu, Bran ihopu ran, Smirtlia, and Jaganautli T&rkopunchnnrn, as collated by 
Pundit Sr< enath Hiromoni of Durgapur. Such a consensus of opinion bearing the authority 
of even Matiu himself deserves the respectful con side ration of every enlightened U-overnment. 
All these high authorities unanimously declare that the contamination of drinking water by 
throwing dead bodies into it should be strictly interdicted under penalty of foifiiture of 
oaslo. Our countrymen cannot in consonance with the injunctions of their own Shaxlras, 
raise the voice of opposition, if Government should consider it worth its while to interdict 
this hateful practice. Some may s:iy that such interdiction by legal nv nsures would press 
rather heavily upon the pooror classes of Hindus. Of course, Muhammadans are altogether out 
of question. My only answer to such objection would be that the proposed legislation would 
be entirely in keeping with the 1 cachings of our Shnxtras and the laws of sanitary science. 
It is a laudable custom among our well-do-do countrymen, especially in villages, that whenever 
a poor II'ndu requests them for a supply of fuel wood to hum their deccagf d relatives, they 
immediately and unhesitatingly comply w T ith the poor man’s request. Tlio very poorest 
people, who cannot afford io pay for the tritle of a funeral expense, have this resource to fall 
hack upon to enable them to discharge their last debt to dead humanity. It is therefore to 
be reasonably expected that Government will not permit them to persist in n c tirso of mal¬ 
practice based upon an act of sacrilege, and opposed to the simplest rules of hygie ne and 
common sense. 


Translation of Sanskrit passages. 

There arc three different rites which should bo performed in reference to a deceased 
person. Tin y are thus referred Jo in the Suddliikaiika:—“There is the preliminary rite, 
the intermediate rite, and the subsequent rite. Tho preliminary rite is described as one which 
commences with or; mut/on, &e , and * nds with the offering of tho Pind-s (funeral cakes)." 
It appears fioni texts like these that without cremation no right accrues to the intermediate 
and subsequent rites, inasmuch as he alone who has had his preliminary rite performed is 
entitled to tho -subsequent one. I tone© it follows that the purificatory rite of cremation is 
required by all. But an objection may arise as to what is to be done with children who 
have not completed their second year, as cremation in their ease is piohihiird by the verso 
that “cremation should bo performed to males and females a 1 ike above the ago of two years.” 
This objection is futilo, since burial in the ground is provided by Ynjnya Va-kyn in the 
verse u those who ore under two years of age should be buried, and no libation of water is 
to be poured for tltf m. ,f From the principle that tlio mcan'ng of tho Shast as d« t< rmined in 
one place is to bo adopted in other places, if there he nothing to the contrary, burial in the 
ground is adopted in the case of Jugis and Vaishnnbs; and from the same princ ; ple it follows 
that thoi© who have no cremation should be buried n the ground. 

The water of tanks, &o., gets defiled by contact with dead bodies. Thus the Brahma 
Purana:—“ The bodies of thoso animals whose meat should not be u**od for food defile tho 
water of tanks, wells, and reservoirs by coming in contact therewith.” Bodies means carcasses, 
because in the next verse the word kunapa or carcase is used. 


APPENDIX B. 

Opinion. 

It is desired to put a stop to the practice which exists of throwing corpses and carcasses 
into the Uooglily, on the ground that tho practice cause-, danger to health, and it has been 
suggested by tho Conference appointed to consider tlio mutter that a circular should be issued 
under sections 188, 290, and 291 of the Indian renal Code, and by the Deputy Legal 
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Remembrancer that a notification should be inserted in the Official Gazette under sections 134 
and 144 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, forbidding the practice. 

Section 188 of the Indian Penal Code provides that whoever knowing that, by an order 
promulgated by a public servant lawfully empowered to promulgate stick order , he is direoted to 
abstain from a* certain aot, disobeys such direction, shall, if suoh disobedienoe causes, or tends 
to cause, danger to health, be punished* 

By section 2G8 a person who does any aot which causes any common danger, injury, 
or annoyance to the publio or to the people in general who dwell or occupy property in the 
vicinity, is guilty of a public nuisance. 

Section 290 provides the punishment for a publio nuisanoe not otherwiso punishable* 
Section 291 provides the punishment for the repetition or oontinuanoe by any one of a public 
nuisance having been enjoined by any publio servant who has lawful authority to issue such 
injunction not to rep oat or continue suoh nuisance. Now, assuming that the practice of 
throwing corpses and carcasses into the Hooghly causes or tends to cause danger to health, 
before section 188, Indian Ponal Code, oan be brought into requisition for the purpose of 
suppressing the practice, an order would have to be promulgated by a publio Bervant who ts 
lawfully nnpou'crtd lo promulgate such order, directing tno publio to abstain from the practice. 
Is any publ : c* servant lawfully empowered to promulgate such order? hi order to answer 
this question, it is necessary to ascertain with what powers of promulgating orders in oases of 
nuisances the law invests Magistrates. The Code of Criminal Procedure invests them with 
all the powers which they possess. Neither Chapter X of that Code, which deals with publio 
nuisances, nor Chapter XI, which empowers certain Magistrates to issue temporary orders 
in urgent cases of nuisanoe (but to the publio generally only when frequenting or visiting a 
particular place) in my opinion authorises the promulgation of such an order as it is desired 
to address to the public in the present case. And I may add that by no other portion of the 
Code are they bo empowered. I am therefore of opinion that no Magistrate is lawfully 
empowered to promulgate an order addressed to the public directing tliom to abstain from 
throwing corpses or carcasses into the Hooghly. The only oourse which appears to mo to be 
open to Government is to cause notices to he exhibited in convenient places, stating that any 
person found throwing a corpse or a carcase into the Hooghly will be prosecuted under 
section 290 of the Indian Penal Code, Government beiug advised that the practice causes 
danger to health, and is therefore a common danger to the public and to the people in general 
who dwell in the vicinity of the river.

Reoont rain has 
done good to crops. Prices steady. Water and fodder sufficient. Cattle-disease continues. 

Patna. —Rainfall nil. Harvesting of rabi crops almost finished; threshing going on. 
Opium weigh men l commenced on 10th. Cominm rice soiling at 18 £ seers per rupee. 

Gaya.—Rainfall nil. Threshing of rabi crops and weighment of opium continue. Mango 
doing well. Prices about normal. Water and fodder sufficient. 

Chaxnparan. —Rainfall nil. liaH harvested finished. Weighment of opium going on. 
Common rice selling at 10 seers a rupee. Fodder and water for cattle sufficient. 

Darbhan^a- —Rainfall nil. Weather getting warm. Rabi harvest almost completed. 
Early rioo and mung are being sown. Price of common rioe stationary. Fodder for cattle 
sufficient.

Bhagalpnr.—Weather unsettled and cool with strong easterly winds. Rabi harvest over. 
Indigo thriving. Rain wanted for bhadoi cultivation. Fodder and water sufficient. 

Purnea. —Rainfall *12. Weather generally cloudy with west wind at first an 1 then 
east wind, but little or no rain. Rain is now much needed. Harvesting of rabi crops nearly 
completed; the outturn will be about 15 annas* Jute and bhadoi aud aghani paddy are 
being sown. Price of common rioe 18 to 25 seers per rupee. Fodder and water sufficient. 

Cuttack,— Slight rain. Weather cloudy. Dalaa (spring rioo) harvest continues. 
Ploughing for next rioe crop commenced in places whore rain was sufficient. Condition of 
cattle good. Foidor Buffioient. Rioe sells at from 11 seers 13 ohitaks to 26 seers 4 ohitaks 
per rupee. 

Haz&ribagh.—Weather seasonable. Slight rain in places. Mahaa harvest in progress 
with good prospects. Fodder scanty. Water sufficient. Common rice selling at from 14 to 
20 seers per rupee. 
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General Summary. —Rain accompanied with thunderstorms fell generally over Bengal 
Proper and lias done good. It was heavy in the Western districts, where it was especially 
wanted. In Bihar there was no rain and very little in Orissa and Chota Nagpur. The 
preparation of the land and the sowing of jute and of the bhadoi crops is going on. 
More rain is required in parts. Spring rice and indigo are doing well. In Orissa the spring 
rioe is being harvested. The harvesting of the raid crops is practically over, and the general 
result is good. The weighment of opium continues. The mango crop in Bihar promises 
well. Cattle-disease continues in Chittagong. The fodder-supply in •Hasaribagli is still 
scanty. The price of common rice is generally steady with a slight tendenoy to fall.

Those portions of the rules which apply to general aud court-fee stamps are adopted and 
issued by the Lieutenant-Governor under the authority conferred oa him by section 55 bf 
the Indian Stamp Act of 1879, and section 27 of the Indian Court-fees Act of 1870.

Centra. i, Dspots. 

1. There shall be three central dep6t» for stamps of all descriptions in charge of the 
Superintendents of Stamps at O*1 cutfca, llscLW) aud Bombay, respectively. . These central 
depots shall maintain a stock of stamps sufficient for two years' consumption. The Superin¬ 
tendents of Stamps in Madras and Bombay shall, for this purpose, fortfaied, not later than 
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the last week in September in each year, indents forth© snpply of thfc^aridKwdeacrl^tioua 
of stamps required in the following year for the territories dependent o® them for the supply 
of stamps to the* Superintendent of Stamps, Calcutta. The Superintendent^ of Stamps* 
Calcutta, shall prepare a general consolidated indent for stamps of all descriptious, showing 
separately the demand for the following year for each of the three Presidencies, including in 
it the indents of the Superintendents of Stamps, Madras and Bombay; and shall forward this 
general indent'to the Government of India, in the Finance Department, for transmission to 
the secretary of State, so as to reach him hot later than the 1st November in pacb year. The 
Superintendent should forward a copy of the section of the general indent relating to Postage 
stamps to the Director-General of the Post Office, and of the section relating to Telegraph 
stamps to the Director-General of Telegraphs. 

2. St am us for the Bengal Presidency, including the North-Western Provinces and Oudb» 
the Punjab, Central India, Rajuutavm, Assam, and Burma, and local depots subordinate to* 
Calcutta, and stamps for copies for use in the Central Provinces, «h&U be supplied from the 
central dvpot, Calcutta, on the indent of offi -era in charge of local depdts. 

3. Stamps for the Madras Presidency, including CLorg and local dfepdfrs subordinate to 
Madras, shall be supplied from the ceutrai depots at Madras on the indent of the officers in 
charge cf local depots. 

4. Stamps for the Bombay Presidency, including Sind, Berar, the Cental Provinces 
(save as provided in rule S£), and local depots subordinate to Bombay, shall be supplied from 
the central dep6t, Bombay, on the indent of officers in charge of local depots. 

5. The Superintendents of Stamps, Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, on receiving an 
indent from a local depdt-, shall have the vndeut examined to ascertain that the indent is 
such as to insure the local depdt having a proper supply, and may comply wirh the indent 
iu full or in part, as be thinks fit. If he thinks that the indent should be inci eased, he 
should request the officer who submitted the indent to submit a supplementary indent. 
The Presidency Post Offices of Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay may indent for supplies on 
the central depdts. 

Bocal Depots. 

6. Every treasury throughout India, including those attached to political and salt agen¬ 
cies, shall be a local depdt for the custody and sale of stamps of all descriptions. Local 
Governments may establish local depdts at places where there is no treasury. 

7. Each local depdt shall, unless the Local Government otherwise directs, maintain a 
supply of stamps equal to the probable consumption of five months. Local Govern meats 
may direct that the supply to be maintained, either generally or in respect of any particular 
kind of stamp or in certain local depots, shall be equal lo the probable consumption of 
such other period as they deem expedient. 

8. As soon as the number of stamps iu the local depdt falls below the number issued from 
the depdt in the preceding six months, the officer in charge of the depdt shall prepare an 
indent for a supply equal to the probable consumption of three months. The indent shall 
show in separate columns for each denomination of stamp of which a supply is required the 
total of the balance in the local depdt and any branch* depdts subordinate to it, the quantity 
sold in the preceding six months, and the quautity indented for, which should be approxi¬ 
mately one-balf of the quantity sold in the ptecediug six months. The periods of “six 
months*’ and “ three mouths ” of this rule im*y, like that of five months in rule 7, be altered 
by Local Governments to such other periods a* they may deem expedient. This indent will 
be forwarded direct to the Superintendent of Stamps, Madras, Bombay, or Calcutta, as the 
case may be; but the Local Government of any province may direct that the indents shall be 
forwaided through any other officer, such as the Superintendent of Stumps of the province, or 
that a copy of the indent shall be forwarded to such officer. 

9. Jf the supply of stamps in any local depot should run short before the receipt of the 
supply from the central depot, the officer in charge of the local depot should indent for a BUpply 
from a neighbouring depot, sending a copy of the iudtnt to the Superintendent* or Commis¬ 
sioner of Stamps of the province, or such other officer as the Lop&l Government may direct. 
It is the duty of the Superintendent of Stamps, Madras, Bombay, or Calcutta, to report to 
the Local Government (or such authority as the Local Government may direct) fnthe case of 
General and Court-fee stamps to the Director-General of Post Office iu the case of Postage 
stamps and to the Director-General of Telegraphs in the ease of telegraph stamps, any case 
iu which it may come to his knowledge that the stock of stamps iu any local depdt of any 
description has fallen below the prescribed amount. 

10. As soon as possible after the ariival of a supply of stamps from the central depdt or 
from another looal depdt, the officer in charge of the local depdt shall have the boxes or packets 
opened in his presence, and the contents of each box or packet counted either by himself or in 
his presenco immediately on being opened. The number of stamps received shall be compared 
by the officer in charge with the submitted invoice, and a receipt shall be sent as soon as 
possible to the officer who despatched the stamps. 

11. Local Governments may issue such orders as may be thought necessary regarding 
tho^ detailed counting of stamps received in a local depdt, and as to the description of stamps 
which the officer iu charge must count With his own hands. Such orders may include 
instructions that a certain percentage only of sealed packets marked as containing a certain 
number of stamps need be opened and counted at the time of receipt, and the remainder* if

the percentage opened are correct, left with seals unbroken to be counted as they are 

required on being given out from double Wfck. The officer in charge is responsible for 
observing any such instructions, aud for satisfying himself as to the nanbst of stamps 
received.before signing the receipt. 

12* If any of the stamps received are found to be unfit for issue, they should be at once 
returned to the Superintendents of Stamps. Stamps which ar« through any accident rendered 
unfit for issue, at any time after receipt, should be similarly returned to the Superintendent as 
soowas their unfitfieBsis discovered. The necessary entries on account of stamps so returned 
should he made iu the monthly statement (rale 34), and in the plas and minus memoranda 
(rule 36). 

18/ Immediately after the stamps received have been counted, they shall be placed in 
proper receptacles in the store under double lock, arranged in parcels or packets containing 
known quantities, the amount of each denomination being entered in a register maintained to 
show the receipts and issues to and from the store under double lock. 

14. The treasurer, or such other officer as the Local Government may direct, shall be 
the ex-officio vendor of all descriptions of stamps in each local dopdt. Sales to the public or 
to licensed vendors shall not he made direct from the stores under double lock, such sales 
being made by the ex-officio vendor from the supply entrusted to him for this purpose, to be 
kept by him under single look, as prescribed in the following rules. 

15. The stock to be made over to the ex-officio vendor to be kept by him under single 
lock should ordinarily be sufficient for the probable demand of one month. On a fixed date 
near the beginning of each month the ex-officio vendor shall prepare an indent for the 
quantity required for the month in a form showing the balance in his hands, an average 
month's consumption, and the quantity required. When this indent is approved by the officer 
in charge, who should examine the baluuee under single lock, and ascertain that the quantities 
shown agree with the quantities shown in the indent, he shall give out the quantity required 
from the store under double lock. The same procedure shall be followed if any stamps should 
be required at any intermediate date. Local Governments may reduce the period of one 
month mentioned in this rule to one week or any other period less than a month, if they con¬ 
sider this desirable with reference to the amount of the treasurer's security or for any other 
reason. 

16. From the stock so made over to his charge and kept by him under single lock, the 
ex-officio vendor shall sell stamps to the public and to licensed vendors for cash. He shall keep 
iu such language as the Local Government may direct an account of the daily sales for each 
of the four descriptions of stamps in a form showing for each denomination the balance in his 
hand at the beginning of the day, the quantity sold during the day, and the balance in his 
hand at the end of the day. "lie shall pay daily into the treasury the oash received by him 
for stamps sold, the amount realised on account of each of the four descriptions of stamps— 
namely, General, Court-fee, Postage, and Telegraph—being paid in separately. The account 
of daily sales should be inspected every day by the officer in charge of the depdt. 

17. The rules regulating the grant of discount and the grant of licenses to licensed ven¬ 
dors for the sale of General and Court-fee stamps vary in different provinces, and are pre¬ 
scribed by Local Governments, subject to the general rule that no change in the rates of dis¬ 
count shall, be made without the previous sanction of the Governor*General in Council. 

18. Local Governments may direct that the sales to the public of General and Oourt-fee 
stamps by ex -officio vendors shall be limited to stamps of a value higher than a named amount, 
the sale to the public of stamps of lower value being left to licensed vendor*. 

19. Telegraph stamps &hall be sold to the public for cash by the ex-officio vendors, pro¬ 
vided that the quantity of stamps sold to one person at one time shall not be less in value 
than Its. 5, and that the quantity so^d shall not include less than one rupee worth of any 
particular denomination. On such sales no diecount is allowed. 

SO. Telegraph Masters shall obcain supplies of telegraph stamps from the local depots, 
subject to the same conditions in regard to the quantity supplied at one time as those of the 
preceding fule, and shall sell to the public Telegraph stamps of all descriptions and to any 
value. No discounttis allowed to Telegraph Masters for the sale of stamps; but they are 
allowed permanent advances of TeLgr<»ph stamps without payment, the amount of the per¬ 
manent advance being fixed by the Director-General of Telegraphs. When the permanent 
advance of Telegraph Btamps has once been taken, subsequent issues to Telegraph Masters are 
made only on ca$h payment. But when the local depot is closed for holidays of more than 
oue day’s duration, officers in charge of local depdts are authorised to issue Telegraph stamps 
to Telegraph Masters without payment in excess of the value of the permanent advance, these 
temporary advances being adjusted, when the treasury re-opens, by the return of stamps 
pr the payment of their value, if sold. 

21. Service Postage*stamps shall be sold for cash from local depdts to Government 

officials and to persons specially authorised to purchase and use service stamps ou a written 
application. On such sales no discount is allowed. : 

22. Ordinary Postage stamps shall be sold to the public for cash from local depdts, 

provided that the value sold to any person at one time shall not be less than Rs. 6, and shall 
not include any fraction of a rupee, and that embossed envelope* and post-cards shall bOsold 
in complete packets only. No discount is allowed on such sales. Soldiers' envelopes are 
sold from certain selected local depdts only ta Commanding Officers in complete packets, no 
discount being allowed. ^ 

28. ’ The officer in charge of every post office, receiving office* tahail, thana, and police- 
station at which letters are received for despatch, and every person licensed under the rules 4 
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framed under the Stamp Act, 187?, to aell General stamps, are required to keep a supply 
of ordinary Postage stamps for sale to the public sufficient for the probable demands of one 
week. To sueh persons ordinary postage stamps, except soldiers* envelopes, are sold from 
local depots for cash, on the same conditions as to quantity as those prescribed in the preced¬ 
ing rule ; and on such sales discount at the rate of quarter of an anna in the rupee is allowed. 

A special extra commission of £ anna in the rupee has been sanctioned, with.effeot from 
11th November 1892, on all sales of the large size registration envelope. 

24. The officers in charge of post offices, receiving offices, tahsila, th itias, aud police-sta¬ 
tions at which leiters are received for despatch are also required to keep a supply of one-anna 
Revenue stamps for sale to the public. To such officers one-anna Hevenue stamps are sold 
from local depot, on the same conditions as to quantity as those prescribed in rule 22. On 
such sales discount at the rate of one half-anna in the rupee is allowed. 

25. A District Officer may authorise the grant of discount at the rate of quarter of an 
anna in the rupee to any bond-fide retail vendor of ordinary Postage stamps, provided he is 
not employed in a Government treasury. Such authority shall he in wiiting, and shall 
remain in force for one year. It may contain conditions in all or any of the following 
respeots, namely, the maintenance of a sufficient supply of stamps of all or any specified deno¬ 
minations of Postage stamps for retail sale ; The sale of the stamps at one or more particular 
Bhops or places, and the prohibition of sales at other shops or places ; and the days aud hours 
of sale. The District Officer shall keep a register showing the name, residence, and occupa¬ 
tion of every person to whom he grants such authority. 

* 26. Superintendents and Inspectors of Post Offices within their respective jurisdictions, 
and any other officers of the Post Office authorised on that behalf by the Postmaster-General 
or Deputy Postmaster-General, ate empowered to examine the stock of Postage stamps kept 
by any of the persons required or authorised to keep Postage stamps for sale to the public 
under rules 23 t*nd 25. 

Branch Depots. 

27. Every subordinate, branch, or tahsil treasury shall be a branch depot for the sale of 
stamps of all descriptions. 

But in any case where the sale of stamps from such a branch depot is insignificant, and 
equal facilities exist for the supply of stamps from a depot in the same station as the branch 
depdt, the Local Government may direct the closing of the branch depot. 

28. The sub-treasurer, or such other officer as the Local Government may direct, shall 
be the ex-officio vendor of stamps at a branch depot. 

29. The officer in charge of the branch depot shall obtain his supplies from the local 
depdt to which the branch depot is subordinate, in the same manner as the ex-officio vendor 
at the local depot obtains his supplies, except that the indent and the stamps must be sent 
by post or messenger to and from the local depot ; and that the examination of the balanoe 
in hand and the comparison of the amounts shown with those shown in the indent shall be 
done by the officer in charge of the branch de^ot. In cases where there is likely to be a dis¬ 
tinct saving of cost of greater security of the stamps in transit, the Loc.il Government may 
empower the Board of Kevenue or othir superior Revenue authority to sanction the despatch 
of stamps direct fiom the central depot to branch depots, such supplies being passed through 
the accounts of the local depot treated by the Superintendent of Stamps as supplies to the 
local depots to which the branch depots are subordinate. 

The ex-officio vendor shall obtain his supplies from the officer in charge of the branch 
depot, in the same manner as the ex-officio vendor at the local de^iot obtains his supplies from 
the officer in charge. 

30. The supply to be kept in a branch depot should be equal to the probable demand 
for three months ; but Local Governments may direct that the supply shall be equal to the 
demand of any other period instead of three months which they may consider expedient. 
The stock should be kept up to this amount by indenting and obtaining supplies from the 
local depot from time to time as may be necessary. 

31. Local Governments shall ‘fix the period a supply sufficient for which snail be kept 
under single lock by the cx-officio vendor, and the remainder of the stafnps ^iu the branch 
depdt shall be kept under double lock of the officer in charge of tho branch dcp6t and of the 
ex-officio vendor, and given out to single lock as required. 

32. Sales from branch depots will be made subject to the same rules as those from 
local depots. 

Returns to and by the Superintendents of Stamps and Accountants-General. 


33. On the last open day of September and March each year, the officer in charge of each 
local depot will count, cr have counted in his presence, the stamps in the depot, both those 
under double lock and those under single lock, and will icquire tho officers in charge of the 
brauoh depots subordinate to him similarly to count the stamps in the branch depot. He will

34. Monthly statements showing the receipts and issues of each local depot, including 
the transactions of the subordinate branch dep6ts, shall be prepared by the officer in charge 
of the local depdt, and forwarded in the first week of the succeeding month to the Superin¬ 
tendent of Stamps, Calcutta, Madras, or Bombay, or the local Superintendent or Commis¬ 
sioner of Stamps, or other officer specified in rule 33, separate statements being prepared for 
General stamps, Court-fee stamps. Telegraph stamps, and Postage stamps. 

These statements shall show for each denomination o£ stamp the values of the balance in 
hand at the beginning of each month, of the quantities received from the Superintendent of 
StampB or other officer during the month, of the quantity sold during the month, and of the 
balance in hand at the end of mouth. The statements may be forwarded direct to the 
Superintendent of Stamps, Calcutta, Madras, or Bombay, or the local Superintendent or 
Commissioner of Stamps, or through any officer named by the Local Government. 

35. The statements shall be checked by the Superintendent of Stamps, Calcutta, 
Madras, or Bombay, or bv the local Superintendent or Commissioner of Stamp?, or other 
officer specified in rule 33, by comparison with previous statements and the accounts of the 
central depots, and shall be used by him to check indents and to watch the balauces in the 
local depots, if the monthly statements of transactions show that the balance of any kind of 
st&fbp in any local depot is falling too low, the attention of the officer iu charge should be 
called to the fact. To enable him to check the returns, each local Superintendent or Commis¬ 
sioner of Stamps, or other officer specified in rule 33, will be supplied by the Superintendent 
of Stamps, Calcutta or Bombay, with monthly statements showing the stamps issued to and 
returned by the local depots subordinate to each. 

36. Treasury officers and other officers in charge of local depdts shall forward to the 
local Accountant-General or Comptroller such returns of the receipts and sales of stamps as 
the Comptroller-General may direct, in the form of plus and minus memoranda or ctherwise. 

37. Each Superintendent or Commissioner of Stamps, or other officer specified in rale 
33, shall send to the Accountant-General or Comptroller such accounts of the transactions 
of the central and local depots as the Comptroller-General may prescribe. 

38. They £hall also every six months intimate to the Accountant-General or Comptroller, 
for comparison ^Vith the amounts showu in the returns received from treasuries and other 
local depdts under rule 36, the teceipt of the certificates prescribed in rule 33, and the amount 
of stock certified to bo in balance in each local depdt. 

39. The Comptroller-General shall prescribe suoh rules as he considers necessary for 
the disposal of the accounts meutioned in the foregoing rules, and for the check of the 
receipts, issues, and sales. 

40. The Local Governments in Bengal, Madras, nnd Bombay shall arrange for a 
periodical verification by counting of the stock of stamps iu the reap*o'ive central depdts. 
The verification shall be carried out in the manner and {oral prescribed by Ihe Comptroller- 
General, to whom the result will be reported. 

41. The Superintendents of Stamps, Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, shall forward every 
month to the Director-General of the Post Office a statement showing the balances and receipts 
in the central depot and the issues to each local depot of Postage stamp* during the month. 
Bach Superintendent or Commissioner of Stamps, or other officer specified in rule 33, shall also 
send monthly to the Comptroller of the Post Office a statement of the sales during the past 
month of the several denominations of Postage stamps in the local and branch d <A pdia subordi¬ 
nate to him. Bach Accountant-General or Comptroller will, wi*:h his monthly account 
current with the Examiner of Telegraph Accounts, forward a statement showing the total 
realisations at eaoh treasury from the sales of Telegraph stamps during the month.

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THE BENGAL PROVINCIAL SERVICE BUDGET FOR 1895-90. 

The Hon’ble Me. Boubdieeon moved for the discussion of the Bengal 
Provincial Service Budget for 1895-96. # ° 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

EXCISE REVENUE. 

The Hon’ble Baiiu Surendranatii Banerjke asked: — 

The Excise Revenue shows an increase in the revised estimates for 
1894-95, and in the budget estimates for 1895-96. The receipts from license 
and distillery fees and duties for the salo of liquors and drugs amounted to 
Rs. 94,90,000 in the revised estimates for 1894-95, showing-an increase of 
Rs. 3,55,000 over the actuals of 1893-94. Will the Government be pleased to 
state how much of this increase is duo to Outstills ? Will the Government be 
pleased to state the number of Outstills in 1893-94 and the number in 1894-95, 
district by district, if practicable ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdit..l,on replied: — 

“ The information asked for cannot now be furnished. The receipts from 
Outstills in 1893-94 can be given separately, but those for 1894-95 cannot be 
shown, as the year has not closed. In framing revised estimates, separate 
estimates are not prepared of roccipts under the different heads, so that it is 
impossible now to give details of the estimated total of Rs. 94,90,009 in 1894-95. 

“ The number of Outstills in 1893-94 was 2,034; the number actually open 
in 1894-95 is not yet known to Government. The distribution of Outstills by 
districts will be found in Table V appended to the Board's Exeise Administra¬ 
tion Report for 1893-94, to which I beg to refer the Hon’bio Member.” 

OPERATION OF THE OUT8TILL SYSTEM. 

The Ilon’ble Babu Surendranatii Banerjee asked :— 

Whether the Outstill system, which was condemned by Parliament some 
years ago and abolished^ in most parts of Bongal, has been reintroduced in 
some parts of some districts within tbo last three years; whether a proposal to 
reintroduce that system into somo parts of the Bankura district is now before 
the Board of Revenue or the Government of Bengal; and whether, in considera¬ 
tion of the general condemnation of the Outstill system by ilie public and by 
the House of Commons, the Local Government has considered it necessary, or 
will consider it necessary, in futuro, to consult local opinion, or public bodies 
representing public opinion, before reintroducing the Outstill system into any 
part of any district whero it has once been abolished ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bouediixon replied:— 

“ During the last three years Outstills have been reintroduced in *part of 
one district only, viz;., Cuttack, where in 1893 six Outstills wero sanctioned in a 
jungly part of the district remote from the Sadar distillery and bordering on 
the Gurjat frontier. 

“ A proposal was made to Government to rointroduce the Outstill system 
into certain sparsely populated tracts of the Bankura district, but the Lieutenant- 
Governor haS already negatived the proposal. The Government of Bengal is 
always careful to ascertain the bent of local feeling and all the circumstances of 
»the locality before introducing a change of the kind doseribod; but in jungly 
localities, such as those referred t<5 as being tracts to which tho Outstill system 
iB suitable, it can hardly be said that public feeling exists.” 

RECEIPTS FROM COURTS OF LAW AND STAMPS. 

The Ilon’ble Babu Surenduanatii Banerjee asked:— 

. The receipts from Courts of Law have boon estimated at Rs. 8 90 000 • 
the expenditure under the same head is estimated at Its. 90,32,000. * The 
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receipts from Stamps ere estimated, at Ha. 1,25,25,000. Three-fourths of thin 
sum are credited to the Provincial Funds. If the Stamp Revenue were credited 
to tho Courts of Law, there would he a surplus balance. This, however, is not 
done; tho deficit in connection with the Courts of Law is met from the general 
revenues of the province. Will the Government consent to credit the receipts 
under Stamps to Courts of Law, and devote a reasonable percentage of the 
surplus balance to tho improvement of the Courts of Law by adding to the 
number of Munsifs, raising the pay of the ministerial establishment, and by such 
other means as to the Government may seem fit ? 

The Hon’blo Mr. Boubdillon replied : — 

“ The Lieutenant-Governor is unable to give any such assurance as that 
asked for. All Provincial Receipts are credited to the Provincial Funds from 
which expenditure is sanctioned under the various heads according to the 
requirements and tho relative importance of each. The theory that certain items 
of revenue should be set apart and hypothecated to certain items of outlay cuts 
at the root of Provincial Finance, and would render it absolutely unworkable. 
It is difficult as it is in most years to make revenue and expenditure balance 
each other, and it would bo impossible, or intolerably inconvenient even if 
possible, to make an innumerable number of sub-heads balance each other, and 
to earmark every item of revonua as applicable only to the corresponding item 
of expenditure.” 

IRRIGATION WORKS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banehjee asked:— 

The working expenses under ‘' Irrigation” show a steady tendency to in¬ 
crease. The working expenses were Rs. 14,55,000 in 1893-94; in 1894-95 they 
woro Rs. 14,67,000; for 1895-96 they have been estimated at lis. 14,90,000. 
Further, the receipts from Irrigation under all heads show a steady decrease. 
The actuals for 1893-94 were Its. 25,45,000, tho revised estimate for 1894-95 
was Rs. 23,43,000. winch is Rs. 88,000 less than the budget, estimate for the 
same year, and the budget estimate for 1895-96 has been fixed at Rs. 23,86,000. 
Explanation is solicited as to the increase in the working charges and the. 
decrease in the receipts under this head? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdillon replied:— 

“The estimated increase in working expenses during 1894-95 and 1895-96 
in due to tho heavy cost which has been, and will be, incurred in making good 
the damage done to tlio Midnaporo Canal by tho cyclone of May. 1893. 

“ The estimated falling off in the receipts is due to the fact that the figures 
of 1893-94 were abnormally inflated by largor traffic in tho Orissa Canals and 
by the recovery of old arrears in the Midnapore Canal. These facts have 
already been stated in the last sentence of paragraph 4 of my Explanatory 
Note.” 

• SALE OF QUININE BY POSTAL PEONS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Subendranath Banerjee asked:— 

The receipts from Cinchona Plantation have been estimated for 1895-96 
at Rb. 1,45,000, which represents an increase of Rs. 20,000 over the actuals 
of 1894-95. The explanation given is “Increase anticipated in consequence 
of tho more extensive salo of Quinine in pice-packets.” . Will the Government 
be pleased to take into consideration a suggestion which has been made to 
facilitate the more extensive sale of Quinine, viz., that postal peons distributing 
letters should he furnished with the packets for sale ? 

The Hon’blo Mr. Bourdjtxon rpplied :— 

“ The suggestion that postal peons distributing letters should he entrusted 
with packets of Quinine for sale is not thought to bo likely to lead to success. 
It would entail an amount of account-keeping and pecuniary responsibility on 
the part of the postal poonsto which the Toat Office Department would probably 
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object. The Lieutenant-Governor is anxious to extend the sources of supply* by - 
utilising other means besides those of the Post Offices, such as isolatedshops, 
railway stations, <£c., but he does not consider that it would be desirable to 
entrust the packets, which aro easily injured by damp, to tho care of itinerating 
poons. ” 

VETERINARY RECEIPTS. 

The Hon’blo Babu Surendraxath B vnerjeh asked:— 

A sum of Rs. 5,000 is estimated under “ Veterinary Receipts ” A sum of 
Rs. 1,47,000 is estimated under “ MiscL'lluneous” under Head XXV (Miscellane¬ 
ous). Will tho Government be pleased to give some details as to these 
items? 

The llon’blc Mr. Boubdit.lon replied :— 

“ Tho estimate of Rs. 5,000 under ‘.Velerinary Receipts’ represents, in round 
numbers, tho total payments expected on account of horses and homed cattle 
to be treated at the Veterinary Institution, Belgachia, during 1895-96. 

“ The principal items in the total of Rs. 1,47,000 estimated under ‘ Miscel¬ 
laneous ’ receipts aro the following:— 

Its. 

(a) Iteeoverioa from Local Funds towards the oost of offices of 

control and account ... ... ... 80,000 

(&) Foes and fines in lt.»vomio Courts ... .. ... 38,0o0 

( c) Recoveries of law charges other than those in pauper suits ... 9,000 

“ The remaining items ax*e of small amount.” 

RECOVERIES ON ACCOUNT OF THE DANKUNI DRAINAGE 

SYSTEM. 

Tho Hon’blo Baku Surendbanath Bankrjee asked :— 

• Receipts from “ Rocovories on account of capitalized maintenance charges 

of the Dankuni Drainage System” (Head XXX of Appendix A) have been 
fixed at Rs. 4,000 in tho estimates for 1895-90. The actuals for 1893-94 
were Rs. 17,000. The revised estimates for 1894-95 came up to Rs. 15,000. 
An explanation is solicited as to why the estimate for 1895-96 should be fixod 
at Rs. 4,000 only? 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Bourdii-lon replied:— 

“ The total amount recoverable on account of the capitalised cost of the 
Dankuni Drainage Scheme was Rs. 65,344, which was to be realised in six years, 
beginning with 1891-92. It is calculated that up to the end of 1894-95 
Rs. 60,000 will have been realised: of the balanco of 11s. 5,344, it is proposed t® 
recovor Rs. 4,000 in 1895-90 and the remainder in 1896-97.” 

EXCHANGE COMPENSATION ALLOWANCE. 

Tho Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banekjee asked: — 

The estimates for 189 >-90 under tho head of Charges of District Adminis¬ 
tration show an increase of Rs. 71,000 over the revised estimates for 1894-91 
and an increase of Rs. 1,38,000 ovor tho actuals of 1893-94. In the Explana¬ 
tory Note it is stated that the increase is chiefly for Exchange Compensation 
Allowance. Will the Government state how much of the ‘increase is due to 
Exchange Compensation Allowance, and how much to tho other charges 
mentioned in tho Explanatory Note ? 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. Bourdilron replied:— 

“ In the cstimato for 1895-96 under the head stated there is an increase over 
the actuals of 1893-94 of nearly a lakh under Exchange Compensation Allowance. 
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Theremaimn^ inbreosh of i Rs. 38,000 is dueto the' development of the Certi¬ 
ficate Department (Es. 10,000), to larger operations in surveying waste lands 
(Es. 16 000), and to smaller items. It is impossible to compare the details of the 
budget’of 1895-96 with those of the revised estimate of 1894-95, because they 
have not yet been ascertained.” 


AMOUNT OF EXCHANGE COMPENSATION ALLOWANCE 

IN BENGAL. 


The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee asked:— 

Will the Government stato the total amount payable for Exchange Com¬ 
pensation Allowance for the Bengal Establishment for 1895-96? What was the 
total amount paid in 1894-95 ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdilt.on replied: — 

a 

“The revised estimate of the sums to be paid from Provincial Revenues in 
the shape of Exchange Compensation Allowance is Rs. 9,19,000 for 1894-95, and 
the budget estimate for 1895-96 is Es. 11,43,000. The actual figures for 
1894-95 are not yet available.” 


LOCAL ALLOWANCE TO DIRECTOR OF LAND RECORDS AND 

AGRICULTURE. 

The Hon’blo Babu Surendranath Banerjee asked:— 

In the Estimates for 1895-96 the expenditure under “ Land Records and 
Agriculture ” is put down at Rs. 90,000. Under the revised estimates for 
1894-95, the expenditure was Rs. 87,000, and the actuals for 1893-94 came up 
to Rs. 81,000. The expenditure is thus steadily on the increase. In the 
Explanatory Note it is stated that a part of this increase is due to the payment 
of Local Allowance to tho Director of Land Records and Agriculture. Will the 
Government bo pleased to stato what is the amount of the allowance, why is it 
paid, and what is tho nature of the service for which it is paid ? 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. Bourdieeon replied:— 

“ The amount of tho Local Allowance payable to the Director of Land 
Records and Agriculture is Rs. 250 a month in addition to the pay of his grade. 
Though called Diroctor of Land Records, ho is in fact Settlement Commissioner, 
and the allowance is drawn by him in that capacity.” 


* CHARGES FOR SUPERINTENDENCE UNDER EXCISE. 

Tho Hon’blo Babu Surendranath Banerjee asked:— 

Tinder-“Excise” the charges for Superintendence have steadily increased 
since 1893-94. The actuals for 1893-94 wore Rs. 64,000 ; the revised estimate 
for 1894-95 put tho expenditure at Rs. 6G,Q00; tho budget estimates for 
1895-96 raise the amount to Rs. 73,000. It is explained that Rs. 4,000 have 
been provided for Exchange Compensation Allowance, and Rs. 1,500 for Local 
Allowance of Rs. 60 per mensem to each of tho two Inspectors. Explanation 
is solicited as to why this Local Allowance to Inspectors should be granted ? 
Was no Exchange Compensation Allowance included in the revised estimate of 
T894-95 ? If such allowance was included, what was the amount ? Allowing in 
the budget estimate pf 1895-96 Rs. 4,000 as Exchango Compensation Allowance, 
and *lar> the allowance granted to Inspectors, there would still be loft a balance 
of about Rs. 1,500, representing increased charge of Superintendence, in regard 
to which explanation is solicited ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Boubwleon replied:— 

“ Ther Local Allowance which it is proposed to igive to the Inspectors of 
' Excise is’ granted to compensate them tdti the loss which is shO'Vn-to bC ehtailed 
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upon them when travelling under the existing rules of travelling allowance 
• applicable to their case. 

“No Exchange Compensation Allowance was estimated under this Head in 
1894-95. 

“ The.difference between the budget of 1895-96 and the revised estimate of 
1894-95 is an increase of Its. 7,000. Of this sum, lis. 5,500 are accounted for 
as the Hon’ble Member points out. The remaining Rs. 1,500 of the advance 
are due to the adjustment of the pay of one of the Inspectors, which was 
formerly debited under a separato minor head.'’ 

BOARD OF REVENUE EXPENDITURE. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranatii Banebjee asked:— 

Under “General Administration”, Head XVI, the revised estimate for 
1894-95 shows that Rs. 2,80,000 represented the expenditure in connection 
with tho Board of Revenue: the budget estimate for 1895-96 places the expen¬ 
diture at Rs. 2,93,000. Explanation is solicited as to the incroase of expen¬ 
diture. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdillon replied :— 

“ In the increase of lvs. 13,000 pointed out by the Hon’ble Momber, 
Exchange Compensation Allowanoo is responsible for Rs. 2,000. Another 
sum of Rs. 7,000 has been provided by the Accountant-General under the 
pay of the Junior Secretary to tho Board of Revenue to meet the possible 
contingency of this appointment being held by a member of the Indian 
Civil Service. The remaining differences are of small amount.” 

JAIL EXPENDITURE. 

Tho Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee asked:— 

Under “Jails” the expenditure undor “Salaries” in the revised estimate 
for 1894-95 is Rs. 2,55,273; in the budget estimate the expenditure is placed at 
Rs. 2,60,000. An explanation is solicited as to the increase. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdillon replied :— 

“The figures quoted by tho Hon’ble Member are those not of the revised 
but of the budget estimate of 1894-95. The difference between the budget 
figures of the two years is due to an expected increase in the payment of 
Exchange Compensation Allowance.” 

MARINE ESTABLISHMENTS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Subendbanath Banebjee asked:— 

The expenditure under “Marine Establishments” shows a steady'increase. 
In 1893-94 the actuals were Rs. 82,000; in 1894-95 the revisea estimate 
places the expenditure at Rs. 83,000. In the budget estimate for 1895-96 
the expenditure is put down at Rs. 87,000. An explanation is solicited as to 
the increase. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdillon replied:— 

“The difference of Rs. 4,000 between the revised estimate of 1894-95 and 
A tho budget estimate of 1895-96 is due to the expected payment of Exchange 
Compensation Allowance at an enhanced rate.” 

MIDNAPORE CANAL. 

The Ilon’ble Babu Subendbanath Banebjee asked:— 

Under the revised estimate for 1894-95, the expenditure for the Midna- 
pore Canal is put down at Rs. 2,57,400; the budget estimate of 1895-96 shows 
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an expenditure of B& 3,12,000. Explanation is solicited as to the cause of 
the increase ? The receipts for 1895-06 from tho Midnapore Canal are esti¬ 
mated at Rs. 2,77,000, la the Canal being worked at a loss r 

The Hon’blo Mb. Boubdillon replied 

“ The cause of increased expenditure anticipated in 1894*95 and 1895-96 
has already been stated in the reply to Question under heading of ‘ Irrigation 
Works.’ 

“ In ordinary years there is no loss but a profit, as the following figures for 
the last five years will show:—*

“ The low estimate of receipts in 1895-90 is explained by the fact that it is 
always safer to make a low estimate, since the receipts vary a good deal accord¬ 
ing to the rainfall and tho state of the crops from year to year.” 

EXPENDITURE IN CARRYING OUT THE RECOMMENDATIONS 

OF THE POLICE COMMISSION. 

The Hon’ble B.vnu Surendranath Banerjee asked :— 

Will the Government be pleased to state tho amount proposed to be spent 
in 1895-96 in carrying out the recommendations of the Police Commission? 
Will the Government be pleased to show the heads of the expenditure as 
recommended by the Police Commission, and the amount under each head, 
so as to indicate what part of the recommendations of the Commission has 
been given effect to ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdileon replied :— 

“ The following are the recommendations of the Police Commission with 
the estimated annual cost of giving effect to each of them:—

1. To raise tho pay of constables from Rs. G to Rs. 7 

in the five Divisions of Burdwan, tho Presidency, 

Rajshuhi, Dacca and Chittagong ... ...

4. To discontinue deductions from the men’s pay towards

7. To grant pony allowanoes to investigating officers ... 25,020 

8. To moi-ease the number of Sub-Inspectors by reducing 

that of head-constables ... ... ... 2,82,484 

9. To inorease the number of constables ... ... 50,343 

10. To reorganise the non-investigating police ... 30,838 

Total ... 7,33,962 

“ Complete effect has already been given to the first five recommendations 
as well as partial effect to the remainder except tho seventh, which the 
Inspector-General of Police desires to leave in abeyance for the present. The 
substitution of Inspectors for Head-Constables os investigating officers is to be 
gradually carried out in ten years by au increased annual allotment of Rs. 28,206. 

“ On further consideration the Lieutenant-Governor has decided to spend 
on item No. 9 a further sum of Rs. 28,678, so that the total will be Rs. 79,021. 
Of this total, Rs. 33,594 have already boon sanctioned, and the remainder will 
be expended in 1895-96. Under item No. 10 a reduction has been made of 
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Rs. 2,113, and the total standsat Rs. 28,225, of which Rs. 21 j690 hare already 
been granted, and the Remainder will be expended iu the coming year. 

4 ‘The net result is that out of the estimated., additional annual Cost of 
Rs. 7,33,962, which the recommendations of the Commission involve, the 
Government of Bengal has already sanctioned the expenditure of Rs. 4,29,147 
per annum, while a further sum of Rs. 80,168 will be expended in 1895-96, 
making a total additional expenditure of Rs. 5,09,315 per annum to tho end of 
that year. 

“ Complete effect will have been given to the recommendations of the Com¬ 
mission when tlie balance of two lakhs and a quarter has been granted 
gradually in eight years as explained above.” 

The Ifon 7 bl© Mr. Womack said :■—“ I desire in the first place to congratu¬ 
late the Government on the elasticity of tho Revenue for 1894-95, which has 
resulted in a welcome addition of 11^ lakhs to the closing balance, and I trust 
that it will be found that the Revenue for the coming year will bo equully elastic, 
and that, instead of a reduction in the balances which is anticipated; there may 
be an increase. 1 also desire to congratulate Your Honour on the success which 
has attended your efforts towards a reduction in the expense under the head of 
‘ Stationery and Printing’: to tho unofficial mind there is always a great waste 
of money on Stationery and far too much Government Printing, and I have no 
doubt that further retrenchment is possible. I trust Your Honour and your 
Successors will continue to keep a watch on this matter, so that tho expenditure 
under those heads may be reduced to a minimum. 

“ I would again call attention to a subject which was discussed in this 
Chamber a year ago, and, in view of the very satisfactory state of the finances, 
would enquire whether some roduction of tho fees charged on the institution of 
Suits in the Court of Small Causes is not possible ? 

“ Your Honour may not he awaro that, by the practice of the Court, no 
interest is allowed except under certain conditions in the amount sued for, 
while the decroe carries with it no interest, and no fees other than the institu¬ 
tion fees are recoverable under tho decree ; this being so, it must be very 
evident that a plaintiff, even when successful, is bound to be a considerable loser 
by going into Court, and the result is that the Court is hot resorted to unless 
the creditor is assured that the only chance of recovering any portion of his 
money is by proceeding to law, and is also certain that when ho has a decree he 
can enforce it. Those two points are, I am aware, beyond the cognizance of 
this Council, but I hope they will meet with attention in tho rules which 
1 believe tho High Court is now framing for the guidance of the Small Cause 
Court; but if anything can be done towards roduoing the foes, it will, I am sure, 
he of great advantage to suitors, and will add to the usefulness of tho Court. 

M “I desire to refor toa subject which has been considerably discussed of late, 
and on which 1 have boon pleased to see tho remarks of Your Honour in another 
place. I refer to tho purchase of stores in this country. Tho figures before us 
give no idea of the amount of either the local or the imported stores, nor am 
I sufficiently well acquainted with the figures of tho Government of India to 
know whether the proportion of the cost of the purchasing and indenting 
establishment in England is added to the cost of stores imported. I am very 
much inclined to think not; I am quite willing to admit that at present, and for 
some time : to come, a considerable proportion of tho requirements of Government 
will have to be filled from Home, but I am certain that if a reasonable‘amount 
of discretion were allowed to the heads of departments, and if they were not 
so tied down by hard-and-fast rules, it would be greatly to the benefit of the 
country. I believe the Government of India has agreed to issue, fresh rules on 
the subject to Local Governments and Heads of Departments, and 1 trust that 
those rules will be taken in the fullest and most liberal manner possible. 

“ Iu consequence Of the financial position of the Province, I would' ask 
Government, in, view of the dreadful scourge of Small-pox with which the City 
is at present afflicted, whether it cannot assist the Municipality with a' grant ? 
I am given to understand that the extra Cost to the Municipality will be. some¬ 
thing like Rs. 20,000; and as" every rupee that the Corporation has is inost 
urgently needed for absolutely necessary improvements, I am surC’tbdt if 
Government will give some assistance,'it will be much appreciated.” 
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The Hon’ble Bahu Surendranath Banbbjee said:—“ I desire to join in the 
expression of congratulation at the excellent Budget which has been presented 
to the Council. It is impossible to approach the discussion of tho Budget without 
congratulating the Hon’ble the Financial Secretary upon the very lucid statement 
which he has laid before us and the Government of Bengal upon the very efficient 
financial Administration which that statement discloses. The Finances of a 
country might in one sense be said to form the backbone of the Administration. 
John Bright said in one of his speeches:—‘ Tell me what the financial position 
of a country is, and I will tell you alt about the character of its Government and 
the position of the.peoplo. ’ Judged by this standard, the Financial Administra¬ 
tion of the Province for tho year 1894-95 may well challenge the approbation 
of public opinion. The receipts in the revised accounts of 1894-95 show an 
improvement of 14£ lakhs of rupees, tho expenditure a decrease of half a lakh of 
rupees, and the closing balance a betterment of 11 lakhs of rupees, and this 
balauce would have shown a still further improvement if the Government 
had not been obliged to make a contribution of three lakhs to the Imperial 
Government. The closing balance for 1894-95 is fixed at Its. 33,73,000; while 
the closing balanco for 1895-96 is estimated at Ks. 32,63,000. Such being the 
financial position of tho Government, and such being our financial prospects, 
I venture to repeat one or two appeals which I made for the consideration of the 
Government about this time last year. At that time my criticisms were 
confronted with tho remark that they were ox a destructive character, and 
that 1 advocated impossible propositions involving increase of expenditure and 
diminution of revenue. It is impossible for me to say whether my criticisms 
on the present occasion will not be open to the aamo charge, but I feel that I shall 
not be doing my duty if I do not once again appeal to the Government, having 
regard to its prosperous financial position, to reconsider the question of, the 
wages of its menial servants. They get a miserable pay and are obliged to rely 
upon the bulcskish they can get or they can contrive to levy upon various parties. 
The price of food grains has risen enormously, and their wants have also grown 
with the growth of the times In making this appeal I have high precedent to 
rely upon. Tho Government of India has just raised the pay of the sepoy from 
11s. 7 to lfs. 9 a month. The pay of the sepoy had been fixed at Us. 7 a 
month ever since 1796. I will read an extract from tho speech of Sir James 
Westland which sets forth the grounds for this increment 

* The remaining’ amount, Rx. 180,000, arises out of an announcement -which I have 
a very great pleasure in being charged with the duty of making. The pay proper of the 
Native Sepoy has been seven rupeos a month canoe 1796, but in addition to this he enjoyB 
other allowances, some of which are common to the whole force, like compensation for 
dearness of provisions, and some are special concessions, which apply only to portions of the 
forces. These hist were mostly given under conditions which are no longer applicable, and 
they create in some oases undesirable inequalities of treatment. 

* The necessity for an increase in the general scale of Sepoy's allowances has for some 
time post beoome increasingly evident to all engaged in the administration of India; and 
when some months ago the present Oommander-in-Ohief urged that tho measure could no 
longer he postponed, the Government unanimously aooopted Ihe conclusion.' 

“ J. venture to affirm that the claims of the menial servants of the Govern¬ 
ment are much stronger than those of the Sepoys. They have no special 
concessions made to them—they enjoy no allowances. And the Government of 
India with a cash balance of only Rs. 46,000 has.felt itself constrained in the 
interests of justice to grant this increase of pay to the Sepoys. I might there¬ 
fore with some confidence make an appeal for an increase of pay being granted to 
the menial servants when we have a cash balance of nearly 33 lakhs of rupees. 
I would include in the same category the ministerial establishments attached 
to the Civil, Criminal and Revenue Courts. They draw small salaries, and 
they eke out their miserable allowances by resorting to practices which will not 
hear the test of scrutiny. These practices are a matter of open secret. The 
high officers of Government are well aware of them—the Government is well 
aware of them. The Government should openly face tho situation, and put 
down the scandal by tue only means in its power, viz., by raising the pay of 
five ministerial establishment. _ » 

“This is not an original idea of mine. The Government appoint 3 d a 
Salaries Commission, composed of some of the most distinguished officers of the 
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Government, and they unanimously and distinctly recommended that an increase 
of at least 7 6 per cent, should be made to the pay of the ministerial i ervants 
of the Government. The Salaries Commission said:— 

'Assuming that on the grounds now set forth sufficient oause has been shown iot 
increasing the salaries of ministerial officers, we have next to consider what should be the 
ratio and amount of snoh. increase. That it should be, as far as possible, proportionate to 
the increase in the oost of living that has taken place since the last revision of salaries, is 
obvious, but from the nature of the oase it is difficult to state preoisely what that increase 
has been. 

»•***•• 

.' The best way to settle the matter will probably he to fix such a raenn as will be fairly 
applicable all round. This will, it. is true, afford more relief in Some places than in others ; 
hut if we assume that there has been an all-round increase of 76 per <*-nt. since 1867, and 
recommend a proportionate inorease of salaries for the whole of the Lower Provinces, it 
will hove the effeot of granting sufficient relief even to the least favoured districts, and will 
thus romove all occasion for discontent. Our Colleague, Babu Du-gagutty Banerjee, points 
out that the Revision Committee of l*07 did not fix the salaries at th it time with any 
reference to the oost of living, and that to make a fair comparison we ought to go back 
to the early years of British rule, when the ministerial establislimcite were first organised; 
and since when there has not been any increase of salaries at all proportionate to that wbieh 
has taken place in the oost of living.’ 

“ Then the Commission go on to observe:— 

‘ It now remains for us to determine the scale of salaries in the light of the foregoing 
remarks. Finding, as we do, that the ooBt of living may fairly be taken to have risen, in 
the aggregate, to 76 per cent, as compared with 1867, when the present scale of salaries 
.wits fixed, and that there are unmistakeablo indications on all sides of a tendency upwards, 
we consider it desirable, not only in the interest of officers concerned, but also in the interests 
oT the service and of the pnblio at large, that the soale should be raised as much in reference 
to the present and proBpeotive rise in the oost of living as the state of the finances may 
permit, though an inorease to the full extent of 75 per cent, would be more than could 
possibly be conceded by Government. This is the more desirable, as the offioers attached 
to the other departments, namely, the Subordinate Judicial, Executive and Educational 
Services, as also to the Police and Opium branches, have of late years had their position and 
prospects improved. Our proposals on this subject will he found in the next Chapter.’ 

“ The Salaries Commission recommended a graded scheme. 1 will not read 
what they said with regard to this graded scheme, but they strongly advocated 
an increase to the salaries of ministerial establishments, having regard to the 
fact that such increase bad taken place in the salaries of Jndicial and Execu¬ 
tive Officers of Government. On tue last occasion, when I had the honour to 
bring forward a proposal of this kind, Your Honour was pleased to lay down 
the proposition that the Government would feel it its duty to resist to the 
utmost any application of this kind so long as it could do so consistently with 
a sense of justice. I rest my case upon the highest considerations of justice. 
If it is fair and just that Exchange Compensation Allowance should be granted 
to the highly-paid officers of Government drawing comfortable salaries, so that 
they might be relieved of the pressure to which they are subjected by the fall 
in the Exchange, is it not equally fair and just that the humblest servants of 
Government should receive an addition to their pay so that they might be‘placed 
above want and the temptations to which want exposos them? Is it not fair and 
just that the public should be safeguarded against any inducement which they 
may have to levy blackmail upon them ? The Government is no respecter of 
per.-onThe highest and the humblest servants of Government are equal in 
its eyes. The same equal measure of justice should bo dealt out to all. if the 
high officers of Government get exchange compensation allowance, the humbler 
servants of Government should be granred a small addition to their pay. 

* “Coming to the head of * Law and Justice,’ l find that there has been an 
increase of expenditure to the extent of 1^ lakhs. The greater part of this 
expenditure is due to Exchange Compensation Allowance. In the estimates for 
1894-95, provision was made for the appointment of two Munsifs and of an 
Additional Judge for the Eastern Districts. I. do not know whether these 
appointments have been make, but I can find no similar provision in the budget 
estimates before us. Turning to the question of the increase in the number Of 
Munsifs, I venture to differ from the opinion «>f the Government in this matter. 

J. maintain that the establishment of Munsifs is not adequate to the increasing 
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work with which they have, to cope, and I rely upon the statistics furnished by 
the Hon’ble the Chief Secretary in reply to a question which I had the honour 
to put in this Council. I find that the number of contested cases decided by 
Munsifs under the Small Cause Court procedure in 1890 came up to 11,000, 
whereas in 1898 the number rose to about 21,000; that is to say, so far as this 
branch of cases is concerned, the increase was nearly 50 per cent. Then, with 
reference to ordinary cases under the ordinary procedure, the number in 1890 
was 77,000 and in 1893 82,000; here the increase was small and insignificant. 
Taking all the cases, contested and uncontested, 1 find that the number rose 
from 400,000 to over 500,000, or, in other words, the numoor of cases had 
risen by more than 25 per cent, in the four years from 1890 to 1893 Now, 
what has been the increase in the establishment of Munsifs from 1890 to 1893? 
The number of Munsifs had risen from 262 to 289, or, in other words, by about 
10 per cent. Therefore we are driven to the conclusion that whereas the 
number of cases increased by nearly 25 per oent, the number of Munsifs was 
increased by only 10 per cent. Then you must bear in mind that there was 
much important work done by'Munsifs which is not included in these statist 
tics—I mean what is called ‘ Miscellaneous Work’. lam told by my hon’ble 
friend Mr. W. C. Bonnerjke that some portion of the miscellaneous work done 
by Munsifs is of a very important and responsible character. 1 am well aware 
of the remark made in the statistics furnished to us tlmt there has been a slight 
improvement in the outturn of work done by Munsifs—an improvement 
in the quantity of work done; but I venture to express the opinion that an 
increase in the quantity of work turned out does not necessurily involve an 
improvement in the quality of to© work done. Xn Judicial work improve¬ 
ment in quantity of ren means deterioration in quality. At any rate we have this 
fact, that the addition to the staff of Munsifs has not been in anything like the 
ratio in which the work has increased. I therefore most respectfully venture 
to solicit the attention of the Government to this important; matter. I know 
that it means an addition to the permanent expenditure of the Government; 
but having regat'd to the financial position of the Government and the statistics 
to which 1 have referred, I hope the Government will see its way to makin g 
some addition to the number of Munsifs. 

“ There is another matter to which I wish to refer in this connection, 
namely, that Munsifs suffer very much from bad house accommodation. Your 
Honodr gave expression to this opinion in your recent tour in the Eastern 
Districts, and I appeal to the Hon’ble M«. Brighton, whose intimate know¬ 
ledge of the position and work of Munsifs is very great, in support of my 
observation. Many of the Munsifs have been known to fall victims to their 
unhealthy surroundings. The High Court has called attention to the want 
<bf proper accommodation for Munsifs, and I submit that it is the duty of 
the Government to provide proper house accommodation for their officers, 
especially in the outlying and unhealthy districts. It is a duty recognised 
by Government in' regard to its executive officers, and I hope the duty will 
f*tan be recognised so far as Munsifs are concerned. 

“ Coming' to the question of ( Education,’ I find that there has been an increase 
ti c3ai« fill the heads of this branch, except ‘ Miscellaneous,’ in which thore has 
been 4 slight decrease. I should like to be informed what the itoms are which 
are included under this head, and in what respect the decrease has taken place. 

1 tihink it would bo satisfactory if the heads of expenditure are so arranged 
as to show how much has been expended under high education and how much 
under primary education. 

« with reference to the Excise Revenue, I find that the fees from distilleries 
apd the duties from the sale of liquor are steadily increasing. In 1893-94 the 
receipts under this, head came up to Ra. 91,000; in 1894-95 they rose to 
Ra. §4,000; in the budget estimates for 1895-96 they have been fixed at 
Rs. 96,000. 

« On the other hand, so far aaganja and opium are concerned, there has been 
no substantial increase. Are we then to conolude that the expansion of Hie 
Revenue was due to the expansion of the Oufcstill system in the outlying p%rts 
of the country ? and if this was so, it would represent a deplorable departure 
in the policy of the Government and a violation of the mandate of Parliament. 
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Such a policy would be disastrous to the best interests of the peasantry of this 
Province, and it would involve the financial ruin of the Government, for no 
Government can thrive upon the wholesale demoralisation of tho people. 

“ One word moro before I conclude. We are all grateful to the Government 
for allowing us the right of di-cussing the Budget in this Council, but I think the 
character and tone of the discussions will groatly improve if wo have more detail¬ 
ed information given to us. At presont wo have only the major heads and the 
expenditure under those heads. For instanc*, undor the head of ‘ High Court,’, 
the total amount of expenditure is shown. We do not know what tho salaries of 
the Judgosare, what tho number of tho .fudges, the establishment of officers, and 
the liko aie. The details are not given. If our criticisms are to be of any value, 
we ought to be able to enter into these details and not confine our remarks 
to the main outlines under each head I understand that in the office of' the 
Accountant-General a detailed budget is prepared. Would there be any objec¬ 
tion to lay that Budget before this Council ? Tho member^ of the Bombay 
Legislative Council are furnished with such a detailed budget, and they aro able 
to criticise the details of Financial Administi ation far more effectively than it is 
possible for us to do here with the scanty information before us. Perhaps if 
such a procedure were followed it may lead to the postponement of the debate on 
the Budget to the middle of June or July, but as our function is not to sanction 
or to modify, but only to criticise and discuss, I do not think such a course 
would lead to any public inconvenience.” 

* 

The Hon'ble Mr. Lyalc said:— “As an old Inspector-General of Police I 
desire to say a few words on a very important point in tho Budget now before 
us, namely, the increased expenditure undor the head of ‘ Police.’ While 1 hold 
tho position of Inspector-General I found tho efficiency of the Police and their 
good working very seriously affectod by the very largo reductions which took 

f laee during the time when Snt Ashley Eden was Lieutenant-Governor. 

have always looked upon those reductions as the one blot on that 
Administration. Hero, in Bengal, in tho absence of any other local agency, 
we perhaps depend moro than in any other Province on the efficiency of 
our Police, and anything which will raise that efficiency and make the Polieo 
less corrunt will be conducive both to tho good of the country and to the 
advantage of the Administration. I rejoice therefore to see that Your Honour 
has been able to sanction so large an additional expenditure on account of the 
Polieo. There aro, however, one or two points of Police Administration in 
regard to which I think further improvement is possible. In the old days tho 
post of Court Inspector was very much run after. Men get old, and many 
get fat, and when a man who had past his prime was found unfit for 
the active duties of an Inspector, he was given the comparatively easy post 
of Court Inspector. That post is now held by Sub-Inspectors, most of 
whom would bo equally efficient in the post of Inspector. Tho change which 
I advocate can be made without any increased expenditure. Another point to 
which I wish to refer is the very great run there was at one time for police 
appointments when Sfit Rivers Thompson promised to promote one or two 
members of the Police Fo.’co to the Subordinate Executive Service. When it was 
found that to enter the Polieo opened a door to the Suborlintto Executive Service, 
a class of men entered the force who had never entered it before, as they saw 
before them prospects of possible promotion. We all know what effect the office 
of Archbishop of Canterbury has in ordinary men to enter the Chureh, and 
what effect the possibility of obtaining a scat on tho Woolsack has on the Bar, 
and the promotions from tho Police to tho E cocutive Sorvico certainly produced 
a similar effect. I think it would be well if Your Honour would again open 
that means of promotion to deserving officers of Police. 

“I wish to add one remark with reference to what fell from the Hon’ble 
Mr. Womack as to the reductions undor tho heads of ‘Stationary and Printing.’ 
The Department of Stationery is under my immediate control, and 1 wish to say 
that it is owing to tho judicious expenditure of a comparatively small sum in 
giving increased accommodation to the Stationery Office that the large reductions 
which have been made have boon found possible, and it is duo to Your Honour 
,to state that it is entirely to you that this reduction has been made possible. 
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So long as the Stationery Office was so dreadfully cramped for space, nothing 
like proper economy was possible.'’ 

The Hon’ble Mb. Beighton said:—“As a special appeal has been made 
to me as possessing perhaps a more intimate knowlege of the work performed 
by Munsifs, the way in which they are housod, and the inconveniences from 
which they suffer, especially in remote and malarious subdivisions, than other 
hon’ble members, I feel bound to say that it is impossible not to sympathise 
to a gi’eat extent with what the Hon’ble Ba.uu Surendranath Banerjee has 
said. I 'believo His Honour is himself aware from personal observation of 
the extremely rough accommodation with which Munsifs in many unhealthy 
localities have to content themselves. In some places there is no dwelling 
available at all, even of the rudest description. ' An instance of this kind 
occurred not ’long ago. The Munsif of Baraset was compelled to apply 
to tho High Court for permission to live in Calcutta owing to his absolute 
inability to find a residence of any kind at this subdivision. The question 
of supplying houses for Munsifs is one for the consideration of Government, 
and its complete solution in any satisfactory way must necessarily involve a 
large outlay. Nevertheless I should bo very glad if the Council were to hear 
to-day from His Honour that Government wore prepared by way of a com¬ 
mencement to meet this grievance, to build houses in some selected subdivisions 
where tho greatest difficulty is felt, and allow Munsifs to occupy thorn on 
reasonable terms. 

“ The hon’ble membor has also made some observations on the amount of 
work which dovolves on Munsifs, and from statistics which he read he came to 
the conclusion that while the number of the Munsifs in the last few years has 
increased by 10 per oent., the number of cases disposed of by thorn has increased 
by 20 per cent. The Subordinate Judicial Service is no doubt bard worked, 
but I think a little too much is sometimes made of the amount of labour they 
have to undergo. As a rule they sit for a considerable number of hours in 
Court, but it would be a mistake to suppose that the whole of this represents a 
very large amount of mental strain. The great bulk of their work is not of a 
complicated or difficult nature. Their judicial work may be roughly divided 
into three classes : cases under the rent-law, suits under the Small Cause Court 
Procedure, and suits involving tho adjudication of questions of title. The work 
tinder the latter head is undoubtedly difficult, and for its proper performance 
demands intellectual qualities of a high order. The other two classes of suits, 
however, cannot be said to make much demand upon the mental powers. The 
distribution of work is generally arranged so that a Munsif may havo upon his 
file a fair proportion of cases of all classes, so that the aggregate of work involv¬ 
ing a severe mental strain is not as a rule great. Then, a great deal of the judicial 
work of Munsifs isuncontestod. This practically involves no intellectual exertion. 
The same may he said of the miscellaneous business to which reference has been 
made, consisting of the examination of accounts and the supervision of the Niza- 
rat and Copying Departments. The number of hours, therefore, which a Munsif 
has tp sit i« not a true criterion of the expenditure of brain power involved. 

“ I wish to add a few remarks with reference to what fell from the Hon’blo 
Mb. Womack on the report of the Calcutta Small Cause Court. 

“ The hon’ble member seems to me to labour undor certain misapprehensions. 
Ho complained in the first place that no fees were allowed to a successful plain¬ 
tiff for the legal practitioner engaged to conduct the case. This is, however, 
distinctly provided for in section 76 of the Presidency Small Cause Courts Act, 
except in suits below Rs. 20 in value, and even in such suits the Court may 
allow a foe, if the Court oonsiders the employment ©f a practitioner * as under 
the circumstances reasonable.’ 

“ Then, again,*he complained that no interest was allowed on current accounts 
before the decree was passed, and also that after decree until the date of realiza¬ 
tion the Court refuses interest. As to the first point the question involved is 
one of law and is entirely beyond the control of Government in the Financial 
Department. The usual practice is that on a running account for goods sold, a 
merchant or tradesman is not entitled to interest unless there was an 
actual agreement to pay interest on the part of the purchaser. The Calcutta 
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Small Cause Court, like all other Courts, is bound in this respect, as in 
others, to follow the law. As regards interest after decree, a provision 
of the Civil Procedure Code (section 209; has been incorporated in the 
Presidency Small Cause Courts’ Act, and this provision allows of the Court 
awarding interest at such rate as the Court considers reasonable. With 
reference to another observation of the hon’ble member that the fees payable 
on the institution of suits in the Small Cause Court are too high, there can be 
no doubt that tin y are somewhat higher than institution foes on suit filed in 
the ordinary tribunals. With regard to this, it will be within the knowledge 
of many hon’ble members of the Council that I made a detailed enquiry into 
the organization of the establishment of the Calcutta Small Cause Court some 
two years ago, and that I rocommended considerable reductions of expenditure, 
some of which have been already, and others will in time be, carried out. 
There can be no doubt that these reductions have considerably increased the 
profits of the Court, and if a representation is made on the subject to Govern¬ 
ment, tiiis increase in profit should in fairness to the public be borne in mind 
when the quc?stion of reconsidering the amount of institution fees leviable is 
again taken up. I am not aware whether any such representation has 
been yet made or whether the subject has been discussed in the Financial 
Department.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Cotton said :—“ I only wish to trouble the Council with a 
veiy few observations in regard to the Budget under consideration. It is 
impossible, 1 think, not to sympathise to a large .extent with the remarks and 
criticisms made by the Hon’ble Babu Surendbanatii Banekjkk, and in one 
particular I must say l personally sympathise largely with what he said on the 
subject of the improvement of the salaries of the lowly-paid servants of the 
Government. I have no doubt whatever that the time is not far distant 
when some increase of pay will have to be granted, certainly to some of the 
menial onployes of the Administration, and possibly to some of the more under¬ 
paid clerks. The practical difficulty on these occasions arises from financial con¬ 
siderations. The Government have in the past year granted a large in¬ 
crease to the lowly-paid officers in tlio Police. The statement laid before 
you to-day shows that the total sanctioned increase of expenditure in the Police 
Department amounts to considerably over seven lakhs of rupees per annum. Such 
an increase as this involves a heavy strain on the resources of the Adminis¬ 
tration. Although it is not easy to make an estimate of what it would cost to 
make a corresponding increase of pay to the Ministerial Establishments in these 
Provinces, there can be no reasonable doubt that if an increase corresponding to 
that given to the Police were given generally, it would cost three or four times as 
much. Funds are not available to the Government for this sort of generosity. 
I have no doubt that in some measure tho demands of the hou’ble member will 
be complied with; but that they will be complied with as liberally as the corre¬ 
sponding demand in the case of the Police Constabulary has been met I am afraid 
is not possible. Then, again, with regard to the Civil Courts, it is impossible 
not to feel that there is groat foreo in what hon’ble members have told us, 
namely, that the Munsifs are very indifferently housed. On tho other liand, 
it can hardly be expected that the Government should provide houses gratis for 
the large number of Munsifs who are scattered all over the Province; and if 
suitable accommodation is provided, it will be necessary to charge them a suit¬ 
able rent for tho buildings which the Government may construct. But I am not 
altogether sure how far the Munsifs themselves will be pleased with such an 
arrangement. One of the advantages of a Munsif’s appointment in the Mufassa] 
is, that he spends very little. It is one of the points in which the Provincial 
Judicial Service is preferable to the Provincial Executive Service, that Munsifs 
are able to live more cheaply than their contemporaries in the executive 
line. If houses are constructed for them, they will have to raise their standard 
of living, and they will have to pay suitable rents. Again, the amount 
of work done by a Munsif has undoubtedly increased in the ratio indicated by 
the Jlon'ble Member, but it is right that I should point out that this large 
increase of work is almost entirely in the Small Cause Court Department. As 
the Hou’ble Member justly stated, the increase in the number of ordinary 
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congested suits is very slight indeed, namely, from 77,000 suits to 82,000 in 
the course of five years, and that is an increase which has been more than met 
by the considerable number (29) of additional Munsifs appointed during the 
same period. The increase in Small Cause Court work is due to the fact 
that a few years ago Small Cause Court casos were not triablo by Munsifs. 
They have now, on the recommendation of the High Court, been largely vested 
with power to try cases under the Small Cause Court procedure, and are so 
enabled to deal with petty cases with greater despatch and promptitude. 
It is to the interest of the public that this should be so. But uncontested 
cases give little or no trouble to the presiding Judge, and even in regard to 
potty contested cases—I*can speak from personal experience as a Small Cause 
Court Judge—that thoy give very little trouble. Therefore the department in 
which tho increase of the work of the Munsif is largest does not press very much 
upon the time of tho Munsif. I wish to add that while tho Government is 
fully alive to the necessity for increasing tho staff of Munsifs, Munsifs are 
not the only officers of Government who are hardworked. The executive 
officers of the Government are also very hardworkod. I should bo justified 
in saying that the class of Deputy Magistrates as a whole is as hard- 
worked, if not harder worked, than Munsifs. Certainly I find from my 
experience that they suffer more largely from ill-health brought about by 
work and exposure than civil judicial officers. Although it is very easy to 
urge upon the Government the necessity for increasing these Courts by adding 
to the number of Munsifs, yet when one- takes the question up practically, it is 
found that financial considerations preclude any very active progress in that 
direction. The progress which has been made in this direction since I have 
had the honour to be Chief Secretary is greater than that which has been 
made in most of the other departments of the Government. Look at other 
departments: look at the Jails, for instance. How easy it would be to 
spend a few lakhs in improving tho prisons in this province; to rebuild 
prisons, the construction of whico has been condomned, and to construct new 
jails on the most improved methods where they are required. Look how much 
money could be spent on the Registration Department, which is expanding 
by leaps and bounds; look at the public buildings of all sorts and descriptions, 
Administrative, Medical, Educational; look at the Munsifs’ Courts. If we are to 
house Munsifs properly, it is also necessary that they should have suitable Courts. 
Thore are numberless directions in which the Government could spend its 
money, and this I may state on bohalf of the Government tlxat it does spend 
all the money it can in the directions in which it is most required. If money 
were available, none of the objects to which tho Ilon’ble Baud Sukendranath 
Bankrjee has referred would be loft unprovided. If money were available, all 
his prayers would be granted. Much has been done hitherto in these directions, 
and I am sure that, with the improving condition of the Provincial Finances, 
more will bo done in tho future.” 

Tho Hqn’ble Mr. Brighton explained:—“With the permission of the 
Hon’bld the President, I wish to make one remark with regard to what has 
fallen from tho Hon’ble the Chief Secretary. In alluding to my observations as 
to the insufficiency of house accommodation for Munsifs and in expressing 
his concurrence with those observations, ho expressed a doubt whether they 
would be willing to pay rent for houses if Government provided them. I 
think that, knowing as 1 do the views of Munsifs botter probably than any 
other official member of tho Council, I can assure my hon’ble friend that they 
would be only too glad to pay any reasonable rent which the Government 

might think it right to impose.” 

• 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdilaon said:—“ Before I proceed to answer in detail 
the criticisms of the budget statement to which we navo just listened, I desire 
to express on my own behalf and on behalf of the Government my appreciation 
of the kindly tone of those criticisms; they breathe a spirit of appreciation 
of the work done by the Government and of sympathy with its difficulties, 
which makes the task of replying to these observations as pleasant as it is 
easy. The Hon’ble Mr. Womack commenced by congratulating the Govern¬ 
ment on the reductions which have been effected in the course of the past 
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year and the year before in tho departments of Stationery and Printing:*his 
remarks upon this point were extremely acceptable to myself, as I know how 
much attention has been given by His Honour the President to tho matter, 
n.nd what pleasure it has given me to aid his efforts in that direction; and it is 
gratifying to find that a practical member like the Hon’ble Mb. Womack has 
appreciated our exertions, and that speaking on behalf of the large and 
influential body ho represents, he has been able to congratulate the Govern¬ 
ment on its economies under the head of ‘ Stationery and Printing’. As regards 
the fees in tho Small Cause Court, the Hon’blo the Legal Iiemembranoer has 
relieved me of tho necessity of giving any answer. The hon’ble member can 
hardly expect me to give him an assurance that the Government will take steps 
to bring about a reduction of those foes. All that 1 can possibly say is that 
tho matter will be carefully looked into, and that what can be dono will be done. 
With regard to the purchase of stores, tligt is virtually a measuro which is in 
the hands of the Government of India; for the Vicoroy in Council and the 
Secretary of State have long since laid down very strict rules as to purchasing 
in this country articles of European manufacture. Tho matter has for some 
time had the personal attention of the Lieutenant-Governor, and as an instance 
of His Honour’s practical support of local products, I may mention that daring 
tho last two years largo savings have been effected by an order that all the 
paper used by officials under tho Bengal Government should be paper made in 
this country. The hon’ble member concluded his remarks by an appeal to the 
Government to help tho Calcutta Municipality in its efforts to abate the Small¬ 
pox epidemic now raging, and to provide relief for the sufferers from that 
dreadful scourge. I may tell the hon’ble member that a similar appeal haB 
been made within the last few days by the Calcutta Municipality, and it has 
been my duty to reply to them that in the opinion of the Government it is a 
matter with which they should deal themselves, and that the epidemic being of a 
local character and the Calcutta Municipality having large funds at its disposal, 
the Government is not prepared to come forward with pecuniary assistance. 
It is not perhaps known to the hon’ble member how very large a proportion— 
two-thirds at least—of the cost of the medical institutions in the City is 
contributed by Government, and in the case of the Campbell Hospital, to which 
the Municipality does contribute a considerable snm, the proportion of the 
expenditure which is defrayed from Provincial Revenues is 60 per cent. 

“ The Hon’ble Babcj Subendranatti Banerjee suggested the propriety of 
raising the salaries of members of the ministerial establishments, and his 
representations have been replied to both by the Chief Secretary and the 
Legal Remembrancer. It is admitted that if funds were available, there ia 
hardly any direction in which money could be better spent than in raising the 
salaries of these low-paid servants of the Government. But this is a very Targe 
question, and, unlike other cases in which expenditure is needed, this is a matter 
in regard to which if a step in advance is once taken, there is no retreat. If the 
wages of tho ministerial establishments are generally increased, the charge 
becomes a pennanont one, and we cannot go back. It is obvious therefore 
that tho matter must be taken up with great care and circumspection. 
Already in districts where the price of grain is very high, the Government 
is able under the rules in the Civil Account Code to raise temporarily the pay of 
such of its servants as draw less than a certain minimum salary, and I may 
mention that in 1893-94 considerable sums were granted for this purpose in 
districts where prices ruled exceptionally high. 

“ With regard to ‘ Law and Justice,'' it is unnecessary for me to add anything 
to what has already been said by the Chief Secretary, since he dwelt at length 
m on the question of the number of Munsifs and the increase of their work, but 
1 may state that the question of the housing of Munsifs is a matter to which the 
Lieutenant-Governor in his frequent tours through the Province _ has constantly 
paid attention, and it is one to which careful consideration will be devoted 
within the next few months in connection with the balance at the disposal of 
Government. 

“ The hon’ble member next asked for the details of expenditure under 
‘ Education.’ 1 bold in my hands a statement which shows at one view the whole 
expenditure upon Education in Bengal, whether from Provincial Revenues, 
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District Funds, Municipal Funds, the Mohsim Fund, oir other sources. It is 
divided into several main heads, showing the expenditure not only in the Education 
Budget proper, but also that on special acid medical instruction, and tho public 
works expenditure upon school buildings ; so that tho hou’ble member will be 
able to s *36 tho amount spent under any head in any year as well as the source 
from which tho funds have been derived. Tho Lieutenant-Governor caused this 
statetnont to be prepared with the express object of laying it before the Council 
on this occasion, but as this is tho first year of its preparation, all the Commis¬ 
sioners of Divisions have not been able t * supply tho details of municipal 
expenditure, and so far as that information goes, the Statement is incomplete. 
I shall be vory glad to supply the hon’ble member with a copy of this state¬ 
ment as it. now is, and also to semi him a copy of tho statement when it- has 
bem completed showing tho expenditure upon Elication from Municipal 
Funds. 

“Tho expenditure on ‘Excise’ also came under criticism, and the hon’ble 
member argued that the increase in the receipts must be due to the development 
of tho Outstill system. In answering tho hon’ble member’s second question this 
morning, I pointed out. that during tho last throe years the Outstill system has 
not been introduced iu any district except only in part of Cuttack, where, in 
189b, six Out stills were sanctioned in a jungly part of the district, remote from 
the sadar distillery. Speaking from memory, 1 venture to «ay that the number 
of sanctioned Outstills has not increased. The hon’ble member should bear in 
mind tho distinction between the number of shops sanctioned and tho number 
of shops actually lot: the numbers sometimes differ, because shops which have 
been sanctioned arc not let. The number of shops for each district is settled 
evo< y year, and iu the number thus settled little variation takes place from 
year to year. 

“ The shops are then let out, and if any one ye ir shows a larger number of 
shops let than that which preceded it, this result is not due to any effort on the 
part of the Government to develon the drinking habit among the people; it is 
rather the barometer of the prosperity or otherwise of the times. When 
the year is prosperous, tho sanctioned shops mo all taken, but wlieu times are 
hard, the sanctioned shops are not all let. 

“ Lastly, with regard to what fell from tho hon’ble member as to the desira¬ 
bility of laying a detailed Budget on the table, 1 have to inform him that such 
a Budget is already prepared. What is technically known as the Yellow’ B<»oit 
contains in dotail all the information the hon'ble member desires to lmvo, but 
it refers to actuals, not to estimates. I would also point out that the perusal of 
such a detailed statement will be extremely irksome to most persons, though 
perhaps one or two hon’ble members might take the trouble to look into the 
details. However, subject to any remarks which may be made by His Honour 
tho President, I will only say tliat, if desired, the latest existing detailed state¬ 
ment of the kind described can be laid upon tlio table, wliou the annual Provin¬ 
cial Budget is submitted to this Council. 

“ I desire to add a word more, namely, that in acknowledging on behalf 
of Government tho unanimous approval of the financial arrangements of the 
Province which has been accorded by this Council, it is only fair to say that 
the Government has had nothing to do with the increase in the revenues, which 
is chiefly due to the general prosperity of tho country and the operations 
of the Eastern Beugal Railway. All wo can lay claim to is some crodit for the 
very close wav in which our expenditure has been kept within the budget 
sanctions of the year before. This is duo to the loyal manner in which the 
careful instructions issued by the Government of India have been carried^ out 
by all the oflficors to whom they were communicated in 1891-95, and again at 
the time when the present Budget was being framod. if hon’ble members vvill 
look at the budgefestiraates of the year 1894-95 and at tho revised estimates 
of tho same year, they will find that the sanctioned grants have-not been 
exceeded under any considerable head. There is only one head in which 
there 1ms been any considerable increase, and that increase is the best possible 
proof of the intention of the Government to foster Local Self-Government; for 
the sum of Rs. 2,30,000 has been taken from Provincial Funds and made over 
to Local Funds. Of this sum, Rs. 1,54,000 represent the cost of public works of 
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various kinds, which have been entrusted for execution to District Officers and 
Local Boards, and the large stun of Its. 00,000 has been taken from under the 
control of the Director of Public Instruction and made over, to District Boards 
to meet the wants of primary education. 

“It is only left for me to congratulate Your Honour that in the last year of 
your Administration it will be your good fortune to have the control of so large 
a sum as 11| lakhs for the execution of many schemes long since approved but 
delayed hitherto merely for want of fuiuls, and generally for promoting the 
material progress of this groat Province.'’ 

The llon’ble the Pkbsiuent said:—“I wish to associate myself with the 
remarks winch liavo just, been made by the llon’ble the Financial Secretary 
with regard to the satisfaction winch I myself and every member of the 
Government must feel at the manner in which our Financial Statement has 
boon treated by this Couucil. It has been received in a flattering and 
appreciative way, and the remarks, whether appreciative or critical, clearly 
sliowed that tho financial control which has boon exercised over the Province 
has been understood and looked into, and that the deliberate feelings of my 
hon'blo colleagues in this Council support the Government in the measures 
which it has taken. 

“Before going into further details I ask your leave, gentlemen, to make a 
few remarks upon the subject of interpellations in gcuorul, to which 1 have 
been partially led by the questions which have boon'put to-day. You, no doubt, 
are aware that the project ol‘ allowing a greater freedom in the putting of 
interpellations always accompanied tin* idea of tho enlargement of the Legisla¬ 
tive Councils, and while it is not fitting for me to betray the secr.-ts and 
discussions which took place in the Executive Council, 1 think 1 may 
say that every member of that Council, at different times, expressed the view 
that interpellations of the kind that we looked forward to would be in the 
highest degree beneficial to tho establishing of good relations between the 
Government and the people of the country. What our view was cannot, 
1 ventured to think, be bettor expressed than as put in a Minute of Snt G koiiuk 
Chesitey to tho effect that the Government has nothing to conceal, that it 
has evory desire to explain the reasons for its actions, and it has everything 
to gain by making those reasons known as fully as possible. I think you 
will agree with mo that tho results have not altogether met the anticipations 
which we formed. Somehow or other—it is difficult to say how—a sort of 
idea has grown up in the public mind that an interpellation must necessarily 
bo hostile, and that an hon’ble member who puts an interpellation may 
be presumed to have a desire to heckle the Government or to expose its 
shortcomings in sonic way or another. I think it. is most unfortunate that 
such a fooling should have grown up. It lias been due to criticisms which have 
boon passed on the style of questions put, not so much in this Council as in live 
Councils of other provinces, and I think in many cases these criticisms, whether 
applied to other provinces or applied to this province, have not been altogether 
reasonable or sympathetic. I certainly feel that I have nothing very much to 
complain of as regards the spirit with which interpellations have been put here, 
but I think that we might put interpellations upon a botter footing if it wore 
thoroughly understood that the Government desire to deal with all tho members 
of this Counoil as its trusted Councillors whom it wishes to associate with itself 
in its policy, and to whom it wishes to impart tho information which it 
possesses. On many occasions interpellations take this form:—‘Does the 
Government know of a certain action which has been pursued by a certain 
officer in the mufassal ?’ Either tho Government says, ‘ wc do not know, but 
shall enquire,’ or else the Government says, ‘yes, we know; the officer in 
question was acting within his legal and prescribed powers, "and it is not desir¬ 
able for the Government to be always putting its finger into the works of its 
machinery and making the wheels go round in a different way or in a different 
direct ion lhan tho one in which it is intondod to go round.’ This feeling that 
the Government should interfere directly in such matters is perhaps attributed 
to the Oriental notion which has come down to us from antiquity that the 
Government is all-powerful, and that it is able to redress an injury whenever 
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it sees it. Unfortunately, thff Government is not all-powerful, and the limits 
of human efforts are extremely restricted. There are but 24 hours in a 
day, and it is impossible to spend all those 24 hours in looking after what 
is done by officers in the mufassal in regard to matters in wilieh the law 
or tlie Government gives ihem power to act independently. Then, there 
is another class of questions, of which we have had an instance to-day. 
My hon’ble friend, Baku Surf.ndeanatii Bankiijek, who put them, desired to 
get information on many subjects, and seems to think that the only way of 

f -ettiug that information is to put these questions. What I want to suggest 
or the futuro carrying out of the work of the Council is, that it would bo very 
convenient if hon’ble members would consult the Secretaries to the Government 
privately on subjects of this kind before they put their quostions in the Council. 
There are a great many points in tho list of to-day’s questions which could 
have boon explained to the? liou’ble member more quickly and even more 
clearly if they had been put in tho Secretary’s own room, and if he was shown 
the papers on which the answers had been based. 1 am afraid that my friends, 
the Secretaries, might think that a new vista of horrors is opening out to them, 
if, in addition to their ordinary work, of which no one knows better than 1 do 
how laborious it is, they may have to spend hours in explaining these things 
to the non-olficial members of the Couucil. Of course, if my suggestion is 
followed, you, gontlomen, will not roquirc of thorn any undue expenditure of 
time of the kind to which I have alluded. 1 think it will be quite possible to 
fix a certain day and a certain hour at which the Secretary would be available, 
and having received uotico beforehand would have the papers ready and explain 
matters to any member who may desire any information or explanation. I 
make this suggestion not with tho idea of burking any enquiry or putting any 
restriction upon the power of putting interpellations. Ordinarily speaking, 
where information is desired, it can be more quickly obtained in this way. if 
tho information that is obtained leads hon’ble members to think that the 
action or the policy of the Government requires correction or criticism, then 
would be his opportunity to put his question in Council on a better basis and 
iu a more complete way than he can now. I believe that if this suggestion is 
taken advantage of, it. wdl, to some extent, lead to a diminution of interpellations, 
and to a great extent will make tho questions more do Uni to, uiore pointed, more 
preciso, and more useful in drawing out the particular points which are required 
to elucidate facts or policy which may require discussion. 

“ Turning to the particular points put before us, there is but little left for 
me to say after the able manner in which the Hon’bio the Financial Secretary 
has replied to the different criticisms which have been brought forward, aud I 
wish to say with him how much 1 appreciate the manner in which these sugges¬ 
tions have been made. 1 felt it my duty on a former occasion to use words which 
liavo been quoted to-day, and which imply a certain amount of complaint that 
the object of our dobators snomo 1 to bo to cut down revenue in every directum 
and to increase expenditure. Nothing that l said on that occasion applies to 
what has been said to-day. All the suggestions made to-day are useful and 
practical ones—the suggestions of men who know what they are talking about, 
and whose Views aro such as to deserve tlie.serious attention of Government 
and the sympathetic desire of the Government to meet their suggestions as far 
as possiblo. 

‘‘With regard to the Hon’ble Mr. Womack’s remarks about tho Small 
Cause Courts, 1 think tlioso remarks have been fully and completely answered. 
As the Ilon’blo Mr. BotTRDirj.oN has said, wo will have a careful enquiry made 
into the question of feos, and ascertain whether it is in the competence of Gov¬ 
ernment to alt,i?r them, and whether if it is desirable to do so, it can be done 
without incurring any financial loss or giving to suitors advantages which would 
bo relatively too large compared with the costs which have to bo incurred in 
other Courts. 

With regard to the question of Stores, the ILuTble Mu. BouRDir.LON has 
already said what wo have dono in the matter of Stationery. The chief class 
of stores is, of course, that purchased by tho Public Works Department; and, as 
1 mentioned in the Supreme Council on Thursday last, that subject has lately 
been engaging my attention, and 1 have been looking with some disappoint¬ 
ment to see how little had boon dono to carry out tho policy of procuring thbrn 
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in the country. As I said then, until manufactories are set up in which stoe 
shall be cast or ii'on wrought in this country, it will _ be impossible to avoic 
procuring from England the aiticlos which our Public Works Department* 
most require, such as steel rails, stool sleepers, rolled joists, angle iron, and 
articles of that kind. No experienced commercial gentleman would advise u* 
to procure them in this country through middlemen, because obviously the 
profit of the middlemen would be thrown upon the price put on the article, and 
no one, with any knowledge of tlie subject, will deny that it must be cheaper tc, 
buy in England and import direct from the India Oifioo than to buy here from 
merchants in this country, who have to purchase from the manufacturers in 
England and impose their own profit before they p irt with tho artiolos to pur 
chasers. But I propose to take steps to have a return prepared annually and laic 
before the Council on the next recurring occasion to show what the nature of thi 
stores is which are purchased in England and those purcliasod in India, and fron 
that return it will be possible to draw a conclusion whether anything is done 
which at all contravenes tho rules of Government or that Resolution which tht 
Hon’ble Mii. Womack has drawn attention to. It may also possibly have th« 
beneficial effect of pointing out to the people in tho trade what the nature 
and quantity of articles of this kind is, and, of encouraging thorn to get out 
the necessary machinery for casting steel rails or rolling iron joists in thi* 
country. There is nothing which is more to bo desired than the establishment 
of industries of that kind! It was a great disappointment to me that the 
Barrakur Iron Works, which was handed over to a private Company partly at my 
suggestion when I was Public Works Member of Council, in the hope that thai 
Company would carry on the works more efficiently than the Government had 
done—it was a great disappointment to me that the anticipated progress hat 
not been made, but I am still not without hope that wo may see iron wrougbl 
and steel cast in these Iron Works, and if not thero, elsewhere. 

“ Coming next to the Hon’ble Baku Sureximiaxath Banerjee’s remark! 
about, the wages of luouials, tho Hon’ble tho Chief Secretary has represented my 
views upon this subjer t. I think that the quotation which my hon’ble frienc 
made from my remarks on a former occasion could hardly have been correctly 
made. 1 do not challenge it, but it did not seem to me to be anything whicr 
I remember to have said, or to express tho attitude of mind which 1 took up 
with regard to that particular question. 1 may certainly say that the*raising ol 
the wages of the menial servants of Government would be, in my opinion, s 
very desirable thing if financial considerations allowed it, and if the lion’bli 
member could tell me what it would come up to, or if 1 was able to form off¬ 
hand an estimate, however rough, of tho cost of doing it, I would at tho present 
moment give the hon’blo member an answer more or less indicating my view 
as to the possibility of carrying out this matter during the present year. ] 
may point out with regard to the raising of tho pay of the Sepoys, which has 
just been effected, that this is an instance which shows how slowly a reform of 
that kind is curried out, and how long the applicants have to knock at the 
unwilling doors of the 'Treasury. As lie himself remarked, the wages of the 
Sepoys had not been raisod since 1790. Indeed, I may say that during^ the lasl 
fifteen years l have been rather intimately acquainted with the financial busi¬ 
ness of the Government, and 1 know that this proposal lias been continually 
before the Government of India during that time, and as you so© it has only 
just been carried out. The question of the wages of tho menial servants of the 
Government stands in tho same position; it has to knock at the door 
and continually go on knocking, and I have no doubt that the door will 
bo opened at some time. 1 should bo very glad if it could bo oponod 
«during my time. Ono word as to the analogy between this increase of the 
wages of the menial servants and tho Exchange Compensation Allowance to 
which reference was,, made by tho hon’blo member. I would point out that we 
do for our menial servants what exactly corresponds with the Exchange Com¬ 
pensation Allowance given to European officers. These menial servants do not 
send their wives and children to England, and have not to remit money there. 
What corresponds in their case to the increased expenditure thrown on European 
officers by reason of tho fall in exchange is the rise in tho price of food. The 
compensation for the dearness of food which is constantly given to menial 
servants by definite rules when tho market prices reach certain limits exactly 
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corresponds with the Compensation Allowance when the exchange falls below 
certain rates. I only mention this as an academical argument, as showing that 
we have something to say on our side, and not as implying that l wish to contest 
the propriety of the suggestion which the hon’ble member has made, or as 
drawing back from what I have said as to my own desire to carry out this 

suggestion. 

“Next, with reference to Munsifs and the supplying of suitable accommoda¬ 
tion for tlxemi, with regard to which an appeal has boon made, which in no degroe 
excoeds my own views as to the hardships which Munsifs in many parts of the 
country have to suffer. I wish to mention that wo are at present engaged in 
correspondence with the High Court on the subject. I nave pointed out 
that there aro three alternatives: first, the one mentioned by the Hon’blo the 
Legal Remembrancer of constructing houses with public funds, and I fear 
with the Iibn’blo the Chiof Secretary that any Government provision made in 
this way would bo considered by Munsifs themselves to be too costly. As all of 
you know, our Public Works Department builds with solidity and not with 
cheapness, and if we have to charge so large a sum as will cover .the cost of 
building a residential house which will bo suitable and comfortable, tlio rent 
which will be fixed will bo very much higher than Munsifs aro in the habit of 
paying and much moro than th iy would like to pay. This is one alternative, 
and oven if this alternative is alopted, the work cannot bo carried out at once, 
but will have to be done somewhat gradually, because out of the 280 Munsifs 
shown in the statement given last week, wo may assein > that about 200 of 
those aro at outlying stations, and the coat oE building h rnsos for them, 
taking it at Rs. 5,000 per houso, would enne to about ton lakhs of rupees, 
so that that cannot bo done at once. The other alternatives suggested wore 
that Munsifs should take advantage of the provision which already exists 
under which any officer can apply for an advance t> build his own house, it 
boing understood that the High Court should, in their administrative capacity, 
see that a duo value should bo put upon it, arid that tho incoming Munsif 
should bo compelled to take it at a fair ronfc; or that wc should u e our efforts 
and get capitalists or zamindars and other wealthy pooplo in the mufassal to 
build houses f »r Munsifs, and having fixed a fair rent, we should in the sumo 
way issue orders that the Munsif should occupy that houso and pay the rout 
fixei. Those are the only three ways in which I consider it possib'e to meet 
the difficulty, aud we aro awaiting the advice of the High C mrt as to which of 
these courses we should pursue. 

“ Then, as regards * Excise’. I would only mention one point in addition to 
what the llon'ble tho Financial Secretary has said as to tho cause of the large 
incroase of revenue from spirits. There are two ways to account for this 
increase in the revenue—first, by purchasers paying larger fees, and, secondly, 
that more liquor was consumed. If hon’ble members will read the Resolution 
on the last Excise Report, they will see that the Government took care to point 
out, and were able to show, that in almost every case whore there had been 
an increase in rovonuo it had been accompanied by a relative decnaso in 
quantity, so that the increase in revenue had not been obtaiue l by an increase 
in*tlio quantity of liquors and intoxicating drugs, but by tho duty producing 
a larger revenue and making it dearer to consumers.. I may mention some of 
the steps we took to raiso the price. 

“The still-head duty on rum, which is largely consumed in the country, was 
raised by one rupee, and the increase of revenue from tins source was abeut 
one and-a-half lakhs, and again the several classes of lieonso fees for the 
wholesale and retail sale of liquors in Calcutta were considerably raised, and 
from this also increased revenue of about half-a-lakli was gained. lam as 
confident as it is possible for any one to say who speaks without premeditation 
on a subject wliich has largely occupied his mind, but without the figures 
before me, that tho incroase in the revenue to which the hon bio member alluded 
has not been due to an increase in the sales of liquors, but to an enhancement 

of it«P i rxce h ^ aJd th ; Sj that i am entirely opposed to a large increase of 
Outstills, and I strongly hold to the propriety of the principle of the manufacture 
of spirits at sador distilleries and the imposition of still-head duties upon it, 
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and that, although there may be arguments for establishing Outstills in outlying 
districts and scattered places, I am not inclined to extend tlio number of 
Outstills to the prejudice of system of distilleries at head-quarters. 

*' With reference to tho request that had been made by tho Uon’blo 
Baiuj Suren ijkanatjii Bankrjbk for inoro dotailod information tlian that given in 
the bu Iget statement, I sliall be glad if he will see tho Hon’bie the financial 
Secretary and look over what information exists in the office, and if there is 
anything which is likely to be realty useful or meet tho wishes of members in 
general, it will be put before him. But I entirely deprecate anything whicli 
would load to an increase in the labour of writing or in tho cost of printing, 
because, as a matter of fact, information of a most extraordinarily minute and 
complete character exists in the book issued by the Financial Department, called 
the Yellow Book, to which 1 refer the hon’bie member ns a standard source 
of information of tho actual expenditure of the country at largo, showing that 
of the whole of India and of each province under very minute heads. When 
I was President of tho Finance Committee 1 relied almost entirety upon 
that book for the information we required, and 1 found that almost everything 
necessary to examine tho state of the finances was to be found there. But that 
represented past and completed oxponditurc. Similar information is not 
supplied as to tho details of estimated figures, but I tliinlc the Council 
will agree with me that tho Government arc wise in declining to tulco so 
much labour and expenditure with their estimates, and should incur it only when 
tho books for the year are closed and tho expenditure known with absolute 
certainty. 

“ The remarks which were made by my hon’blo friond, Mr. Lyalt., upon tho 
police management were usoful remarks made by an officer of groat experience, 
and anything that he said on this subject must receive careful attention. Thoy 
shall be laid before the Inspector-General of Police, and considered in the 
Judicial Department, and anything that tho Government can do, especially 
with regard to tho suggestion which ho made regarding the employment as 
Court Inspectors of men who are still intelligent and capable, but who aro 
physically inactive, shall certainly be considered with all tlio attention the 
subject deserved. With reference to the suggestion of the same hon’bie 
member that police officers should be appointed to the Subordinate Executive 
Service, I may say that we have here an example of our old friend ‘ the better is 
the enemy of the good.’ The Government has adopted a better policy, namely, 
the restricting tho appointments to tho Subordinate Service by competitive 
examinations, and in this way we have obtained, by rules the credit of which is 
chiefly due to the Hon’bie the Chief Secrotary, an excellent body of recruits— 
quite the flower of the educated young men in the province, all of whom have 
graduated, many of whom are m.a.’s and n.L.’s of good families, and sons of men 
who have either served the Government honourably and well, or hold goodposi- 
tiuns in tho country. These rules woro rigidly adhered to and rightly so, and 
1 am quite sure that tho policy has been a wise and successful one, and you will 
see how difficult it would be to deviate from this policy, and make what are called 
special cases: it will be like tho letting in of water. Once make a special case of 
Police Inspectors who cannot pass the examination, and we shall receive appli¬ 
cations from all quarters, and I therefore quite support the rigidity with which 
the Ifon’ble the Chief Socretary has refused applications of this kind. But the 
lion bio Mb, Lyall has omitted to notice that wo have done more than Sis 
Rivers Thompson did by promoting Inspectors to the covenanted grades of the 
Police, two of them being raised to Assistant Superintendents of Police in 
every three years. The position thus gained in their own service carries with 
it higher pay than by promotion to tho executive sorvice, and I think it will 
t«nd more to the good of the Police and to tho Executive Service than if we 
w*^re to revert to tho old rule which was good at the time, but which is 
interior to the policy now adopted. 

*1 fm ty on ® point on which I can add anything to what has been 

said with regard to Stationery and Printing. Every reform of this kind is 
accompanied with a certain amount of loss of efficiency. One of the chief 
causes ot the reduction of expenditure has been a strict adherence to the rule 
lat n an improvement is made in the form of a return, it should not t ake 
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effect at once as a zealous officer would, no doubt, desire it should take effect, 
but the carrying out of the improvement should wuit until tlio printed copies 
of the cld form were exhausted. On the one hand, it will bo seen that a saving 
is effected by first using copies of the old form in stock, while others may 
contend that the loss in efficiency by the postponement of the improvement 
is greater relatively than the gain effected by utilising the forms already in 
stock. Taking the strong economical view I havo always taken, I am inclined 
to think that tho carrying out of the reform should, in such a case, bo postponed. 
Maify reforms which aro in themselves good aro better for being postponed, and 
gradually introduced, and I think wo are right in doing so, even though it lias 
eausod a slight postponement of tho improvement in administrative procedure, 
which is desired. 

“ I will only trespass upon your attention further by remarking on one 
other subject, and* I must apologise for doing so. My chief reason is that I 
spoke on this subject two days ago, when the Reporters were so tired in the 
course of a long debate that what I said failed to reach tho public ear, at any 
rate in the manner in which I wished it to reach the Public. At last Thursday’s 
meeting of tho Viceregal Council I referred to the speech made by tho Right 
Hon’ble Mr. Rowleu, and tho optimistic view which he took of the state of the 
Imperial Finances. Ho went on to show that while the whole of our public debt 
was over 200 millions, almost the wholo of that debt was covered by our assets 
in tho form of railways, canals, and public works of that kind. No sooner had 
lie said that than an answer was put in by a well-known English writor who 
holds a very influential position in England as tho Editor of the Investor's 
Review , who replied:—‘What nonsense are you talking? Do wo not find 
that in every bankruptcy tho assets are greater than tho liabilities, but 
the man is a bankrupt because his assets cannot bo realized?’ I confess 
1 saw with groat regret how greedily that was taken up by u certain class 
of Journalists in tho country us an effective answer to what the Secretary 
of State had said, and, as an illustration of the futility of the reply, 

I drew attention to tho railway with which we aro most concerned, and to 
which more than anything clso our good financial position is duo, namely, 
tho Eastern Bengal State Railway. 1 had then with me, as I havo now, tho 
accouuts of that Railway for the last five years, and I showed that the net 
receipts of that Railway liad risen from G7 lakhs to 70 lakhs in 1898-94, and to 
87 lakhs estimated in the present year. The capital of that Railway has, during 
tlio same period, iucroased from 10 to 10£ crores, while the net returns on that 
capital have increased from 5T por cent, to 8'2 per cent. Now you all, as 
practical men and men of business, know very well that a working concern of 
that kind which brings in 8*2 por cent, per annum is an extraordinarily good 
investment. If we went into the market and wished to sell that Railway, we 
could get not ten or ten and-a-lialf crores, but almost double that amount. And, 
therefore, I assert that our assets in the form of railways and canals and 
public works, so long as they produced returns of that land, are not merely 
equal to our liabilities as tho Secretary of State has said, but aro worth much 
more than tlio money actually spent upon them,—worth far more than would 
eover the'whole of tlio public debt in India. I can hardly conceive how a 
gentleman in the position of the Editor of a gi-cat financial paper in England 
came to utter a criticism like that, except by an explanation which impugns 
either his intelligence or his honesty. 

“ I will only say, in conclusion, that I congratulate myself, and I congratu¬ 
late tho Council, upon the turn which the debate has takeu .to-day. It has not 
only been eminently useful and practical, but I am satisfied that it will yaise the 
reputation of this Council in the eyes of the Provincial Councils of India in 
general.” 

The Council adjourned to Saturday, the 6th April, 1895. *

LICENSES FOR ARMS 

The Ilon’ble Babu Surendranath Banekjee asked : — 

Will the Government be pleased to lay on the table the ropoit of the Com¬ 
missioner of the Dacca Division, with reference to tho question asked in 
Council on the 23rd March last, regarding- licenses granted for the carrying of 
arms? Is it the case that licenses granted by the Magistrate of Dacca permit 
the carrying of arms only in the village or the town where the holder of tho 
license may happen to reside, and not throughout the whole district? Does the 
Government approve of this restriction ? If not, will the Government be 
pleased to direct that the restriction be withdrawn, and the holder of the license 
be allowed as before to carry arms throughout the whole district, and with the 
permission of the Commissioner throughout the whole Division ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Cotton replied :— 

“ It appears that this subject was under enquiry bofore the Hon’ble Mem¬ 
ber’s original question was put, the Commissioner of Dacca having on the 12th 
January last asked the Magistrate of Dacca his roasons for restricting a license 
to cany arms to the limits of tho village within which the licensee resides. 

“ The Magistrate’ of Dacca explained on the 3rd February that the great 
majority of persons who ask for gun licenses state that they require guns 
either for the protection of their homes from robbers or of their Helds from 
pigs and deer. He considers that for such persons a license to use a gun within 
the limits of their Own village is sufficient, and that it is undesirable to allow 
them to carry their guns round the country with the danger of their being 
used in agrarian disputes. He odds that the limitation of tho license to a 
village is not enforced in the case of zamindars, whose interests extend over 
’several villages, or of travelling traders or persons of position geperally. 
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“ The Lieutenant-Governor does not think that the action of the Magistrate 
as thus explained has been injudicious, and he is not aware that any complaints 
have been locally made, but he has authorised the Commissioner, if any applica¬ 
tion is made to him, or if he thinks it necessary to interfere in any particular 
case, to extend the operation of any such license to a larger area than the villain? 
or to the whole district. ^ 

“ When a gun license is countersigned by the Commissioner of a Division it 
is valid not in the Division only, but throughout all the districts in Bengal 
which are subject to the Lieutenant-Governor.” 

THE LAND RECORDS MAINTENANCE BILL. 

The Hon’blo Mr. Buckiand in presenting the Report of the Select Com¬ 
mittee on the Bill to provide for the maintenance of Records of Rights in 
Bengal, and for the recovery of the cost of Cadastral Surveys and Settlements, 
said:— 

. “I do not propose to make any remarks on the present occasion, but 
will reservo what I have to say until the next meeting of the Council. I will 
only mention that a copy of the Report was sent to the Hon’ble the Maharaja 
of DArbhanca, who has left Calcutta, and that this morning I received a 
telegram saying that ho authorised me to sign the Report on his behalf, reserving 
to himself the right of moving amendments.” 

THE CALCUTTA PORT ACT, 1890, AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Rislky moved for leave to introduce a Bill to further 
amend the Calcutta Port Act, 1890. He said:— 

“ It will be convenient that I should explain at the present stage the pro¬ 
visions of the Bill and the nature of the alterations it will make in the Act. 
The Act itself is a consolidating Act which incorporates the old Act of 1870, 
gives certain powers to the Port Commissioners, lays down their constitution, 
and gives them all the powers which are requisite for the working of the Port. 
The amending Bill, which I have the honour to introduce, contains two kinds of 
sections: first, it contains amendments, which may be described as ordinary amend¬ 
ments, embodying those changes which experience in the working of the Act has 
shown to be necessary. Some little time ago the ques'tion of amending the bye¬ 
laws of the Port Commissioners arose, and those bye-laws were sent for opinion t o 
the then acting Advocate-General. He held that in some respects tlio byo-laws 
went beyond the section of the Act which gives the power to pass bye-laws. 
That section belonged to the original Act, X (B.C.) of 1870, and had bocu 
repeated, unaltered, in the more recent Act of 1890. 

“The necessity for amending the Act having arisen out of these byo-laws, a 
Committee of the Port Commissioners was appointed to look through the entire 
Act and see what other amendments were needed, and on their proposals were 
based the sections of the Bill which I have described as ordinary sections. With 
respect*to these sections there is no urgency in point of time : and if they were 
not passed till two or three months hence, no practical difficulty would arise. 
But besides these there is another class of sections, in respect of which consider¬ 
able urgency may be claimed. These sections arc intended to relieve the very 
important petroleum trade from certain legal difficulties with which it is now 
be s e t-— diffic ulties which are causing considerable hardship, and may cause some¬ 
thing approaching to actual embarrassment. Fortunately for the necessity of 
passing an amending Act quickly, the ground has been very thoroughly cleared 
for us by the action which has been taken by the Port Commissioners and the 
Chamber of Commerce. Negotiations went on between the two bodies for seme 

last year ; a representative Committee was appointed by the c hamber of 
Commerce, which went into the matter very thoroughly, and all the questions 
which ar ose wero discussed between them and the Port Commissioners, and an 
agreement was arrived at. The best legal advice was obtained, and since then 
action has actually been taken and money has been spent by the Port Commis¬ 
sioners on the faith that their action wouM be legalised, and this we are pledged 
to do as early as possible. 
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“ I will now go through the amending sections of this Bill As briefly as 
I can, taking first those which are in the nature of ordinary amendments, 
and then taking the Sections which are specially framed to relieve the petro¬ 
leum trade. 

‘• Section 2 of the Bill corrects a verbal error in section 13 of the Calcutta 
Port Act, III (B.C.) of 1890. It will bo seen that section 12 of the Act gives 
power to the Local Government to grant leave of absence to the Vice-Chairman 
and to appoint a person to officiate as Vice-Chairman during such absence on 
leave, ana sub-Bection ( 2) of section 13 enacts that ‘the person appointed 
under this section to act for the Vice-Chairman’ shall have certain powers; 
but this reference should be to the preceding section 1 2, under which a person is 
appointed to officiate as Vice-Chairman, and not to section 13; so that the 
amendment to be made in sub-section (s) of section 13 is a purely verbal 
amendment. 

“ The next section we have to deal with is section 32 of the Act, which 
confers upon the Port Comniis-ioners, among other things, the power of fining 
their officers and servants. It is proposed to form these fines into a fund from 
which it should be open to the Commissioners to grant compassionate allowances 
to their officers and servants, and to utilise the same for purposes other than 
those which are contemplated by section 57 of the Act. It has been held by 
Counsel that all sums collected as fines by the Port Commissioners would be 
merged in the general revenues of the Port, and could not be formed into a fund 
such as that which is now contemplated. 

“ The 4th section of the Bill amends sub-section {2~) of section 35 of the Act, 
the wording of which has been slightly altered. . The only point, however, 
which arises is that the Port Commissioners wish to take power to carry 
passengers in their tramways, which, ob the section stands, they have no power to 
do now. It is not contemplated to initiate a large passenger service, but under 
certain circumstances the Port Commissioners may consider it desirable to take 
passengers which they hate no power to do now. 

“ 1 will for the present pass over section 5 of the Bill,' which 1 shall refor to 
later on in connection with the sections of the Act relating to the trade in 
petroleum. 

“Section 8 of the Bill amends section 106 of the Act, which deals with 
passenger boats which ply for hire within the Port, that is to say, boats, steam- 
ferries and the like which have boon registered under the Act. Section 106 
empowers tho Port Commissioners to levy tolls on such vessels, but for a long 
time past the Commissioners have been levying charges for certain services, such 
as surveying, issuing licenses, painting numbers, giving tickets, and so forth. 
It has been pointed out by Counsel that the section is limited to the levy of 
tolls on such boats, and does not include charges for such services ; it is therefore 
desirable that the existing practice should be legalised. 

“The next sections ol the Bill, 9 and 10, amend sections 108 and 109 of 
the Act. These suctions provide for the imposition of additional tolls to meet 
a deficit in the income of the Port Comndssioneis which is liable to arise, 

and which has in fact arisen by reason of their liability to the .payment of 

interest upon their debt; and the way in which the deficit has hitherto been 
met is by the imposition of a uniform rate of 4 annas per ton on all goods 
landed and shipped in the Port. The Port Commissioners represent that this 

uniform rate of charge is not a convenient arrangement, that it is liable to 

bear hardly on some articles of Commerce and nominally upon others; they 
therefore want fuil power to distribute this burden equitably according to 
tho character of the goods which are landed or shipped. They accordingly 
propose to take power to levy additional, general, or differential rates of toll 
with reference to all goodB, according to weight, measurement, number of 
articles, value, and so .forth, and, if necossary, to distinguish between imports and 
exports. The section looks a somewhat complicated one, but 1 understand 
that it has been very carefully considered and drafted by Mb. Woodboffe, which, 

1 think, should afford a sufficient guarantee of its correctness. 

“ Section 16 of the Bill, amending section 126 of the Act, is the section 
empowering the Port Commissioners to make bye-laws. ■ As I said in tike first 
part of my statement, when these bye-laws came up, it was found that a 
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great many of them Were not covered by the sections of the Act, and the 
Advocate-General proposed that the section should be amended in the manner 
suggested. The second part of the section, sub-section (i), has reference to the 
petroleum sections. 

“This disposes of the first class of amendments, ordinary amendments with 
reference to which, as I said, there is no claim to urgency. These in them¬ 
selves are quite sufficient to justify legislation, but thoy would not warrant my 
for a suspension of the Rules of Business. The sections relating to petro¬ 
leum stand on quite a different footing. They authorise the Port Commis¬ 
sioners to provide facilities for the petroleum trade at Budge-Budge. When 
the Budge-Budge warehouses were originally started, I think in 1888, thoy were 
treated in effeot as bonded warehouses. Importers wore allowed to put tbeir 
cases of oil into these warehouses, and to keep them there until they wanted 
them for delivery to purchasers, and the duty was only collected at the time 
when the goods ware taken out for sale. The time during which petroleum 
was kept in these warehouses was more than what was allowed in tne case of 
ordinary bonded warehouses, whore goods cannot be kept for indefinite periods 
of time; but liora there was no limit of time. About this time last year the 
Collector of Customs discovered that the system of bonding petroleum at 
Budge-Budge was illegal; that the Budge-Budge warehouses were not a 
* bonded warehouse,’ and that the procedure then existing was altogether bad 
in law. The Collector accordingly enforced the law, and the result was that 
duty had to be paid on all goods brought into these warehouses within four 
months of their being landed. This caused considerable hardship to tbe 
importers of petroleum, because the trade in petroleum having boon conducted 
on the assumption that oil could be bonded for an indefinite period, prices were 
adjusted to that state of things. Obviously you can sell cneaper if you can 
spread the interest upon your money over a long period of time. About the 
same time there was a very remarkable increase m the imports of petroleum; 
an enormous quantity of oil was brought in, and there was no warehouse 
accommodation. The Port Commissioners had to direct where the oil should 
be stored; and, for want of room, large quantities of it were stacked in the 
open, and I imagine there must have been some considerable damage done. 
Not very long after that a special Act was passed in this Council to relieve the 
Port Commissioners from tlio legal liability which, it was understood, attached to 
them in respect of the landing and storing of petroleum, and that Act was 
passed at a single sitting of the Council. The difficulties which had arisen in 
connection with the petroleum trade were taken up by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, who appointed a Special Committee to considor and report on the ques¬ 
tion. The report of this Special Committee was adopted by the General 
Committee of the Chamber, negotiations took place with the Port Commis¬ 
sioners, and an agreement was come to on the Bubjoct. It was agreed that in 
future, instead of importers landing petroleum themselves, the Port Commis¬ 
sioners should land all petroleum. Not only should they land it in the 
technical sense, which, I understand, is merely receiving it after it is put 
over the vessel's side, but they should also undertake the process known as 
‘ stevodoringthat is to say, they should send men into the hold and pass it 
over the side of the vessel. Importers, it was said, were not always very 
desirous of landing petroleum quickly, and it was desirable to liuvo the means 
of putting pressure upon them. It was also settled that the Port Commissioners 
should not do the work themselves, but should do it by the agency of Con¬ 
tractors, or at any rate that they should have the option of doing so; that 
bonded warehouses Bhould be provided for the storage of petroleum; that the 
oil should be stored, there as long as the Commissioners thought^ fit; that the 
Port Commissioners should give a security bond to the Customs for any duty 
due on imports of .petroleum; that they should issue warrants specifying that 
bo much petroleum had been received, and that such warrants should pass from 
hand to hand when the goods were transferred; finally—-and this is an 
important condition—it was agreed between the Port Commissioners and the 
Chamber of Commerce that tho Commissioners should be exempted absolutely 
from liability for damages arising from fire, however caused; while thoy should 
be liable for loss arising from deterioration, and so forth, only so far as it could 
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bo shown to arise from the negligence of the Commissioners’ servants. The 
agreement thus arrived at was understood to bo satisfactory to both parties. 
The Port Commissioners were at first under the impression that no legislation 
would be required, except for the purpose of creating bonded warehouses. 
They thought all the other measures contemplated could be carried out under 
the existing law, and they acted on that supposition. Subsequently, however, 
they found that the landing of petroleum by them and its custody also required 
amendment of the law. 

“ It will now be convenient if I tnko up in order the sections which refer 
to the petroleum trade, and in tho course of my explanation I shall bo able to 
show what the legal questions are which have to be met. The fiist section which 
is intended to relieve tho petroleum trade is section 5 of the Pill amending 
section 90 of the Port Act of 1890. This section will in fact enable the Port 
Commissioners to land all goods through Contractors, and in the special case of 
petroleum, but not in the case of other goods, it will enable them to do what 
is known as ‘stevedoring’. Next come sections 6 and 7, which amend section 
104 of the Act, and they add a fresh section—104A. Under section 104 of the 
Act, the Port Commissioners have only authority to employ Contractors or other 
outside agency to land cargo from boats or vessels which _ are known as inland 
vessels, and the object of the new section is to extend this power to all vessels, 
including sea-going vessels. Obviously it is necessary to make this change, as 
the vessels by which petroleum is imported are all sea-going vessels. 

“ The next petroleum sections are sections 11 to 14 of the Pill, which amend 
sections 113 to 116 of the Act; and here come in the legal difficulties to which 
I have referred. I stated just now that the Port Commissioners wero originally 
under the impression that, as far as the landing and custody of petroleum are 
concerned, no legislation is required. They thought they would simply have to 
waive certain privileges conferred upon them by sub-section (£) of section 113, 
which provides that ‘ if any owner, without any default on the part of the Com¬ 
missioners, fail to remove any goods from the premises of the Commissioners 
within two clear working days from tho time of lauding, such goods shall remain 
on the premises at the sole risk and expense of the owner.’ It was explained 
that the legal effect of the section is to relieve the Commissioners of any liability 
which attaches to them as Warehousemen. They cannot incur liability as Ware¬ 
housemen for any period exceeding two days. Tho view taken by the Port 
Commissioners acting upon legal advice was that this was a privilege attaching 
to them, and therefore one that they could waive. They said in effect there is no 
neoessity to legislate; we will waive our privilege and take your petroleum. But 
the view subsequently taken by Counsel was that this is not enough, that it was 
a privilege conferred upon them by way of trfist, and that the i’orfc Commis¬ 
sioners, as representatives of the public, were bound to strip themselves as soon as 
possible of their liability as Warehousemen, and therefore they could not get out 
of the position affirmed by the Act. Acting on the assumption that they could 
take action without legislation, the Port Commissioners have spent Rs. 1,50,000, 
and they have committed themselves to an expenditure of Rs. 3,00,000 for exten¬ 
sion of their warehouses, and since the 15th of January they have been taking 
in large quantities of petroleum, although, technically speaking, they* are .not 
entitled to do so under the law; and it is clear that their position must be 
legalised as soon as possible. 

“ The next set of sections begins with section 15, which introduces four new 
sections, 122A to 122D. These sections provide, first, that, with the consent of 
the Local Government, the Port Commissioners may, by notification in the 
Calcutta Gazette , declare any warehouse belonging to the Port Commissioners to 
be a bonded warehouse tor the purposes of this Act. I understand that 
undor the Customs Act, when such a notification has been made, all the conditions 
whfch arise with regard to bonded warehouses will apply ty such warehouse. 
Section 122B empowers the Commissioners to store goods in such warehouses 
as long as they think fit, but in the case of petroleum it frees them absolutely 
from any liability for loss by fire, however arising, or for any deterioration or 
diminution in quantity by leakage or otherwise, unless caused by negligence of 
their servants. This was settled by agreement between the Port Commissioners 
and the representatives of the trade in petroleum. Section 122C authorises the 
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Port Commissioners to giro a bond for payment of the Import duty due on goods 
stored in their bonded warehouses or for the due exportation of such goods, and* 
when suph security has beon given, no further security shall be required by the 
Customs! Section 122D enables the Port Commissioners to issue warrants in a 
form laid down by the Act, which shall be negotiable by endorsement, and shall 
entitle the persons to whom they may have been endorsed to receive delivery of 
the goods. These sections contain provisions which I may say are absolutely 
necessary to carry out the agreement come to between the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and the Port Commissioners. The Commissioners, so far as they could 
undertake to do so, undertook to obtain legal warrant for tho construction of 
bonded warehouses for tho convenience of the trade, and the trade, I under¬ 
stand, counted, upon this, and they are certainly, as far as I can judge from 
tho course of tho negotiations, entirely justified in looking to the Legislature 
to restore what was the ordinary practice in consequence of which the trade 
in petroleum grew up; and if there is any delay in passing this Bill through 
the Council, there will be great disturbance and considerable embarrassment 
to the trade. 

“ I might remind the Council that last year they took very speedy action to 
relieve tho Port Commissioners from certain liabilities under which they lay in 
consequence of the state of tho then existing law, and I think they are equally 
bound on the present occasion to pass any measure which may be necessary, 
having regard to the agreement which has boon come to betweon the represent¬ 
atives of tho petroleum trade and the Port Commissioners. Fortunately there is 
the less difficulty in passing tliis Bill, inasmuch as in regard to those portions of 
tho Bill which may possibly be considered contentious, the interested parties are 
agroed, the best legal opinion has been taken, and the Bill lias been actually 
draftod in accordance witb that opinion.” 


The Ilon’blo Mb. Smyth said :— “I beg to support tho motion proposed by 
the Ilon’ble Mb. Bisi.ky. 

“I may mention that in Juno last year, tho Chambor of Commerce appointed 
a Sub-Committee, representing the various interests connected with the kerosine- 
oil trade, to enquire into tho working of tho kerosine-oil depot at Budge- 
Budge. 

“ For some considerable time it was felt by those connected with this trade 
that the working of the depot at Budge-Budge was not wholly satisfactory. 
On several occassions ships and steamors loaded with kerosine-oil had to be 
delayed outside tho limits of the Port, there being no accommodation for them 
at Budge-Budge. The mercantile community thought that the accommodation 
should be increased. Tlio Port Commissioners showod that full advantage was 
not taken of the accommodation already provided. It was then decided by the 
Chamber of Commerce to appoint tho Sub-Committee I have before mentioned. 
The Sub-Committee reported to tho Chamber, vrlio addressed the Port Commis¬ 
sioners on tho state of affairs at tho Budge-Budge depot, pointing out that tho 
arrangements for working the discharge, loading and storing of kerosine-oil 
wer$ extremely unsatisfactory, and that a radical change should be made. And 
the Chamber pointed out that the only satisfactory solution of tho difficulty, 
as far as they could soe, was for tho Port Commissioners to become responsible 
for tho loading, unloading and delivery of the oil In other words, for the 
whole working of tho depGt at Budge-Budgo precisely in the samo manner as 
they are responsible for the unloading of goods at tho jetties. Anti they further 
urged that it was nocessary for the requirements of the trade that the Budge- 
Budge depot should bo constituted a bonded warehouse. 

«It is to enable tlie Port Commissioners to carry out the recommendations 
of the Chamber of .Commerce that this Bill is now introduced into Council. The 
matter is an urgorit one, as large shipments of oil are shortly expected in 
Calcutta. I would, therefore, cordially Bupport the amendment of Act III 
of 1890.” 

The Hon’blo Mb. Womack said:—“I also wish briefly to support this 
motion. Speaking as a member of the Port Commission, I know that the 
provisions of the Bill before the Council are extremely desirable and extremely 
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urgently needed. Thev have been very carefully considered both by a 
Sub-Committee and by the full body of the Commissioners, and the amendments 
*have been all carefully drawn by the best legal advisers, so I trust that no 
time will bo lost in passing the Bill into law.” * 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Risley also applied to the President to suspend the Rules 
of Business to enable him to introduce the Bill, and to move that it be read 
in Council. 

The Hon’ble the President having declared the Rules suspended— 

The Hon’ble Mr. Risley. introduced the Bill and moved that it be read in 
Council. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Bill was read accordingly. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Risley also moved that the Bill be referred to a Select 
Committee consisting of the Hon’ble Messrs. Lyall, Womack and Smyth, the 
Hon’ble Rai Durga Gati Banerjee and the Mover. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Saturday, the 13th instant.

Note on the outturn of Jtabi food-grains and of Tobacco , Sugarcane 
Opium , Mulberry and Ganja in Bengal for 1894-95. 

1. Explanatory .—The present return of tho estimates 
of outturn of rabi food-crops and of certain important special 
crops embraces all tho crops shown in the return published 
last year, and also boro or summer rice, which has been 
added to make tho return complete for rabi food-crops. 

2. Character of the season .—The latter part of the last mon¬ 
soon season was characterised by unusually late and heavy rain¬ 
fall which lasted till tho end of the first week of N o vomber, 
being particularly heavy in Bihar, Chota Nagpur, and North 
Bengal. The late rainfall interfered with the timely pre¬ 
paration of land, and in many districts prevented the sowing 
of the whole of the usual rabi area. In parts of Eastern 
Bengal sowing was interfered with by tho late continuance 
of the floods. From the end of the first week of November 
there was practically no rain until after the middle of 
January. The prospects of tho crops were improved by the 
rain which fell generally during the third week of .January 
in these Provinces, especially in Bihar, but sparingly in 
Orissa. 

In February the rainfall was below the normal except in 
the Patna Division; and the Eastern Bengal districts had no 
rain. The light rain which fell in most districts in tho 
second and third weeks of March improved the prospects of 
the crops a little. 

3. Area sown with rabi crops .—Tho area sown with rabi 
food-grains this year is estimated at 9,200,300 acres against 
9,616,600 acres estimated to have boon cropped last year. 
The areas sown this year in Orissa are in excess of those 
of last year, while in other parts of tho Province there ap- 

E ears to have been a falling off in consequence of heavy and 
«te rainfall during the last monsoon. 

4. Outturn of the rabi food-grains .—Out of tho 45 districts 

• Ranffpur, Champanui, Mu*affarp«r> ^Om which returns have been 

Muida, ami Angui ami KhonJmnJa. received, only five* districts esti¬ 
mate the outturn of the rabi crops at 16 annas, 20 districts, 
including all tho districts of the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions 
(which together contain over 60 per cent, of the whole rabi 
producing area of these provinces), report crops varying from 
12 to 15 annas, 13 districts from 8 to 11 annas, and one 
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district, viz., Pabna, returns a 7-anna crop. The mean out¬ 
turn of the rabi crops for these provinces may be estimated 
between 13 to 14 annas or over three-fourths of an average 
crop. 

In the preliminary report on the wheat crop of this year, 
published on the 30th January 1895, the character of the 
crop was estimated at about 15 annas. Tho present returns 
show a slight reduction in the previous estimate of outturn. 

5. Special crops.—' The special crops reported on are 
tobacco, sugarcane, opium, nfUlberry and ganja. 

Tobacco. —Tho tobacco crop which is affected by the 
same climatic conditions as tho rabi food-grains in general, is 
estimated in the attached roturn to yield an outturn of 13 
annas. 

Sugarcane. —This crop was slightly injured by heavy 
rainfall. It may bo expocted to yield about a 14-anna 
crop. 

Opium. —The excessive rain which fell during October 
interfered with the timely preparation of land and the sowing 
operations. The outturn is estimated us abovo that of last 
vear in MuzafEarpur, Darbhanga, and Monghyr, but as rather 
less than that of last year in other districts of Bihar. 

Ganja. —The ganja crop iu Jtajshuhi is estimated to yield 
an outturn of 16 annas. Tho good crop is attributed to 
favourable moisture in tho soil.

It will be within your recollection that in the course of a speech at the 
meeting of tho Bengal Legislative Council on the 13th April, you referred to a 
report which had reached you to tho effect that much extravagance had been 
shown in carrying, on the survey-settlement of the estates of His Highness 
the Maharaja of Hill Tippera in the Tippera district, and as an instance of 
such extravagance you had been told that permanent survey marks had been 
bought for 9 rupees when they might have been obtained for 9 annas each. 

Since the mooting of tho Council, the Lieutenant-Governor has caused 
enquiries to be made on this subject, and he has been referred to paragraph 
247 of the report of tho Director of Bengal Surveys for the year ending 30th 
September 1893, of which a copy is enclosed for your information. 

It will be seen from this paragraph that for the Northern portion of tho 
estate 3,500 stone prisms wore obtained at an average cost of Re. 1-1-4 each 
including carriage, and for the Central and Southern Divisions of tho estates 
16,000 pottery cylinders were obtained at an average cost of lie. 0-5-2 each. 
The Director made efforts, but in vain, to procure stones for this purpose from 
the adjoining hills; but tho cost incurred is not, in the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
opinion, open to the charge of extravagance.

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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OP MARCH 1895. 

The chief features of note in the weather of the past month have been— 

1. A general deficiency in pressure, the difference from the normal varying from a few 
thousandths of an inch in the south-west of Bengal to '03 inch in the east of Assam. 

2. Almost normal temperature. There was a small defect in the mean daily tempera¬ 
ture, except in Bihar and North and East Bengal, where there was a slight excess. Day 
temperatures were generally in excess in Orissa and parts of South-West and East Bengal, 
while the nights were comparatively cool, except in the northern districts. 

3. Owing to the relatively lower pressure in the eastern districts the westerly wind 
current has been well sustained, except towards the end of the mouth, when a low pressure 
arja in the north-west of India caused a reversal, and easterly winds became more goneral. 

The wind system both as to direction and force has been very similar to that of last 
year, when the rainfall for the month of March was much below the usual amount. 

4. The rainfall has been very scauty in all districts even in East Bengal, which last 
year received ve*y heavy falls, more especially in the hill districts. 

5. r l hough thunderstorms have been of frequent occurrence, especially towards the end 
of the month, the rainfall attending thorn has been very light and frequently absent alto¬ 
gether. The cause of this is probably to be found in the relative strength of the sea winds, 
which have been more intermittent this year than usual, and the easterly winds from Assam 
which appear to have been weakened by the low pressure which obtained in the eastern 
districts during the month. 

At the beginning of the month weather was generally of the kind experienced at the 
end of the north-east monsoon period. This was largely due to relatively high pressure in 
Bengal and low pressure in Burmah. A fall of pressure set m on the 3rd over Bengal 
and continued steadily for several days, bringing about a reversal of the conditions on the 
previous days. The northerly winds became south-westerly and temperature increased till 
there was a large excess in all districts. The area of relatively high temperature at first 
included only the northern districts, but it gradually extended southwards over the whole 
province, and high temperatures were reported from Orissa, Chota Nagpur, and South-West 
Bengal by the end of the first week. From being 5° below the normal readings had increased 
to as much, and in places to 7°, above the normal. These changes were due to a slight 
disturbance which crossed the province from the west. 

A second disturbance followed in a few days, but its influence was felt more in the 
northern districts, where light rain fell, and the temperature was largely reduced. One of the 
most marked features of the weather during these days, tiii*t is in the second week, was the 
low pressure which continued for some time, but became most marked betwcceu the 14th and 

* 10th. The greatest defect was in the northern districts, and the arrangement caused the 
steady south-westerly or westerly air movement in all districts except at s »mc of: the extreme 
northern stations, where wind directions were at times north-easterly. While these south¬ 
westerly winds prevailed, temperature rose daily in the western districts and excess in places 
■was J>s much as 9°. 

Large changes soon followed in consequence of the approach of two depressions 
from the west—the first about the 17th and 18th and the second after two or three days. 
The latter cr< ssed the north of the i ay iiud gave rise to a low pressure aiea in Burmah and 
northerly winds in these parts for some days. On the 17th and lsth numerous thunder¬ 
storms occurred in Lower Bengal, ami caused a large reduction of temperature, but very 
little rain. At some places light showers fell, but in many others over which the storms 
passed there \va>3 no rainfall. After the passage of the depression there was a large rise of 
pressure in Chota Nagpur, and the rise continued moderately for some days, resulting in 
high pressure in Bengal, as compared with the south of the Bay, aud a northerly or 
north-westerly wind circulation in the north-west angle of trio Hay. The shallow low 
pressure in the north of the Bay and in Burmah continued till the 22nd, and from the 20th 
till the 22nd thunderstorms again occurred in all districts,but chiefly iu tho west on the 20th, 
aud iu tho central and eastern districts on the 21st. As in the previous case these thunder¬ 
storms w«?re attendee by very light rain tall, but, the fall of temperature was very large. 

The defect in mean temperature in Uhota Nagpur on the 20th was 8°; on the 21st it 

was 10° over the greater part ol the suiith of the province, while in North Bengal it was 11°. 

Still another shallow depression affected the weather in Bengal about the 2Gth aud 27th 
passing across the central districts and Assam. Temperature ami humidity increased, aud 
the sky was overcast at many stations, while light rainfall was fairly general. Tho extreme 
northern stations iu East and North Bengal and the Assam stations continued to be affected 
by the depression on the 27th, and Guatoug reported a heavy snow-storm. Over the 
remainder of the province, however, fine; settled weather had commenced accompanied by a 

* large decrease of humidity and comparatively low temperature. Till the end of the month 
hue 8-tried weather prevailed. 

PresHurr ,—At the beginning of the month pressure was above the normal, but after the 
hrst day or two a fall commenced which, continuing for some tune, resulted in a rather 

largo defect. This defect prevailed duriug the greater part of the first-half of tho mouth 

after which readings were above the normal by moderate amounts till tho end of the third 
week. Towards the end of the month the distribution was nearly normal and changes 
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generally small. The means for the month are slightly above the normal in the south of 
Chota Nagpur, hut in all other districts there is defect, varying from *004" in the vest of 
liihar and South-West Bengal to *03" at Sibsagar. 

Temperature .—In the early part of March temperature m as above the normal over a 
great part of the province. There were considerable irregularities, however, not only in the 
various districts, but also in the night readings as compared with the day. Thus the mean 
maximum temperature for the first week was above the normal in all districts, but the mean 
minimum was in excess only in the northern districts, the nights being comparatively cool 
in the south of the province. In the second week there were similar peculiarities." The 
local disturbances wknoh were fairly numerous during the latter half of the month caused 
large changes of temperature, especially on the 20th and 21st. During the third week the 
total range iu Bihar was 51°, and in South-West Bengal it was 47’6°. Towards the end of 
the month changes were smaller, but the average temperature remained generally below the 
normal. The means f >r the month are above the normal in North Bengal, Bast Bengal and 
Bihar, and below in the other districts.

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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 aSATURDAY, 
THE 20 th OP APRIL 1895. 

The weather conditions during the week under review have been unusual both because 
of the large differences from the normal noticeable in pressure, temperature, &c., and also 
because of the steadiness with which these abnormal features have prevailed from day to day 
throughout the week. In the first place the pressure distribution has been unusually 
uniform, and it is, no doubt, because of this arrangement that the other elements have been 
so largely affected. The easterly winds, which have been very general, were due to the high 
pressure in the north-eastern districts, and the numberless thunderstorms which have 
occurred from time to time throughout the week, but chiefly in the southern half of the 
province, must have been a more indirect result of the same cause. Though the rainfall 
has been, as is usual iu such cases, very irregular, and frequently not heavy, the temperature 
has been exceptionally low in all districts, except at times in the extreme north and east of 
the province. 

The changes of pressure havo been of very little importance, as they have led to only 
slight modification of the abnormal distribution. A brisk rise ou the 11th, the first day of 
the week» added considerably to the large excess, which prevailed at the end of the previous 
week, and the difference from the normal varied from a tenth of an inch in Chota Nagpur 
to nearly a quarter of an inch in North Bengal. Isobars lay almost north and south, 
and a strong easterly current prevailed except in Orissa, Chota Nagpur aud part of South- 
West Beugal, whore winds were south-west. It was probably due to the interference of 
these wind systems that thuuderstorms caused general rainfall in S mth-Weat Bengal, Chota 
Nagpur and Orissa on these days. In Bihar and East Bengal rainfall was almost entirely 
absent till towards the end of the week. On the 15th pressure increased slowly iu Bihar, 
Chota Nagpur and Orissa, and generally fell slightly over the rest of the province aud the 
Bay. The easterly winds continued aud extended further west, so that the westerly winds 
were reported from the extreme western stations only. Defect in temperature varied from 
2° in the north to 10° at Chaibassa. A brisk to moderate fall of pressure followed ou the 
16th, but as it was general over the whole area, the distribution remained unaltered, as well 
as the wind circulation and temperature. Similar small and irregular changes occurred 
on the 17th. On the 18th, however, a moderate fall of pressure in East and Central 
Bengal, and a moderate rise in the west of the province, gave very uniform readings 
over the province and the Bay. The wind circulation, though feeble, waa westerly 
over the southern half of Bengal and local storms were less frequent, while temerature rose, 
but not so much as to remove the large defect in Chota Nagpur and South-West Bengal. 
The rise of pressure in Bengal on the 19th, as compared with that over the Bay, grave 
higher readings at the northern stations, and a north-easterly wind circulation prevailed. 
Rainfall was more general in the northern districts and temperature again fell, defect 
varying from 2° in the east to nearly 9° in Chota Nagpur. Similar conditions prevailed 
on Saturday the 20th, except that the rainfall was more general in the south-western 
districts. 

Pressure has been liable to unimportant oscillations, and the large excess which prevailed 
at the beginning of the week continued throughout. The means for the week are therefore 
unusually high, and excess varies from *1 inch in Chota Nagpur to a 2 inch in the north of 
the province. 

Temperature has been very low over the whole province throughout tho week, but 
especially in the south-western districts. The mean defect in Chota Nagx^ur 6°"9, in 
South-West Bengal 5°‘8, and in Orissa 5°-5. Ip North Bengal and Bihar it is over 4° and iu 
East Bengal 2°‘l. 

The actual temperatures registered during the week and tlieir variations from the 
normal temperature for the season are seen in the table below, where the average maximum, 
minimum and mean temperatures for the week at nine typical stations iu different districts 
of the province are compared with the normal values for the same period. It will be seen 
that though night temperatures are below the normal at all these stations except Purnca, the 
difference in the day readings has been much greater, especially at Burdwan and Patna.

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Rainfall. —Local showers have been frequent in all districts except East Bengal and 
part of Bihar. These showers have, as is usual in the pase of thundershowers, been very 
irregular in amount, hut the average falls for the various districts are all above the normal 
except that for Bast Bengal, where only a third of the usual* amount fell. Orissa received 
1*75 inches, Chota Nagpur 1*32 inohes, South-West and North Bengal nearly *8 iuch, 
Bihar *41 inch, and East Bengal *32 inch.

The mean pressure, temperature, &c., are deduced from the traces of the Barograph and Thermograph, 
and from observations made at. 6h., LOh , JLGh. and 22h. 

The maximum and minimum temperatures are obtained from self-registering thermometers. All the 
thermometers are verified and the readings have been corrected to a standard constructed aud verified at the 
Kew Observatory. They are exposed under a thatched shed open at the sides aud are suspended four feet 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard Newman’s No. 86 
formerly at the Surveyor-General's Office. 

The hygrometric elements are obtained from Tables III, IV, and V of the official tables computed in 
the Meteorological Office, and baBed on Regnault's modifications of August’s formula. 

The directions aud the movement of the wind are taken from the trace of a Beckley’s anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground.

Acquisition Act, I of 1894, aud with the previous sanction of the Governor-General iu 
Council the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to make the following rules in supersession of 
the rules issued under section 59 of Act X of 1870 and published under notification, dated 
tKe 4th November 1889, at pages 898-900, £art I, of the Calcutta Gazette of the 6th idem. 


RULES UNDER THEliAffD ACQUISITION ACT, I OF 1894. 

1 When auy revenue-paying land is acquired under the Land Acquisition Act (I of 
iciqjn *the.Dronrietor shall, except as provided iu rule 6, be relieved of liability to pay revenue 
to the extent of the Government demand upon the said land, and such relief shall have 
effect from the date on which the Collector may take possession of the land on account of 

Government.^ cft8es * t i ie Collector shall, before making an award, asoertain, in accordance 
with the two next following rules, and record the amount of Government mnw whwh in 
to be taken as payable in respect of the acquired portion, and shall, m the event of a refer¬ 
ence being made to a Court, furnish the Court, at the time of making the re/eronot, with 
particulars of the amount of the share so ascertained and recorded. 

8. If the land to be acquired be an entire estate or tenure assessed With a specific 
amount of revenue, the whole of such amount shall be remitted. 

4. If the land be not liable for a specific amount of revenue, but be a portion of au 
estate or tenure which is liable for a specific amount, the proportion of Government revenue 
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to be deemed payable in respect of tbe land taken shall be ascertained under the following 
rules :— 

Is#*—When an estate has, within twenty years next preceding the date of the com* 
mencement of proceedings for the acquisition of any land situate therein, 
been subjected to a detailed settlement, or has formed portion of an estate 
brought under partition under the Estates' Partition Act, VIII (B.C.) of 
1876, made after inquiry into and record of the assets of the estate, 
the Government revenue to be deemed payable in respect of the slfid land 
shall bear to the assets of the said land the same proportion as the Gov¬ 
ernment revenue of the whole estate bears to the assets of the whole estate, 
as shown in the settlement or partition proceedings. 

2nd —When there has been no such settlement or partition as aforesaid, then, if 
the area of the estate is known with accuracy tbe amount of Government 
revenue to be deemed payable in respect of the portion of the land taken 
shall bear to the Government revenue of the whole estate the same propor¬ 
tion as the area of the said portion bears to the area of the whole estate. 

3rd .—When the Government revenue deemed payable in respect of the land taken 
cannot be determined by either of the above rules, one-fourth of the net 
rent the gross rental less a deduction of 10 per cent, for the expenses 
of collection) of the said land shall be taken to he the amount of Govern¬ 
ment revenue thereon chargeable. 

5. In determining the amount of compensation to be awarded, the Collector shall 
take into consideration the fact that the land acquired is subject to the burden of the 
payment of Government revenue. 

6. In the event of the proprietor declining to accept an abatement of revenue, such 
circumstance.shall not entitle him to any compensation over and above the amount fixed 
fot* tbe award under section 23 of the Act on the original basis of calculation. In cases, 
however, in which the area of the portion of land acquired does not exceed one-twentieth 
part of the area of the estate, it shall be competent to the Revenue authorities, it the 
proprietor of the estate so desire, to pay to the proprietor the computed value of the 
revenue deemed payable iu respect of such portion on the condition of his continuing to 
pay the revenue of the entire estate without abatement: provided that, in computing the 
value of the revonue so assigned, the basis of calculation shall not exceed the number of 
years’ purchase (if known) upon which the market value of the proprietor’s profits, i,e. 9 
the amount of compensation to be awarded for the land, has been determined. Thus, 
if the market value of the said profits' has been computed at twelve years’ purchase, the 
capitalised value of the revenue deemed payable in respect of the portion of land acquired 
shall be calculated at not more than twelve years’ purchase of the amount of revenue in 
question. 

7. When there is any question whether the land to be acquired is part of a revenue- 
paying estate, or is revenue-free, the Collector shall decide the matter before making his 
award, leaving it to the claimants to apply for a reference to the Court if they object to his 
decision. In case of a reference being applied for, the Collector shall, if he has decided that 
the land is revenue-free, determine the amouut of revenue which would be payable for it in 
the event of its being held to belong to the revenue-paying estate of which it is alleged to 
form a part. 

8. To enable him to caloulate accurately the additional compensation to be given 
under section 23 (2) of the Act, and to keep up fully and clearly his registers of all lands 
occupied and compensation paid for them, the Collector shall invariably record separately his 
finding under the first head of section 23 (1) of the Act, which concerns the market value of 
the land. 

9. The procedure laid down as to the payment of the compensation money in oases of 
references under section 18 shall apply also to references under section 30 or, section 35. 
The compensation-money, or, if any of the parties are willing to accept payment of their 
shares and payment to them is admissible, tbe portion of it which is in dispute and cannot 
be paid away shall be deposited in Court when the reference is made. 

10. In giving notice of the award under section* 12 (2) and tendering payment under 
section 31 (1) to such of the persons interested as were not present personally or by their 
representatives when the award was made, the Collector shall require them to appear person¬ 
ally or by representatives by a certain date, to receive payment of the compensation awarded 
to them, intimating also that no interest will be allowed to them if they fail to appear. If 
they do not appear, and do not apply for a reference to the Civil Court under section 18, the 
Collector shall, after such further endeavour to Becure their attendance as may seem desir¬ 
able, cause the amounts due to be paid into the Treasury on revenue deposit, and vouched for 
in the form prescribed by rule 5 on page 211 of the Civil Account Code, Volume I, 6th 
edition. When the payees ultimately claim payment of sums placed on deposit, the amounts 
will be paid to them in the same manner as ordinary revenue deposits, under the authority 
of the Collector. Whenever payment is claimed through a representative, whether before or 
after deposit of the amount awarded, such representative must show legal authority for 
receiving the compensation on behalf of his principal.

The 30 th April 1895.--Iii supersessiou of the rules for cultivation leasee of small lots 
of waste land in the district of Chittagong, published with this Government’s notification 
dated the 7th May 1880, in the Calcutta Gazette of the 12th idem, and printed at pages 27-30 
of the Board's Waste Lands Mauual, 1888, the Lieutenant-Governor, with the previous 
sanction of His Excellency the Governor-General in Council, is pleased to direct the publi¬ 
cation of the followiug revised rules for general information.

Seoy. to the Govt, of Bengal. 

1. In leasing waste lands in a deltaic tract, care should bo takeu to lease areas suffi¬ 
ciently large and compact to admit of economical embanking. 

2. In order to avoid interference with the operation of the Forest Department, care 
should be taken that no large uuculturable tract, such as forest-clad hills, and no lands 
entirely surrouuded by hills, and no lands included in the areas proposed by the Collector for 
euforestation, should be iucluded in such leases, 

3. Where a District Board road ruus through or alongside the tract for which settle¬ 
ment is applied for, no land lying within a distance of 60 feet from either edge of such road 
should be settled. 

4. Selection of settlement-holders.— Care should be taken that the persons admitted to 
settlement are substantial men. Residents near the waste lands leased should be preferred 
to outsiders. Other things being equal, the earliest of two or more applicants for the same 
area should have the preference. When several persons of equal or nearly equal merit have 
applied for the same area, it may be put up to auction and settled with the one who offers 
the highest lump sum for settlement. When the area to be leased requires embanking on 
an extensive scale, it may sometimes be advisable to give a joint lease to a number of 
substantial persons, who will be jointly and severally responsible for the rent assessed, and 
can apportion the lands amongst themselves as conveniout. 

5* Term of settlement .—The settlement should ordinarily be granted for a term which 
will expire* at the same lime as the Noabad taluki settlement of the thana in which the lands 
* leased are situate. 

6. Rent assessed. —Each case must be treated on its own merits, taking into considera¬ 
tion the initial exponseof bringing the lands under cultivation, the quality of the lauds, &c\, 
but the following principles are laid down for guidance :— 

(а) If the lands are not cultivable at the time the lease is granted, they should 

ordinarily be leased rent-free for such a term of years, not exceeding live, as 
will, in the opinion of the Settlement Officer, be required to bring one-quarter 
of the area under cultivation. 

(б) A rate should be fixed, which should be regardod as the full rate domandable wheu 

the lands are brought under cultivation. 

(c) The conditions of the lease should be such that the full rate should come into force 

from the date when it is considered probable that the entire area will have been 
brought under cultivation. 

(d) Settlements at progressive rates may be given, but there should in no case be 

more than two gradations in the increase of rents. The gradations should be 
so fixed that the progressive rates should be in proportion to the probable 
progress in cultivation. For instance, a lease is to be given of 100 drones, 
of which the full rate, if the lands were under cultivation, would be Rs. 24 a 
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drone. It is estimated that it will take five years to bring 25 drones or one- 
quarter [Rule (#)] under cultivation. It is also estimated that, after another 
period of five year*, 50 drones will be under cultivation, and the whole area 
after a third period of five years. In such a rase no rents should he fixed for 
the first term of five years, quarter rates or Bs. (> should be assessed on the 
whole area afier the first five years, half rates or JJ«. 12 after the second period 
of five years, and full rates or Its. 24 after the third period. 

(e) In calculating the full rate provided for in (6), care should be taken to allow for 
any such recurring charge as the repairs of embankments. 

(/) No new jote with a rent of less than Re. 1 should be brought upon the tauzi. 
The rent Bhould ordinarily be fixed in multiples of four annas, never in multi¬ 
ples of less than two annas. 

7. Procedure .—The Assistant Settlement Officer should take a kabuliyat in the form 
appended to these rules from the selected settlement-holders, and forward the record to the 
Settlement Officer for h»s sanction. 

8. When the settlement has been sanctioned by the Settlement Officer, the record will 
be forwarded to the khas tabsildars concerned for realization of rent. 

9. If, with regard to any application, a survey is necessary, the applicant shall deposit, 
to meet the expense of such survey, a sum not exceeding four annus per acre of the estimated 
area. But no such deposit is to be taken until the Settlement Officer has decided that the 
lands in question are such as can he settled. If the cost of survey exceeds 4 annas por acre, 
the balance shall be paid by the applicant before he receives the kabuliyat. 

10. If the boundaries of the lands settled are not clearly defined by natural features, 
they are to be demarcated by boundary marks, the nature and number of which shall bo 
determined by the Settlement Officer, against whoso orders there shall be no appeal, and the 
lessee shall engage to iToct and maintain such boundary marks at his own expense, failing 
which the Settlement Officer may do so, and realize the cost incurred from the lessee under 
the Certificate Act. This condition is to be included in the lessee's lease and kabuliyat. 

11. After the conclusion of the present settlement operations, these rules will be 
followed in dealing with any application for the settlement of waste lands, and in that case, 
wherever in the above rules the words “Settlement Officer” or “Assistant Settlement 
Officer” occur, it will be understood that the Collector of the distiict, or the local khas tahsil- 
dars respectively, are referred to. 

12. For all jotes whose rent does not exceed Rs. 10, one b ist will be fixed payable on 
the 25th January. The rent of jotos paying over Its. 10 will be made payable in two kists, 
viz., 6 annas on the 25th May, and 10 annas on the 25th January. 

13. Any land covered by the lease which may at any time be required for a public 
purpose, may be taken up by Government free of cost, a reduction being made in the rent 
payable under the lease proportional to the area taken up by the Government; but the value 
of any improvement or property therein shall be paid to the lessee, and shall be assessed: 
under the provisions of the law in force for the time being for the acquisition of land for 
public purpose*.

(6) That the right of using all streams and channels in any way navigable shall be 
reserved to the public, as also the use of a tow-path not less than 25 feet in width on 
each side of every such stream and oh an n el. No right of fishery, and no right to dam up 
or otherwise obstruct the passage of any navigable channel, is given by this lease. 

(7) That all mineral products above and below the surface, and the full rights of the 
State in mines and minerals, and right of aocess and other reasonable convenience for 
working them on behalf of Government, are reserved.

4. Centenary .Review of the Researches of the Society 
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NEW MEMBER. 

Tho Hon’blo Sib Griffith Evans took his seat in Council. 

PROMOTION OF JOINT-MAGISTRATES TO DISTRICT JUDGESHIPS. 

The Ilon’ble Maulvi Serajul Islam Kiian Bahadur asked:— 

Whother it is a fact that, under the oxisting system, Joint-Magistrates of a 
few years’ standing and with no experience of civil work, arc promoted to the 
office of District Judges, and have to hear appeals against the decisions of 
Subordinate Judges of long standing and varied oxporionco ? Whether the 
working of tho systorn is found satisfactory ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Risley, in the abscnco of tho Ilon’ble Mr. Cotton, 
replied:— 

“ All (he permanent Judges in Bengal aro senior officors and vary in 
standing from fifteen to thirty-four years’ sorvico. But it is occasionally found 
necessary to appoint junior officers to officiate as District Judges during the 
absence of the permanent incumbent on leave or deputation, and acting Judge- 
ships for temporary periods are therefore held in some cases by officers of only 
eight or nine years’ service who have not yet made their choice .between the 
Judicial and Executive branches. The Lieutenant-Governor is always careful 
to select officors as senior as possible to act as Judges, and proposals which 
have been made to strengthen the hands of Government in this direction, by 
postponing the date at which the selection of tho Judicial or Executive line is 
made, are now under consideration.” 

THE LAND RECORDS MAINTENANCE BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bucklanij moved that the Report of tho Select Committee 
on tho Bill to provide for tho maintenance of the Records of Rights in Bengal 
and for the recovery of tho cost of Cadastral Surveys and Settlements he taken 
into consideration in order to tho settlement of the clauses of the Bill. Ho 
said:— 

“ I intimated at the last meeting of tho Council that I would reserve tho 
observations which I had to make till the present occasion, so that hon’blo 
members might have time to read tho Report of the Select Committee and make 
themselves hotter acquainted with fho provisions of the Bill. It therefore now 
devolves upon me to explaiu briefly what is stated in the Committee’s report. 
But before doing so, I wish to offer somo remarks on the speech of the Ilon’ble 
the Maharaja of Dakbuanoa at tho mooting of tho Council, which was hold on 
the 9th of March last, and which was published for tho first time in the Calcutta 
Gazette of the 10th instant. When his remarks were made in Council on the 9tlr 
a of March, I replied at the time that 1 was not able to hear all that the hon’ble 
member said, and that I would rosovvo to a future occasion such answers as I 
might have to give to what was then said. The objections which were takon by 
the hon’ble member to the Bill, have, as ho will find, been met in several very 
important particulars. The llon'blo tub Maharaja complainod that there woro 
two omissions in the early portion of the Bill to which ho felt ho should call 
attention. The first of those omissions was that there was no provision for the 
procedure to be followed by the Registrar of Mutations. I can say now that wo 
have provided amply sufficient procedure for the Registrar of Mutations to 
follow. We have in doing so adopted mainly the provisions of tho Indian 
Registration Act III of 1877. Tho next omission to which the llon’ble the 
Maharaja drew attention was the omission of any provision for abolishing 
patwaris as they now exist under Regulation Xll of 1817. That was no 
doubt a very fair criticism for tho Hon’blo the Maharaja to offer on the Bill. 
At that moment our tonguos wero tied and we could say nothing upon this 
point, but since then, as is known to the Council, thoro have boen published 
in the Calcutta Gazette of tho 27th March last, some forty pages of printed 
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correspondence betwoen this Government and the Government of India with 
regard to the ropoal of Regulation XII of 1817, which is the law relating to 
patwaris. Any one who has read the papers which are contained in that corre¬ 
spondence will soe at a glance that any hopes held out by the Lieutenant-Governor 
to the landed interests in Bihar that the patwaris would be abolished have, so far 
as this Government is concerned, been amply redeemed by the efforts we have 
made to get this Regulation repealed. The patwari lias been thore described in 
various terms. He has boon termed a pestilent fellow, a political pawn, and a 

E otential nucleus of a village community. His merits and his shortcomings 
avo boon set out and regarded from every point of view. He has perhaps not 
been aware of all that was being written about him. If he had been, he 
would, 1 think, have been astonisliod to find that ho had become a person of 
so much importance. It would not be becoming on my part on this occasion 
to offer one word of comment on this correspondence. A decision has been 
arrived at by the Government of India on a full consideration of all that has 
boon said for or against the patwari, and I take it that it is becoming to this 
Government, as it is their duty, to bow loyally to that decision. But this is a 
sufficient explanation, L venturo to think, of tho omission to which the Hon’ble 
the Maharaja drew attention in his speech on the 9th March. Tho hon’ble mem¬ 
ber also on that occasion suggested that tho Rules made under tho Act, before 
being put into force, should bo published in tho Calcutta Gazette for a period of 
at least three months. Wo have endeavoured to moot his wishes by providing in 
the present revised Bill that the Rules published under the Act should, in accord¬ 
ance with section 190 of tho Bengal Tenancy Act, bo published for one mouth 
before they aro confirmed. Tho hon’ble member also drew our attention to 
section 10 of the original Bill in which we provided for a penalty on persons 
who fail to do their duty by giving notice of transfers or successions, and said 
that ho thought that liability to such penalty should be safeguarded by some 
such words as voluntarily or negligently. It will be found that the words 
* voluntarily or negligently’ have been introduced into section 24 of the 
Bill as now revised. The Hon’ble the Maharaja also drew attention to section 
21 of tho original Bill, an important section, which provided for payment of the 
cess by tennre-holdors and raiynts and for its recovery through zamindars. The 
objections taken by my hon’blo friend were primarily that it was a distinct 
violation of the conditions of the Permanent Settlement. I venturo to 
think that that is an objection which has long since been disposed of, but 
wo have more than mot the hon’blo member’s wishes by striking out all referenco 
to a cess from the Bill. As I said in Council on a previous occasion, there is a 
bill to be paid, and all that has to be done is to settle tho simplest way of paying 
it. There is no occasion now to call it a cess, because wo havo, in deference to 
tho wishes of the proprietary intorest in the land which my hon’blo friend so 
ably represents, struck out all the provisions of the original Bill for collecting 
the charges through tbe zamindars. These Jure the main criticisms which the 
Hon’blo the Maharaja levelled at the Bill at tho meeting of Council to which 
I havo referred, and I think 1 may claim that steps havo been taken to'meet his 
wishes to a great extent. 

• “ With these preliminary remarks I will now turn to the Roport of the 

Select Committee. We purposely drafted the Report fully and amply, and I 
think we have dealt with nearly every section of any importance; it will not 
therefore be necossary for me to take up tho time of the Council by going 
through all the sections of the Bill. The main changes which have been made 
in the Bill, if I may so say, consist in making cortain omissions. We have, for 
instance, omitted sections 4 and 5 of the original Bill, which provided additional 
facilities for tho operation of the Land Registration Act. Tho idea of Govern¬ 
ment was, as advantage was not taken of tho benefits of tho Land Registration 
Act as gonorally and completely as might havo been, to afford facilities, for the 
bettor carrying out of that Act by the multiplication of small registration 
offices; but it lias boeu on the whole thought bettor to drop those provisions, and 
the result therefore is that this Bill now assumos the form of providing for the 
maintenance of the record of tenant rights and not of proprietary rights also. 

“ We havo also omitted section 8 of the original Bill which provided for 
proprietors of land boing called upon to state whether they omitted or refused 
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to admit transfers which it was proposed to register. That section has been 
omitted in deference to the views of landlords whose interests my hon’ble 
friend the Maharaja of Darbhakga represents. 

“Wo have also struck out section 9 of the original Bill, which provided for 
the presumptive force to be given to mutations in rent suits. It has been 
thought better to leave the courts to decide what force entries in these registers 
should have. It would of course be very difficult to say beforehand what 
force they should have. That they will have some force in evidence is certain, 
having regard to section 35 of the Evidence Act, as they will be entries in a 
public register and therefore they will be relevant facts. 

“We have also struck out the old section 13. I said so much on the last 
occasion on this point that I need only mention that that was the section which 
provided that the Civil Courts should forward to the Sub-ltegistrars memoranda 
of decisions arrived at by the courts affecting rights in land. 

“ These aro the chief changes which Wo have effected by way of omissions. 

“We have also introduced some changes of importance in the Bill which 1 
will briefly recapitulate. From paragraph 7 of the Report of the Select Com¬ 
mittee it will bo soen that we have provided that notices of transfers may be 
received after the expiry of four months. Notice would not bo absolutely shut 
out by that period. The proposal now is that, if a notice of transfer is not given 
within four months, then a somewhat higher tee must be paid, and the person 
giving the notice will Ire liable to a penalty; but here again we propose that he 
shall bo saved from being penalised if ho uomes forward and gives notice of the 
transfer at any time before proceedings aro instituted against 1dm. We have 
also provided that a notico given by any one person releases all other persons 
from giving notico of the same transfer or succession, and that registration 
under the Indian Registration Act of an instrument transferring a tenant right 
releases all porsons from giving to the Registrar of Mutations separate notice of 
the same transfer. I think that this will be appreciated as a very reasonable 
concession to the public convenience. 

“We have also in soction 15 of tho Bill now before us provided, as far as 
one can provide, for continuity in the registration of mutations. The marginal 
note to this section is:—‘ Procedure when transferor’s name not in record of 
rights.’ Tho idea is that wo should do our best, by notice in the village and by 
beat of drum, to get hold of the alleged transferor, and if nobod}’ comes forward 
to deny that the alleged transferor or deceased person through whom succession 
is claimed was at the time of tho alleged transfer in possession, then tho name of 
the alleged transferor will be insertod in the register of mutations. By this 
means we hope, as far as possible, to maintain continuity of registration. It will 
be a very difficult thing to do, and possibly there may be blanks in the register, 
but we have endeavoured to do all wo can in the matter. 

“We havo also dealt in section 23 of the present Bill with what have been 
called the automatic sanctions of the measure. In dealing with these sanctions 
we havo endeavoured to make it as easy for both parties as we can, and by an 
amendment, of which notice has not been given, wo propose to mako the penalty 
less severe to persons failing to do their duty under the section j or rather we 
propose to give more opportunities for getting off the poualty. We have pro¬ 
vided that a person who would otherwise lie under a disability is to be freed 
from the disability if he can show that he has given the notice. We do not 
now make it necessary for a party to prove that the transfer has actually been 
registered; we exculpate him* if he has given notice and done all that was in his 
power to do. We havo also at the end of section 23 provided that the court in 
which any suit is filed shall give tho defendant sufficient time to enable him to 
give such notico. In fact, as tho section now stands, and as I propose to further 
amend i*, suffioiont opportunities will be provided for any person who is at all 
anxious to do his duty under the Act to escape without being penalised. But 
we maintain, and we must maintain, that there must be some pressure on tho 
parties to do what is required, and as much concession is being made as is 
compatible with tho maintenance of some prossure on landlords and tenants 
rospectivoly to do their duty under the Act. 

“Ido not propose to dotain tho Council by running over the sections 
which now form l*art II of the Bill relating to the procedure which 
been adopted, as will bo soen from tlie marginal references givon in tho Bill 
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from the Indian- Registration Act. I will therefore pass on to Part III, the 
Part which provides for the recovery of the expenses of survey and of the prepara¬ 
tion of a record of rights. As I said fust now, all reference to a cess has been 
removed, and this Part of the Bill really assumes now the form of an amplifica¬ 
tion of section 114 of the Bengal Tenancy Act. Wo do not proposo to strike 
out that section or to repeal it. What is proposed is that we should take power 
to adopt an alternative procedure—a procedure not alternative in its main 
principles, but alternative so far in that it supplies details which have been 
found in the actual experience of the working of the section to be 'wanting. 
For instance, in section 28 we proposo to take power to recover not only from 
proprietors, landlords and tenants the cost of survey and settlement, but also 
from rent-free owners and occupiers. It is obvious that they will also derive 
benefit from survey and settlement proceedings, and it is but fair that they 
should pay their quota of the expense. 

“ In section 29 also we have provided for a small point in which some diffi¬ 
culty has been experienced. It has’sometimes been held that when a local 
area, say a district, has been notified for survey and settlement proceedings, the 
recovery of tho charges of such proceedings can only be effected over tho same 
area as was originally notified. Wo proposo therefore to take power to rocovor 
tho charges of survey and settlement over any part of that notified area in 
which the survey-settlement proceedings have arrived at a stage to admit of 
recovery being mado. The intention is, of course, that such recovery shall 
not bo mado ovor a very small area such as a field or two, but over some 
largo areas, such as a tliana or sub-division, as may be found most convenient. 

“The last section to which I shall have to allude now is section 32, in which 
we propose to take power to recover from the successors in interest of those 
who were living at tho time the survey-settlement proceedings were being 
carried out. The question has been raised whether, if the persons who were 
alive at tho time when the proceedings were being carried out are not alivo or 
are not forthcoming when the charges for the survey-settlement proceedings have 
to be paid, their successors in interest should be liable for those charges. We 
proposo now to provide that they should be, so that persons having interests 
in the land should know that if the charges for survey-settlement proceedings 
have not been paid by their predecessors, they will havo to pay them. 

“ There is hardly any other change of importance to which I need 
allude, except porhaps the appellate provisions in section 34. We havo pro¬ 
vided for an appeal from evory order of a Registrar of Mutations affecting any 
entry in the Register of Mutations, within one month from the date thereof, 
to the Collector of tho district, and that tho letter’s decision on such appeal shall 
be final. We have thought over this provision vory carefully in Select Com¬ 
mittee, and we considered that, having regard to the smallness for the most 
part of the operations with which this Act will deal, it will bo quite sufficient to 
provide for one appoal to the Collector of the district. I presume that it would 
always bo open to any person aggrieved by such decision on appeal to seek 
relief in the civil court. It is not necessary for us to say so. 

“I do not proposo to detain the Council any longer, but before sitting down 
I should* like to thank my hon’ble colleagues in the Solcct Committer* for all the 
trouble they took and tho great assistance they afforded in arriving at the 
conclusions embodied in the revised Bill. Tho Committee sat nino times, and 
I think I may say that evory word, every syllable, and every letter in the 
Bill was carefully considered. 

“ With these remarks I beg to move tho Motion that stands in my name.” 

The Hon’ble the Maharaja op Darbhanoa said:—“I take this opportunity 
to thank the Government and the members of the Select Committee for the very 
conciliatory way* in which they havo treated tho suggestions made by the 
various Associations representing the landholders of Bengal. There is, 
however, one question of principle which 1 think has as yet boon overlooked- 
but which I mentioned in my speech on a former occasion. Not only the land, 
lords, but many of the representative associations of the raiyats as well, including 
the Indian Association, have submitted that cadastral surveys ought to be 
undertaken only in special cases of agrarian disputes, or in those eases where 
the zamindars or the raiyats specially ask for it. I do not wish to question 
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in any way the right of the Government to have a Cadastral Survey even in 
those cases in which the raiyats or zamindars do not need it for their own 
purposes, hut in all those cases I have always maintained that the expense 
of making the survey ought to bo borne entirely by the Government as 
was done in the Benares Division. When it comes to the question of the bill 
being paid, it is only just and equitable that the classes ojt persons, who have to 
pay that bill, should first be asked as to their willingndss to pay the bill. No 
doubt the Government was actuated by the best of motives in ordering the 
Cadastral Survey of Bihar, but it is a question of difference of opinion, and in 
a matter of this sort 1 think the persons most interested, that is to say, the 
raiyats and z.amindars, ought to be in a position to know their own interests far 
better than the Govornmont. Although it may be that there are in many cases 
some benefits to be derived from a Cadastral Survey, it may be found that 
the price to bo paid for those benefits is much larger than what the parties 
interested care to pay, and in such cases 1 think it is extremely unjust to make 
those parties liable for the payment of the bill of costs. I would therefore have 
liked to seo some provision inserted in tho Bill to the effect that where the 
majority of tho raiyats of a village object to tho survey, where they think that 
the expense and vexation that a survey is likely to entail far outweigh the 
benefits they are likely to obtain; in such cases I think that certainly the raiyats 
should be exempted from the payment of the expense. The non-introduction 
of any provision of this sort sooins to me the best proof of the fact that there 
aro many cases in which the raiyats themselves might object to a survey. 

“Theso are tho only remarks I wish to make on tho spooch which has just 
been delivered by my hon’ble friend, the mover of the Bill. All the other 
points contained in my former speech have been met by the alterations which 
have been made in the Bill by tho Select Committeo, but the portion of tho 
speech which refers to this point has not been touched. I therefore take this 
opportunity to entor my most strong protest against, this policy of meddlesome 
Philanthropy which no doubt has been actuated by good motives, but which in 
many cases, instead of doing any good to the raiyats might do them much 
harm. I am not speaking here as the representatives of the laudlox-ds, but I 
speak after having consulted such men as tho Hon’ble Batuj Surendranath 
Baneiejee and others, who are supposed to be representatives of the raiyats.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Buokeand also moved that the clauses of the Bill be 
considered in the form recommended by the Select Committee. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Hon’ble Maharaja Sir Litcumessttr Singh Bahadur op Dakbhanga 
moved that, after section 1, the following section be inserted:— 

‘On the commencement of this Act in any district or part of a district so much of 
Regulation XII of 1817 os has not been repealed shall be repealed in such district or part of 
*a district.’ 

He said :—“ My object in moving this amendment is that after the Cadas¬ 
tral Survey of a district or part of a district has been completed, the work of the 
patwari practically ceases as far as his submission to Government of any 
statistical papers are concerned, because, with such an elaborate system of 
registration of the record of rights, I think all the papers the Government are 
likely to need will be forthcoming from the office of the Rural Registrars. 
Over and above this, when the Cadastral Survey of Bihar was first under¬ 
taken, a very important section of the community which was represented by 
the Bihar Planters’ Association agreed to the Cadastral Survey on the distinct 
understanding that the patwari was to be abolished and that they would get 
certain facilities for 'tho recovery of rents. Although we are very thankful 
to the Bengal Government for having done their very best to have the patwari 
abolished, still I humbly submit that unless the patwari is abolished, there 
will bo a sort of fooling among certain classes of the community—it might be 
an ill-founded feeling-—that the Government had broken its promise. 1 am 
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not ono of those who would for a inoment believe that, but still I think that the 
feeling is likely to be created. X think therefore that the host thing that can 
be done under the circumstance is, if possible, to abolish the patwari alto¬ 
gether. Then as regards the information that zemindars are often called upon 
to furnish to the Government in the shape of Road Coss Returns, we find very 
often that we have to work through these patwaris, and we havo no other alterna¬ 
tive but to make these patwaris do our work; and very often theso patwaris 
for their own purposes, and knowing very well that zamindars have no power 
either to dismiss or to punish them in any way, purposely delay in submitting 
these road cess returns, and in such cases it is not the patwari who is punished 
but the zamindar who is fined for the delay; whereas really tho delay is not 
causod by the zamindar but by the patwari. However, if the Government still 
thinks that tho zamindar should be made liable for tho submission of Road Cess 
Returns, it is only fuir that they should give him tho power to dismiss the pat¬ 
wari through whom he has to work, or to punish him for his contumacy.” 

Tho Hon’bio the President said:—“I am obliged to announce to the 
Council that I cannot allow this amendment to bo put. The Council is bound by 
the Rules which are laid down by the Government of India with regard to the 
scope or limitation of any Bill which is brought before it or is discussed in it. 
A clause to abolish this Patwari Regulation was embodied in the Draft Bill 
which was sent up by the Government of Bengal to tlie Government of India, 
but it was struck out by tho orders of His Excellency the Viceroy and Gover¬ 
nor General of India in Council. It is impossible therefore for the Government 
to re-introduce a section which has been struck out by the Government of India, 
and what the Government cannot do a private Member of this Council cannot 
do. Recognising the great authority of the Ilon’ble the Maharaja of Dar- 
iuianua, both on account of his personal character and tho interests which he 
represents, I thought it right not to interfere until he had finished his speech, 
but I am obliged to say that I cannot permit any further discussion of the 
question, and 1 cannot allow the amendment to bo put. 

“The same remarks apply to the amendment No. 19in the List of Businoss 
which stands in the name of tho Ilon’blo Mb. GHosEwitli the object of providing 
a summary procedure for tho recovery of arrears of rent. It is woll known to 
hon’ble members and to the Council how entirely I sympathize with tho 
proposal that he has made. But it would bo an alteration in tho substantive 
provisions of the Bill which we have receivod the sanction of the Government 
of India to introduce, and it is beyond the power of this Government to 
introduce a substantive change of this kind while the Bill is under discussion. 

I shall solicit tho assistance of my hon’ble friend in preparing a draft of 
future legislation to carry out the object which both he and I have in viow, 
but I am obliged to say that I cannot allow those amendments to be put to tho 
Council on the present occasion.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ghose moved that section 5 of the Bill bo omitted. He 
said:— 

• • “ I do not think it is either necessary or desirable for the purposes of this 

Bill to retain section 5. It has been pointed out by every public body which has 
been consulted in reference to this Bill, including the British Indian Association, 
the Property Defence Association, and last, but not least, tho Chamber of 
Commerce, that under the Road Cess Act landlords are required to furnish 
periodical returns showing the names of holders of estates and tenures, and 
also of raiyats and giving various other particulars. It is difficult to see 
what useful object is to be obtained by insisting upon the submission of 
certain additional returns under this Bill. I am bound to say that the other 
day, when I had tho advantage of a conversation on this subject with 
the learned Officiating Advocate-General, ho was good enough to point out 
that there is ono particular item of information which was not contained 
in the returns under the Road Coss Act, and that is the number and descrip¬ 
tion of the particular plots and fields which may be in the possession of 
various tenants. 1 submit that even if this additional information is obtained, 
in my humble opinion it will be of very little use to the Government, and I Bay, 
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with reference to the observations of tire hon’ble member in charge 6f tire Bill 
with regard to the presumption of relevancy, that in most parts of Bengal 
transfers of tenant rights inter vivos have no legal validity whatever without the 
assent of the landlord ; and therefore when you have this additional information 
you will find that, except in the very few cases in which tho landlord has 
acknowledged tho transfer for a consideration, and may have made the necessary 
mutation of names in liis own books, his returns will not show these transfers at 
all. In tho majority of cases tho names of the old tenants will continue to 
be retained in spite of any transfer which may bavo taken place ; therefore you 
will have those zamindari returns mostly in conflict with tho official rogister of 
mutations, and it is difficult to soe how such returns will be of any use. But in 
spite of this, if the Government still think this information will bo of any use, I; 
submit that tho better course will bo, instead of insisting upon two sots of returns' 
under two different enactments, to facilitate matters the additional information 
required may bo included within the returns furnished under the Road Cess Act, 
and for that purpose the form given in the first scliedulo of that Act may be 
amonded. By adopting this course landlords will bo saved a great deal of 
trouble and worry and qxponso, and instead of their submitting two different sets 
of returns, ouo rotirrn will suffice. With that viow and to spare all unnecessary 
hardship, I move that section 5 of tho Bill be omitted. ” 

The Hon'blo Mr. Bijckuand said:—“Tho Government are not prepared to 
accept tho lion’blo member's amendment. Tho point of flio lion’blo member’s 
remarks, if I rightly apprehend them, is that all that is necessary will bo supplied 
by an amendment of the Road Cess Act. I do not know whether tho hon’ble 
membor is aware that under tho Road Cess Act Returns aro not made annually, 
as we may desire to have them made under the Maintenance of Records Bill. 
Ordinarily, valuations and re-valuations of districts do not take place until 
after periods of five years, and it may be longer, and it is considered much 
better that this Act should bo solf-contained rather than that another Act should 
be amended so as to work into tho purposes of this Act. There is nothing at all 
novel in tho principle of this section. Ever since the passing of tho Patwari Regu¬ 
lations of 1817, it has been within the power of the Government to get very 
similar information from zamindars. A provision very much to the same effect 
as section 5 of this Bill found a place in the draft Bill appended to Sir Antony 
MacDonnell’s Minute of the 25th of September 1893, ami a provision similar 
to this was rocommonded by the Calcutta Conference of experts in settlement 
matters, which assembled in tho cold weather of 1893-94. 1 may also point 

out, as perhaps the Council aro not aware of the fact, that in other Provinces 
power has been taken by the Govcnimcnt to procure similar information from 
the owners and occupiers of lands. I hold in my hand a selection from the 
Revenue Laws of the North-Western. Provinces, the Central Provinces, Oudh 
and the Punjab; and I find that by section 9 of Act XIII of 1882, the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh Kanungos nnd Patwaris Act, provision has been 
made for such information to be furnished by the owners and occupiers of land. 
I will road an extract of this section to the Council :— 

* For tho purpose of preparing tho register.? or accounts prescribed by tbe said Oudh 
Land Revenue Aot, 1876, or by any rule mado tbereundor, every owner or oooupier of land 
in any Patwari’s Circle, and tbe agent of every such owner or oecupior, shall furnish to the 
patwari of such circle, the kanungo or such person as the Deputy Commissioner may appoint 
in this behalf, such information, at such times, as tho Chiof Commissioner may from time to 
time by rule prescribe.’ 

“ Again, similar provision is to bo found in section 128 of the Central 
Provinces Land Revenue Act XIII of 1881, and also in section 40 of the Punjab 
Land Revenue. Act XVII of 1887. What wo want to obtain (and I think it 
will be very beneficial to landlords to have on record their view of tho state of 
affairs in their estates as it appears in their own papers), is to have mutations of 
the record of rights, as they are known to and acknowledged by proprietors, 
brought into comparison with the transfers brought to our notice by tenants. 
I know it has been said, and it was said in Select Committee, that it will be 
impossible for the statements furnished by proprietors to afford any check on 
the lists of transfers of which notice has. been given by tenants. It may be so or 
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it may not be so; but ;wo think weshouid-gefcf rota both ,sides all\ the transfers 
that are effected and ackno wledged: and that is the ideal at which the Bill aims. 
At .any rate it is out of. the question to amend the • Road . Cess Act for 
purpose and-to postpone the filing of'.these statements for five years or .more 
when we shall want them to be furnished annually. It is therefore mj duty to 
oppose this amendment.” 


The Hon'bje Maulvi Muhammad Yusuf, Khan Bahaduk, said:—“ Xn the 
observations which have been made by the hon’ble mover of the amendment in 
support of this amendment, I agreo to a very considerable extent,, The 
Council will remember that the question raised by this amendment is one of 
the questions which were largely discussed at the time when the Bill was 
referred to the Select Committee. On that occasion I ventured to make a full 
statement of my objections to this section, or rather to the corresponding 
section in the original. I still entertain the opinion that the section under, 
discussion is out of place in a Bill, the ostensible object of which is to maintain 
the record prepared under the operation of Chapter X of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act. That record deals with the dotails and particulars 1 elating to the tenant’s 
rights. Tin’s section is therefore foreign to the principal subjeot of the Bill. 
But quite apart- fr<>m that view, the section is open to objections of a more 
serious nature. This section is calculated to force the hand of the zamindar in 
a most unsatisfactory manner. There is some little difficulty in ascertaining 
the precise law relating to the transfer of a right of occupancy, but I think 
I stand upon safe giound when 1 say that, unless there is a custom to tho 
contrary, the transfer of a right «>f occupancy by the tenant is not valid 
unless such transfer is effected with tho consent or the landlord. Now, if a 
landlord has to make a return, and you ask him to state who are tho present 
tenants, and whether occupancy rights have been transferred or not, what is tho 
landlord to say ? Is he to state in his return, for instance, with reference to a 
particular tenuro which has changed hands, that the old tenant is still his tenant,, 
or is he to state the name of the transferee, or is he to state nothing and keep quiet 
under that head. If he is to state the name of the old tenant, he makes a 
false return; if he notices the fact of transfer and states the name of the 
transferee, then ho will bo looked upon as having consented to the transfer; if he 
is to notice the transfer with a note of his objection to the transfer, he will still 
be held to have treated the transferee as at least in present possession under the 
transfer, and he will prejudice himself in regard to his rights in various ways; 
if he says nothing under that head in his return, he will hot have complied with 
the requisition. This objection is sufficiently serious to render it inexpedient 
that a section like the present should be introduced in a Bill which do£s not 
profess to deal directly with the relative rights of the landlord and tenant, but 
which deals with the register as framed under section 114 of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act. Of course this objection will not arise if you ask tho zamindar to make a 
return relating to tenant’s right iu accordance with his own register; but that is 
probably not what is intended by the Government. 

“ Again, it is quite clear that other existing enactments contain sufficient 

S rovision to enable the Government to obtain every information from tho zatnin- 
ar, and under the machinery of those enactments ull necessary information is 
available, and no possible good is likely to result in multiplying modes of getting 
information. 

“ But there is still another objection of a still more serious character. There 
will be enormous practical difficulty in carrying out this section. The section 
provides that the zamindar is bound to make a return on the issue of a notifica¬ 
tion in the Calcutta Gazette. Tho issue of a notification iu the Calcutta Gazette 
constitutes all the notice he has of the intentions the Government that he 
is called upon to make a return; and if he omits to make a return, certain 
penal consequences arise. Now, 1 ask, how many of the ordinary landlords iu 
the mufassal subscribe to or read the Calcutta Gazette: their number is exceed¬ 


ingly small, and the large majority of them are even unaware of the existence 
of the Calcutta Gazette . The notice therefore is wholly insufficient. In other 
existing enactments in the matter of returns, greater facilities are afforded to 
the zamindars for informing themselves in regard to the intentions of the 
Government. In the Road Cess Act, section 14, a proclamation is contemplated, 
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and when a revaluation takes place, the matter is not left to the more issue of 
^notification in the Calcutta Gazette, hut the information is brought nearer 
home to the zamindars by the issue of a proclamation which is the next best 
mode of conveying information, tho best mode being a special notice issued to 
mrerv individual zamindar. I submit that this section should be omitted 
altogether from this Bill, or if it is retained, then some better mode of giving 
notice should be prescribed, or at all events the question of notice should be 
considered in connection with the provision relating to a penalty for omission 
to make a return. I may state that I had an amendment upon this section 
and also several other sections of this Bill, but l am precluded from bringing 
forward my amendments in consequence of some little delay in giving notice of 

those amendments. ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Brighton said“ With regird to the present amend¬ 
ment and the numerous others which will bo placed before us, 1 desire to 
remind hon’ble members of this Council of the valuable remarks which fell 
from the President ou the last occasion on which His Honour presided, with 
regard to the mode in which the Council should deal with the labours of Select 
Committees, the measure of confidence which the Council should extend to the 
results of their deliberations, and the reliance that should bo placed m the conaci- 

have left it 
have no 

wish to eulogise the outcome of our labours beyond repeating what lias 
fallen from the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill that there is no portion 
of the Bill which has not received most anxious attention, and no sugges¬ 
tion in the voluminous papers referred to us which has not received full 
consideration. I desire therefore to associate myself with the remarks made 
bv vour Honour on tho occasion to which I referred, and further to emphasize 
V o,y strongly that there could he no Bill to which they are more 
strictly applicable than the present one. There is no great question of 
principle involved in this Bill. We have merely endeavoured by a senes of 
details closely interwoven with each other to provide a system wduch will 
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testing the accuracy of the tenants’ noticos of transfer which is provided by the 
statements to be submitted by landlords under .section 5, we seriously jeopar¬ 
dise the success of the measure. It is essential that wo should obtain data 
from both sources of information. Criticisms have been made by both the 
hon’ble members who have spoken as to the eftoct of those statements ra 
embarrassing landlords who wish to protect themselves against the creation of 
unauthorized rights of occupancy by their tenants I wish to state most 
emphatically that the rights of landlords will not in the least degree be 
affected either by section 5 or any other section of tho Bill, feoction 5 in 
no wav requires landlords to ineludo in tlieir statements anything except a 
‘change’ in their tenants’ rights, and if they do not recognise the validity 
*of a transfer they need not report it. At the same time, if 1 heard correctly 
what was said by the hon’blo mover of the amendment, he appears to 
think that no transfers are valid anywhere unloss mi do with the consent of the 
landlord. This is hardly correct ; for in some parts of the country transfers 
are valid as being authorised by the custom of that portion of the I rovince 
of which the district of Kangpur is an example. The landlord lias, however, 
as I said above, every right to resist encroach menu of this kina, anil the Bill 

loaves his lights unimpaired. .... , . r , ,, 

« with regard to the mo le of publication otherwise than in the Gazette, 

a suggestion which fell from tho llou'ble Maulvt■ Muiiammap Yusup, I must 
confess that, speaking for myself, 1 regret that tlio proposal did not reach us 
sooner, but upon the whole I think we ought to retain section o as it stands *n 

the Bill.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Griffith Evans said :—“ T have one or two observations 
to offer on the question now under consideration. I do not take the same view 
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of i£ which the Hon’We Miut-vr MynAMMAD Yusup has done. I put it to the 
Council that it will really be to the benefit of the landlord that this reference 
should be made to him. The return ho makes will bo a public record, and will 
be considered to be a statement made under compulsion of law, and will be adrnis* 
sible as evidence of relevant facts. It may be that there will bo a large number 
of transfers of occupancy lights recorded, although the zamindar may truthfully 
say that no changes have taken placein his tenants’ rights, becauso in parts of the 
country where transfers are not possible without the assent of the zamindnr, he 
would have a right to say that no changes have taken place in his raiyats’ rights 
notwithstanding that there may have been all sorts of invalid documents made! 
Therefore, . the result would be, as far as the landlord is concerned, that there 
may be from time to time a large number of transfers registered, which are 
invalid as not being allowed by custom. Transfers without the consent of the 
landlord are invalid unless validated by the custom of the place; therefore, in 
such cases there would, under this section, be the protest of tho landlord as 
evidenced by such transfers not being entered in the statements filed by him 
under this section. Wo know that as a rule landlords consont to transfers 
being made whore the transferees are proper persons, and if they are willing 
to take upon themselves the payment of all arrears duo by the transferor, ana 
the landlord does not as a rule take any fie except a sort of registration fee. 
Wherever this state of things prevail, that is to say, wherever a right of occu¬ 
pancy is not transferable without tho consent of the landlord, thoro the landlord 
lias every right to see that transfers are only made to really bond fide raiyats. 
If I were a landlord myself I should take all* the care 1 could to see that a 
muhajan did not como in, and 1 should, in any case, take care that a tenant 
who is likely to harass me in many ways should not come in. Moreover, it is 
very desirable for tho Government to know what is tho real position and 
how. the Act works, but if transfers are registered by only one of tho interested 
parties, there will bo nothing to contradict the register of mutations. The 
provisions of section 5 of the Hill will enable the landlord t» contradict every 
ono of these attempted transfers which he is unwilling to roeognise : ho need 
not take any no’ice, but in effect he will simply say—1 do not aeknowled go these 
transfers. Therefore, to my way of thinking,' the furnishing of those statements 
by landlords will bo better for the interests of the landlords, and it will 
undoubtedly bettor ouablo the Government to see how the Act works.” 

The Hon’ble Maui,vi Sbrajctl Islam, Khan Bahadur, said:—“I have one 
observation to make. I think tho apprehensions entertained by the learned 
mover of the amendment may be removed if he will only refer to the provisions of 
sections 8 and 9 of the original Bill. Section 9 of that Bill provided for service 
of notice of transfer on the landlord, and section 8 required that the Sub- 
Registrar should notify to the landlord the fact of such transfer having been 
recorded, and it was further provided that tho entry should be presumed to have 
been correctly made until the contrary is provod. This matter was well con¬ 
sidered in Select Committee, and, after muc'i deliberation and consideration, 
those two sections were omitted, the result being that there was now no longer 
any provision for notice being sorvod on tho zamindar, and no entry in the 
register of mutations would bo evidence against the zamindar that such transfer 
had been made; and in place of sections 8 and 9, section 5 has been introduced, 
which is merely an enabling section to help the Government in checking entries 
in the registers, but it would not bo binding upon the zamindar to acknowledge 
any transfer. Thereforo tho apprehensions which are entertained by the hon’ble 
member are misplaced and have no foundation.’ ’ 

The Hon’ble Mn. Ghosc in reply said: —“ I only desire to correct a 
misapprehension into which the Hon’blo thio Lkoai. Hiomkaikkanokk fell as 
regards my observation as to the invalidity of transfers .of tenants’ rights. There - 
are of course pir:s of Bengal in which by custom such transfers are made. 
Having made that correction and. having regard to tho opinions which have 
been, expressed by several hon’ble members, I would ask the permission of the 
President to withdraw this amendment.” 

Tho Motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 
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The Hon’ble Maharaja Sik Luchmessur Singh , Bahadur of Darbhanga, 
by leave of the Council, -with drewthe motion of which he had given notice 
that seotion 5 of the Bill be omitted. 

The .Hon’ble Mr. Ohosb moved that in line 4 of section 6, after the words 
“on any part thereof” the words “bearing a separate number in the records 
of lights” be inserted., lie said — 

“ This is a sin all matter, but nevertheless it is a matter of some importance. 
This Bill, is intended more or less for, the benefit of raiyats, but I venture to 
♦Rink that if you insist on every fractional transfer which may take place being 
registered, you will, instead of benefiting the class you want to benefit, throw a 
burden upon the people which they are ill capable of bearing. It is quite right 
and proper that where a raiyat holds two or.three plots of land bearing different 
numbers in tho record of rights, if he parts with plot 1 or with plot 2 or with 
plot 3, it is quite right and proper that ho should give notice of such transfer, and 
that tho change should be noted in the Register of Mutations. But I can well 
conceive a case of a poor tenant parting with ono high a or with half a 
bigha of land out of a particular parcel, and it will be hard if in cases of 
such small fractional transfers ho is obliged to go through all these formalities. 
Besides, what would ba tho result ? I do not know if, wh n another tenant 
comes into a portion of a plot, his name is to find u p'ace in the register or. how 
it is to work. This is the commencement of a new reform connected with lmd 
registration, and I think we ought to be satisfied with having entire plots 
registered. That, I think, is as far as it is desirable to go.” 

Tho Hon’ble Mb. Buck land said :—“The result of this amendment, if it is 
accepted by the Council, will be that it will be necessary to give notice only of 
transfers of land which bear separate numbers in the Record of Rights. I think 
that perhaps the hon’blo member does not quite know what a survey number is. 
I am not sure that anything which fell from him w ould lead mo to suppose that 
he is aware of tho technical .definition of a survey number. I ought therefore 
to enlighten the Council as to what istlie meaning of this term. It corresponds 
with a field number and is thus defined in page 7 of tho Director of Bengal Sur¬ 
vey's Report for 1893-94:— 

* A field or survey number is an area of whioh the ownership is sepuiate and the oooupaut 
is separate. Each pai oel of land lying in one spot, in the occupation of one person or of 
several persons holding jointly, so held undor one title, provided it is all of one soil and is all 
rented at a uniform rate, Bhall have a separate number.* 

“ I may also inform the hon’ble member that, by the adoption of this 
definition, in practical working, fresh survey numbors are given to every small 
parcel of land which corresponds to the definition of a holding 1 will not go 
through all the instructions upon the point, but I will refer to the survey hand¬ 
book by Colonel Barron, which 1 hold in my hand, containing instructions for 
cadastral survey parties. One of the Rules provides that the several portions 
of one enclosure should bo mapped and numbered separately, when there has 
been a legal partition and the partition papers show the location and direction 
of the shares: this is also required when a portion of an enclosure is held by 
m sub tenant: also, when a garden is held rent-free by a tenant: also, when, 
part of a field is fallow or grass, and part is cultivated : also, when on the side 
of a field, there is a piece of waste sufficiently large to be shown separately 
from it. I neod not state them all; there are ten illustration cases given in 
which separate survey numbers are now attached to parcels of land which may 
be very small. As I mentioned at tho meeting of the Council on the 9tn 
March last, there are on an average 2.J of those plots, that is, separato survey 
numbers to an acre of land, which is equivalent to an average of 1,930 square 
yards for oach survey number, or about 45 yards each way. ft is very easiy for 
the Council to imagine what very small plots of land arc, under the oxisting rules 
and instructions of the Survey Department, treated as separate survey number^; 
and it is therefore not very much to ask that whenever any raiyat thinks, it 
necessary to sub-divide his, possibly very small, plot of land, tho sub-division, 
should be placed on record. These transactions will be of as much concern to 
these raiyats as very much larger plots of lands to other persons. The object 
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of flie Bill is not only to keep a record of largo transfers, but to have also a 
record of all these smaller transfers which are of as much importance to the 
raiyats as larger transfers are to the zamindars. I therefore think it*, right to 
oppose this motion on behalf of the Government. I will also ask the Council 
to look at the question in another way. An average plot of land may be 50 yards 
by 40 yards, but there are also some very large plots of acres and acres in 
extent: is it to be.held that, when one of these technically so-called survey 
numbers or plots is of large size, sub-divisions of it ought to be registered, 
but that in the case of the splitting up of small plots no record of the fractional 
transfers is necessary ? Where is the line to be drawn? What wo want is that 
all these transfers should be registered, and not only transfers of whole survey 
numbers. I must therefore oppose the amendment.” 

The Hon’blo Maulvi Muhammad Yusup, Khan Bahadur, said:—“ I do not 
know what good this amendment will be productive of to the raiyuts. If it is 
expedient to provide for the registration of transfers in connection with entire 
plots of land which bear entire survey numbers, surely reasons do also exist for 
. the registration of portions of such plots.” 

The llon’ble Mr. Brighton said:—“I have only one word to say supple¬ 
mentary to the remarks which fell from thehon’ble mernb sr'iu charge of the Bill. 
Section l, clause (d), provide* that ‘ the notice shall contain such further parti* 
culars as the L >cal Government may from time to-time prescribe.’ It Will be quite 
possible for the .Local Government to prescribe for the notice giving such a 
description as will secure the identification of particular portions of a plot 
which have been transferred. For instance, when a portion of a particular 
survey number has been transforrod, ‘ such further particulars ’ may include 
the area of the portion of the plot so transferred, and also tho situation of tbe 
portion transferred with reference to the points of the compass. So I think 
the confusion which the hou’ble member anticipates is not likely to arise. ” 
Moreover, unless the register of transfers is to include portions of plots, it will 
not bo exhaustive, and the record of rights will be imperfect and therefore 
valueless.” 

The Hon’blo Maujlvi S bra.iul Islam, Kuan Bahadur, said: —“ Although I was 
a member of the Select Committee I am inclined to support this amendment, 
and I do so on this ground. I do not think it will be convenient or expedient 
to register these potty transfers of portions of a plot of land. Tho holding of 
a raiyat may consist of several survey numbers, and if he transfers a portion 
of any lands which arc included in any one of these survey numbers, it will bo 
very inconvenient and very dillicult not only to register the transfer, but at the 
same time it will be hard on tho raiyat to go to tho expense of registering it. 
It was said by the Ilon’ble the Legal Remembrancer that under section 7 (d) 
a specification of tho interest transferred must be given. By tho term ‘ nature 
of the interest ’ in clause (£) I understand is meant whether it is a right of 
occupancy or a tonancy with occupancy rights at a fixod rent, but it do9s not 
moan the boundaries of the portion of the holding which has been sold. Tharo- 
*fore I Bubmit that having regard to the great inconvenience and expense to which 
this provision would pat tho poor raiyats, the Government ought not to insist' 
upon so much detail. It is, of course, very desirable to have tho record com* 
plete and perfect, but it is not possible to mako everything perfect. I think it 
will serve tho purposes of the Government and of the public if only transfers 
of. entire holdings be entered t in tho register, and 1 submit it will not be con¬ 
venient to go beyond that.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. R. C. DuTTsaid:—“Asa member of tho Soloct Committee 
to which tho Bill was referred, I desire to say a very few words to explain the 
reasons which influoncod me in keeping the section as it stands. The question 
which has boon raised now was raised iu Select Committee, and wa3 very 
thoroughly discussed, and we came to the conclusion that it would bo impossible to 
koep the record of rights complete unless we provided that transfers not only 
of tenures and holdings, but also of parts thereof, should be duly recorded. The 
object is to keep tho Record of Rights complete and correct up to date. 
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but if wo accept this amendment, I do not see how that object can be attained. 
The hou’blc member in charge of the Bill has said that what is one plot now 
may, after transfer of a portion of it, become two plots, and therefore, 
unloss wc provide for the registration of such transfor, the record will not be 
eonoct up to date, and the object we have in view will be lost.” 

The Ilon’blo Mb. Lyalu said:—“I had not intondod to speak upon this 
amendment, but tlioro is one point that I think it necessary to bring to the 
notice of the Council. I have very seiious doubts whether the amendment, as it 
is worded, will carry out tho intention of the* hon’blo mover. If tho hon’ble 
member*, will look back to section 2, they will sco that by the term ‘ Record of 
Rights’ shall bo understood the Settlement Record of Tenant-rights, called the 
khattau, or such new edition of such record as may bo prepaied under Rules 
made under this Act. It is clear that the llon’bl'e Mover does not mean a 
sep irate Record of Rights (44a/ tan), but that lie m* ans a separate survey number. 
fTho Hon’blo Mr. Ghose said :—“1 meant ‘ survey number.’ ”J On the point 
at issue 1 am at one with the lion'bio mombois who expressed the views of the 
Select Committee.” 

Tho Motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 

Tho Hon’blo Baiut Suri ndran viii Banurtci; moved that in line 8 of section 
6 tho words‘* or of intestate or testamentary succession” be omitted. Ho 
said: — 

“ In moving this amendme nt, and having regard i o some observations which 
fellfiom tho Ilon’blo tlie Legal Kemembiunc r, I wish to say that 1 do not in the 
remotest degree wish to imply anv inflection upon the labours of tho Select 
Committee. I am grateful to the Select Committee for the way in which they 
have dealt with this Bill, and 1 am also gi.itoful to tho Government not indeed 
for having introduced thi Bill, but for ils conciliatory attitude in regaid to this 
matter which made it possible for tlio Select Committee to lovise the Bill in the 
way which they had done. But tlioro are some matleis of detail in wliith tho 
Bill is susceptible of impiovcment. Under section G tlio transferor or tho 
Irausfeieo is bound to give notice of tho fact of tho transfer to the Registrar of 
Mutations within four months of tho date of such tiansfer. As far as tho 
transferee by succession is concerned under section 15 of tlio Bengal Tonancy 
Act, he is locpiirod, in the case of a mukarrari tenuio, to give notice of the 
transfer to the Collector. Thus a doublo duty is imposed upon him by this 
B 11. First, lie lias to give notice to tho Collector, and secondly, ho has to give 
notice to the Registrar of Mutations. It is a very serious matter to ask a raiyat 
to give up his work to dance attendance in our courts of law and to come in 
contact with all tlieir denioiali7ing influences Section 15 of tho Bengal 
Tonancy Aet piovides that when a succession to a permanent tenure takes place, 
„ho person succeeding should give notice of such succession to tho Collectoi. 
The section says:— 

‘ When a sur cession to a perm am nt tonuie takes placo, the porsou succeeding shall gn <* 
notice oi tt o succession to the CJollootoi m tho piescubcd ioim and shall pay to the Collector 
the presented, ico tor the rorviee of the notice on tlio landlord, and the landlords fee 
proscribed l>y section 12, and the Collector shall cause the landlord's foe to bo paid to, and the 
notice to he Bervcd on, the laudloid m the piestribed xnaimei.’ 

“Tlicrefoie, so far as permanent tenures are concerned, provision is made for 
notico of transfer, and the objoct of my amendment is to obviate tho necessity 
of giving a second notice in respect of tho sumo tiansaetion. Nothing could be 
easier than for the Collector to send a copy of the notico to the Registrar of 
Mutations.” 

Qhe Hon’ble Mr. Buckland B»id:—“Tho hon’ble member has referred tho 
Count il to section 15 of the Tonancy Act, and has stated that that section 
provides for notico being given to tlie Collector of successions to Permanent 
Tenures. I havo always understood tho meaning of that section and its object to 
bo to ensure, not only that notice should be given to the Collector, but that a fee 
should be paid to the landlord. That, I believe, was tho main objoct of that 
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particular section. It is not so necessary that the Collector should know 
about the succession. The object was that the fee should be taken and paid over 
to the landlord. But this does not touch the point at which we aim by section 6 
of the Bill, which requires that notice of transfer of all tenures (not only 
Permanent Tenures) should be given. Therefore 1 do not seo that any case has 
been made out for the amendment.. The lion’blo member wants us not to do what 
is proposed, on the ground that it is provided for in section 15 of the Tenancy 
Act; but we say that that section has a very different object, and does not cover 
the whole field which we are trying to cover by our section. I shall therefore, 
oppose this amendment and any amendment which aims at limiting the number 
of transfers we can possibly get into our net.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. R. C. Dutt said :—“ I have one word to say on this point 
I desire to oppose this amendment for the same reason which I mentioned just 
now* The hon’ble member in charge of the Bill has pointed out that the section 
of the Tenancy Act which the hon’ble mover of the amendment quoted, does not 
cover the whole field intended to be covered by section 6 of this Bill. The 
object of the Bill is to have a complete record of transfers of all holdings. 
The section quoted relates to the transfer of Permanent Tenures only. I believe 
that, as a fact, thero are 50 or 100 transfers of ordinary holdings to one 
transfer of a Permanent Tenure; therefore section 15 of the Tenancy Act 
does not cover the object wo have in view. Wo have therefore provided for 
the registration of all successions; otherwise the record would not he complete 
and correct; up to date.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Brighton said:—“ I am bound to say that both the 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill and I feel that there is some force in 
what has been urge 1 by the hon’ble mover of tho amendment, and, with the 
permission of His Honour the President, I will move an amendment which, 
as far as sections 12 and 15 of the Tenancy Act are concerned, will meet 
the object of his amendment. In section 20 of this Bill we have provided that 
the fees payable to tho Collector under sections 15 and 18 of tho Bengal 
Tenancy Act may be paid to the Registrar of Mutations when notice is given 
under section 6, and Buch payment shall be held to be payment to the Collector. 
I must confess that we omitted to notice that although we are legislating 
in a way that will prevent the payment of double fees, the wording of the 
section still leaves it obligatory on the tenant to give notico to tw o separate 
officials, and I think therefore we ought to add to section 20 tho words ‘ and 
such notice to the Sub-Registrar shall be hold to be a notice to the Collector 
under sections 15 and 18 of the Bengal Tenancy Act.” If the Hon’ble mover 
of tho amendment will accept my proposal and withdraw his amendment, I will 
undertake, with the permission of His Honour, to move to add these words at 
the end of section 20, which will, I think, meet the hon’ble members’ views.” 

The Hon’ble Baihj S urendranath Banerjee having accepted this sugges¬ 
tion and withdrawn his amendment— 

• « 

. . The Hon’ble Mr. Ghose moved that in lino 9 of section 6 the word 

“six” bo substituted for the word “four” between the word “within” and- 
the word “ months.” He said:—- 

“ The idea is this, that as regards the mutation of names in proprietory 
rights, the time allowed is six months, and as regards this new measure calling 
upon the raiyats to register transfers of their rights, I think the same term 
ought to be given to them as is now allowed to landlords under the Act of 1876. 
Although this is not a matter of any groat importance, it is a matter which has 
been noticed by every one of the Associations. The Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce say 

‘ The Committee do not understand why in section 4 (whioh is now section 6) the 
reference is to section 23 of the Registration Act limiting the timo for report to Sub-Regis^ 
trars of the acquisition of proprietory right to four months, when such a report is equivalent 
to an application for mutation of names under seation 42 .of Act VII of 1876. They would 
represent that the time should not be reduced to four months, but that the precedent of the 
Act of 1876 is the more oorrout and more just to follow.’ 
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“ I submit that though transfers of proprietory rights are removed from 
this Bill, still it holds good as to tenant rights. Raiyats are engaged in the 
cultivation of their fields, and it must be sometimes hard upon them to do a 
thing which is altogether novel to them, and it will take them sometime 
before they get accustomed to it. I therefore think it will be more reasonable 
to allow the same period, namely six months, as is allowed to landlords for 
similar registration on thoir part. 

The Hon’ble Mk. Buokland said:—“ This amendment aims at making this 
section conform to the period of time prescribed in tho Land Registration Act, 
whereas we have in drafting the section deliberately followed the procedure of 
the Indian Registration Act of 1887, which has been followed almost entirely 
throughout this Bill, whereas it has little or nothing to do with the Land 
Registration Act in the matter of procedure. Therefore, in the matter of giving 
notices of transfers we have been guided by the timo allowed by tho Indian 
Registration Act for tho presentation of documents for registration. In Part IV 
of that Act, sections 23 and 25, the period allowed for the presentation of 
documents is four months from the date of the execution of the document or 
of its arrival in India, and if that period* is thought sufficient for the largo 
number of documents registered every year under that Act, it is surely enough 
for tenants to givo notice at very short distances of transfers effected by them. 
We have thought this over very carefully, and have come to the conclusion that 
there is no reason for altering tho term. I must therefore oppose the amend¬ 
ment.” * 

The Hon’blo Mauuvi Muhammad Yusuf, Khan Baiiadub, said :—“ I submit 
that the analogy from the Registration Act docs not hold good. Tho Registra¬ 
tion Act aims at one thing, this Bill aims at another. Under the Registration Act 
four months run from the time of tho execution of an instrument, whereas in 
this Bill time is to run from tho date of possession; and under tho last proviso 
of this section, if an instrument has boon registered, there need bo no notice 
given at all by the tenant, because that proviso roleases parties from the 
obligation to give notice if an instrument has been registered. No notice is 
necessary under section 6 of this Bill if the instrument is registered: that 
section will only come into operation if an instrument has not been presented 
for registration. The quostion being thus set free from any analogy to the 
Registration Act, tho analogy of tho Land Registration Act should govern, and 
six months should be allowed from tho date of possession for giving notice 
to the Registrar of Mutations.” 

The Ilon’blo the President said:—“ I wish to point to a mistake in the 
remarks which have been made in introducing this amendment. The Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce were quoted as objecting to the old section 4 of tho Bill, 
but that ‘section has gone out altogether and was not identical, as the hon’blo 
member thought, with new section 6. It was the section in which we proposed 
to deal with the transfer of proprietary rights. We do not propose'to alter the 
law with regard, to such transfers; wo propose to make a new law with regard 
to transfers by tenants, and we give them four months to give notice of such 
transfers, and the roason for doing so is that four months is the time under 
tho Indiau Registration Act. All transfers under sections 1 j and 18 must be 
carried out by deod, and must be presented for registration, and the raiyats 
know perfectly well that four months is the timo for such registration. Surely 
it will be inconvenient if in a ceitain class of transfers the deeds have to be 
presented for registration within four months, and in another class of transfers 
of a voiy similar character notice eau be given within the extended time of 
six months. It will be much more convenient if they have one period of four 
months for both classes of transfers.” 

The Ilon’blc Mu. Ghose said:—“After tho explanation which has been 
given by the llon’ble the President, I beg loave to withdraw the amend¬ 
ment.” 


The Motion was accordingly withdrawn. 
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r I’he Hon’blo Mr. Buckland said :—“ I ask permission to move two verbal 
amendments, the necessity for which has been brought to my notice by the Hon’ble 
the Advocate-General and the Hon’ble Maulvi Muhammad Yusup. They relate to 
certain muttors of drafting which the legal members of the Council think necos- 
sary. In the revised Bill, in line 10 of sub-section K l) of sec:ion 8, after the word 
‘ transfer,’ whore it first occurs in that line, I beg to move that the words * or in 
the caso of the death of both parties if their respective representatives admit 
the transfer ’ bo inserted. The case of the death of either party isprovidod form 
this section ; ihe words I propose to insert will provide for the case of the death 
of both the parties. Then, again, after the word.‘ both ’ in the same line, I have to 
move that the words ‘ transferor or transferee or their respective representatives’ 
be inserted. These are merely verba] amendments to carry out what has always 
been the intention of the section. Similarly, in line 3 of sub-section (#) of the 
same section, I move that the words ‘ or their respective representatives’be 
inserted after the word ‘transferee.’ Theso three little all amendments stand on 
the same footing, and aro considered desirable to complete the sense and inten¬ 
tion of the section.” 

The Ilon’ble Maulvi Muhammad Yusup, Khan Bahadur, said:— “ I am ex¬ 
tremely thankful to the Government and to tue lion'b'.e member in charge of 
the Bill for having accepted th 5 suggestion I have made. J was late in giving 
notice of my amend nents, anl I therefore place l the list of my amendments 
by way of suggestions bjforo the hon’ble member, and I am gr.itifie 1 to find 
that a largo number of my suggestions has met with tho approval of the 
Government.” 

The Motions were severally put and agreed to. 

The Ilon’ble Mu. Buckland said:—“ I have another motion of a similar cha¬ 
racter to make. I move th <t in line 13 of soction 9, after the words ‘ one month’ 
tho words ‘from tho date of the last-mentioned notice’ be insorted. It is dasir- 
ablo to add these words to show from what date the period of one month should 
run. And in line 13 of section 15, I move to insert tho same words ‘from the 
date of the last-mentioned notice’ after tho words ‘ one month. 

The Llon’ble the President said:—“ I will only add that we are indebted for 
these amendments to the careful examination of the Bill made by the Hou’ble 
Maulvi Muhammad Yusup, whose suggestions have been approved by our Legal 
Advisers.” 

Tho Motions were severally put and agreod to. 

Tho Hon’blo Baku Surednuanath Banerjeb moved that in the proviso to 
section 11 for the words “ exempt by law” the words “ exempt by notification 
issued by the Government and persons exompt by the custom of tho country” 
be substituted. He said :— 

“ This is a vory small amendment. It is in tho nature of a verbal amend¬ 
ment, and does not involve any question of principle. Persons aro exempted 
from.attendanceat Courts oither by a notification specially issued by the Govern¬ 
ment on that behalf, or according to the custom of tho country. Rajas and 
Maharajas and the like aro exempted by notification issued by Government; 
zanana ladies are exempt by the custom of the country. Tho amendment seeks 
to state in clear and distinct terms tho grounds of exemption.” 

The Ilon’ble Mb. Buckland said:—“ If tho hon’blo member will look at 
the margin of section 11, ho will find there a reference to section 33 of tho 
Indian Registration Act, and if ho will compare section 11 of our Bill with that 
section, he will find that we have adopted the exact wording of tho Registration 
Act. Wo havo adopted to a very considerable extent tho procedure of the 
Registration Act, and we saw no reason to depart from it in this particular. 

I au> not aware of any objection being taken to the working of that particular 
section of the Registration Act, and I see no reason to alter the wording. 
I must therefore oppose the amondment.” 
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The Hon’ble Sir Griffith Evans said:—“ The wording of this section 
as it has been adopted from the Indian Registration Act, is absolutely correct. 
The exemption from attendance at Courts is given not by the custom of the 
country, but by tho Civil Procedure Code, sections 640 and 641. So the exemp¬ 
tion is given by law. And in the case of individuals it is the same; special 
exemptions are made by Local Governments under sanction of the law. There 
is therefore no necessity for this amendment.” 


The Motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Bockia.ni> said:—“I have another amendment to propose 
of exactly tho same nature as those which havo already been made. I move 
that in line 4 of section 14, after the word ‘ transferee’ the words ‘ or in the 
case of tho death of either if his representative’ be inserted.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Buckland said :—“ I will now ask the Council to add a 
few words in section 15, which my hon’ble friend the Advocate-General has 
brought to my notice as being desirable. I move that in line 19 of section 15, 
after the words ‘ Registrar of Mutations shall ’ the words ‘ if the othor provisions 
of the Act are complied with ’ bo inserted. The object of this amendment is to 
make it clear that section 15 is not meant to override in any way tho rest of the 
Act. It had escaped my notice that these words wore necessary, but on the 
advice of the learned Advocate-General tho Government is quite prepared to 
accopt tho amendment, and I trust it will also moot with the approval of the 
Council.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 


Tho Hon’ble Mr. Beighton said :— u I have already explained to the 
Council the reasons for which I wish to move an addition to section 20 of the 
Bill in liou of the amendment proposed by tho Hon’bio Baiju Surendranath 
Banektee in soction 6, and which ho withdrew on my suggesting tho amendment 
which I now move. It was a matter which escaped tho notice of the Select 
Committee, but the omission was discovered almost simultaneously by tk< 
Hon’blo the 1’recJdent and myself. I therefore now formally move that at 
the end of section 20 the following words be added:— 

* and such notice to the Registrar of Mutations shall bo held to be a notice to tht 
Collector under sections 16 and 18 of tho Bengal Tenancy Act.’ 

“ 1 must ask the Council to notice that these sections deal only with 
permanent tenures and to tenures held at fixed rates, and do not cover the 
whole ground of section 6 of the Bill.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Ilon'ble Mr. Buckla.no said :—“ I will now ask the Council to loo! 
carefully to the proviso to section 24 of the Bill, which runs thus:— 

‘ Provided that no person shall bo fined under this section who at any time prior to ,th« 
institution of proceedings thereunder has given notioe under section 6.’ 

“ 1 alluded to this proviso this morning as being intended to give a tenant 
who had omitted to give notice a means of escaping the penalty ; he can come 
forward beforo the institution of proceedings and confess that he has not giver 
notice. It has been brought to our notice that a proviso to h similar effect 
should be added to section 25, which is the section that penalises a landlord 
who, under section 5, is required to file a statement and does not do so. 
It has been brought to our notico that we ought to allow a‘landlord the same 
right of coming forward at any time beforo proceedings havo been institutes 
against him, and by filing the statement escape the penalty. The Governmem 
are quite prepared to go to that length and to give landlords the same 
privilege of escaping penalty as is afforded in the proviso to section 24 tc 
tenants. But, even more than that. We aro quite prepared, in dealing With the 
proviso in section 24, to insert words which would give a tenant a further 
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opportunity than is given in .that proviso for escaping tho penalty to which he 
is liable. We propose to introduce the words ‘or in the discretion of the 
Collector at any tune after such institution.’ The proviso in section 24 gives 
tenants tho opportunity of escaping a penalty by coming forward before the 
institution of proceedings. We propose to extend that power of escaping the 
penalty by inserting a few words which will at the discretion of tho Collector 
allow a tenant to escape a penalty even after the institution of proceedings, and 
wo are willing, in extending the proviso to that extent, to make it applicable to 
both sections. It seems to me that when we do that we make the pressure on 
the tenant, and in certain cases on tho landlord, as light as it can bo made 
compatible with tho application of some prossure. I do not soe how we can go 
further without whittling away the whole of the pressure, except such as is of 
an automatic character. Therefore I move that the proviso to section 24 be 
struck out, and that at the end of section 25 the following proviso be inserted:— 

* Provided that no person shall be fined under this or tho last preceding seel ion who at 
any time prior to tho institution of proceedings thereunder, or in the discretion of the Collector 
at any time after such institution of such proceedings, has filed the statement required by 
section 5 or given the notico required by section 6.’ 

“ I am not prepared to relax the pressure upon the landlord or upon the 
tenant any more than this.” 

The Ilon’ble Sir Griffith Evans said:—“Tho object of this amend¬ 
ment is shortly this: There are several amendments connected with these 
sections on tlio agenda, but I only refer to them for tho purpose of explanation. 
One of those amendments relating to section 24, which relates to tonants, has 
for its object that no fine should bo inflicted until notice to comply with the 
provisions of section 6 has been served upon tho raiyats. But it should be 
remembered that it will be impossible to know whether the raiyat has com¬ 
plied with the provisions of. that section or not, because in 90 cases out of 100 
nobody knows except himself and his transferee whether he lias made a transfer 
of his tenancy or not, until in the course of some proceedings connected with the 
tenancy it transpires that that has been done. Moreover, it will be exceedingly 
difficult in practice to sorve landlords with these notices, and tho same remark 
which applios with regard to landlords applies to small tenure-holders. It has 
been thought that we might also give a discretion to the Collector, when he 
Institutes a prosecution, to dispense with the imposition of a fine when the state¬ 
ment has been filed or tho notico given. Considering that the object of the fine 
is to put pressure upon tho landlord or tenant, as the case may be, that what 
is wanted is in the case of the landlord to get the return, and in the case of the 
tenant what is wanted is for him to give the notico, there is no intention to inflict a 
fine when tho object of thelaw has been complied with. It is necessary to put some 

S rossure on raiyats beyond the automatic pressure. As lias been pointed out, the 
isabilities under the automatic, soctions will be two-fold, hirst, wo say to the 
landlord-raiyat, you shall not be allowed to suo for rent until you have given 
notice, so that the landlord-raiyat will not be able to recover or got a decreo 
against his under-tenants. Next, we say to tho ordinary occupancy raiyat you 
phall not give evidence of your right of occupancy until you have given no.ice; 
but there are many cases in which tenants would not be much affectod by this 
pressure, becauso, after tho khatian and record of rights, there will not bo much 
room for doubt. No doubt in the case of occupancy raiyats, who are at variance 
with the landlord, and those who have under-tenants, the automatic pressure 
would apply to a curtain extent, but in all other cases, which will probably be 
tho majority, the pressure would not be felt. Thoro was therefore no other 
pressure except the power of fining. But I am exceedingly anxious that we 
should not harassthe raiyats, because our attempts to benefit, them have not always 
succeeded. In this cuso we desire that it should be understood, and appear on 
the face of tho law, that the intention is to provide a means of threatened 
pressure, and that it is not desirable that punishment should bo enforced except 
where it is absolutely necessary, and to show those concerned that there is a 
means of enforcing compliance with tho law, if they will not otherwise comply 
with it. Wo do not want to enforce the penalty, but we want to have the 
power to tell them—you must do this or you will be lined. And that is what 
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His Honour the President meant when ho said that the amendment proposed 
by the hou f ble member in charge of tho Bill should^be first considered, so that 
hon’ble members, who have givi j n notice of other amendments, might consider 
whether they would not be satisfied with what is proposed to bo done and with¬ 
draw their amendments. That was a matter which would come on afterwards. 
The motion now was the acceptance of the Hon’ble Mr. Buckxand’s amend¬ 
ment.” 

Tho llon’ble Maulvi Muhammad Yusuf, Kitan Bahadur, said:—“In this 
instance also I am thankful to the Government for having accepted my sugges¬ 
tion, the reasons for which have been so fully stated by the hon’ble mover of 
the amendment- But there is one reason width also weighed with me, namely, 
that the object is to secure registration and not to secure a conviction for 
non-compliance with the provisions of tho law. When the alternatives are 
registration or prosecution with certainty of conviction, tenants will no doubt 
accept registration, and thus this amendment will promote the object which this 
Bill has iu view, viz., tho registration of tenures.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ghose said:—“It seems to me that the amendment 
proposed by the hon'ble member in charge of the Bill is probably sufficient to 
meet the views of those hon’ble members who think the Bill is defective in this 
respect as far as section 2d is concerned. There may be some difficulty in know¬ 
ing what transactions have taken place between raiyats, and as the learned 
Advocate-General observed they may only transpire in tho course of some other 
proceedings long afterwards. But 1 venture to think that section 25 stands on 
a different footing. The only notice the landlord is supposed to receive is by 
a notification in the Calcutta Gazette which is referre d to in section 5 of the Bill, 
and, as pointed out by the Hon’bie the Advocate-General, there are many landlords 
of various degrees, including small tenure-holders and others, who do not read the 
Calcutta Gazette very assidiously ; therefore 1 think that in the case of zamindars 
who are required to submit returns of changes in their estates, some notice should 
be given to them personally, rather than that tho law should provide that a 
notification in the Calcutta Gazette is sufficient for tho purpose of imposing a 
penalty. In connection with this amendment I would ask the Government 
to consider whether, in tho case of laml'ords, a mere n >tific*ation in the Calcutta 
Gazette ought to he held to be sufficient for the purpose of imposing a penalty 
for non-compliance with an order of which the landlords would bo wholly 
ignorant.” 

The Hon’ble Baku Surendranatij Banekjee said:—“I am very grateful to 
the hon’ble member for introducing this amendment. It takes tlic matter a 
stage further; but I am not prepare 1 to abandon the amendment of which! 
havo given notice, t would appeal to him to look at the muter from tho point 
of view I desire him to look at it. The Hon’ble the Advocate-General has 
asked how are we to know whether a tenant has mado a transfer or not. I am 
not prepared to accept that argument, because, preparatory to the institution of 
proceedings, the Collector must know that notice has not been given. If the 
Collector institutes proceedings against the tenant, it must bo on tho basis of 
his knowledge that notice has not been given by the tenant. If ho knows that 
the tenant has not given notice, would it not be tho simplest thing for tho 
Collector to serve notice on him to comply with the provisions of section 6, and 
then, if the tenant omitted to comply with the requisition, there would bo time 
enough to prosecute him. With reference to landlords, so far as tho provi¬ 
sions of the Local Self-Government Act are concerned, I understand that 
notice is given by beat of drum in the locality, but a similar concession is not 
shown to the landlord under the provisions of this Bill. This is a new measure, 
and it ought to bo worked in such a manner as not to operate with severity 
on raiyats and landlords. I would therefore ask the hon’ble member to 
reconsider the matter from the point of view to which I have referred.” 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Bejghton said:—“Tho arguments of the Hon’ble 
Ma. Ghose and of the llou’ble Baiju Suuendranath Banerjeb would, 
it appear to me, if accepted by the Council, be absolutely destructive of 
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the Bill. The whole principle of the Bill is that the initiative should be 
taken by the raiyat and. not by the Collector. Bat the hon’ble members want 
that the only real penalty imposed by the Bill should not bo put into force 
until notieo to the raiyat has emanatod from the Collector. In that na« e 
no raiyat will ever come forward to give notice of any mutation until he is 
aware that he is about to be fined for not doing so. Such a provision will, I 
think, absolutely stultify the whole object of the Bill, for it is only in an 
infinitesimal number of cases that the Collector can posBibly become aware of 
the transfer of any holding or part of a holding. With regard to the observa¬ 
tions which fell from the Hon’ bio Mr. Ghose as to the ignorance of zamindars 
as to notifications which appear in the Calcutta Gazette, I must remind the 
hon’ble member that ignorance of the law is never held to be an excuse for 
non-complianco with its provisions, and it would be altogether subversive of any 
system of law if it woro so held. But the hon’ble member knows as well as 
I do that in practice no injustice is really perpetrated. He must be familiar, 
for instance, with tho vast number of penalties for technical breaches of the law 
which have been imposed by recent legislation in England under the Corrupt 
Practices Act for the election of members of Parliament and members of Muni¬ 
cipal Corporations. It is impossible for any human being to be cognizant 
of all tho complex 'details which modern ingenuity has devised in order to 
protect tho purity of Local administration, and these are constantly being 
violated by candidates who have not the least idea they are doing anything 
wrong. But what is the result ? Tho hon’ble member must have seen reports 
in English newspapers which show how leniently such cases are dealt with in the 
Courts. In such cases of innocent transgression, either the offender is exempted 
from any penalty or a merely nominal fine is imposed. Similarly, if any case of 
hardship should arise under this section, I have no doubt that the Magistrate would 
take into consideration the fact that it was virtually impossible that a petty land¬ 
lord could have hoard of the notification in the Calcutta Gazette, and would 
impose a nominal fine. I trust the hon’ble member will see that the motion 
which the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill now proposes is really quite 
sufficient to meet all that can be expected from tho Government. ” 

The Hon’blo the President said:—“ I am sorry to perceive that the speech of 
the Hou’ble the Advocate-General has not had the effect which I expected 
it would, but perhaps the additional weight of the remarks which fell from the 
Hon’ble the Legal Remembrancer may have carried conviction. I was surprised 
to find on the agenda tho amendment No. 8, to the effect that ‘ no person should 
be finod under section 24 oxoept after notice served upon him to comply with 
tho provisions of section 16,’ because it is to my mind absolutely destructive of 
one of the important principles of the Bill. It will bo perfectly fatal to the 
scheme if, in addition to the small automatic pressure provided by the preceding 
clause, no penalty is to accrue until the Collector has sent a notice warning the 
raiyat that he has failed to give notice of mutation. And with regard to 
zamindars, I would remind hon’ble‘members how numerous they are and how 
difficult it would bo to issue notice to all of them. Time after time tho Legis¬ 
lature has attempted to find means to reach, them, but we know that the efforts of 
the Legislature have generally been a failure, and we should not succeed in 
having notice sorved upon everybody. I ask lion’ble members to accept this view 
and to trust to the discretion we place in the Collector. Wo are drawing special 
attention to the fact that defaulters are not expected to be lined in every case. I 
think, looking at it as reasonable men, wo ought to be satisfied that, the provision 
is one which in all probability will meet the caso as far as any legislative pro¬ 
cedure can meet the caso of future events which never actually accord with our 
anticipations.” 


The Motions were put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Babij Sitrendranath Ban*iR.teb said:—“ After what has fallen 
from Your Honour, it would have been a matter of very great gratification to me 
if I found it consistent with my duty to withdraw both the amendments of which 
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I have given notice, but I foal it incumbent on me to move first that the follow¬ 
ing further proviso be added to section 24 

* Provide!, further, that no person shall be fined under this section except after he has 
been served with a notice to comply with the provisions of section 6.’ 

“It has been observed by the Hon’ble the Leo at. Remembrancer that ignor¬ 
ance of law is no excuse, but in applying this principle to this country, you 
must take into considoration the condition of the people, and especially the posi¬ 
tion of the agricultural population. They live in little hamlets of their own— 
in a little world of their own—and in utter ignorauco of what is taking place 
in the world outside aud iu this Council. They do not know what their legal 
obligations are, and it would be cruel to punish them for an offence which is 
the creation of law. What I contend for is that they should be allowed the 
opportunity of complying with the law before they are prosecuted, or, iu other 
words, a notice should bo served upon thorn, before they are prosecuted. I have 
heard it stated that we ought to put some sort of pressure upon them. I think 
this notice will serve as a sort of pressure, and in the course of time they will 
become aware of their duty under the law.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Buokeand said: — '“After the lengthened argument which 
has taken place upon the motion which I put before tho Council, there is 
really not much to say. I entiroly object to tho principle which this amend¬ 
ment tries to incorporate into the Bill, namely, that whon a man has neglected 
his duty and has rendered himself liable to punishment, ho has to be given 
notice before ho can bo punished. If that principle is to be adopted, we shall 
never get any notices of mutations except after the service of such notice. 
An attempt to introduce such a principle was made the other day in connection 
with another measure, and it was successfully resisted. I therefore hope we 
shall not accept this amendment, but retain what I consider ample provision 
for allowing innocent people to escape the penalty.” 

The Hon’blc Sir Griffith Evans said:—“ I have one word more to say in 
connection with this matter. These raiyats, as we know, will not do anything 
new unless there is pressure. It is a matter of history what occurred when an 
attempt was made to enforce an exchange of pot tufas and kabuliyalm . Tho Regula¬ 
tion stood for fifty years uncomplied with and was then repealed. We know per¬ 
fectly well and wo sj'mpathise with tho strong feeling they have against arty 
innovation. It is inconvenient for a raiyat to leave his work; it is inconvenient 
for him to go near any of those offices at all, and that for various reasons : he 
will not do it without real pressure being put upon him. It is clear that wo are 
not able to serve separate notices upon millions of raiyats, and yet tho proposal 
is made to tell the raiyats that if they arc not affected by the automatic pressure 
provided in the Bill, there will be no pressure put upon them, and thoro is no 
reason for them to give notice of mutations; it will bo time enough, they will be 
told, for you to go whon you receive an order from tho Collector announcing to 
you that a prosecution is about to be instituted ag linst you. To accept this 
amendment will be as much as to say that this attempt to enforce registration 
of mutations is to be abandoned.” 

The Hon’blo Maulvi Mohammad Yusuf, Khan Bahadur, said :—“After all 
that has been said and done in connection with this subject in Council to-day, 
I submit that this amendment ought to be rejected. What is reasonable and 
proper in connection with this amendment hss already been provided in the 
amendment to section 24. The gist of tho present amendment is that there 
should bo notice before conviction; but that is already provided for in a much 
better form in the amendment which lias been adopted in* connection with 
section 24; so that the Collector is authorised, even after tho institution of 
proceedings, to refrain from imposing a fine: tho summons gives tho tenant 
notice of his default”: bo can cure the default by complying with the law even 
after receiving the summons; if he does not care to cure liis default, ho must be 
fined. What further notice should be given to him before the imposition of a 
fine I fail to comprehend: in tho summons with which he has been served, he 
has already got a notice that he has been in default. After having received the 
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summons, knowing that ]bo has to repeive no further notice, the defaulter will not 
assume a defiant attitude, but on the other hand he will be repentant, and he will 
rather hasten to comply tfdth the lew than run the risk of a conviction in the 
prosecution. But if no knows that a further notice would be necessary bofore 
a fine is imposed in accordance with the amendment under consideration, then 
he may simply sit quiot and do nothing to cure his default. Without thin 
amendment, he will try his best not to remain any longer in default: with the 
amendment ho will persist in his default. Only two alternatives should be before 
the tenant, viz., action on his part to cure his default or conviction; this amend¬ 
ment unwisely gives him a third alternative. ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Lvalt, said:—“ I vonture to think that the appeal 
ad misericordiam has no real weight. All who know the mufossal well, as several 
lion’blo members present can claim to do, know how much the common people 
talk about Mokudummax, Courts, Thanas, Munsifis and the liko. Your 
Honour has rocoivod repeated petitions upon any attempt to close a Munsifi or 
a Thana, and when a now registration office is opened, all the country round 
about know why it is opened; it will be talked about in tho village, and will 
be a matter of common rumour. Therefore there can bo no fear that tho 
raiyats will not know why the now sub-regisnration offices arc established and 
for what purpose they have to go to them.*’ 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjhe said:—“ Having seen that 
the sense of tho meeting is against tho ameu d ment, I beg leave to withdraw it,.'” 

Tho Motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 

The Hon’blo Babu Surendranath Banerjee moved that the following 
proviso bo added to section 25 : — 

‘Provided that, no person shall be fined under this section except after he has been 
served with a notice to comply with the provisions of section five ; the provisions of the Civil 
Prooofiuro Code in respoot of the service of notioe shall apply to the service of not'oe in such 
a case. 1 ’ 

He said:—“ Section 25 provides that a notification is to be issued in tho 
Calcutta Gazette , and on tho issuo of such a notification zamindars have to give 
notice of every change of tenancy which occur in their estates, and if they fail 
they are to bo prosecuted and punished. I think this is a hard measure to mete 
out to the zamindars. I should like to know how many zamindars read tho 
Gazette. 1 should like to know how many who are not zamindars wade through 
tho pages of the Gazette. An absentee landlord may be ignorant of a general 
notification issued in the columns of the Calcutta Gazette. He may thus be 

E unished through no fault of his. * If a personal notice were issued upon him, 
e would have no excuse. 1 have referred to tho Local Self-Government Act 
under which zamindars have to submit certain returns, and in respect of those 
returns notice is given. At any rate some provision of tho same kind ought, 

I submit," to bo made in this Bill.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. Buckeand said:—“The hon’blo member is very sanguine 
if he thinks that a more notice to tho zamindar will havo tho effect of making 
tho Act more acceptable to him. Most likely the notice will be treated in 
the way that other notices are treated. I beliove the arguments for and against 
this motion have been practically oxbaustel. I shall therefore only repeat 
that the Government is distinctly opposed to this notice being required.” 

Tho llon’ble Mr. Giiosb said:—“ I desire to support this amend¬ 
ment. I havo tried to make my position clear. I tried to mako mysolf 
understood that while I thought tho amendment of tho hon’ble member for the 
Corporation in regard to section 24 is not really nocessary, and while I was 
not prepared to go as far as ho proposed with regard to 'notice being served 
upon a raiyat calling upon him to give notice of a transfer effected by 
him, I tried to distinguish between the two cases—the case of the raiyat 
who makes tho transfer, and the case of tho zamindar who is not a party to 
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fbe transaction, but who nevertheless may be required by a notification in 
the'-'palcutta Gazette to make a return, and especially in the ease of those 
Sfamiadars who do not know English or whose amlah do not know English. 
The Hon’ble the Legal Remembrancer charged me with endeavouring to 
mislead the Council by pleading ignorance on the part of zamindars, and he 
Reminded me that ignorance of the law is no excuse. 1 beg to assure him 
that nothing was furthor-from my intention than to plead ignorance of the law 
on behalf of any one. But hero we are not sitting in judgment over any 
zamindar; we are legislating; we are providing the machinery for the working 
of this Act; and as legislators we ought to take care that adequate provision is 
made for the purposo of bringing these new obligations to the knowledge of 
the zamindars before they ore dealt with as offenders under this law; and 
I threw it out as a suggestion that a notification in the Calcutta Gazette is not 
sufficient in my judgment, and I think that some proceeding might be taken 
with little or no trouble to tlio Govommont, but with great advantage to those 
who will bo liable to punishment for non-compliance with a requisition of which 
they had never heard. And, following the analogy of tho Road Cess Act, 
I think nothing would be easier than by beat of drum to make a proclamation, 
so that tho fact may be made known; and if, after being made acquainted wiih 
his new obligations under the law, a zamindar still persists in disregarding 
the obligation, I can see no objection to his. being punished. But 1 thought 
then, and I think so still, that some more veffectual notice than a mere notifies* 
tion in the Gazette might be given with great advantage. I challenge the 
legal advisers of the Government to point to a single instance in previous 
legislation on a similar subject requiring returns from zamindars, where a 
notification in tho Calcutta Gazette has been deemed sufficient, and I be 
very much surprised if they are able to find any instance where it is not 

E rovided that new obligations of this character imposed upon zamindars should 
e brought to their knowledge by service of notice or by proclamation.” 

The Hon’ble Sib Griffith Evans said:—“ There is a proviso to section 14 
of the Road Cess Act which provides for the making of a proclamation which 
I think will cost the Government very little trouble, and which I thmfr- w iH 
meet the views of those who claim hardship to the zamindar getting no in¬ 
formation except through- the Calcutta Gazette. I propose to insert 
words as sub-section ( 3 ) of section 5.” 

The Motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 

The Hon’ble Sir Griffith Evans then moved by leave of the Council to 
insert the following as sub-section ( 3 ) to section 6:— 

‘ (2) Tho Collootor of the district thiill rause suoK notification to bo published by nfflTr~ , 
a copy thereof in some conspicuous plane in tho office of such Collector, in every Civil Com? 
in every police-station, and in the o fficte of every Sub-divisional Officer within tlie district n ed 
in any other manner which tho Looal Government may from time to time direct.’ ’ ■* 

The Motion wag,put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Buckland said:—“ I beg leave to move a verbal amendment 
in sections 24 and 25. ' “In those sections, and in the proviso which was added to 
section 25 on my motion, the word ‘ Collector ’ is us&d, but in other parts of 
the Bill the expression * Collector of the District’ is used. My mot ion there¬ 
fore is, that in sections 24 and 25 and in the proviso to section 25 the words 
‘Collector of the District’ be substituted for the word ‘Collector’ wherever 
it occurs.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Grose by leave of the Council withdrew' the Motion, of 
winch he had given notice, that section 25 of the Bill be omitted. 

The Hon’blo Babu SurendicA^^E -Banerjee moved that in line 0 of 
section 29, the words beginning witbr^cmd the amounts” to the end of the sec¬ 
tion be omittod, and that the followiHJ^po substituted in their place. 
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4 and allot the cost of such, survey in the following proportions:— 

4 One-fourth to be borne by the Government, five-sixteenths by the raiyats, including 
tenants, rent-free owners and oocnpiers, and seven-sixteenths by the zamindars j and the Local 
Government may specify the date f rom which the expenses aforesaid shall be recovered, and 
illso the rate per acre based upon the aforesaid proportions to be paid by the said proprietor?, 
Landlords, tentants and rent-free owners and occupiers.’ 9 

The Hon’ble Me, Lyall, rose to order. Ho said:—“ I beg to ask the Hon’ble 
the President whether, under the provisions of section 19 of the Indian Councils 
Act, this Motion can be made L without the previous sanction of the Governor- 
General in Council ” 

* 

The Hon’ble the President said“ I think that the provision to which tho 
Hon’ble Mr. Lyall has referred does not apply to the Motion before the Council, 
rod that the amendment is one which it is in the power of tho hon’ble member 
to propose.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendr anath Banerjee continued: — “It was made a 
matter of complaint whA the Bill was referred to tho Select Committee that an 
allotment of the costs was not specifically made. The Secretary of State has 
ordered that £th of the cost of the Bihar survey should be borno by the Govern¬ 
ment, -j^jths bv the raiyats. and -^-ths by the zamindars. The objeot of this 
amendment is "to state specifically the proportion of tho cost which each party 
should boar, and in proposing this amendment I have followed the recommend¬ 
ations of the Secretary of Stato. It is a matter of the greatest importance that 
the question of the proportions in which the cost of the survey and settlement 
should be paid should not be left undefined. These are my reasons for bringing 
forward this amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Buckeand said : — “ The argument of tho hon’ble member 
would have some validity if this were an Act applicable to the Bihar Survey and 
Settlement only and not to any othor survey and settlement. The Secretary of 
State’s Despatch, in which he laid down the proportions to be borne by the 
several parties concerned, is perfectly well known, but that Despatch relates 
only to the case of the Bihar Survey, and it is not likely that the injunctions 
oontained in that Despatch will be disobeyed; therefore, in so far as this amend¬ 
ment refers to the Bibar Survey, we can give the hon’ble member on assurance 
that tiie apportionment laid down in the Secretary of State’s Despatch will be 
observed. But it is quite impossible to say now that that proportion will be 
maintained in the case of every other survey, and it is unreasonable to make 
such a request. The effect of adopting this amendment would be that in every 
survey ana settlement which may be hereafter made, the Government should 
undertake to pay a quarter of the bill. That would be guite unprecedented, and 
therefore the motion as it stands mast, I think, be decisively opposed; as far as 
the Bihar Survey is concerned, it is not likely that the Secretary of State’s 
orders will be overlooked.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ghose said:—“I think it will save time if I were 
to support my hou’ble friend’s amendment. I think it only right that tho 
proportions to be borne by the three parties should be embodied in the law, and 
that it should not bo left entirely vague and indeterminate as to what proportion 
should be borne by the Slate, or whether any proportion should be borne by 
the Government, and what proportion should be borne by the raiyats and by the 
zamindars respectively. There is absolute unanimity of opinion on this subject 
in the reports received from all the public bodies who have been consulted on 
the subject of this Bill. I ■will road to the Council a short extract from tile 
letter of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce on this point. They say 

‘ The proportion in which survey expenditure incurred in. any distriot is to be divided 
between the CJtnte, landlords aud tenants is spoken of, but is not made dear. It is only 
provided that the distribution of the Cess Bhall be made under oertain rules to be frothed* ae 
the Committee would rooo< amend, by the Local Government,, but the proportion is not stated. 
The Committee comment upon this omission. The proportion has been fixed in Bihar and 
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has received the sanotion of the Secretary of State, and they oan peroeive no .objection to its 
being repeated in this section.’ 

“ That is exactly what my friend’s amendment proposes to do, instead ■ of 
leaving it to Your Honour’s successor on the recommendation of the Collector 
of the district, who may recommend that the whole be thrown on the zamindar, 
or if he is a pro zawindai', ho may recommend that tho whole expense be borne 
by the raiyat; or he may recommend that no portion of tho expense should be 
borne by the Government. I submit that the recommendation of so high an 
authority as the Bengal Chamber of Commerce ought to be adopted.” 

The Hon’ble Mk. Beigiiton said:—“The hon’ble member has failed to 
notice that in the interests both of the raiyats and tho zamindars it is better that 
the proportions in which the expense should be borne should not be stereotyped 
in tho Bill. It often happens that a survey is necessary on behalf of one of the 
parties only. A survey, for instance, may he ordered by the Collector in a oase 
where there is a combination among tenants not to pay rent. Is it fair in such 
u case that tho landlord should bo saddled with even one-fourth of the cost? Or 
take a caso whore a landlord has applied for a survey becauso the accounts of his 
property are in a stato of confusion. Is it fair that i» such cases as these one 
party or tho other should pay tho prociso proportion of cost which has been 
decided in the case of the Bihar Survey ? I think it would not ho at all to 
tho interest of either raiyats or zamindars that tho proportions of cost to be 
borne by them respectively should be irrevocably fixed, whatover may be the 
circumstances of each case. Then again let me draw the attention of the 
Council to the case provided for in section 101 (1) (£) of tlio Bengal Tenancy 
Act where the Local Government may order a survey in oxxler to avert a serious 
dispute between the tenants and tlicir landlords. Does tho hon’ble member 
iseriously contend that hi such a case as this, without any reference to tho merits 
of the ease or tho party at default, the zamindar is to pay 7 annas, the tenant 5 
and the Government 4 annas ? 0no would imagine there was some particular 
virtuo in the combination 7, 5 and 4 which the kon’blo member wishes to per¬ 
petuate. I cannot but hope that the Council will see that it is essential to leave 
it to tho Government to decide under the circumstances of each particular caso 
how in fairness to all parties tho expense ought to bo borne.” 

The Hon’ble Sie Griffith Evans said:—“Leave, I tako it, has been 
obtained from the Government of India to bring in this Bill, because it affects 
to a oertain extent the Bengal Tenancy Act, which was passed by the Governor 
General in Council. Section 114 of that Act providos that expenses incurred in 
carrying out the provisions of this Chapter in any local area, or such part of 
those expenses as tho Local Government may direct, shall bo defrayed by thp 
landlords and tenants of land in that local area in such proportions as the Local 
Government, having regard to all tho circumstances of each ease, may deter¬ 
mine. 

“ That is the rule laid down by the Bengal Tenancy Act, and it is matter for 
consideration whether, the Government of India not having given leave for a new 
departure of the kind hero proposed, which would practically operate as a repeal 
of section 114 of tho Bengal Tenancy Act, the result w ould not be to jeopardise 
the whole Bill altogether. I cannot say that the passing of this ainendmont 
is not within tho competency of tlio Council, but 1 think it, is hardly open to 
us at this stage, after it was submitted to tho Government of India in a parti¬ 
cular form, to make a now departure in the way now proposed.” 

The Hon’ble Bajju S ueeni>kanatj r Banerjee in reply .said:—“It would 
savour almost of impertinence if I were to argue a point of law with the learned 
Advocate-General and tho learned Legal llemcmbraneor, but 1 beg leave 
respectfully to submit that wo cannot enact any law calculated to supersede 
the provisions of the Bengal Tenancy Act. Wc have not the competency, 
even though we hud the inclination, to do so. All that 1 contend for is that all 
cadastral surveys must be governed by the provisions of this Act; therefore 
the fo iuut.s of (lie learned Advocate-General, so far as I can nee, ur© irrelevant 
ifco the issuo before us. I say this with great deference, but I am bound to put 
this view before tho Council.” 
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The Hon’ble Sib Griffith Evans explained :—“ The expenses which will 
be incurred under this Act are expenses for maintaining Records of Rights 
made by virtue of the Bengal Tenancy Act. We are dealing with the expenses 
of a Survey and Settlement of Rights which is to be done not under the 
authority of this Aot, but under the authority of the Bengal Tenancy Act.” 

The Hon’ble the Pbesident said:—“ I think the fact which has been mention¬ 
ed by the Hon’ble Mr. Ghose, namely, tho great unanimity evinced by the 

f jublic bodies who have commented upon this provision of tho Bill, only shows 
iow their thoughts have been concentrated on the one leading case of North 
Bihar, while there are many other classes of cases which have to bo borne in 
mind by those who have to work the Bill. Tho Hon’ble the Legal Remem¬ 
brancer has pointed out one such class of cases to which the amendments both 
of tho Hon’ble Bajhj Sukendranath Banerjee and of the Hon’blo Mb. Ghose 
would not apply, viz., where the proprietor applies for a cadastral survey on 
account of the lawlessness and contumacy of tho raiyatst, or on account of the 
confusion into which a particular estate may have fallen. There is another 
class in which tho Magistrate applies for a settlement-survoy as the only means 
of settling long-pending and aggravated quarrels betwoen proprietors and 
tenants. In such a case it would be quito unreasonable to apply the particular 
ratios applied by the Secretary of State in tho case of the Bihar Survey. That 
case being tho leading case has caught tho public eye, and especially tho eye of 
the Bengal Chambor of Commerce, which naturally has no experience of the 
many different kinds of surveys under the Tenancy Act. Where a settlement- 
survey is applied for on account of disputes between landlords and tenants, it 
would not be reasonable that the Government should pay any portion of the 
cost. A groat amount of survey work is done under tho Tenancy Act in 
Government estates and in Wards’ estates; and the advantage derived from 
such surveys is so great that generally the whole of tlio cost is laid upon the 
estate, and nothing at all falls upon tho raiyats. But if tho raiyats are found to 
bo extremely unreasonable; if they prolong tho work and increase the expendi¬ 
ture by thoir rec alcitrancy, the Government may well say to thorn, ‘ you must 
bear a portion of the cost.’ Those facts show the importance of adhering to the 
principle which tho Hon’ble the Advocate-Gouoral has supported, that it is 
absolutely necessary to have a froo hand in each particular case. The case of 
tho North Bihar Survoy would by no means serve as a precedent in any other 
classes of cases. 1 am hopeful that after hearing this explanation the hon’ble 
members will be contont to withdraw their amendments, because it will be seen 
that they arc quite impracticable, and would produce results which are not 
anticipated by themselves.” 

Tho Motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ghose, by leave of the Council, withdrew the Motion of 
which he had given notice, that in section 20, the words within brackets from 
M in such proportion ” to “ determine ” be omitted, and that the following words 
be substituted:— 

* In tho proportion of 7 annas by tho proprietors and landlords, and 5 annas by tho 
tenants.’ 

The Hon’ble Bajhi Surendranath Banerjee moved that the following 
proviso bo added to section 29:— 

* Providod that "pending tho final determination of tho total expo uses which have been 
incurred in making a survey, the accounts shall bo puhli.hod in the local gazetto, and tiro 
parties liable to contribute to wants the expenses shall bo allowed tlio opportunity of sub An t- 
ting their representations in connection therewith.* 

He said:—“ This amendment is somewhat loosely worded, but if the 
principle is accepted, I should be happy to re-diaft it with tho assistance of the 
Council. I maintain that thoso who contribute iowi’.rds the cost of the survey 
have a right to know how their money is spout; and, moreover, I submit that 
the publication of tho accounts will go far to ensure economy. Tho .right

which my amendment seeks to confer upon those who contribute towards the 
cost of the survey will go still further to promote the same result. I ■ am 
informed that, in connection with the cadastral survey carried on in the estates 
of the Maharaja of Tippera, there was a good deal of extravagance. I have 
heard it stated that boundary stones to demarcate the villages which could be 
had in the bazar for nine annas a piece were charged for at the rate of nine ‘ 
rupees a piece. I have heard that from a distinguished pleader from Tippera; 
but, however that may be, I submit that the accounts should be published in 
order that those who contribute towards the cost of the survey may have an 
opportunity of submitting any representations they think fit in connection with 
the matter.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Buckland said “ I regret that X must disappoint the 
hon’ble member again. It is really impossible to grasp what this demand 
really amounts to. It is very difficult to carry out these operations, and to 
bring them to a conclusion. The hon’ble member may rest assured that all 
that is necessary is done to ensure economy, but it will be a tremendous 
addition to our labours if it is necessary to publish the bill of charges, mid to 
allow every raiyat to come forward ana submit his representations in a formal 
manner. If we allowed anything of this sort to be done, it would perhaps 
double and treble the amount of work necessary to carry out these very large ' 
survey and settlement operations. I can see no harm—in fact we do it now—- 
in publishing in the Calcutta Gazette the Government Resolution regarding the 
survey which will sufficiently inform the public, and which makes known generally 
what have been the total charges incurred, and what is the rate of cost pejf acfe; 
and the expense devolving upon any raiyat can be calculated therefrom. Nothing 
of real importance is hold back, and it is pretty well known beforehand 'wi'at the 
expense ought not to amount to more than an average of 8 annas per acre'divided 
among all tho parties. "We do all we can to keep down tho expense, and no 
good would be gained by allowing the raiyats to contest every small point. 
Nothing will involve more trouble on all parties concerned than to have every 
small item of expense disputed, and to have elaborate arguments and discus¬ 
sions. 1 regard this proposal as altogether unnecessary, and 1 think my hon’ble 
friend may trust us to keep down charges as low as possible. I must therefore 
oppose tho amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Muhammad Yusuf, Khan Bahadur, said:—“ I consider 
this amendment to be a very reasonable one. It deals with two questions 
first, the publication of the accounts in the Calcutta Gazette , and secondly , the 
opportunity to submit representations. The two points stand on different 
bases. As regards the first point, I do not see any objection to the amend- 
ment. As regards the second point, there might bo some objections to allow 
thousands of persons, whether zamindars or raiyats, to make representations; 
but whon we are going to tax their pockets, then the objection to give them 
f 11 8U ^ m ^ ^eir representations does not seem to be very 

The Hon’blo toe President said I think this is an amendment which 
should not be passed by tho Council. It proposes to put tho Government in a posi¬ 
tion which they ought not to bo asked to occupy. It will create a new procedure 
contrary to what exists in similar cases. Por instance we carry on embankment 
work under the Embankment Act, and in many cases we charge proprietors of 
estates protected by such embankments with the exact cost spent for their 
mamtenance from year to year. Nobody has ever asked that the accounts should 
be furnished in detail, nor have I ever heard any suggestion that the expenses 
have been overcharged, or that the charges have been unduly distributed, 
moreover, the amendment as it has been drafted will not meet the hon’ble 
member s wishes, unless the accounts are published in great detail. We do pub¬ 
lish the accounts in some detail, and in the next Calcutta Gazette the hon’ble 
member will see the accounts of the survey and settlement work carried on last 
® hcw with considerable fullness, and under different heads. That will 
give as much information as the statistician requires to understand the nature 
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and cost of the work, and to form a judgment whether the operations have been 
carried out with an eye to economy or with extravagance. With regard to the 
instance of excessive charge, which the hon’ble member has given, I am sure 
that he has stated it as he has heard it from the Pleader of Tippera to whom he 
referred; but no information has reached me on the subject; ana while it is easy 
to make such assertions, it is impossible to refute them at a moment’s notice and 
without further enquiry. But all that I have heard justifies me in saying that 
it is presumable that no such extravagance has taken place. It is true that the 
cost of the survey in Tippera has been more expensive than the average, but 
there are local causes, such as complicated tenures and conflicting interests, 
which have made that inevitable. 1 think the Council will be justified in trust* 
ing the Government to take care that economy is observed in carrying out 
surveys and settlements. We have published our estimate, which is that we 
desire to work at the average cost of 8 annas per acre. To a certain extent 
my personal credit is pledged to carry that estimate out, and every nerve of the 
Government is strained to arrive at that result, and every possible endeavour will 
be made to make the work of the department economical. 1 therefore am 
obliged to say on tho part of the Government that I cannot advise the Council 
to accept this amendment.” 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Buckland moved that in section 30 the words “and 
landlords ’ bo omitted. He said:— 

<l Tliis is a verbal amendment, the words ‘and landlords ’ having crept in 
by misfcaite. We only want to provide that proprietors of estates should pay 
their share of the expense at the same time as they pay their revenue. The 
term ‘ landlords ’ covers many other persons besides proprietors, and includes 
raiyats. 1 therefore propose to strike out the words ‘ and landlords.’ 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banrrjee moved that in section 30 
for the words “together with such instalment of land revenue as the Local 
Government may direct ” the words “ to the Collector or such other officer as 
the Local Government may direct ” be substituted. He said :— 

“ Here the cost of the survey is treated as part and parcel of the land 
revenue. If a Collector is inclined not to accept tho land revenue unless the 
cost of the survey has been paid, the estate may be sold up. This seems 
unnecessary, having regard to the fact that arrears of payment under this' 
Act can be‘ recovered as a public demand. My amendment seeks to rectify this 
defect.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Buckland said:—“ I think the hon’ble member has gone 
quite out of his way to pick a holo in this section. He is afraid that an amount 
due from a proprietor under this Act will be regarded as part and parcel of the 
lawH revenue, but the very words which have been used show that it is distinct 
from land revenue. The section says that the amount shall be paid together 
with Buch instalment of land revenue, so that it is stated as distinctly as possible 
that it is another thing from an instalment of land revenue. The object of the 
section is that, whereas proprietors have to pay their land revenue, it should be 
open to the Government to say that at such hist day as the Government^ may 
thiwlr fit the amount of the survey settlement charges due from the proprietors 
shall be paid at the same time as an instalment of land revenue, and I think 
there is no hardship in that. It is a very ordinary sort of provision to make: 
and we particularly go on in tho same section to say that arrears of the survey 
settlement charges shall be recoverable under the certificate procedure, so that 
there will be no question of selling up an estate for default in payment of these 
charges. I think the distinction is as clear as possible, and that the amendment 
is unnecessary.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ghose said: — “I am not quite convinced that the 
danger whioh is apprehended by the hon’blo mover of the amendment is 
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so entirely without foundation as the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill 
seems to think. No doubt it is expressly laid down in section 30 that arrears of 
payment under this section shall be recovered under the certificate procedure, but 
for my part I fail to see the necessity of coupling the payment of this debt 
with the payment of any particular kist of land revenue, 'f'he association of a 
particular kist of land revenue with any other debt may imply that the non¬ 
payment of the one will involve tho non-reoeipt of the other, and I should not 
bo surprised if the Collector were to pat that interpretation upon it, and then by 
the operation of the Sunset Law tho result apprehended by my hon’ble friend will 
take place. For my part I have not yet been able to understand, nor has the 
hon’ble member in charge of tho Bill attempted to tell us, what necessity there 
is for associating the payment of arrears recoverable under the certificate 
procedure with tho payment of land revenue. Why should not tho arrears be 
recoverable, like any other public demand, whoily apart from a hist of land 
revenue ? • Therefore, there may bo the danger of the Collector under this 
section declining to rocoivo a hist of land revenue unless at tho same time the 
arrears duo under this Act are paid.” 

The Hon’ble Mk. Buckland said:—“ With Your Honour’s permission I 
would explain that the simple object is to provide that the amounts due under this 
Act shall be paid at the same time as the land revenue. It would bo for the con¬ 
venience of all parties that, when the land rovonue is being paid in, the proprietors 
should at tho same time pay in these amounts.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mk. Lyalt. said:—“I desire to add one word as to the reason 
why I agreed to this section. Without it tlioro is nothing in this Bill or in the 
Tenancy Act that makes the payment by a proprietor due. Without fixing 
some date on which tho payment is due, it caunot be recoverable as a public 
demand. All that I hold to be intended by this section is to fix the date when 
the payment becomes due; and it was considered that it would be convenient to 
tho proprietor to pay it at the samo time as an instalment of revenue. No 
Collector can refuse to receive land revonue, provided it is paid before sunset 
of tho last day of paymont. Ho cannot refuse to receive it from, anybody, 
whether connected with the estate or otherwise; nor can bo refuse any payment, 
however small in amount, provided it is offered before tho latest time of 
payment. Therefore, the fear which has been expressed by the hon’ble 
mover of tho amendment that the Collector might refuse payment is not a 
well-grounded one.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Subendranath Bankbjee said:—“After the discussion 
which has takon place as to the purport of the section, I beg leave to withdraw 
my amendment. 

The Hon’ble the President said— “1 think the hon’ble member is wise in 
wishing to withdraw this amendment, because, if there was any danger of 
misconstruction of the meaning and intention of the section, this discussion will 
clear it away. Putting it briefly, tho real object is to preveut tho zamind&r 
from being called upon to pay his share of tho cost, except at a time when he 
has to pay an instalment of land re venae. It is entirely for the convenience of 
the landlords that the section has boon framed.” 

Tho Motion was, ‘by leave’ withdrawn. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Buckland moved that in section 31 the word “tender” 
bo substituted for the word “ receipt.” He said— 

“ This is a mere verbal amendment. Tho section provides that the amount 
due from a tenant, &c., shall be paid by him on 1 receipt’ of fhe extract from 
the Record of Rights. Suppose that he will not receive the extract. We propose 
that he shall bo liable, to pay the amount due from him, when the extract from 
tho khatian is ‘tendered’ to him. You may take an extract to the raiyat, but 
you cannot make him receive it; therefore I propose to substitute tho word 
‘ tender ’ for the word ‘ receipt.’ 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 
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The Hon’ble Babu Surbndranath Banerjee moved that in line 4 of 
section 34 the words “ two months ” bo substituted for “ one month/’ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Buckland said: —‘ ‘The section of the Registration Act upon 
which this section of the Bill is based is section 72. I do not know whether the 
hon’ble member has referred to that section,but there he will find that an appeal 
made from a Sub-Kegistrar’s decision to the Registrar to whom he is subordinate, 
must be made within thirty days from the date of the order of the subordinate 
officer, and we have followed that principle. If thirty days have been found 
sufficient in the Registration Act of 1877, we anticipate that it will be found 
quite sufficient under this Bill, and I see no reason for extending the time. In a 
matter of this sort, the best thing is to adopt the precedent of the existing law, 
of which we are following the procedure as far as we can.” 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Mr Buckland said:—“With Your Honour’s permission I will 
ask the Council to accept an amendment of which I have not been able to give 
notice. I am indebted to my friend the hon’ble member, the Collector of 
Calcutta, for a suggestion which may be of very considerable importance in the 
working of the Bill. It is a little section which is taken from section 87 of the 
Land Registration Act. It will ompower the Collector, in chhcs where ho is 
overwhelmed with appeals under this Act, to appoint an officer who will exercise 
what is called special appellate powers. Particularly at first there may be a large 
number of petty appeals, and it may be very undesirable that the time of hard- 
worked Collectors should be taken up with such cases. He may have an 
experienced Joint-Magistrate or Deputy Magistrate who could dispose of such 
appeals under general instructions from the Collector. For these reasons, I 
move that the following section be inserted after section 34:— 

‘ The Loral Government may from time to time vest any officer other than the Collector 
of the district with special appellato powers under this Act; and every Officer so vested shall 
be competent to hear and decide any appeal .which the Collector of the district is competent 
to hoar and deeido under this Aot.’ 


Tlio Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Ilon’blo Babu Surendranath Banerjee moved that in clause (2) of 
section 35, “section 190” be substituted for “section 192.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Ilon’ble Mr. Buckland moved that the Bill, as settled in Council, he 
now passed. Ho said— 

“1 do not proposo to detain the Council at any length. I think we may 
consider ourselves fortunate that we have got through this debate in four hours. 

I hope that the Bill will now receive the sanction of tho Government of 
India, and that tho Act will be launched under Your Honour’s auspices, assume 
Bhape and be brought into working order. It is impossible to predict with any 
certainty what will be tho result of the working of this Act, but what we claim to 
havo done is that we have made this effort to redeem the pledge given by the 
Government that an Act will be passed for the maintenance of a Record of 
Rights ; and we have proceeded on the lines which Your Honour intimated in a- 
general way, so long ago as June 1892, should be followed, namely, that the 
measure should tpke the shape of an amplification of Registration Offioos. It 
now remains for the people to co-operate with us, and to come forward and 
register their transfers, and to accumulate for themselves a body of evidence 
of their transfers and successions that shall stand them in good stead in the 
day of litigation. We hope that this measure, which will be ancillary of 
course to the more important measure of the Tenancy Act, and particularly' 
Chapter X of that Act, will conduce to the peace and order of any district or 

J 3 art of a district to which it is applied, and that it will enhance the value of 
anded property and conduce to the peaoe and prosperity of the peasantry of 
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Bihar and other parts of the country to ■which it may be applied. I have 
again to thank my hon’ble colleagues in the Select Committee; I have also to 
than k the several Public Associations which have sent us_ valuable reports upon 
the subject of this Bill, and I have to thank the Council as a whole for the 
patient hearing which they have accorded me.” 

The Hon’blo Maulvi Muhammad Yusuf, Khan Bahadur, said:—“I will 
not, at this late hour, detain the Council with any lengthy observations regarding 
the merits of the Bill as it now stands. 1 may, however, be allowed to say in 
connection with the Bill that the attitude of the President towards the non- 
official members of the Council has been happily one of encouragement and 
conciliation; and perfect freedom of thought and full liberty of speech have 
always been conceded to us, although some portions of the debate were well 
calculated to put patience and temper to severe tost. For this we are sincerely 
thankful to the Government. All questions that have come up for debate and 
decision have been decided after due deliberation and full arid freo discussion 
on thoir own merits, according to the true convictions and opinions of the 
members, and the Government has never had recourse to official majority in 
connection with any question relating to the Bill. This is highly encouraging, 
and leaves nothing to bo desired. Although I would have been glad if many 
more of the suggestions and amendments which we proposed had been accepted 
and carried out, still I cannot shut my eyes to tho fact that Government has 
conceded a great deal, and has never refused to adopt such of our suggestions 
as were deemed by it reasonable and tit to be accepted. The Bill has been 
conceived and prepared with tho honest belief that it would promote the good 
of the people. Altogether the Bill as it now stands assumes a shape so that it 
is least open to adverse and hostile criticism: the most objectionable parts liftv6 
been purged away, and it is impossible to expect that it should assume a more 
satisfactory appearance. Under these circumstances, I vote that the Bill should 
he passed into law.” 

THE CALCUTTA PORT ACT, 1890, AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Risley presented the Report of the Select Committee 
on the bill to further amend the Calcutta Port Act, 1890. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Risley also applied to the President to suspend the Rules 
of Business. 

The Hon’ble the President having declared the Rules suspended— 

The Hon’ble Mr. Risley moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
be taken into consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses of the 
Bill. He said:— 

u In dealing with this Bill I am fortunate in having very little to say. 
The only section in which any substantial alteration has been made by the 
Select Committee is section 15, which, as it originally stood, empowered* 
the Port Commissioners to declare any of their warehouses to be bonded 
warehouses. It was suggested in Select Committoe that, as the Sea Customs Act 
of 1878 already conferred tho power of converting private licensed warehouses 
into bonded warehouses, the amendment proposed by the Bill, as it was intro¬ 
duced, would have the effect of creating what may be described as a double 
procedure for doing practically the same thing, and for that reason it was con¬ 
sidered better to proceed upon existing lines for converting the warehouses of 
the Port Commissioners into bonded warehouses within the meaning of the Sea 
Customs Act, instead of proceeding by independent legislation to empower the 
Port Commissioners to do what is required. Having rogard to the important 
interests at stake and the somewhat intricate legal questions involved, the Port 
Commissioners felt that this was a point which required to be determined with 
the greatest care, and accordingly, with the concurrence of the Select Committee, 
me sections as redrafted by them were referred to the Hon’ble the Advocate- 
General, and a slight modification was introduced by him. The form the 
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sections now take is that of empowering^ warehouses belonging to the Port 
Commissioners to bo licensed under section 16 of the Sea Customs Act; they 
would then become bonded warehouses, the provisions of that Act would apply 
to them, and the chief Customs authority would have full executive powers in 
the matter. When the question was referred to the Hon’lde the Advocate- 
General, ho hold that in order to do that it would bo necessary to declare all 
the warehouses of tlxo Port Commissioners to bo private warehouses within the 
meaning of tho Sea Customs Act, and capablo of being licensed as bonded 
warehouses. Ho also advised that, as tho Bill in the form in which it was 
amended would have the effect, I can hardly say of altering, but at any rate of 
touching, tho Sea Customs Act, it would be necessary to obtain the previous 
sanction of the Govern or-General in Council; tin’s has, therefore, been done, 
and the necessary sanction has boen received. This is really the only substan¬ 
tial alteration which has been made by the Select Committee, the other altera¬ 
tions being merely formal and subsidiary to this one. 1 have omitted to explain 
that the section dealing with warrants lias been modified to some extent. As it 
at first stood it was necessary, as wo wero dealing with an independent enact¬ 
ment, to state the section to which warrants should conform, and to give a statu¬ 
tory form of warrant; but now, having brought all these arrangements within 
the purview of the Sea Customs Act, wo say:—‘ The warrants delivered under 
section 90 of tlio Sea Customs Act shall in the case of tho said warehouses be 
signed by the Commissioners or some person duly authorized by them.’ ” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Ilon’blo Mr. Risley also moved that tho clauses of the Bill be con- 
‘siderod in the form recommended by the Select Committee. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Ilon’ble Baku Suren dranatii Banerjee moved that in section 4, sub¬ 
section (;?), the words “passengers or ” bo omitted, lie said:— 

“ Before making any remarks upon this section, 1 wish it to be understood 
that 1 have no desire to stand in the way of the passing of this Bill, which I 
understand has been introduced at tlio instance of the Mercantile Community 
which is so worthily represented in this Council by my hon’ble friend to my 
left (the I lon’blc Mr. Smyth). I think it is no part of the duty of a Port Trust 
to make arrangements for the conveyance of passengers. They deal with goods 
which arrive at, and are exported from, this Port. But apart from this question 
of principle, I have to obsorvo that if the Bill is to bo passed in tho form and 
shape in which it has been laid before us, it will seriously interfere with the 
operations of the Calcutta Tramways Company, and will entail heavy loss to 
the Corporation of Calcutta. The Council will remember that last year the 
Corporation entered into a contract with the Tramways Company which was 
legalised by this Council. Under tho terms of that contract tho Company 
•pay a mileage rate to the extent of several thousands of rupees per annum to 
the Corporation, and they further kcop in order tho portions of tho roads over 
which tho tramway lines are luid. If tins section is passed into law, and 
if tho Port Commissioners take advantage of this provision and run tramcars 
for passengers from Cliitporc to Kidderporo, tho Tramways Company will have 
to cease running their cars along that part of their line, which will not only 
xuean loss to the Corporation, but sorious inconvenience to tho public. 

“In this connection may I be permitted to inquire of tho hon’blo member 
in charge of tho Bill as to wlxat has become of tho little project of law 
proposed by tho Calcutta Corporation to enable them to recover rates upon 
huts situated on lands belonging to tbo Port Commissioners ? I am told that 
tho Corporation lose about Ks. 20,000 a year for want of such a necessary 
provision in tbo law. It is a very urgent matter, and I appeal to the hon’ble 
member to oxpodito tho settlement of tho question, which the longer it is 
delayed the heavier is the loss which tho Corporation of Calcutta have to 
sustain.” 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Bible* said:—“ I think it will he convenient if I deal first 
with the matter which the hon’ble member has mentioned last, ^namely, the 
question of the assessment of buildings within the Port Commissioners’ lands 
for the purposes of the Calcutta Corporation. I understand that^ there is a 
special arrangement for assessing the property of the Port Commissioners by 
a percentage on the money which was spent on the property, but that does not 
provide for tbo assessment in the ordinary way of buildings belonging to' 
persons other than the Port Commissionors, but which stand on their property. 
There is no question whatever as to tho justice of the claim which the Corpora¬ 
tion has put forward. It has boen submitted to this Government and considered, 
and a proposal to deal with it by an amendment of the Calcutta Port Act has 
been submitted to tho Government of India. But I must explain that the 
proposal to deal with tho Calcutta Port Act in the way in which it is dealt with 
in the Bill beforo the Council dates some timo back. Tho question to which 
my hon’ble friend refers came in subsequently, and tho original proposal having 
already boen reported to the Secretary of State, it was held that a further report 
would bo necessary in order to tho introduction of the proposed amendment. In 
other words, it will not be opon to us, under the rules relating to tho previous 
sanction of the Government of India, to bring that question into tho Bill now 
before tbo Council. It has been reported in tho regular course of business, 
and I believe there is very littlo question as to tho necessary sanction being 
received, and as soon as sanction is received, tho matter will bo dealt with in the 
ordinary way. 

“As regards the motion to omit the words ‘passengers or’ in sub-scction (#) 
of section 4 of tho Bill, which amends section 35, sub-section(."?), of the Port Act, 
I must express my extreme regret in adding one more to tho series of instances 
in which tho hon’blo member’s proposals have boon declined during to-day’s, 
dobatc. I see no way of getting over the matter, except that of leaving the 
thing as it stands; there does not appear to ho any means of compromise in the 
matter. At tho same time I think the apprehension which tho hon’ble member 
has expressed, that the Port Commissioners’ line will compete with the existing 
Chitpur Tramway line, in winch the Municipal Commissioners are interested, is 
altogether groundless. What the Mercantile Community wisli the Port Com¬ 
missioners to do—though the Port Commissioners are not specially anxious 
to do it—is that they should carry passengers merely between tbo jetties 
and tho docks. Obviously when a merchant’s clerk or other employe has 
to go to tho docks to look after consignments of merchandise, it is extremely 
inconvenient that ho should not bo able to make uso of tlio Port Com¬ 
missioners’ tramway for the purpose, but I apprehend there is no question 
whatever of the Port Commissioners carrying general passengers and 
taking customers away from the Calcutta tramway. In the first place, the 
provision in the Bill whioli will authoriso the carrying of passengers will 
not be made use of on the whole of the lino connecting Chitpur and Khidder- 
pore, but only on tho portion between the jetties and. tho docks. Tho Port 
Commissioners’ so-called tramway, which is really a railway, used hitherto 
solely for carrying goods, runs inside tho Port Commissioners’ premises, and 
would, I imagine, offer no attractions to the ordinary passenger. There will, 

I understand, be no published time-table and no regular passenger trains. The 
passengers came 1 will consist of tho special class of clerks, sorcors, stovedores, 
ships’ coolies, and others having business at the docks, and I do not think that 
such small traffic can possibly interfere with the interests of tho Calcutta 
Tramways Company. I may further state that if the Municipal Commissioners 
will be satisfied with an executive pledgo to the effect that the permission 
to carry passengers will not be used so as to draw business away from the 
Calcutta Tramway, the Port Commissioners aro willing to give suen a pledge. 
Hereafter, when further occasion arises for revising tho Port Act in connec¬ 
tion with the question of assessment, which has beon mentioned, the status 
of tho Port Commissioners’ railway will doubtless como under discussion, and 
full expression will bo given to tho views of all the parties concerned—the 
Mercantile Community, Lhe Municipal Commissionors, and the Port Commis¬ 
sioners.” 


The Hon'ble Mr. Gjiose said:— “I beg to congratulate tho lion’blo member 
on tho very satisfactory statement which he has made,- and I think my 
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hon’ble friend themover of the amendment must be perfectly satisfied with that 
statement, namelyi that steps hare been already taken in order to give effect 
to the proper and just claims of the Corporation, which my lion’bio friend 
Represents here, regarding the assessment of certain property within the Port 
Commissioners’ premises. With regard to the other matter which forms the 
subject of his amendment regarding the carrying of passongers by the Port 
Commissioners, it seems to me that after the explanation which has been given, 
that they will have no fixed time table, and will carry only certain clerks and 
sarcars and other people connected with the merchandise of the town; that they 
will have in fact no regular passenger service, I think my hon’ble friend should 
also be satisfied, and should withdraw his amendment. 

“Before resuming my seat I desire to take this opportunity, as this will 
probably be the last occasion on which I shall have the honour of addressing the 
Council, of expressing my sense of grateful appreciation of the patient and 
indulgent hearing which has always been accorded to me, and the kindness 
and courtesy which I have invariably oxpm*ienced at the hands of every hon’ble 
member of the Council. And I trust Sir, that although we have frequently 
found ourselves in opposition to the views of the majority of hon’ble members, 
we have never lost sight of the spirit of compromise which ought to animate our 
debates, and that we havo never been wanting in due and proper respect for the 
opinions of thoso from whom we have for the time being been compelled to 
dissent.” 

The llon’ble Babu Surendranatii Banerjee in reply said:—“ After the 
explanation which has been given by the hon’blo member in charge of the Bill, 
and the assurance given by him that it is not in contemplation to use the Port 
Commissioners’ Railway for the purposes of passenger traffic, but only for the 
convenience of thoso who are connected with the mercantile business of this 
Port, I beg leave to withdraw my amendment.” 

The Motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 

The Ilon’blo Me. Risley moved that the Bill, as settled in Council, be 
passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

THE BENGAL SANITARY DRAINAGE BILL. 

The Ilon’blo Mb. Lyaee moved that tho Bill to facilitate tlio construction 
of drainage works for improving tho sanitary condition of local areas bo referred 
back to the Select Committee. Ho said:— 

“ At this late stage I do not propose to trouble tho Council with more than 
a very few words. Tho Council will remember that at the end of February last 
the Select Committee who sat on tliis Bill presented a Report, and that m the 
‘ last paragraph of their Report they recommended that tho Bill as amended by 
them should bo ropublished. In accordance with that recommendation the 
Bill has been ropublished; and in doing so tho Government issued a Circular 
to all local authorities drawing their attention to the provisions of the amended 
Bill, and calling for an expression of their opinion. In accordance with that 
Circular a groat numbor of replies have been received, some of which are very 
mnpii to the point, and criticise the Bill on points which I think require more 
consideration than .can bo given at a sitting of tho full Council. There are 
two points in particular on which now light has been thrown. These are first, 
the question of dealing with projects falling partly within the limits of one or 
more municipality. The other point is tho manner in which the cost of the 
work carried out under the Act should be realised. Those two points in them* 
selves aro sufficiently important to justify my placing on the agenda the motion 
standing in my name.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 
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The Ilon’ble Mb. Lyall also moved that the Hon’ble Mr. Risley be 
appointed to the Select Committeo in the place of the Hon’ble" Mb. Collier. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

ADJOURNMENT OF THE COUNCIL. 

The Hon’ble the President said:— t£ This brings us to the end of the Cold- 
weather Session of 1891-95, and when wc meet in July and August next, tho 
■ r irst business of the Council will bo to receive from tho Select Committee the 
Repfort on the Drainage Bill; and I trust that after such amendments as may 
seem necessary to be made, tho Hill will bo passed into law. There. is a 
jrossibilify of there being another Bill laid before tlio Council, namely, a Bill to 
amend the Partition Law, which has been in preparation for some time and has 
been sont to the Government of India, and if it be received back in time, it may 
perhaps be passed in the Summer Session, otherwise it will liavo to be delayed. 
I do not think there is any other legal work of importance with which I shall 
have to trouble the Council. 

“ I cannot close this Session without saying one word, with roferonce to 
what fell from tho Ilon’blo Mb. Chose, to express liow heartily I appreciate tho 
spirit in which he and his confreres have joined our meetings, and how cordially 
I agreo with what he has said, that the spirit of compromise and tho endoavour 
to assist the Government by careful, honest and zealous consideration of tho 
measures laid before them, has been the leading note of tho members of this 
Council. I am quite satisfied in my own mind that the extension of the 
Council has materially added to its strength, to its pojmlarity, and to its 
power of doing good for the country. Of tho hon’hlo members present there 
are, I think, three whose term of office will come to an ond beforo wo meet 
noxt time, and who may be re-elected or who may not. If they are re-elected, 
we shall welcome them back; if not, we hope we shall find in their successors 
colleagues who aro as generous and as zoalous as they have beon.” 

The Council adjourned sine die .

The mean pressure, temperature, &c., are deduced from the traces of the Barograph and Thermograph, 
and from observations made at 6h., 10h., 16h. and 22h. 

The maximum and minimum temperatures are obtained from self-registering thermometers. All the 
thermometers are verified and the readings have been corrected to a standard constructed and verified at the 
Kew Observatory. They Are exposed under a thatched shed open at the sides and are suspended four foot 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard Newman’s No# 86, 
fonnerlV at the Surveyor-General’s Office. . _ _ 

The hygrometric elements are obtained from Tables Ill, IV, and V of the ofncn&L tables computed in 
the Meteorological Office, and based on Regnsuit’s modifications of August’s formula. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are taken from the trace of a Buckley’s anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground, 
lr., lightning reflection; R, thunderstorm; 
p, passing temporary showers; t, thunder, d; drizzling ram.

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m., SATURDAY, 
THE 27th OF APRIL 1895. 

During the previous week the pressure distribution was very uniform owing to the 
unusually high readings in Bengal and the north of the Bay. Calm weather was therefore 
general, and the locnl thunderstorms, which were of daily occurrence, kept the air cool over 
she whole province except at times m East and North Bengal. 

The changes which have been going on steadily during the week under review have pro¬ 
duced a complete reversal of these conditions. Pressure has been falling almost dailv ; but 
though the changes have not been large at any of the Bengal stations except in East Bengal, 
over the Bay a depression developed, and moving towards the north-east caused important 
changes in the parts directly affected as well as over the rest of Bengal. The low tempera¬ 
tures, which have been prevalent for some time, have continued during the greater part of 
the week, hut especially in the south-western districts, viz., South-West Bengal, Chota 
Nagpur, and Orissa. 

While pressure remained high in Bengal and the north of the Bay, slow downward 
changes led to the formation of a shallow low-pressure area in the south or south-west of the 
Bay. As the depression was at first very shallow and diffused, there was little likelihood of its 
giving rise to disturbed weather. But. on Monday, the 22nd, wind velocity increased in the 
south of Ceylon, and heavy rain was reported from Ualle. The squally weather, which was 
then probably prevalent over the extreme south of the Bay, extended northwards, and on the 
23rd was beginning to be felt in Burmah. The sea became rough at Diamond Island and on 
the Orissa coast, while a regular cyclonic circulation of wind* prevailed over the Bay, 
being shown by the indraught across the coast at nearly all stations. On Thursday, tho 25th, 
the disturbance was more concentrated, and had evidently begun to vnovc in a north-easterly 
direction. There was a brisk fall of pressure in Bengal and over the north of the Bay, and 
heavy rain had begun at Diamond Island. During the following day the movement of the 
depression was very rapid, and the centre crossed the coast not far from Akyah, where a gale 
blow for several hours on the night of the 25th. The fall of pressure was very rauid near the 
centre, and was shown by the changes both at Aky&b and Chittagong. The fall at Chitta¬ 
gong on the 26th was a quarter of au inch, at Narayanganj "183 inch, and though the 
fall at Akvab was a fifth of an inch, the rapid rise which follows the passing of tho storm 
centre had been felt there for some hours. 

Squally weather extended over the north of the Bay and Lower Bengal, but owing to 
the easterly motion of the disturbance, these squalls were of very short duration. The rain 
squalls were felt while the winds were easterly, and the north-westerly dry winds which soon 
followed gave fine weather over the north-west of the Bay and the greater part of Bengal, 
even while the storm was raging in the north-east angle of the Bay. The disturbance broke 
up very quickly after the centre crossed the coast, and numerous thunderstorms occurred in 
the eastern districts, attended by heavy raiu. The pressure distribution which remained after 
the depression disappeared was tho reverse of what obtained in the early part of the week. 
While there was a rapid rise in East Bengal, there was a brisk fail in the western districts, 
and the gradient became very steep towards a shallow depression over the south of Bihar and 
the adjaoeut part of Chota Nagpur. Defect then varied from *12 inch in the south-east to 
*18 inch at Patna. The rainfall continued in the extreme oast of the province, but in other 
parts the distribution of pressure caused a strong inrush of westerly winds attended by a rapid 
increase of temperature. In Chota Nagpur these winds were dry, but in South-West Bengal 
the winds being from the Bay, the air became more moist. 

Pressure .—As stated above, a reversal of the pressure arrangement has been iu progress 
during the week. Aa readings were high at the beginning and low towards the end, the 
means difter very little from the normai. They are slightly iu excess except in East Bengal, 
where the depression caused a small defect. 

Temperature —Has remained very low in Orissa, Chota Nagpur, and South-West 
Bengal, and relatively low in the other districts except East Bengal, where there is a mean 
excess of nearly 1°. The defect for Chota Nagpur is ?*b°, South-West Bengal 4f A°, Orissa 
4*2°, Bihar 2*7°, and North Bengal 1*4°. 

The average temperatures registered during the week at nine typical stations and their 
variations from the normal are shown in the following table:— 

Table showing the excess or defect of the actual mean temperature from the normal Jar the week 

ending Saturday t the 27 th of April 1895. 
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Rainfall.— Thunderstorms were fairly numerous during the week, especially in. the early 
part. The heaviest showers occurred in Ohota Nagpur and North Bengal, the former of 
which received much more than is usual at this season of the year. In the latter the fall 
was in excess of the normal hy about a quarter of an inch. In Bihar rather more than the 
normal amount fell. Of the other three districts. East Bengal alone was to any great extent 
below the average. The fall there was -60 inch as compared with the normal fall of 1*45 
inches:—

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RESOLUTION ON THE CHEMICAL EXAMINER’S REPORT FOR 1804.

A letter from tho Inapeotor-Oeneral of Civil Hospitals, Bengal, No. 2198, dated the 
9th March 1895, forwarding the report of the Chemical Examiner to Govern¬ 
ment for the year 1894. 

Read also— 

. The report for 1893 and the Resolution recorded on it. 

The number of analyses performed during tho year was 2,940 against 
3,462 in 1893 and 3,403 in 1892. There was a decrease of 522 eases in the 
number of analysos performed during the year as compared with 1893, and 
of 463 cases a§ compared with 1892. Tho decrease occurred chiefly in 
substances other than animal tissue suspected to be or to contain poison, 
including cattle-poison, in articles tested for blood stains, and. m petroloum and 
inflammable oils. In addition to his analytical work, the Chemical Examiner 
had to report on nine technical questions and eleven applications for leave to 
file specifications for patent processes. . 

tl. The total number of medico-legal cases referred to the Chemical 
Examiner during the year was 787, the number of articles sent for examina¬ 
tion in connection with them being 1,451 or 170 less than in the previous year. 
The decrease was mainly in substances tested for poison and articles tested 
tot blood stains. Two hundred and ninety human viscera were examined for 
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poison against two hundred and sixty-nine in the previous year, and in 45*86 
per cent, of these coses poison was found against 45*95 in 1893 and 45*65 in 
1892. Opium was, as usual, the most common form of poison, and was found 
in 21*55 per cent, of the cases, against 26*10 in tho year before. The other 
principal poisons detectod were arsenic, morphia and aconite. In 157 out of 
290 human viscera, and in 312 other casos of suspected substances out of 758 
sent up for analysis, no poison was found. The number of suspected cattle¬ 
poisoning cases in which animal viscera wore sent up for examination was 154, 
tho same number as in the previous year, and in these arsenic was discovered 
in 74-67 per cent, against 74*02 in 1893. 

3. The number of articles tested for purity and quality was 1,489 against 
1,8*1 in the previous year. The decrease was mainly under the head of petro¬ 
leum, alcoholic spirit, and explosives sent for analysis. In consequence of the 
orders issued in 1894, under which Chairmen of Municipalities and District 
Officers have been authorised to send water for analysis to Mr. Norman Rudolf, 
who has established a Chemical Laboratory at Siwan in the district of Saran, 
the Chemical Examiner has been relieved of a good deal of his work in this 
direction. Before these orders were received, however, 197 samples of potable 
water had been examined. Of these 15 were sent up by municipalities, 105 
were from Jails, and 77 from other Departments. 

4. Tho results of the analysis of 192 samples of potable water examined 
during tho year aro set forth in Appendix A to the Chemical Examiner’s report. 
The samples arc arranged in tho following classes:—

In commenting on this classification the Chemical Examiner observes that 
hardly any of the waters aro up to the European standard of purity, ammonia, 
both free and albuminoid, and nitrogen being present in larger quantities than 
would be regarded by sanitary authorities in Europe as admissible in good 
drinking water. The Lieutenant-Governor has found a difficulty in making 
out what relation the figures in tho different columns of the statement boar to 
tho conclusions arrived at regarding the comparative purity of the different 
classes of water. It is understood, however, from an unofficial reference to 
Dr. Evans, that the classification adopted by him is based upon tho practice of 
English analytical chemists, who look to the probable combined offect of all the 
component elements of water, and reject as misleading what is known as 
Wigner’s system, which assigns a numerical value to the various chemical 
factors in accordance with an arbitrary scale of marks. 

5. Important researches were made by the Chemical Examiner during the 
year into the phsiological properties of hemp drugs, samples of which wore 
sent to him for examination by tho Hemp Drugs Commission, and into the 
effect of different modes of packing gunja upon the quality of tho drug. The 
latter inquiry was undertaken at the instance of tho Board of llovonuo, who 
supplied tho samples for analysis, and on tho results obtained tho Chemical 
Examiner has basod the opinion that although a considerable chemical change 
takes place in ganja when kept, this change is not influenced by the mode of 
packing adopted. 

The acknowledgments of the Lieutonant-Governor are duo to Dr. Evans 
for his interesting report and for the good work done by him during the year. 
His Honour notices with satisfaction the remarks of commendation passed by 
Dr. Evans on the laboratory staff. During the year tho Assistant Chemical 
Examinor, Rai Tara Prasanna Rai Bahadur, retired from the service, after 
spending 23 years in the Chemical Department. Tho Liou^enant-Govemor 
takes this opportunity of placing on record his sense of tho valuable services 
rendered to Government by this officer.

A report, dated 1st December 1894, by the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals, on 
the sale of quinine by Subordinate Medical Officers. 

Statements furnished by the Inspector-General of Jails showing the quantity of 
quinine supplied to Post Offices and Civil Surgeons from the beginning of the 
operations in November 1892 to tho 80th September 1894. 

Read again— 

Resolution by the Government of Bengal, Municipal Department, No. 3268, dated the 
6th December 1892, regarding tho extension of the sale of quinine among 
the poorer classes in Bengal. 

In tho Resolution of the 6th December 1892, the Lieutenant-Governor 
reviewed the historv of various attempts which had been made to popularise the 
use of quinine and to extend its sale among the poorer dusses in the interior 
of Bengal, indicated the causes of their failure, and put forward a now scheme 
which seemed likely to havo greater prospects of success. This scheme 
proposed to create a demand for pure quiuino among the poor by selling it in 
small quantities at a largo number of centres for the smallest coin in common 
use, and by giving the sellers an interest in pushing tho sales. It was arranged 
to supply the quinine from the Government Factory at Darjeeling, and to 
make it up by jail labour into packets containing five grains ouch and bearing 
a Government stamp as a guarantee of its purity. The price of each packet 
was fixed at one pice. 

2. It was intended that these packets should eventually be offered for 
sale at all public offices in the interior of districts, such as police-stations and 
outposts, dispensaries, pounds and post-offices ; but as a first step, with the per¬ 
mission of the Government of India, the experiment was commenced through 
the agency of tho Postal Department at all offices except those in large towns 
whore it was then believed that even the poorer classes had other means of pro¬ 
curing pure quinine. Every post-master in charge of a branch office or sub-post- 
office was supplied through the post, by the Superintendent of Jail Manufac¬ 
tures, Calcutta, with one or more parcels of 102 packets holding 5 grains of 
quinine apiece. Each parcel being worth, at a pice per packet, Re. 1-9-6; the 
value of six packets, or an anna and-a^-half, was retained as commission by the 
vendor, and lie. 1-8 was repaid to Government. The value of the first con¬ 
signment of parcels was treated as a permanent advauco; but when further 
supplies wero required they were paid for by money-order, the commission on 
which was borne by the Jail Department. The five-grain packets wore sold at 
one pice each, and tho value of them accounted for by tho post-masters. 

3. Proceedings commenced in the Bengal Postal Circle, and as soon 
as the scheme was found to bo working well, tho other two circles, Eastern 
Bengal and Bihar, wero simultaneously supplied with quinine. The most fever- 
stricken districts were taken up first, and by tho end of November 1892, 34,986 

pice packets had been supplied to the nine districts 
noted in the margin. Within tho following month 
160,854 paokots were sent out to all districts except 
those of Bihar and Chota Nagpur, and during Janu¬ 
ary 1893 201,144 packets wero distributed, thus 
completing the initial supply for the whole Province. During the next seven 
months supplies wero sent to Civil Surgeons for sale in the mufussal through dis¬ 
pensaries, tho vaccination establishment or otherwise. The East Indian Railway 
Company was also allowed to co-operate in the scheme, their station-masters at 
small road-side stations boing permitted to soil quinine in the same manner as 
post-masters; and lastly, all private employers of labour, zamindars and indigo 
and tea planters who might desire to take advantage of this method of distri¬ 
buting quinine, wero invited to apply to the Superintendent of Jail Manufactures.

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4. As tho experiment was started during the months when lever is least 
prevalent in Bengal, and also owing to its novelty, comparatively slow progress 
was made in tho earlier stages. The remittances made on account of the price 
of quinine sold from November 1892 to the end of March 1893 amounted to 
Its. 844-0-6, representing 67,390 pice packets actually sold, or an average of 
11,478 per month. Ampler statistics have since been furnished covering the 

E oriod from November 1892 to the ond of September 1894, and these will not 
e examined with reference to tho general progress of the scheme and the 
comparative efficiency of the two agencies engaged in selling quinine—the post- 
offices and the Civil Surgeons Statements A and B annexed to this Resolution 
show the supplies to, and sales by, Civil Surgeons and post-offices respectively, 
and the balance of pice packets remaining unsold at the end of September 
1894. Statement C gives for each district the population, the fever mortality 
and quinine sales, and compares tho position of districts with reference to the 
sales per thousand of population, the gross sales, and the fever mortality.

6. Out of the 3,211,266.packets issued to post-offices and Civil Surgeons, 
2,391,594 were sold and 819,672 remained in stock at the close of the period. 
The monthly average of sales was 104,669 packets, against 11,478 for the first 
five months of the period. This indicates satisfactory progress, so far, at any 
rate, as the Postal Department is concerned. The results of sales through Civil 
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Surgeons are less encouraging, and vary so greatly from district to district that 
they will for the present be left out of account in judging of the general success 
of the scheme. * 

7. Taking, then, the returns of supplies to post-offices as given in column 2 
above, it should be explained that the high figures of the first three months 
represent the original stocks sent out to post-masters.^ By the end of January 1893 
all offices had been fully suppliod, and from that time onward the statistics of 
supply may for practical purposes be treated as statistics of sale, as a new 
supply is sent out only when the previous.one is nearly exhausted. From Febru¬ 
ary to May 1893 the demand was small, tlio experiment was a new one, and 
large stocks were in hand. In June of that year the demand began to 
increase, and it rose rapidly up to November, whoja the indents for fresh supplies 
reached the high figure of 309,978 packets. From that point the figures 
decline (with a rise in March and April 1894 corresponding to an increase 
in the fever mortality) to 88,842 in June 1894, rising again as the rains set in 
to 196,146 in September 1894, tho last month for which statistics are now 
available. It is significant and encouraging to observe that while the indents 
during the five months May to September 1893 amounted to 446,453 packets, 
the supplies in the corresponding months of 1894 came to 746,538 packets, an 
advance of 67 per cent., and that the monthly average for the twelve months 
ending September 1894 was 175,851 packets. It may fairly be concluded that 
the rise and fall of sales varying with the unhealthiness of the season, and the 
groat difference in tho figures of corresponding periods in two successive yeara, 
show that the uses of quinine aro beginning to be more generally known, and 
that tliere is a growing domand for it in the form in which it is now sold. 

8. The next point of interest is the extent to which quinine is purchased 
in different districts. The object in view is that tho most feverish districts 
should be tho largest consumers; but this result, if ever arrived at, can hardly be 
looked for until the system of selling quinino by the doso has been longer in 
force, and the people have got to know thoroughly the virtues of the drug and 
the places at which it can be procured. At present, though a degree of success 
has been attained, Statement C shows that there have been many failures. 
This statement gives for oach district in Bengal the population, the rate of fever 
mortality for the last three years, the actual quantity of quinine sold, and the 
relative quantity por thousand of population. It further shows the relative 
order of the districts in regard to fever mortality", actual sales of quinine through 
the post-office, and rolative sales per thousand of population. The following 
lists bring out some of the most striking points in the statement

Clearly if the demand for quinine had been developed to the point of rising 
and falling in correspondence in the ratio of fever mortality, the same districts 
ought to figure in the same order in the first and third lists; but in fact out of 
the ten districts which show the highest averago fever mortality, only three, 
Jessore, Nadia, and Shahabad, appear in the group of districts which have the 
highest relative consumption of quinine, Rajshahi, which heads the list of bad 
fever districts, stands only 17th in respect of its relative demand for quinine, while 
Malda, Jalpaiguri, Dinajpur, Monghyr and Murshidabad are also low down. 
Endeavours will now be made to trace the causes of this state of things. 
The Inspector-General of Jails will be asked to furnish the Sanitary Commis¬ 
sioner with detailed statistics for each office of supply, and it is hoped that 
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the latter officer, by examining his own statistics and by local inquiries conducted 
by his own inspecting staff in communication with the district officials, will 
bo able to suggest means of further pushing the sales. If it should be the 
case, as seems not unlikely, that in some of the most feverish parts of these dis¬ 
tricts post-offices are comparatively sparsoly situatod, and therefore more diffi¬ 
cult of access, it should be considered what other agency could usefully bo 
employod to supplement the sales by the Postal Department. 

9. It was observed above that out of a total of 8,211,206 pice packets 
suppliod to postal officers and Civil Surgeons up to the 30th September 1894, 
only 305,184, or 9*5 por cent., were supplied to the latter. The actual sales up 
to the same date amount to 2,391,594 packets, of which only 105,468, or 4*4 
per cent., wore sold by Civil Surgeons. There are no doubt many more' post- 
officoo than there aro dispensaries, but this of itself hardly accounts for the 
great disproportion between the sales offeeted by the two selling agencies; and 
it is furthor noticed that up to the 30th September 1894 the Postal Depart¬ 
ment sold out 78 per cent, of their supplies, while the Civil Surgeons only 
got rid of 34 per cent. Again, not only were the amounts sold by Civil Sur¬ 
geons absolutely and relatively much less than those sold by the Postal Depart¬ 
ment, but the results obtained by the former agency vary remarkably from 

, , . ^ ,. district to district. Thus in seven districts,* some 

jpaima. Maidn. of which have a high rate of lever mortality, the 

champriran. Bula * for £ uttu,tk ' ju.il returns show that the Civil Surgeons had not 

succeeded in soiling a single pice packet up to the 
end of September 1894. In two cases, indeed, the Jail Department’s returns 
were disputed, but the amounts alleged to have been sold wore small arid the 
remittances appear not to have been made till after the close of the period 
under review. On the other hand 17,544 packets wore sold by Dr. Murray 
of Shahabad, 11,016 by Dr. Kelly of the Sonthal Parganas, 10,404 by 
Drs. Stephens and Sinha of Jessore, and 9,792 by Dr. Macdonald of Saran. In 
reporting on the subject, the Inspector-Gonoral of Civil Hospitals mentions that 
some Civil Surgeons object to selling quinine at dispensaries on the ground that 
patients expect to get all mediuinos freo, and that it lays medical subordinates 
opon to charges of corruption. Dr. Harvey considers this argument more 
plausiblo than sound, and rocominonds that the experiment be continued, remark¬ 
ing at the same time that tho difficulty referred to seoms to be met with in invorse 
ratio to the trouble taken by the Civil Surgeon. 

10. On this branch of tho subject the Lieutonant-Goveror has arrived 
at tho following conclusions. The salo of quinine by tlio Civil Surgeons is 
carried on by means of two agencies—tho medical subordinates who remain 
stationary at the dispensaries, and the vaccination subordinates whose business 
it is to be constantly travelling in the interior of their districts. Against selling 
quinine at dispensaries it may fairly be urged that the practice tends to conflict 
with tho long-standing usage of giving medicines free, and may thus load to 
confusion in matters of account; that involves competing with the post-offices 
and thus reducing the commission payable to post-masters and their interest in 
pushing tho sales ; and lastly, that it gives an amount of trouble out of proportion 
to the results obtained. In the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion these arguments 
have much weight, and ho proposes to order tho supplies to dispensaries to 
be stopped. The stocks now in hand can either be sold off by degrees or 
transferred to the nearest post office, as may be arranged by tbo Jail Depart¬ 
ment in communication with the Civil Surgeons concerned. But while relieving 
tho Civil Surgeons from the supervision of tho sale of quinine through dispen¬ 
saries, the Lieutenant-Governor must insist upon their giving special attention 
to its sale through their subordinates employed on vaccination. These officers 
move about constantly in the rural portions of their districts, and they are 
specially fitted to supplement the agency of tho post-office in .pushing the sale 
of quinine. Every vacciuator and sub-inspector of vaccination should there¬ 
fore be supplied with parcels of quinine packets, and should be allowed the 
commission which is given to post-masters. A special paragraph should be 
devoted to the working of these orders in tho annual report submitted by Civil 
Surgeons to the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals. 
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11. One effect of discontinuing the supply of quinine to dispensaries will 
be to leave certain towns, where quinine is not now supplied to the post-offices, 
without any agenoy for the sale of quinine in pice packets. In the Home Depart¬ 
ment letter No. 373 of the 8th July 1892, conveying the sanction of the Govern¬ 
ment of India to the co-operation of the post-office in the scheme as. originally 
launched, it was assumed that the principal object of tho proposal being to place 
quinine within easy reach of the population, it would not be necessary to have 
recourse to post-offices in the larger towns where other suitable agonciea were 
likely to be found. Further experience has, however, shown that the poorer 
classes in the so-called towns stand in as great need of pure quinine, aud have 
nearly as much difficulty in getting it, as the people of tho interior; and now 
that.'it has been decided, for the reasons stated above, to discontinue the supply 
of quinine to dipensaries, the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that there will be no 
objection to extending the sale through the postal officials to the larger offices 
hitherto excluded from the scheme. 

12. The following statement submitted by the Inspector-General of Jails 
gives an abstract of the financial results of tho experiment from its commence¬ 
ment to the 30tli September 1894 :—

13. Tho figures of this statement do not agree with those given in state¬ 
ments A and B, because tlio latter refer to post-offices and Civil Surgeons only, 
and do not include supplies to and sales by other persons which have boen 
mixed up with the transactions of Civil Surgeons. Spocial caro must bo takon 
in futuro in doaling with the accounts and statistics of quinine, and beforo 
returns are submitted all discrepancies between tho figures prepared by the 
Jail Department and those supplied by Civil Surgeons should bo examined 
and reconciled by tho Superintendent of Jail Manufactures. Taking the 
present figures as they stand, it appears that Government has made a profit out 
of the experiment of Us. 7,870. This was no part of the original scheme ; but 
medical advice is opposod to increasing the quantity of quinine in each packet, 
and it is clearly impossible to reduce tho price below one pice. The Inspector- 
General of Jails will, however, be asked to report whether anything would be 
gained by using a better kind of paper for tho envelopes. If not, a larger 
commission will bo allowed to post-masters. 

14. Reviewing tho operations as a' whole, and having regard to the 
novelty of selling, quinine by the dose, and tho various difficulties of detail 
which had to be overcome at starting, the Lieutenant-Governor considers that 
the scheme has been quite as successful as could reasonably Imre been expected. 
An effective demand for cheap quinine among the masses of tho people has 
been called into existence; tho demand is shown to vary from month to month 
in genaral accordance with the conditions tending to produce fever; and there 
seem to be grounds for hoping that it will continue to increase if stimulated 
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by judicious administration. Under the scheme as now modified the poBt- 
officcs all over Bengal will continue to be the main agency for distributing 
quinine, but attempts will made to utilise other agencies with the object of 
reaching the people of outlying tracts who are not within easy reach of 

E ost-offices. The employes of the Vaccination Department will doubtless 
e able to do much in this direction, as their duties take them into rural villages 
at all times of the year, and the Lieutonant-Governor trusts that District 
Officers and tho higher sanitary officials will lose no opportunity of helping to 
promote sales and of. spreading information as to the wishes of Government 
in the matter. A further extension may bo obtained by imitating the measures 
taken by Mr. Grocr, Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling. In that district (in 
parts of which the mortality from fever is extremely high) quinine is now sold 
or shortly will be sold, at no less than 19 rural centres in addition to places where 
tlioro are post-offices. The vendors are for the most part respectablo snop-koepers. 
They arc suppliod with parcels containing 102 packets of quinine, on the same 
terms as postal officials. With the first supply, a vernacular notice is sent to 
them stating the conditions, and they are required to agree to sell the quinine 
at one pice per packet, and to remit the price to Government, less commission of 
six packets per parcel. A notice signed by tho Deputy Commissioner, stating the 
selling price per packet, is posted up in each shop. Eight vendors have repaid 
the price of tho quinine they have had, and there is said to be no doubt as to 
tho recovery of the balance. Tho Lieutenant-Governor desires to bring this 
experiment to tho notice of all district officials, and he hopes that what has 
been found to work well in Darjeeling may prove equally practicable in other 
districts. All Magistrates of districts are authorised to indent on the Superin- 
tendondent of Jail Manufactures for tho necessary supplies of quinine; and 
they should arrange to remit the sale proceeds to that officer.

which compares the number of patients 
in the five native asylums in Bengal 
during tho last two years, and sum¬ 
marises the main facts regarding them, 
shows that tho number of admissions 
fell off by five. 

The number of deaths and dis¬ 
charges dropped from 240 to 193, and 
the daily average strength from 932 to 
915. The number of criminal lunatics 
in confinement on the last day of the 

? rear was 463, against 445 at the end of 1893, while that of the non-criminal 
unatics fell from 471 to 460. 

3. Of the 200 persons admitted and readmitted, 108 wero criminal lunatics 
and 92 non-criminal; the figures for the previous year being 103 and 102 
respectively. The re-admissions during the year fell from 24 to 20, the 
decrease occurring in all the asylums except Dullunda, where 14 patientB 
were re-admitted in 1893 against 5 in 1894. Sevon of these were criminal 
lunatics remanded to the asylum after trial; four were cases of insanity, 
recurring after various intervals of temporary recovery; and three were 
patients who had been made over to their friends, but were found too trouble¬ 
some to be kept at home. 

4. The number of lunatics discharged fell from 163 to 118, the fall affect¬ 
ing all asylums except Dacca. It was most marked in Dullunda (35) and Patna 
(19), and in both these institutions the decrease is said to bo due to the success 
attained in the previous year in inducing the friends of harmless lunatics to 
take charge of them. In this way Dullunda got rid of 78 patients and Patna 
of 34, as compared with 43 and 15 respectively in 1824, and it is stated that 
the harmless patients still remaining have no friends or relations willing to take 
charge of them. The incroaso in discharges at Dacca from 26 to 42 is put 
down to the larger number of recoveries. 

5. At tho close of the year there wore 463 criminal lunatics in confinement. 
Of this number, 185 had been actually tried, acquitted on the ground of insanity, 
and ordered to be kept in safe custody; 252 had been detained, as incapable of 
making a defence, and 26 wero persons who being already in jail for an offence 
had become insane there, and been transferred to an asylum. The numbers of 
each class in the previous yoar wore 176, 242, and 27. Tho daily average 
strength rose from 441*42 to 448*19, and was higher than in any of tno last ten 
years excopt 1891. The Inspector-Genoral of Civil Hospitals (Surgeon-Colonel 
Harvey) remarks that these figures tend to confirm the opinion expressed by 
him in last year’s report, that the operations of the rules framed in 1888 for 
dealing with criminal lunatics increaso the number of such lunatics under deten¬ 
tion. It seems, however, doubtful whether these rulos have been in force long 
enough to make it possible to judge of their effect on tho number of criminal 
lunatics, and in any case tho question is of no practical importance, as no one 
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would propose to alter the rules because they added slightly to the period for 
which criminal patients were detained. . . 

6. Tl.o capacity of the different asylums remained unaltered during the 
vear but in Dacca four new colls for female patients have since been completed, 
and are now in nse. This raisos the standard of accommodation to 41, which 
is onlv slightly below the average daily strength. On tho male side of the 
asvlum accommodation for 60 extra patients was added in 1891, and this has 
render, d it possible to transfer lunatics from Chittagong to Dacca instoad of 

Dullunda.^ s( . Jltr , n)ont yjj; > showing the causes of insanity, only 40 cases out of 
the 200 admitted arc put down to ginja-smoking, against 55 in the previous 
year and Dr. Harvey observes in explanation of the reduction that the theory 
that hemp drugs cause insanity is less readily accepted than it used to bo. In 

reviewing the r- po.t for 1890, 1 lie Lieutenant Governor referred to the prone¬ 
ness of some persons to conceive ganja a fertile cause of insanity; and in the 
Resolution on tho report of 1892 tho Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals was 
asked to enquire into some of the cases attributed to ganja-smokiug, and to 
ascertain on what data this diagnosis was based. Mention was also made 
of the suggestion that it is as reasonable to suppose that excessive ganja- 
smokin" may be duo to insanity as that insanity may be due to oxcoasive 
use of *ganja. In dealing with the report of 18tf3, the Lieutenant-Governor 
observed that whenever a lunatic was reported by the poliee to be a ganja- 
smoker, it was too easily assumed that that drug w;as the cause of insanity; and 
ho agreed with Dr. Harvey in thinking that in past years many cases had been 
attributed to ganja on most insufficient grounds. The question of tho con¬ 
nexion between insanity and ganja has sinco beon exhaustively examined by the 
Hemp Drugs Commission. Tho Commission found that in the great majority 
of oises the asylum statistics as to tho supposed cause of insanity were based 
wholly on tho descriptive rolls or similar p ipors received with the lunatics. 
For this reason they set aside tho statistics as quite untrustworthy, and under¬ 
took a special enquiry into all the cases admitted into asylums in India in 1892 
and ascribed to hemp drugs. They did in fact on a larger scale ancl with more 
elaborate machinery what tho Lieutenant-Governor had asked the Bengal 
Inspector-General to do in 18911. Tho conclusions arrived at by them after a 
most exhaustive inquiry entirely bear out the impression which Sir Charles 
Elliott had l'»ng ago formed from facts which came before him in tho course of 
ordinary administration. Tho following statement summarises their results: —

It appoars from the report that tho above figures, if taken by themselves, 
tend rather to exaggerate tho part played by ganja in causing insanity. Thus 
among tho 37 mixod cases, in which ganja ranks only as ono among several 
possible causes, there wore 7 into which heredity entered as a predisposing factor, 
18 may have been duo to alcohol, and throo to dhatura; while out of the remain¬ 
ing Cl accepted as duo to hemp drugs, there wore 22 with regard to which, no 
satisfactory evidence could be procured; and a great majority of the lost came 
from the lower orders of cultivators and labourers, about whom it was not easy 
to ascertain more than the fact that they indulged iu ganja. Whether that 
habit was the cause or one of the causes of the insanity, or oven whether it 
preceded the insanity was much more difficult to establish. Subject, however, 
to these de d uctions , the Commission accepted it as reasonably proved in the

absence of ••vidonce of other causes that hemp drugs do produce insanity, though 
in far fewor cases than h«s hitherto been popularly believed. Sir Charles Elliott 
welcomes this conclusion, not merely as confirming an impression which ho had 
already formed, but as tending to remove what has long been a blot on our 
management of asylums, and to bring about the separation and intelligent 
treatment of person- suffering from ganja insanity. For the Commission further 
show that the form of* insanity thus caused is usually of a temporary character, 
and lasts for a shelter timo than insanity arising from other causes, if in future 
Superintendents of* Asylums study carefully the mass of information collected 
by the Commission on this subject,, it may reasonably bo hoped that substantial 
pro gross wii] bo made in the diagnosis and curative treatment of cuscs of ganja 
insanity. 

8. The improvement noticed last year in the health of the inmates of the 
asyh: ns has n« t been m detained. The average daily number of sick rose to 
55 41 from 49 a 25 in 1893, and the percentage of chronic invalids to average 
strength was 0*i/5, against 5 28 in the previous a ear. Dr. Harvey points out, 
however, that these figures are low when compared with the rates of admission 
to hospital among Briti.-h and Native troops in India, which in 1893 wero 100*4 
and 82 9, respectively, excluding venereal diseases. 

Moreover, the death-rate of 8T9 per cent, is slightly lower than last year’s 
and compares favourably wi h all other asylum rates in India, except that of the 
North-West Provinces. The actual number of deaths fell from 77 to 75. 
Taking the individual asylums, it is observed that at Dullunda, Patna and 
Berluimpoio more patients were admitted into hospital than in 1893, while 
Dacca shews a decrease in this respect. At Dullunda, however, the increase of 
57 includes 30 ca*os of mere debility without any definite disease. The 
increase of 11 at Patna is ascribed to Ihe prevalence of bowel-complaints, 
while of the increase of 45 eases at Beihaznpore, 32 are accounted for by influ¬ 
enza, and the rest by fever being somewhat more prevalent than in 1893. 
The decieasc of 89, or 30*47 per cent., at Dacca is explained by the fact that in 
the previous year 87 patients wore admitted for influenza, while no no suffered 
from this disease in 1894. There wero two cas< s of cholera, apparently caused 
by drinking polluted water in the Dullunda Asylum, one of which indicated great 
caie!essno>s on the part of the hospital attendants. 

9. Seventeen cases of injuries and accidents are recorded as compared 
with 10 in 1893 and 11 in 1892. Eleven or' these took place at Dullunda, of 
which 3 wero assaults by lunatics on lunatics and 8 minor accidents. At 
Dacca there were, two cases of fractured ribs caused by kicks from other lunatics, 
who had up to that time shown no tendency te violence. An epileptic was burned, 
and a woman sprained her hip. At Patna one lunatic; was thrown down by 
another and bioke his collar-bone, and a woman broke the small bone of hor left 
forearm in trying to escape. The warders whoso neglect contributed to these 
accidents were in each ca>e adequately punished. At Cuttack and Berhampore 
theio weie no casualties. It. hpeaks well feu* the management of the asylums 
that no coses of ill-treatment of lunatics by warders occurred during the year. 

10. Three escapes took place—two iiom Bcrhampore and one from Dul¬ 
lunda. In all three cases the lunatics wero recaptured, and the officials in fault 
punished.

The increaso of Rs. 8,999 in the total expenditure is virtually aooounted 
for by larger expenditure on account of buildings and repairs and the increased 
.demand for rates and taxes, neither of which items, us Dr. Harvey points 
out, aro under the control of the Asylum nuthoriiies. 'Hie Public Works 
Department spent Rs. 11,518-8 on asylums dut ing the year, as compared with 
Rs. 5,280-4-8 in 1893, Rs. 2,536-10 iri 1892, and hs. 11,544-7-5 in 1891. 
The expenditure of 181)4 inc'udcd Rs. 5,074-12-9 at Dnllunda for a new latrine 
and sewage connexions, and Rs. 3 306-14 3 at Uacoa for raising part of the walls, 
improved ventilatiou, and a mortuary. The increase under rateB and taxes 
was caused by demands appealed against as excessive in 1893 having to be met 
during 1894. 

12. The expenditure under the large head of “ Diet ” shows a reduction of 
Rs. 342-3-8. The average cost of feeding patients was—Dullunda, Rs. 42-0-6} 
Dacca, Rs. 43-10-3 ; l'atna, Rs. 35-5- il ; Cuttack, Rs. 40-6-4 ; and Berhampore, 
Rs. 34-11-8, as compared with Rs 41-9-5, Rs. 44-11-6, Rs 32-3-2, Rs. 38-7-1 and 
Rs. 35-15-4 respectively in 1893. The slight increase at Dullunda was due 
to extra diet allowed to the large number of patients treated in hospital for 
debility. At Patna and Cuttack food grains aro dearet, and the average at the 
latter asylum was further increased by the presence of a single Eurasian inmate.

The causes of the increases shown have Veen explained above. The 
average coi-t at Cuttack, os was stated in tho Resolution on the Report for 1893, 
is necessarily high owing to the small number of inmates. 
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14. The number of paying patients fell from 34 to 31, and the daily 
average strength from 19-07 to 18 06. Thr receipts decreased by Rs. 313-11 
owing partly to the smaller number of patients and partly to a falling off in the 
collection of arrears. 

15. Satisfactory progress seems to have been made in tho working of dairy 
farms at asylums. From Dullunda a profit of Rs. 1,108-6-1 is reported, though 
it may be doubted whether in such an undertaking ten per cent, is a sufficient 
allowance to moke for depreciation. The Dacca Asylum supplied its inmates, 
and sold milk to the public for its. 674-7-3. The calves were also utilised 
for supplying vaccine lymph to the asylum, tho jail, and tho outside popula¬ 
tion. The proposed dairy at Berhampore has not yet boon oponed. Tho Lieuten¬ 
ant Governor agrees with the Inspector-General in thinking that tho Cuttack 
dairy, which works on a very small scale, may be given up, milk being procured 
for the lunatics from the Jail. 

16. The number of patients in tho European Asylum at Bhowanipur 
remained the some as last year. Forty-one were old patients, and 23 wore sub¬ 
sequently admitted—64 in all, two being criminal luuaties Four were discharged 
as cured, compared with 9 in tho previous year, two deported to Europe under 
tho Merchant ."hipping Act, 11 transferred to the cart! of friends, one was made 
oyer to tho military authorities, ono transferred to Dullunda to make room for 
q, more urgent case, and six died, leaving 39 under confinement at the close of 
the year. The daily average strength was 40 ->7, as compared with 36'78 in 
1893. The male ward was slightly overcrowded for a time, but tho greatest 
number detained on any on© night was only two in excess of the scalo capacity. 
Additional accommodation null bo pi-ovidea. in tho female ward as soo i as funds 
arc available. Only nine pe*$ons were admitted to hospital during the year; 
and although the death-rate rose from 10-87 to 14*87 por cent., no strops can be 
laid upon ratios whore the total number of inmates is so small. Although the 
total expenditure of the year rose from Iis. 21,805 to Us. 23,350, the average 
net yearly cost to Government of each lunatic, after deducting receipts from 
paying patients, was reduced from Hs. 295 to Iis. 210. This was mainly due to 
a rise in tho amount received from, paying patients from Us. 10,875 in 1893 to 
Rs. 13,703 in 1894. At the samo time tlie Government contribution, which in 
1891 amounted to Rs. 15,531, or 6T21 per cent, of tho total income, has fallen in 
the year under review to Rs. 9,624, or 41 21 per cent. 

17. The rule s for the control and management of tho lunatic asylums in 
Bengal are still under the consideration of Government, and will be issued 
shortly. Opportunity will be taken to carry out the recommendations of the 
Hemp Drugs Commission in regard to a more careful and accurate diagnosis 
of the causes of insanity, especially when tho disease is attributed to ganja- 
srooking, and to provide for the separation, as far as possible, of patients who 
aro behaved to be suffering from this cause. 

18. The Lieutenant-Governor has observed with pleasure that the In¬ 
spector-General of Civil Hospitals visited all tho asylums during the year, and 
looked carefully into their requirements. With the single exception of Berham¬ 
pore, where, owing to difficulties with tho Municipal Commissioners, which have 
since been got over, the conservancy arrangements wi re defective, tho sanitary 
condition of the asylums was found to bo satisfactory. In other respects 
Dr. Harvey considered these institutions to bo well arid carefully managed, 
and to provide their inmates with comforts and means of recovery which they 
could not otherwise have. At the same time he was careful to deprecate any 
comparison with English asylums, which aro in charge of specialists, giving their 
whole time to the treatment of mental discaso, and are worked on a far more 
expensive scale than would be possible with the resources at the disposal of the 
Bengal Government. Jn conclusion Sir Charles Elliott desires to thank 
Dr. Harvey and the the Superintendents of the Asylums for their judicious aud 
economical management of the institutions to which this excellent report bears 
witness.

The Resolution of the I3th May 1894, reviewing the result of the examination held 
in March of that year, and appointing candidates to be probationers in the 
Executive Branch of tho. Provinoial and Subordinate Civil Service. 

The Notification of the 6th November 1894, publishing rules for the examination for 
admission to the Executive Branch of tho Provincial and Subordinate Civil 
Service of 1895. 

The Notification of the 13th November 1894, declaring that one native of India, of 
unmixed descent, would be solcotod by competitive examination for admission 
into the Opium Department at the examination prescribed for candidates for 
tho Executive Branch of the Provinoial Civil Service. 

The Reports of the Examiners at the examination held on the 1st, 2nd, 3rd and 4th 
April 1895. 

The seven Probationary Deputy Collectors and 14 Probationary Sub-Deputy 
Collectors appointed on the result of the examination held in March 1894, 
have all boen absorbed into officiating or substantive pro tempore appointments. 
The policy of promoting deserving Sub-Deputy Collectors to officiate as Deputy 
Collectors has been adhered to. During the year 1893-94, 16 Sub-Deputy 
Collectors, and during tho year 1894-95 no less than 28 Sub-Deputy Collectors, 
have received promotion to the grade of Officiating Deputy Magistrate and 
Deputy Collector. 

2. In November last it was notified, in the same way as had been done 
in previous years, that at an examination to be held in March 1895, seven can¬ 
didates would be selected for Probationary Deputy Collectorships on a 
subsistence allowance of Rs. 50 a month, and seven for Probationary Sub- 
Deputy Collectors]lips on a subsistence allowance of Rs. 30 a month respectively. 
It was announced that four of the probationers for Deputy Collectorships 
would be appointed from the first four candidates on tho list in order of merit, 
that three would be selected by the Lieutenant-Governor from amongst those 
who have obtained a minimum of one-third of the total marks, aud that from 
the remainder of those qualitiod by obtaining ono-third of tho total marks, the 
Lieutenant-Governor would select seven more candidates as probationers for 
Sub-Deputy Collectorships. in tho same month it was also notified that selected 
candidates would be allowed to compete at this examination for the Opium 
Deportment, and that the candidate who obtained the highest aggregate of 
marks would be admitted to that department. 

3. Tho examination so notified was held on tho 1st, 2nd, 3rd and 4th 
of April 1895. No fewer than 105 competitors obtained permission to compete, 

• of tboao sovon, M* f.iiiod to and of these 160 (all of whom, except seven,* were 
obtain ono-tuird marks. graduates) actually appeared and sent in papers. 

Of these 100 candidates, 115 took up Bengali ns their vornacular, 36 took 
up Hindi or Hindustani, and 9 took up Uliya. It is a matter of regret that 
out of this largo number of candidates, there should have been only 18 
Muhammadanft, 11 Bihari Hindus, and 9 Uriyns. These numbers show, 
however, an increase on the number of such candidates in previous years. Tho 
total number of candidates who obtained one-third marks was 108 only. 

4. A consideration of the number of probable retirements and casualties, 
and of the number of vacancies which will be likely to be occasioned by the 
deputation of officors on settlement or other duty, lias shown that 21 vacancies 
may be expected during the current yoar in the grades of Deputy Magistrate 
and Deputy Collector. Of this number seven will, in due course, be filled up 
by the appointment of candidates who are now selected to be Probationary 
Deputy Magistrates and Deputy Collectors, and the remaining 14 appointments 
will be filled up by selection from among Sub-Deputy Collectors. Assuming 
that' three ordinary vacancies will be created in the grade .of Sub-Deputies 
during the year, this decision enables the Lioutenant-Governor to raise the 
number of officers to bo appointed as Probationary Sub-Deputy Collectors from

Cuttack. —Rainfall slight. Weather cloudy. Ploughing for beali (early rico) and winter 
rico continues. Condition of cattle good. Fodder sufficient. Rico sells at from 11 seers 
13 chitaks to 26 seers 4 chitaks per ruix>e. 

Hazaribagh. —Slight showers throughout the district. Ploughing continues. Fodder 
sufficient oxcept in Giridili, where more rain wanted. Prices stationary. 

General Summary. —There were local showers during the week, hut no heavy rain was 
reported except in Khulna and Patna. More rain is wanted in parts for ploughing and for 
early sowings. Tho sowing of jute and of mts rico still continues. Tho state of tho young 
sugarcane anti indigo crops is good. Tho harvesting of spring rice still continues in some 
districts. Cattle-disease is prevalent in Patna, but is said to be not of a destructive nature. 
It is still rife in Dinajpur and Rangpur. The price of common rice is generally reported 
stationary, hut in Chittagong it is said to ho rising.

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL* OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OP THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF APRIL 1895. 

The most noticeable peculiari ties in the weather of the past month have been— 

1. Large differences of pressure have existed at times as compared with the normal. 
In the early part of the month thero was, sometimes for days together, a large exoes9 in 
Bengal aud a moderate excess over the Bay so that the distribution was much more uniform 
thau usual. Towards the eud of the month a very different arrangement obtained, there 
being r large defect over Bengal and steep gradients over both the Bay and the province. 

2. Temperature has generally been low, both during the night and the day. Defect 
in mean minimum temperature was fairly uniform, but the mean day readings are more than 
6° below the normal in the western districts and elsewhere by amounts diminishing towards 
the east, where there was a small excess. The mean temperature for the month is therefore 
below the normal in all districts. 

3. Owing to the uniform distribution of pressure, which generally obtained during the 

first three weeks of the month, winds were lighter than usual, but during the last week, 
when the pressure arrangement was reversed and gradients became steep, very strong winds 
continued for several days at the head of the Bay and in Bengal. gfe 

4. Thuuder-storms were very frequent, as in the latter half of MarHf, but with the 
same peculiarity that the rainfall due to them was much lighter than usual. Owing, how¬ 
ever, to their frequent occurrence, the total rain full has been considerable, and it is only at 
a few stations in the south of the province that the fall for the month is below the average. 

5. As in the past two years, a cyclonic storm developed in the south of the Bay. 
There was an important difference this year, so far as Bengal is concerned, because the 
depression, instead of crossing the Burma coast, took a more northerly direction, passing 
close to Akyab aud breaking up in the hilly region between Bengal and North Burmah. 
It was followed by very unsettled weather for some days in Bengal and Assam, and heavy 
rain fell in the eastern districts. 

Duriug the first week of the month ordinary weather prevailed. Pressure gradients 
were rather steeper than usual at that season because of a slight defect in Bengal, and 
excess in the south of the Bay. Temperature was normal or above except in the south¬ 
western districts, and oocasional thunder-storms gave light showers of rain. The high 
pressure, which was such an important feature of the weather about the middle of the month, 
first began to develop on the 7th aud succeeding days, but it was only temporary till the 
13th when a rapid rise gave a large excess in North Bengal and Assam. This arrange¬ 
ment developed and remained with little change till it was upset by the approach of the 
cyclonic storm from the Bay on the 25th. 

During the second week, while considerable pressure oscillations ocourred, weather was 
not so settled. The wind circulation was irregular, and local storms occurred in considerable 
numbers in all districts, except Bihar and Chota Nagpur, where raiufall was all but entirely 
absent. Though the thunder-storms were frcqmnt, the showers caused by them were light, 
except in East Bengal. A more decided result of these local disturbances was the low 
temperature which prevailed throughout the week, the effect being equally apparent by night 
and by day. 

During the third week the weather conditions were unusual because of the large 
differences from tho normal noticeable in pressure, temperature, &c., and also because of the 
steadiness with which these abnormal features prevailed from day to day. Tho pressure 
distribution was unusually uniform, and had a marked influence on the other motoorological 
elements. Easterly winds prevailed, ami numerous local storms occurred, chiefly in the 
southern half of the |jrovince. Though tlic rainfall was not heavy, the air remained 
unusually cool except in the extreme north and oast. 

While pressure remained high in Bengal and the north of the Bay, slow downward 
changes led to the formation of a shallow low-pressure area in the south or south-west of 
the Bay. As the depression was at lir*t very shallow and diffused, there was little likelihood 
of its giving rise to disturbed weather. But on tho 22nd wiud velocity increased in the 
south of Ceylon, and heavy rain was reported from Galle. The squally weather, which was 
then probably prevalent over the extreme south of the Bay, extended northwards, and 
on the 23rd was beginning to be felt in Burmah. The sea became rough at Diamond 
Island and on the Orissa coast, while a regular cyclonic circulation of winds prevailed 
over the Bay, as shown by the indraught across the coast at nearly all stations. On the 
25th the disturbance was more concentrated, and was evidently moving in a north-easterly 
direction. There was a brisk fall of pressure in Bengal and over the Bay, and heavy rain 
had begun, at Diamond Island. During the following day the movement of the depression 
was very rapid, and the centre crossed the coast near Akyab, where a gale, blew for several 
hours on the night of tho 25th. The fall of pressure was very rapid near the centre, 
as was shown by the changes both at Akyab and Chittagong. The fall at Chittagong on the 
26th was a quarter of an inch, at Narayanganj *183 inch ; and though the fall at Akyab 
was a fifth of an inch, the rapid rise which follows the passing of a storm had been felt there 
for some hours*. 
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Squally weather wee general ov£r the Bey and in Lower Bengal, hut owing to the easterly 
motion of the disturbance, these squally conditions were of short, duratiou. The tain squalls 
were felt while winds were easerly, and the north-westerly dry winds which soon followed gave 
fine weather over the north-west of the Bay and the greater part of Bengal, even while the 
storm was still raging in the north-east angle of the Bay. The disturbance broke up very 
quickly aft**r the centre crossed the coast, and numerous thunder-storms occurred in the 
eastern districts, attended by heavy rain. Tho pressure distribution which remained after 
the depression disappeared was the reverse of whr.t obtained a week before. While there was 
a rapid rise in East Bengal, there was a- rapid fall in the western districts. A residual 
depression apjfMfered over the south of Bihar and Chota Nagpur ; and though its position 
oscillated from east to west, it remained over the province till the end of the month, and 
exercised an important influence ou the weather during the last few days. The gradient was 
steep, and very strong winds prevailed. The thunder-storms on the east side of the area of 
lowest pressure kept the temperature several degrees below the normal, while the westerly 
winds in the western districts caused a great excess of heat, maximum temperature in places 
being as much as 112°. 

Pressure .—In the early port of the month the pressure distribution differed very little 
from the normal About the beginning of the second week high pressure began to develop 
over Bengal, but it gave way for a (lay or two, and ultimately became established about tho 
13th. During the ten days that followed readings remained unusually high, and the distribu¬ 
tion was uniform both over the Bay and the province. On the 24rli the advancing depres¬ 
sion became felt, and till the end of the month there was defect of about as much as was the 
previous excess. The pressure arrangement has therefore been very different from that usual 
during April, .and the long period of high readings in the middle of the month has had a 
sensible effect® n the means which are above the normal by amouuta vaiyiug from “02 inch 
in Orissa to *05 inch in North Bengal and Bihar. 

Temperature has been unusually low over the whole province, with the exception of one 
rather important break towards the end of the momh in Orissa, Chota Nagpur, and the 
adjacent part of South-West Bengal, where some stations recorded very high nay readings 
and nights were considerably hotter than usual. The means, however, arc below the normal 
in all districts. Defect is 3*9° in Chota Nagpur, nearly 3° in Orissa and South-West Bengal, 
over 2° in Bihar, 1*7° in North Bengal, 1*2°in East Bengal, and nearly 1° in Atsum. These 
defects diminish from tho south-west towards the northeast—an arrangement which is largely 
due to the d;*y temperatures, as the difference from the average minimum reading is much 
more uniform. , * 

Rainfall has been well distributed both over the province and throughout the month. In 
the early part falls were light and scattered, but during the last three works frequent showers 
ft 11 in all districts. After the cyclonic storm broke up on the 20t.h heavier rain foil in East 
Bengal and Assam. The fall for the whole month is above tho normal at fill stations except 
in part of Bihar and South-West Bengal, wh^re there is a considerable deficiency. The 
districts where less than the usual fall has been received arc—Ilnoghly, Howrah, 2i- 
Parganas, Calcutta, Khulna,, S&run, (Tinmparan, Darbhanga ami Purnea. The stations that 
have reported the heaviest falls are—Cnutong*, Dacca, Mymcnsingb, Noakhali, Balasore, Sib- 
HBgar and Silchar.

BCJMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL*. AND OP THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA¬ 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.bi., SATURDAY, 
THE 11th OF MAY 1895. 


During the previous week weather was slightly disturbed in Bengal and. thunderstorms 
occurred in all districts. The unsettled condition* moved westwards across the province, and 
at the banning of the week under review were felt only in the western districts. Thunder 
showers "were Almost general in Bihar aud Ohota Nagpur during the first two days of the 
week, and caused a large fall of temperature, especially in the west of Bihar. 

These disturbances were due to a shallow low-pressure area which moved in a westerly 
direction and was felt more in the northern districts. A* the recovery of pressure fallowed, 
fine settled weather became general, and temperature, which at the beginniug of the week was 
below the normal except in the extreme east, slowly rose to its customary height, and by the 
end of the week was relatively high in all districts. 

On the 5th, the firBt day of tlvj week, a ridgo of high pressure extended from North 
Bengal southwards over the central districts. Within tli s area pressure was in excess by 
more than *15 inch, while both to east and west of it the difference was smaller. Gradients 
were therefore much steeper than usual over Bihar and Ohota Nagpur, and the distribution 
more uniform towards the soutu aud east. Tne oscillations usual in settled weather occurred# 
hut the excess which prevailed at the beginning of the week never altogether disappeared. A 
moderate fall prevailed on the 6th and 7th and was followed by a slow rise on the 8th. Pressure 
a^ain fell on the 9th and mso on the 10th aud II*h. These changes all began in the east 
and moved westwards. The rather uniform distribution which obtained during those days 
gave rise to light winds and almost cloudless skies. The rise of temperature, therefore, went 
on with little interruption following the waves of pressure from east to w**st, and by the end 
of the week th^re was excess in all districts, greatest in Bihar, North Bengal and Assam, 
where it varied from a little under 5° to nearly 7°. 

TrcH&urc —As stated above, waves of pressure passed from cast to west during the week, 
giving rise to moderate chauges. The distribution was always above the normal by varying 
amounts, and the meaus for the week are consequently in considerable excess. The smallest 
difference is in Assam and part of East Bengal, where it is less than *05 inch. In the other 
districts excess varies between *05 inch and *1 inch. 

Temperature .—At the beginning of the week temperature was below the normal except 
in East Bengal and Assam, and defect increased towards the west. The wave of using 
temperature moved slowly across the province, aud it was uot till uear the end of the week 
that defect disappeared. The highest day temperature was experienced on rhe 11th in all 
districts except Assam and North Bengal, where it was on the 8th, and the lowest minimum 
readings were usually between the 6th and 8th. The mean difference from the normal is 
greatest in Assam and becomes less towards the west. Th*re i-* excess of 2^*8 in North 
Bengal 1°*8 in East Bengal, aud almost normal values for South-West Bengal and Bihar. 
In Orissa and Chota Nagpur there is defect of 1° aud £°*7 respectively. 

Rainfall .—Except the showers in Bibar and Chota Nagpur on the two first days and 
scattered showers throughout the week in East and North Bengal, very little rain hus fallen. 
The average falls are below the normal in all districts except Ohota Nagpur, where rather 
more than the normal amount was received. The falls in Orissa and South-West Bengal 
are less than a tenth of the normal fall, in East Bengal about a fourth, and in North Bengal 
less than a half. Bihar received *5 inch as compared with a normal of -63 iuch.

The 1 Bfh May 1895.—In supersession of the rules prescribed by the Notifications dated 
the 7th and 8th August 1888, the Lieutenant-Governor oi Bengal is pleased, in exercise 
of the power* conferred by section 25, clause (/), and section 31, clausfe (j) of the ludiau 
Forest Act, VII of 1878, and with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council, 
to prescribe the following rules as to bunting, shooting, fishing, the poisoning of water, 
and the setting of traps or snares in tho Reserved and Protected Forests iu Bengal, with 
the exception of tho Protected Forests in Kliurda, Ciiotu Nagpur, and the Smithal Parganas. 
Until further orders, the rules prescribed by the Notification dated tho 8th August 1888, 
shall, however, remain in force in the Protected Forests of Khurda, Chota Nagpur, and 
the Eouthal Pargnnas:— 

1. The poisoning of rivers or other waters, the killing of fish by any explosive, the 
damming aud haling of water, and the use of small nets to catch fish, arc prohibited. 

2. Subject to the provisions of the Elephants Preservation Act (VI of 1879), no hunt¬ 
ing, shooting, fishing, snaring or trappiug of any description shall be allowed, save under a 
license granted by the Oomervator of Forests or the Forest Officer in charge of the Forest 
Division concerned, wlimi such offir or is of rank not below that of au Assistant Conservator, 
to be current for one year from tho date of its issue: 

Provided that tin*. District, or Suhdivisional Officer for any forest within his jurisdiction 
shall have power, on due cause being shown, to grant special licenses, to he current for 
specified periods, lor the pur peso of destroying any animal or animals datigeious to life. 

Provided, also, that a gazetted officer of Government, having jurisdiction in the locality 
in which any Reserved or lborcctcd Forest is situated, shall not be required to take out a 
license under this rule, but shall apply to tho District Officer for a permit. 

Au order refusing to grant a license, if passed by a Forest Officer in charge of a Forest 
Division, shall be appealable to the Conservator of Forests, ar.d if passed by the Conservator 
of Forests, whether on appeal or otherwise, to the Commissioner of tho Division. 

An older refusing to grant a special jiceusc or permit, if passed by a Subdivisions! 
Officer, shall be appealable to the District Officer, and if passed by a District Officer, whether 
ou anpeal or otherwise, to the? Commissioner of the Division. 

3. No hunting, shooting, fishing, snaring or trapping shall be allowed under any 
license or permit granted under rule 2 in the fire-protected* areas between the 1st Fehiuarv 
and the 1st duly in any year, without the express permission of the authority granting the 
license or permit. Whenever any such permission is given, the fact shall be endorsed on the 
license or permit. A list of the forests fire-protected for the timo being shall be shown on 
the license or permit. 

4. A license or permit granted under these rules shall not be transferable. 

f>. Every persou to whom a license or permit has been granted under these rules, and 
who is found hunting, shooting, fishing, snaring or trappiug in any forest to which these 
rules apply, shall, on the demand of any Magistrate, Foicst Officer or Police Officer huviug 
iurisdictiou in the locality, produce his license or permit. 

6. (1) Any license grauted under these rules for shooting a forest may be cancelled 

at any time by the Conservator of Forests iu bcngal, with the concurrence 
of the Commissioner of the Division iu which the forest is situated, if 
circumstances render it advisable to stop shooting iu that forest. 

(2) If any person to whom a license has been grauted under these rules commits a 
breach of any provision of the Forest Law, or of any of these rules, the 
license shall he cancelled in addition to any other punishment to which such 
person may be liable under the Forest Act or otherwise.

In exercise of the powers conferred bv section 80 of the Indian Emigration Act (XXI of 
1883), the Governor-General in Council is pleased to make tho following amendments in the 
Rules relating to Colonial Emigration published with Department of Revenue and Agricul¬ 
ture Notification No. 94-E , dated the 18th March 1886. 

For Rules 42 and 43 substitute the following :— 

“ Rule 42.—The sleeping platforms for emigrants to be orocted in the accommodation 
sheds, whatever their length may be, shall bo fully 6 feet wide and shall be boarded ; and a 
passage of not less than (J feet in width shall be provided between the platforms. When 
the boards are not removeable, the platforms shall be sufficiently raised to admit of the 
space underneath being readily cleaned/' 

“ Rule 43.—The r umber of emigrants to be located in esoli accommodation shed shall 
be calculated by the platform space available therein at the uniform rate of not less than 
12 superficial feet of such platform space to each person, whether adult or child, and such 
number shall be specified in some conspicuous part of the shed for the .information of visit¬ 
ing officers/* 

In Form 7 appended to Rule 36 make the following additions and alterations: — 

In the heading in column 2, between the woids “of” aud u each” insert the words 
“ platforms in ”; 

In column 1, under the headiug u Serial number of sheds 11 substitute the word ** accom¬ 
modation ” for the word “ sleeping

Debendra Nath Ray and Bhutan Dhara, is required within the aforesaid village of 
Kuqjagbata. 

This declaration is made, under the provisions of section 6 of the Land Acquisition Act 1

1 . The following Rules shall extend, bo far as they apply to dangerous petroleum, to all 
the territories administered by the Lieutenant-Governor, and, so far as they apply to other 

E etroleum, only to those local areas to which the rest of the Act has, for the time being, 
eon extended by a notification of the Local Government under section 1, sub-section (3) of 
Act XII of 1886 as amended by Act XII of 1891. 

2. In these Rules, including the forms annexed thereto,— 

I. all words and expressions defined in the Aot shall have the meanings respectively 
assigned to them in the Act: 

II. u the town of Calcutta 99 means all plaoes within the looal limits of the original 
civil jurisdiction of tho High Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal: 
and 

III. “tho Municipality of Calcutta ” means the municipal limits of Calcutta as defined 
in the Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act, 1888. 

PoMceeion <f Petroleum. 

3 . Licenses for the possession of petroleum within the town of Calcutta shall be granted 
only when (1) the quantity of petroleum to bo kept in one place does not oxoeed 50,000 
gallons, and (2) the place intended to he used for the keeping of the petroleum fulfils tho 
following conditions, namely : (a) if tho quantity of petroleum to be kept in the place does 
not exceed 5,000 gallons, the building itself shall be constructed of masonry with a terraoed 
or iron roof, and the doorways and other openings of the building shall be built up to a 
height of not less than two feet above Lho level of the road or street, or the floor shall be 
sunk at least two feet below the level of the road or street, so that the petroleum cannot flow 
out of tho place in oase of fire; (/>) if the quantity of petroleum to be kept in the plaoe 
exceeds 5,000 gallons, the building itself shall be constructed of masonry with a terraced or 
iron roof, and the doorways and other openings of the building shall bo built up to a height 



of not less than three feet above the level of the road or street, or the floor shall be sunk at 
least three feet below the level of the road or street, so that the petroleum cannot flow out 
of the place in case of fire, and there shall be a dear open space of at least twenty feet round 
the building. 

4. Licenses for the possession of petroleum in places outside the town of Oaloutta and 
which are not situated within any Municipal limits shall, if the quantity o£ petroleum to be 
kept in the place does not exceed 50,000 gallons, be granted on the same terms as those 

S anted in the town of Calcutta for the possession in one place of not more than 5,000 gallons. 

a license for the possession in one place of a larger quantity than 50,000 gallons be.requir¬ 
ed, the license shall be granted on the same conditions as those granted in the town of Calcutta 
for the possession in one place of petroleum exceeding in quantity 5,000 gallons: provided 
that, if the place in which the petroleum is to be kept is situated within one hundred yards 
of the river jEIooghly or Tolly's Nullah, or the Circular Canal, the building shall further be 
surrounded by a wall or earthen embankment not less than four feet high, with a treneheiose 
to, and completely surrounding, the building, of sufficient capacity to hold all the petroleum 
stored, and to prevent its escape beyond the limits of the trench in case of Are. 

5. Licenses finder Act XII of 1886 for the possession of petroleum arc not required in 
places situated within Municipal limits, other than Calcutta . 

6. Notwithstanding anything in Rules 3 and 4, and subject to such conditions as 
may be prescribed in each case, a license may be granted for the possession of any 
stated quantity of petroleum in a place specially prepared for the storage of petroloum 
in bulk, in accordance with plana and specifications approved by the Local Government. The 
oapocity in gallons shall bo conspicuously marked on every storage-tank or other receptacle in 
such place. 

7. The District Magistrate, or, in the town of Oaloutta, tho Commissioner of Police, or 
any Police Officer of, or abovo, the rank of head-constable appointed by him in writing for 
this purpose, may enter any place in rospect of which a license for the possession of petroleum 
has been granted, for the puipose of inspecting the same at any time after sunrise and before 
sunset. 

8. The District Magistrate, Commissioner of Police or any Police Officer as aforesaid, 
may require a sample to be delivered to him from any tank or other receptacle* containing 
petroleum stored in any licensed promises. The procedure prescribed in sections 12 and 13 of 
the Act shall apply to any demand for samples made under this Rule, and to the testing of suoh 
samples. 

9. The following fees Bhall be charged for licenses for the possession of petroleum under 
tho Act in places situated within the Municipality of Calcutta

When the quantity to be stored exceeds 6,000 gallons ... 4 for every (additional) 1,000 

gallous or part of 1,000 
gallons m excess of 6,000 
gallons. 


10. The fees for licenses for the possession of petroleum in placos situatod beyond the 
limits of the Municipality of Calcutta shall he half those prescribed in Rule 9. 

11. Every license for the possession of petroleum in any place shall specify the maxi¬ 
mum quantity o£ petroleum which may be stored in that place. 

12. Licenses for the possession of petroleum shall be in force for one year from the date 
of the grant of the license : provided that the Licensing Officer or the Local Government may, 
at any time, for good and sufficient reason, cancel a lioense. 

13. Any sheds on tho land belonging to the Commissioners of tlio Port of Calcutta and 
appertaining to tho Budge Budge Petroleum Depot, and any sheds used by the Pori Com¬ 
missioners for the temporary storage of petroleum brought into the Port of Calcutta under 
Rule 3 of the Rules made by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal under section 8 of the Act, 
whether suoh sheds now exist, or may hereafter be erected, shall be deemed to be placos in 
respect to which licenses for the possession of petroleum have been granted under these 


Rules. 


14. Any tank or other receptacle for tho storago of petroleum in bulk that may bo 
erected on the land belonging to the Commissioners of tno Pori of Calcutta, and appertaining 
to the Budge Budge Petroleum Depot, shall be deemed to be a place in respect of which 
a lioense for the possession of petroleum has been granted under Rule 6 of these Rules. 
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Transport of Petroleum. 

15. (1) Licenses for the transport of petroleum other than dangerous petroleum in 

quantities exceeding 500 gallons may be either general or special. Lioenses for the transport 
of dangerous petroleum shall be special only. 

(2) Licenses for the transport of petroleum other than 41 in bulk ” shall only be .granted 
if the petroleum to be transported is packed in air-tight tins or other vessels not easily broken, 
or is contained in bottles securely stopped and carefully packed so as to avoid risk of 
breakage. 

(ft) Licenses for the trap sport of petroleum other than dangerous petroleum in bulk by 
railway may be granted, if the petroleum is contained in waggons approved by the Hallway 
Administration over whose line it is proposed to transport it. ^ 

(4) licenses for the transport of petroleum other than dangerous petroleum in bulk by 
steamer or barge may be granted if the vessel is certified to be fit far the service by an Officer 
p^ pointed by the Local Government in this behalf. 

46. General licenses for a period of twelve months shall be issued for transport by cart 
only. Such licenses shall authorise the holders to transport by cart any petroleum, bond fide 
thoir own property, without restriction as to destination or quantity. 

17. The holder of a general license shall, with each consignment of petroleum oonveyed 
under cover of his license, issue a pass in Form G appendod to these Buies, specifying the places 
from and to which the petroleum is to b© conveyed, and the quantity of petroleum oovezed 
by it. Each pass shall be numbered, and the number of the general license shall be legibly 
marked on a com pit uom part of the last case on the cart. 

18. Special licenses for the transport of petroleum shall be in force for such period 
not exceeding six months from the date of the grant of the license as may be specified in the 
license. 

19. The Licensing Officer may, for special reasons to be reported to Government, refuse 
a license in any case. The reasons for refusing a license shall be coupmunioated to the appli¬ 
cant, if a request to that effect is preferred by him. 

20. (1) Evf iy special license for the transport of petroleum shall specify the places from 
and to which, respectively, ih© petroleum is to be conveyed, the quantity of petroleum covered 
by the license, and the time for which the license is in force.

22. When a license has been granted under these ltules for the transport of petroleum, 
the District Magistrate, or, in the town of Calcutta, the Commissioner of Police, or any 
Police Offioer of, or above, the rank of head-constable, appointed by him in writing for this 
purpose, may, at any time after sunrise and before sunset, and on or before the arrival of the 
petroleum at its place of destination, board any steamer or boat, or detain any cart, used for 
Buoh transport, for the purpose of inspecting the license and seeing whether its provisions are 
being complied with.

Final Report on the Wheat Crop of 1894-95 in Bengal and 

Bihar. 

Befrnnui have been received from 87 districts in which wheat is grown in these 
Provinces, vis., from all the districts of the Patna, Bhagalpur, and Chota Nagpur 
Divisions, and from the Burdwan, Bankura, Bfrbhuxn, Nadia, Murahidabad, 
Bajshahi, Pabna, Bangpur, Darjeeling, and Faridpur districts. 

Character qf the eeaeon .—-The character of the early part 
• of the wheat Beason of t894-95 was reviewed in the prehmi- 
naxy note on the wheat crop issued on the 30th January 
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STJPPLEMSNT TO THE 


1895. This period wa&lmflrked by unusually late and heavy 
rainfall which lasted-lid ih6 end of the first week of November, 
being particularly heavy hi Bihar, Chota Nagpur, and North 
Bengal. From ^e eecond week of November, there was 
practically no raifiuntil after the middle of January, ha 
February, the rsonfaH w&s below the normal, except in the 
Patna Division^ and in the second and in the third weeks of 
March light ram fell in most districts. 

The area Sown with wheat was Somewhat curtailed on 
account of the continuance -of the monsoon rains of 1894, 
and the crop seems to have been seriously afiocted by the 
absence of rain, from the second week ox November to the 
middle of January. The rain which fell in the latter part 
of January and in February and Maroh, though light, Bome- 
what improved the prospects of the crop. Shahabad is the 
only district from which injury by blight is reported. 

2. Area cultivated .—The estimates of areas sown with 
wheat, as reported in the preliminary forecast of the 30th 
January, have been modified by the District Officers of 
Shahabad, Bhagalpur, 'the Bonthal Pwrganas, Manbhum, and 
Bangpur. The total area, sown under wheat during the 
year .under report, as shownin the appended return is 1,401.000 
acres, against 1,552,03.0 .acres as -reported in the first fore¬ 
cast. The decrease is chiefly due to revision of estimates 
in the Sonthal Parganas and Manbhum. Owing to the same 
causes, the total estimates of normal area and last year's area 
have also been changed, respectively, from 1,843,800 and 
1,583,800 acres, as shown in the first forecast, to 1,719,200 
and 1,461,000 acres as now returned. 

From column 5 of the appended Statement, it will be seen 
that there -is an estimated decrease of 4 - 10 per .cent, in the 
area under wheat cultivation this year, -as compared with that 
of last year. Tins decrease is due to the late monsoon rains 
of 1894 having interfered with sowing, as stated in para¬ 
graph 1 of this Note. 

3. Outturn.—-The Collectors of Shahabad, Patna, Bha¬ 
galpur, Purnea, the Swaths! Parganas, Bajshflhi, and Raima, 
and some of the less important wheat-growing districts, have 
reduced their estimates of this year’s crop since they sub¬ 
mitted their preliminary forecasts. On the whole,, therefore, 
the outturn for these Provinces is now-estimated at 43$ annas, 
as against >15 annas &own in the preliminary forecast for 
this year, and as ^gainst 12 annas estimated for last year’s 
crop. The outturn of Wheat in tons in theBe Provinces for 
the season 1894-95 is shown in column & of the attached 
statement to have amounted to 486,100 tons, '.against 458,900 
tons in the previous year. The better outturn is duo to the 
more favourable .character .of the latter part of the season.

7. Winter rise vrap of 1894.—The season was very 
favourable to the cultivation and growth of the winter rice 
mop an meet districts. The total area estimated to have 
been cultivated with winter rice was 31,388,600 acres, againet 
30,798,100 suones in 1693. Out of the 45 districts of these 
Provinces, 25 reported the crop to be a full avora ge or better 
than a full average crop, 15 reported the crop as varying 
from 14 to 16 annas, ana 5 from 12 to less than 14 annas. 
No District Officer returned less than a 12-anna crop. 
Twenty-nine out of the 45 districts reported a bettor outturn 
than that of 1896, 6 reported an equal outturn, and 10 
districts reportod worse oropa. The general outturn of the 
wintor rice crop for 1894 was estimated at 17 annas, against 
16 annas estimated for the crop of 1893. 

8. Rabi crops <qf 1894-95.—-'The area sown with rabi food- 
grains was returned as 9,206,300 acres, against 9,610,000 
acres estimated to have been sown in the season 1893-94, 
the decrease being dbiefly due to the heavy and late rainfall 
of the monsoon season of 1894. Only in 5 districts was the 
outturn of tho rabi crop estimated to amount to 16 annas, 
20 districts reportod crops varying from 12 to 15 annas, 
13 districts from 8 to 11 annas, and one district (viz. Pabna) 
returned a 7-anna crop. The mean outturn of tho rabi 
crops for these Provinces was estimated between 13 and 14 
annas, against tho estimate of 12 annas for the previous 
year. 

9. Taking into consideration all the harvests of the 
year, it appears that the yiold of food-grains of the year in 
these Provinces has been above tho average. 

Tho yield of rabi food-grains is below tho average, but 
tliis has boon more than compensated for by the good outturn 
of tho wintor rice crop. 

10. Food stocks and prices of food-grains .—The food 
stocks are reportod to bo plentiful in 17 districts, including 
soven districts of tho Patna and Bhogalpuv Divisions. In 
the remaining districts, the District Oflicers state that food- 
stocks arc not plentiful or not generally ploutiful. 

In tho fortnight onding 15tli April 1895, tho prices of com¬ 
mon rice woro lower in 44 districts than in tho corresponding 
fortnight of 1894.* In Kangpuronly, a higher price prevailed. 
In all the 45 districts of these Provinces, tho prices wero lower 
than those prevailing in the fortnight ending 15th April 1893. 
The prices of wheat in the principal wheat-growing districts 
also ruled generally lower in the fortnight ending 15th April 
1895 than in the corresponding fortnight of the preceding 
year. From tho return of prices current on the 30th April 
1895 in head-quarters bazars (published in tho Calcutta 
Gazette of the 8th May 1895) it will be soen, that tho prico 
of oommon rico at tho end of April ranged from 13 seers 
in Darjeeling to 21 to 23 seers in Manbhum. In 22 
districts, common rice was selling at 14 to 17 seers per rupoe; 
in 15 districts at 17 to 20 seers; and in 5 districts, viz., 





to 23 seers. Only m two districts, vis., Darjeeing and 
Rangpur, was tile price dearer than 14 seers to the rupee. 

11. Wheat exports from Bengal .and Bihar districts.-— 
There was a marked decrease in the rail-borne exports of 
wheat from Bengal and Bihar districts to Calcutta during 

the nine months April to Decem¬ 
ber 1894, as will be seen from the 
figures quoted in the margin. The 
falling off was due to tne poor 
outturn of the wheat crop of 
these Provinces during the > year 
1893-94, and to the short Crops 
of the North-Western Provin¬ 
ces.

It is 
proposed that half tho proceeds of the sum assigned should be devoted to 
the Patna Collegiate School, anil half to the Muhammadan Anglo-Arabic 
School, Sailikpur, for the education and benefit, of Muhammadan students who 
are Bihari by birth, and who though poor are of gentle birth. It is further 
proposed that the amount to be awarded to any student should bo settled by 
.the trustee of the endowment fund, having regard to the circumstances of tho 
student. Mussamat Kaziman will retain the management of tho endowed 
property during her lifetime, and desires that tlio Government of Bengal should 
assume tho trusteeship on her demise. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to accept tho endowment, and 
desires that the thanks of Government bo convoyed to Mussamat Kaziman, 
widow of the late Kazi Sycd Reza Hossein, Khan Bahadur, for her public spirit 
and liberality.

.,.„f,t inn of ® in a«. Such aa prevails in the middle of May, obtained. The general direction 
Jmitherlv in Lower Beugal and easterly in the northern districts. Temperature, 
however was considerably above the normal in the northern and central districts, and almost 
normal in Ohota Nagpur and part of Orissa. Throughout the week there has been a steady 
downward tendency of pressure; but as these change* have been fairly uniform, the distribu¬ 
tion over the province haa undergone but little modification. The changes over the Bay 
have been of greater importance, and by the end uf the week led to steep gradients and 
strong westerly winds over the southern part between Ceylon and Burinah. Owing to the 
lieht nature of the wiud circulation, the slight variations of the pressure distribution were 
followed by occasional changes in the wind directions from south-west to south-east, and 
gave rise to local storms, more especially in the western districts. These storms occurred 
generally about the 12th and 13th. and again betweeu the 15th aud 17th except in North 
Bengal aud Cnchar, where rainfall was more frequent aud heavy. The weather being 
generally settled and the sky free from clouds during the day. high temperature has prevailed. 
There Was moderate defect iu Orissa, Ohota Nagpur, aud part of Bihar m the early part oi 
the week when local storms were occurring in these districts hat elsewhere excess of rather 
variable amounts continued from day to day during the week, the maximum difference from 
the normal being verv rarely more than 5°. Thus the weather of the week has been charac¬ 
terised by falling pressure, increasing temperature, and almost normal rainfall in the western 
and central districts. In East Bengal and North Bengal the rainfall distribution is abnormal 
in there being considerably less than the usual amount in East Bengal aud considerably 

m ° r< “fresZr ?.—fated above, pressure was nearly normal at the beginning of the week, 
there being excess of less than -05 inch. A mode rately qu.ok fall was then general, the 
change diminishing towards the south. This continued miring the first half of the week, 
after which there was a slow me for two days, but the fall began again on the 17th atul 
continued till the ond of the week. Readings were about a fifth ot an inch lower at the end 
of the week than at the beginning; but as the change had been uniform over Bengal and the 
north of tho Bay, the distribution in these parts was practically the same. In tho south of 
the Bay gradients were much steeper. The mean pressure for the week is below the normal 
everywhere bv amounts varying between *06 inch and *08 inch. 

'Temperature has been high, except in the south-wes.ern districts in the early part of 
the week The highest temperature recorded in Bihar was 108 , and lu bouth-West Bengal, 
Orissa, and Ohota Nagpur between 104° and 105°. These high readings occurred on the 
18th, the last day of the week. Mean temperature is practically normal m Orissa and Ohota 
Nagpur, and above in the other districts by 2 in East Bengal aud Bihar, 1 0 iu South- 
'Weat Hernial 3° in North Bengal, und nearly 4° in Assam. 

Rainfall —Scattered showers have fallen in all districts, tno.e frequently on the 1-th 
and 13th and on the 15th and 10th. In the Jalpaiguri, Darjeeling, and Ooocli Bihar districts 
of North Bengal rain has fallen almost daily. The average fall has been very uniform and 
is about-7 inch except in North Bengal, where it is 2-08 inches, booth-Wes Bengal 
and East Bengal have received less than the normal lull, aud the other districts moro, 
especially North Bengal, where excess is ’7 inch. . , „ , , - , .

The 28 th May 1895.—The following reviaod rules for the conduct of the departmental 
examinations, held uuder the direction and control of the Central Examination Committee, 
having been sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor and approved by the Government of 
India, are hereby published for general information 

Section 1. — General. 

1. These rules shall apply to the departmental examinations of the junior members of 
the Indian Civil Service, the Executive Branch of the Provincial Civil Service, Subordinate 
Civil Service, Police, Opium, Forest and other Departments of the Public Service to whom 
they may from time to time be made applicable. 

2. All Assistant Magistrates, Deputy Magistrates and Collectors, Special Deputy 
Collectors, Sub-Deputy Collectors who, on the 4th July 1892, had not been confirmed in 
their appointments (vide Appeudix XII), Assistant Superintendents of Police, and others 
(to whom these rules may be applicable), who may have been more than six months on duty, 
shall, and those who have been less than six months on duty, may, at their option, be 
subjected to half-yearly departmental examinations, and shall be required to pass according 
to the standard, or the standards, of examination which may be applicable to them respect¬ 
ively in each subject, according to the rules hereinafter set forth. 

3. To direct and control these (half-yearly) departmental examinations, there shall 
be a Central Examination Committee appointed by Government. It shall consist of a 
President and of as many members (of whom one shall be Secretary) as the Government 
may think proper to appoint from time to time. 

4. The examinations will be held, in the Regulation Provinces, at any station which 
is the head-quarters of a Divisional Commissioner, or where there is a District Judge. 
They may also, with the previous consent of the Central Examination Committee, be hold 
at any station where there is a Deputy Commissioner. 

5. Each Divisional Commissioner shall notify in the Calcutta Gazette, at least one 
month before the date of examination, at what stations in his Division examinations are to 
be held, and shall report to the Chief Secretary to the Government of Bengal the names of 
intending examinees, specifying at whioh centre of examination each is to atteud. If a 
Divisional Commissioner has only a very few examinees, and if the means of locomotion are 
easv, be will probably have only one or two centres of examination in his T)ivision. Heads 
of Departments will, in the same way, notify to the Chief Secretary the names of intending 
examinees iu. their respective departments, specifying at which centre each is to atteud. 

G. The Government, after collecting all the lists, will prepare a complete list of all 
offioers liable to appear at the examination, and forward a general list to the Secretary to the 
Central Examination Committee at least three weeks before the examination, and extracts 
t o the Presidents of the Local Committees. 

7. The Central Examination Committee may, on sufficient cause being shown, permit 
the appearance of an officer for examination at a station other than that at whioh, under 
ordinary circumstances, he would be required to present himself. 

S. Local Committees shall be formed at the several statious at which examinations 
are to be held, and they shall conduct the examinations under the instructions of the Central 
Committee. 

9. The Local Committee at each station, which is the head-quarters of a Commissioner, 
shall consist of the Commissioner, the Collector (or Deputy Commissioner), and a native 
civil officer to he selected by the Commissioner. In the absence of the Commissioner, 
the Judge (or Judicial Commissioner) shall take his place on the Committee. At the other 
stations the Committee shall consist of the Judge, the Collector, and a native officer to be 
selected by the Judge. In the event of the Collector being unavoidably prevented from 
attending for reasons to be submitted to the President of the Local Committee in writing, the 
Commissioner or Judge may appoint a Deputy Magistrate or other native civil officer to 
take the Collector's place on the Committee. At the stations in the Non-Begulation 
Provinces which are not the head-quarters of the Commissioner, the Deputy Commissioner 
shall form a Committee, with one or two other officers to be selected by him. 

10. The Government will, in communication with the Central Committee, fix the dates 
for the half-yearly examination, which shall be the same for every district. The first half- 
yearly examination will usually be held in the month of April or May, and the second in the 
mouth of October or November. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Ceutral Committee to prepare, previous to eaoh half-yearly 
examination, sets of questions to be put to the examinees, to forward a sufficient number of 
copies of each of such sets to the President of each Local Committee^ in a sealed packet, to 
determine the order in which the examination in each paper and subject shall be held, and to 
arrange all other details for the couduot of the examinations. The time fixed for each paper 
shall be notified in the Calcutta Gazette. The Central Committee shall from time to time 
lay down such rules ns may appear to them best for the guidance of the Local Committees, 
in order to ensure a fair and uuiform method of ascertaining the proficiency of the examinee 
in each subject. 
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12. Tbe sealed packet of papers shall remain in the custody of the President of the 
Local Examination Cbm mi tree, who shall pot open it until tbe time of examination, The 
Committee shall superintend the written examination of the examinees only so far as may be 
necessary to ensure its being conducted with proper strictness ; they shall not examine tbe 
written answers, hut shall forward them to tbe Central Committee with a statement speci¬ 
fying the marks which they assign to candidates for conversational proficiency in the vernac¬ 
ular, in which branch their decision shall be final. They shall further, in the case of 
the members of the Indian Civil Service, the Executive Branch of the Provincial Civil Service, 
the Subordinate Civil Service, and the Police Department, forward a report which shall be 
furnished by District Officers and Commissioners tinder whom the examinees have been 
employed, respecting their official character, qualifications, and the work done by them during 
the preceding six mouths. 

13. The Central Committee, after perusing the reports and the examination papers, 
shall report to Government the names of such officers as, in their opinion, have passed, 
noticing specially, in the order of their merit, those who may have passed with distinction. 
They shall also report the names of those officers who have succeeded in some of the subjects 
only. 

Section II.—Officers of the Indian Civil Service, the Executive Branch of the Provincial Civil 

Service , and Subordinate Civil Service . 

14. There shall t two standards . of examination in Law, Treasury and Local Fund 
Accounts, and Languages,—the Lower and the Higher Standards. With the exceptions 
specified below, officers are required to pass in Law, Accounts and in the language of the 
district by both the Higher and the Lower Standards, and in a second language by the 
Higher Standard ouly. 

15. In Appendix V will be found the rules prescribing the tests in the vernacular 
which offirers are required to satisfy. 

1G. The object of the Lower Standard of examination in Law shall be to test the 
examinee's practical acquaintance with the Criminal ('odes, and his geueral knowledge of 
certain of the more important local laws, regulations and rules One paper shall be prepared 
especially for this examination, which shall be confined to the Criminal Codes. The use of 
only Codes as issued by the Legislative Department, shall be allowed for this paper. The 
questions must not be such as can be answered by copying a passage from a book ; but they 
must be such as shall thoroughly test the capacity of the examinees to understand the 
hearing of facts, and to ascertain the law and apply it. Another paper shall be prepared 
consisting of questions on the local laws, regulations and rules enumerated in Appendix J. 
These must be answered without the aid of books. This paper is designed equally for the 
candidate s for examination by the Lower and Higher Standards, but the number” of pass 
marks shall be less in the case of examinees by the Lower than in that of those by the 
Higher Staudard of examination. 

17. In the examination by the Higher Standard, it is necessary for the examinee to 
pass under the rules referred to above iu two vernacular languages—ordinarily Bengali and 
Hindustani. All examinees will be required to pass in Law in two papers. The natnre 
of the one, in answering tbe questions in which the use of books will not be allowed, has 
already been explained .in paragraph 16. Tbe other paper, for which the use of books will 
be allowed, will contain questions on the local laws, regulations and rules, set forth in 
Appendix 11. Only un&xmotated editions of Acts or CodeB and Manuals issued by authority 
wiu. be allowed in answering ^ this paper. The questions should be confined as much as 
possible to cases commonly arising iu the ordinary routine of the office of a Magistrate and 
Collector. Certain facts of probable occurrence in real practice should be stated, and the 
examinee required to find and apply the law applicable to the facts. 

18. In Accounts there will be two Standards of examination,—the Lower and the 
Higher. The scope of the questions at the former will be somewhat elementary, but 
candidates at the latter will be required to exhibit a satisfactory general acquaintance with 
the whole system of provincial accounts* The examination will be with the aid of books, 
a list, of which is given in Appendix III. 

19. An officer of the Indian Oivil Service must pass the examination in Law, in 
Accounts, and in both languages by the Higher Standard. He will be required to pass by 
the Lower Standard only in Accounts and in the vernacular of the district in which he is 
serving* 

20. Officers who, after passing in the higher grade the examination for admission into 
the* Subordinate Executive Service held in 1873 or subsequently, have received appoint¬ 
ments in that service, will be subject to no further examination except the Higher Standard 
departmental examination. Candidates who passed at the Subordinate Executive Service 
examination which was held in 1872 are exempted from examination by the Lower Standard 
in the vernacular only. They will be required to pass in Law and in Accounts by that 
standard. 

21. Officers (except those whose cases are provided for by rule 20), who obtained 
appointments in the Subordinate Executive Service after passing the competitive examina¬ 
tions held in 1884 and in subsequent years, and all who may similarly obtain them in 
future, will he required to pass the departmental examinations by both standards. 

22. An officer of the Indian Civil Servioe is permitted to present himself for examina¬ 
tion by both the Higher aud Lower Standards at the same time. If he. passes in either of 
the papers, he will be held to qualify for the Lower Standard, but passing marks should be 
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obtained in both Beta of papers to qualify for the Higher Standard. No other officer shall 
bo permitted to take up any of the subjects by the Higher Standard examination until he 
shall have completely passed in such subject by the Lower Standard. 

23. An officer, who succeeds in passing by either standard (a )in Law, (b) in Accounts, 
or (c) in either of the languages, shall not again be required to present himself for examina¬ 
tion by the same standard in the subject in which he was successful, but only in those in 
which he failed. 

24. The marks to be assigned to each branch of the examination in Law and examin¬ 
ation in Accounts, the proportion required for passing by the different standards, and the 
time allowed for each paper, arc set forth in Appendix IV. The same information as regards 
the examination in Languages will be found in Appendix V, Uniformity must be rigidly 
enforced in the time allowed for each subject, whether in Law, Accounts or Language. 

25. An officer who 1ms passed according to the Lower Standard of examination, and 
who has exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the third class for six months, shall 
usually be vested with the powers of a Magistrate of the second class, described in sections 
32, 33, 35, and 30 of the Code of Criminal Procedure (Act X of 1882), provided he is certi¬ 
fied by the Commissioner to bo fully competent to exercise them. Assistant Magistrates 
will also then be vested with the powers of a Deputy Collector. 

26. An officer, however, who shall have passed by the Lower Standard in the Criminal 
Codes, accounts, and in the language of his district, may oil the Commissioner’s recommen¬ 
dation bo vested with the powers of a Magistrate'of the second class, provided he has had 
not less than six months’ experience in his magisterial duties. 

27. An officer who has passed according to the Higher Standard shall be eligible to be 
vested with thu powers of a Magistrate of the first class, but not until he shall have exer¬ 
cised the powers of a Magistrate of the second class for at least six months. 

28. An officer, who has passed in law and in the language of his district according to 
the Higher Standard, may also he vested with the powers of a Magistrate of the first class, 
subject to the condition of his having exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the second 
class for six months; but he shall not be entitled to any promotion or increase of pay until 
he has parsed hilly by the second standard. He shall exercise the powers of a Magistrate of 
the first class so long only as he is employed iu a district where the language in which he has 
passed is the vernacular. 

29. Assistant Magistrates being members of the Indian Civil Service, on first 
appointment, draw only Iv»s. 400 a month. On passing the Lower Standard of examination 
and being invested with the powers of a Magistrate of the second class, they shall be allowed 
an increase of Hs. 50 a month, provided they have exercised the powers of a Magistrate of 
the third class for six mouths at least; and on passing fully the Higher Standard, and being 
invested with the powers of a Magistrate of the first clash, they will receive a second 
increase of Hs. DO, provided they have also exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the 
second class for not less than six months. 

30. It is the duty of district officers to look to the practical training of the young 
officers placed under them from their first entering into official life till they acquire a prac¬ 
tical experience of their work and qualify themselves for the exercise of higher powers by 
passing the prescribed examinations. District officers are expected to take active interest in 
the wetl-beiug of the young men placed under them, by exercising due supervision over their 
studies, by holding periodical examinations to test their qualifications and official knowledge, 
and by any other means which may seem to them to be expedient for the purpose. They 
will be careful to see that the young officers subordinate to them are afforded opportunities, 
whenever possible, of learning Treasury work (vide Appendix XI). 

Section III.—Police officers. 

31. There shall be two standards of examination in Law and Languages,—the Lower 
and tho Higher Standard. As regards the examination in Languages, rules 15 and 22 above 
shall apply to Police officers. The same papers in Languages will be set for Police 
officers as for the officers to whom the rules in section XI apply. Jb\>r the Lower Standard in 
Law, questions shall be set from the Penal Code, the Code of Criminal Procedure, Act V of 1861, 
the Village Chaukidari Act, VI (B.C.) of 1870, or any Act amending it, in force at the time of 
examination. Act I (11. C.) of 1871, Act I of 1886, and Chapters IV, VIII, XV, and XVI 
of the Police Manual. The use of books will be allowed in answering these questions : only 
uuannotated Codes, or Acts issued by authority, and the Police Manual may be used. For 
the Higher Standard the questions will be taken from tbe same Acts, from any part of the 
Police Manual, from all the Circulars of the Police Department, from the Excise, Salt and 
Opium Laws, from Act III (B.C.) of 1884 (so far as it relates to Police), and from the 
Evidence Act I of 1872, Act IV of 1884 (Explosives), Act II (B.O.) of 1889 (Fisheries), 
Act II (B.C.) of 1867 (Gambling), Act IV of 1879 (Railway), Act IX of 1890 (Railway) 
Act I of 1882, sections 172, 173 (Emigration), Act XI of 1890 (Cruelty to Animals), Act 
XXVII of 1871 (Criminal Tribes), and all amending Acts. In this examination the use of 
books will not be allowed. No officer will be permitted to take up Law by the Higher 
Standard until he has passed in that subject by the Lower Standard. 

The marks to be assigned to the examination in Law, the proportion required for 
passing by the different standards, and the time allowed for each paper, are set forth in 
Appendix IV. The same information as regards the examination in Languages will be 
fouud in Appendix V, 
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82. Police Officers transferred to the Executive Service, or who desire such transfer, 
will be required &o satisfy the same test* as those prescribed above for officers of the Execu¬ 
tive Branch of the Provincial Civil Service, subject to the exception noted below. 

33. When such an officer has already passed by either standard in a language, the 
pass will be accepted as sufficient to that degree. 

34. Any officer so transferred who has passed in Law by the Lower Standard (as 
hitherto required for the Police) will be required to pass for the Lower Standard in the 
general papers of local laws, etc. He will be exempted from examinatou in the Criminal 
Codes prescribed for the Lower Standard if he so desire ; but it he elects to pass, such pass 
will be taken into account in his favour. 

35. Such officers who have passed by the Higher Police Standard in Law will still be 
required to pass in both law papers prescribed in paragraph 17 above, the term “law ” includ¬ 
ing lie venue and General law. 

Section I F ".—Officers of other Departments to whom these Rules have been made applicable . 

36. Officers of the Opium Department will be examined, after admission to the Depart¬ 
ment, in the subjects mentioned in Government orders No. 1157G. of 28th October 1872, 
as amended by Government orders No. 2504-Opium, dated the 17th July 1893, to the address 
of the Secretary, Board of Revenue, particulars of which are stated in Appendix VII. 

87. Forest officers will be examined, after admission to the Department, in the subjects 
mentioned in sections 72, 73, 74, 70, 77 and 78 and Appendix V of the Forest Department 
Codo, 4th edition particulars of which are stated in Appendix VIII. 

38. The rules regulating the Departmental Examination of Cantonment Magistrates are 
contained in Appendix IX. 

39. Officers of the Public Works Department will after admission to the Department, 
be examined in Law, onre a year in April or May, as directed iu Government Resolution 
No. 44T.E., dated the 31st May 1894, which is printed in Appendix X. 

40. For the examination of Officers in cases , a case not being of special difficulty 
should be selected by the President of the Local Examination Committee. In selecting a 
case it should be remembered that Officers will only exercise magisterial powers under 
Act HI (B.C.) of 1876 (Bengal Irrigation Act). The local Committees will merely state 
their opinion on the merits of each candidate's judgment and not transmit this part of the 
proceedings. The case selected shall be in the Court vernacular of the district in which the 
examination is held. 

Section V. — Miscellaneous. 

41. Officers attending these examinations will be allowed travelling allowance, subjec 
to the rules laid down in Section IV, Chapter L, of the Civil Service Regulations. 

42. No application, from any junior officer liable to examination, for privilege leave or 
leave on private affairs, will be entertained if the following half-yearly examination takes 
place before the expiry of the leave applied for, unless the application specifies that the 
applicant will attend the examination. 

43. If such leave is applied for, and the application from such an officer is submitted 
to Government, it should be stated that he is liaole to pass an examination, and that the 
next examination will be held within the period of the leave applied for. This will enable 
the Lieutenant-Governor to decide whether, for the reasons stated, the leave should be 
granted; and, if so, on what conditions.

The following rules for the examination of civil officers in the Lower Provinces of Bengal 
^ t . apply to all officers of the classes specified in them, and to 

cars to w om o esappy. such others as the Local Government may from time to time 

direct. They do not affect the rules for the encourgement of the study of the languages of 
frontier tribes, a copy of which is given in Appendix VI. 

2. Two grades of examination are recoguised 


(I) The Higher Standard of examination for civil officers, held under the direction and 
control cf the Central Examination Committee. 

(II) The Lower Standard of examination for civil officers held under the direction and 
control of the Central Examination Committee. 


3. Officers of the Public Works, Education, and Survey Departments are examined 

under special rules. In their case the standard specified in 
j»«b^WoA. th 1 x,&e n S lu “ tio,l, “ d grade II will be accepted u sufficient, should they excep- 

tionally have to be examined along with the officers attached 

to the general administration. 

4. No native member of the Executive Branch of the Provincial Civil Service and the 
Offioers of the Executive Urand. of Subordinate Civil Servioe is liable to examination in a 

the Provincial Civil Service ar»d tho lanCfUafiTO which is his OWU Vernacular.

Subject to the above proviso— 

(i) All members of the above services are required to pass by the Higher and Lower 

Standards in the vernacular of the district in which they may be serving. 

(ii) After so passing, if transferred to a district with a different vernacular, they will 

be required to pass in that vernacular by the higher standard only within 
two years of their arrival in tho district. During this period they will, if 
otherwise qualified,, be considered as eligible for promotion, but after the 
expiry of tho two years they will, as long as they remain in the district, 
receive no promotion until they pass in the second language.

in the case of those who first pass in Hindustani, Bengali, or, i£ they be posted in Orissa, 
Uriya. 

11. Members of the Indian Civil Service and the Statutory Civil Service who are

com^uhior 1 wbich ft tbird lan £ ua ®° 18 stani and Bengali, will, on trausfer to Orissa, as a condition 
compu ory. 0 £ promotion to the substantive grade of Magistrate, be 

required to pass in Uriya as a third language. Similarly, those who have passed in 
Hindustani and Uriya ouly, will, on transfer to Bengal, be required to pass in Bengali as a 
third language. On passing iu a third language under this rule, covenanted and statutory 
civilians become entitled to a reward of Hs. 500. 

12. Assistant Superintendents of ! Pol ice, who have passed in Hindustani and Bongali 
under rule 7 of Ajqiondix V above, will on transfer to Orissa be liable to pass in Uriya as a 
third languago, and unless they pass in it within two years* niter their arrival there, they will 
not bo considered eligible for pro motion after that period until they havo passed. On passing 
in Uriya they will be entitled to a reward of Us. 180. Similarly, for those officers who havo 
passed in Hindustani and Uriya, and are transferred to a Bengali-speaking distriot, Bengali 
will be a third language to be treated as above. 

13. The examination specified in grade I above and the Lower Standard of examination 
specified in grade II above w;lL be held under the rules for the conduct of the departmental 
examination of civil officers, and under the direction and control of the Central Examination 
Committee in Calcutta. 

The following are the tests prescribed for the two grades of examinations 
Grade I.—The Higher Standard of Departmental Examination .

A document of the more difficult description of office papers, selected and lithographed 
by the Central Examination Committee, shall he transliterated}: into the Roman character 
according to the Hunterian or Wilsonian system.

The examinee shall be tested in conversation with several natives in such a manner as 
to satisfy the local Committee of his power of making himself understood by them, and of 
explaining himself with clearness and sufficient propriety in the vernacular in an argument 
or topic of some difficulty, such as may occur in official business.

Grade II.—The Lower Standard of Departmental Examination . 

Pot this examination the tests shall be the same as the above, hut the papers shall be 
less difficult. The proportion of marks to be obtained in order to pass, and the time allowed 
for the papers, shall be the same as for the Higher Standard above described. The principal 
object of this examination shall be to test the proficiency for practical purposes of the 
examinee in such language. 

14. No native officer (these i*ules notwithstanding) shsll be liable to examination in a 
language which is his own vernacular. The Commissioners or Heads of Departments submit¬ 
ting the lists of intending examinees under rule 5 of the Rules will consider each case, and, 
on satisfying themselves, may exempt the candidate from examination in such language, 
reporting their reasons for doing so to Government. 

16. No reward shall be paid to any native officer for passing in any language with 
which, from his birth or education, he is naturally familiar, or which is closely allied to his 
vernacular language. For the purposes of this rule Bengali and Uriya will be considered to 
be closely allied languages. ___ 


APPENDIX VI. 

Rules for the encouragement of the study of the languages of Frontier Tribes mentioned in 

paragraph 1 of Appendix V . 

The following are the rules sanctioned for granting rewards to civil officers in Bengal 
for proficiency in the languages of frontier tribes. 

2. A reward of Us. 1,000 will be granted to any Member of the Indian Civil Service, 
Deputy Commissioner, Deputy Collector, District or Assistant Superintendent of Police, Civil 
Surgeon, or Civil Medical Officer, whether European or Native, who shall pass by the 

prescribed standard an examination in any one language, in 
any of the groups of languages' 1 noted in the margin, provided 
tliat the language is spoken within the district where the 
offioer is at the time employed, or by tribes conterminous to 
it with whom he has official relations. A second reward 
will in no case be given to an offioer for proficiency in a 
second language of the same group. The grant of a reward is in every case subject to the 
condition that it will not be allowed to a native candidate for passing an examination in any 
language with whioh, from his birth or education, he is naturally familiar, or which is 
closely allied to his vernacular language. 

3. The examination shall be oonducted by a looal Committee to be specially appointed 
by Government on each occasion. 

4. The tests which a candidate for the above reward must undergo are as follow 

(а) He must be able to converse freely with the people of the tribe in whose vernac¬ 

ular he may wish to qualify to understand and to make himself understood 
by them. 

(б) He must write down in the English, or the Bengali, or Hindi character aentencea 

spoken in the tribal language by one of the tribe, or a conversation held 
between two of them, and must explain it correctly in English.

(c) He ratut without assistance translate from English or hit mother-tongue into tbe 
tribal language (writing it in either the English, or Bengali, or Hindi 
character) sentences not of a more difficult nature than those described in 
clause (A). The translation must be substantially correct and intelligible 
when read to a native in whose language it might be written. @ 

5. These rules will not affeot those prescribing the rewards to which junior civilians 
who succeed in passing High Proficiency and Honours examinations in certain specified 
languages, will be entitled. 


APPENDIX VII. 

1. After admission into the Opium Deportment, Assistant Sub-Deputy Agents in the 
Bihar and Benares Agencies are subject to a departmental examination which will be held 
under the control of the Central Examination Committee, 

2. This examination will be held twice a year in June and December at Baokipore for 
the officers of both Agencies under a Local Committee, consisting of one or both Opium Agents 
the Patna Factory Superintendent, and a Native Civil Officer to be selected by the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Patna Division. 

3. The Central Examination Committee will arrange before each examination to set 

question-papers in communication with the Principal of the Sibpur Civil Engineering 
College. e ^ 

4. The Opium Assistants will be required to pass in the following subjects necessary 

for their practical work :— # 

1. Opium Laws. 

2. Surveying. 

3. Language of the district in whhh they may be serving. 

5. Candidates may be asked to answer questions in Chemistry and Botany so far as 
these subjects are embodied in the Opium Manual. 

6. The text-books prescribed for these subjects are as follows:_ 

1. Opium Laws .—Opium Manual prescribed by the Board of Revenue, and Act I of 

1878. 

2. Surveying .—Mr. Kelly's Hand-book of Surveying. 

7. In the examination in Language separate papers will be set in the same way as is done 
in the case of Lower Standard Hindustani papers for Assistant Magistrates and others, 
specified in grade II, Appendix V. 

Assistants in the Benares Agency will ordinarily pass in Urdu (Persian character) and 
Hindi (Nagri character), and the Assistants in the Bihar Agency in Hindi (Kaithi character). 
Assistants are liable to transfer from one Agency to the other. On snch transfer, if other¬ 
wise qualified, they will be considered as eligible for promotion without passing in the 
vernacular of the Agency to which they have been transferred for a period of two years from 
the time of their arrival in the Agency to which they have been transferred. After the 
expiry of that period they will not be eligible for promotion until they pass in the vernac¬ 
ular of the Agency. 

8. The table showing the subjects of examination in Opium Laws and Surveying, 
the maximum number of marks assigned to each, the minimum number required for passing, 
and the time to be allowed is subjoined*

9. The rnles for the conduct of departmental examinations of Assistant Magistrates 
and others are, as far as practicable, applicable to the examinations of Opium Officers. 

10. The Central Examination Committee, after perusing the reports and the examina¬ 

tion papers with the assistance of the examiners who set the papers, will report to Govern¬ 
ment the names of such officers as in their opinion have passed, noticing specially the 
subjects in which they passed. __ 

APPENDIX VIII. 

The following rules regulate the examinations of Forest Officers in the provinces under 
the X/ieutenaut*Governor of Bengal:— 

1. Officers of the Forest Department in Bengal will be required to pass in both the 
grades referred to in rule 2, Appendix V, in Bengali or Hindustani, according as the one or 
the other is prescribed for each officer by the Conservator, with the sanction of the Lieutenant* 
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Governor, under section 73 of the Forest Department Code. The examinations will be 
conducted under the orders of the Central Examination Committee, Calcutta, at the several 
local centres, as provided for in the foregoing examination rules. Special papers will, 
however, be prepared for Forest Officers, in which technical judicial terms will be avoided 
and such terms substituted as bear directly on forest work. 

2. A Forest Officer passing the above examinations will be considered to have fulfilled 
the conditions as regards examination in Languages laid down in section 73 of the Forest 
Department Code, 4th Edition, for the purpose of promotion to the higher grades. The 
examinations passed by Forest Officers in Hindustani by the Military standard in the other 
provinces or in Bengal, previous to the issue of these orders, will, however, hold good for 
the purposes of promotion. 

3. The rules prescribed in Appendix V for the conduct of departmental examinations 

of other Civil Officers will, as far as practicable, be applicable to the examinations of Forest 
Officers. ~ 

4. Forest Officers will be allowed to present themselves for examination in any 
Ch principal” language of their provinco by both the Lower and the Higher Standards at 
the same time with the permission of tlie Conservator of Forests : an officer who passes in 
either of the papers will be held to have qualified for the Lower Standard, but passing 
marks must be obtained in both sets of papers to qualify for the Higher Standard. 

5. The examinations in the Land lie Venue systems of Bengal, in Forest Law, and in 
Forest Procedure and Accounts will be conducted as follows:— 


(a) 'Written Examinations . 


The papers are set by the Central Examination Committee in communication with the 
Conservator of Forests, and the following tabic shows the particulars of marks assigned to

(b) Oral Examinations . 

The questions are set by the Conservator of Forests. The answers of each examinee 
are taken down in writiug by, or under the immediate superintendence of, a member of the 
Local Examination Committee; and are forwarded (under their joint signatures) in a regis¬ 
tered cover on the day of tho examination to the Conservator of Forests, who will adjudge 
the marks to bo allotted on the system iu force for the written papers. 

A total of over 160 marks, gained on both the papers in the written and oral examin¬ 
ations together in any one of the three subjects will entitle the examinee to a certificate of 
having passed “ with credit/’ in that subject, and a total of over 180 marks to a certificate 
of having passed “ with great credit ” provided that no examinee can be held to have passed 
“ with credit ” in any subject, if no marks are allotted for the answer to any one of the 
questions set in that subject either in the written or in the oral examination. 

6. Tlie Central Examination Committee, after perusing tho reports of the Local 
Committees and the answer-papers in the written examinations with the assistance of the 
examiners who set the papers, will report to Government the names of such officers as 
in their opinion have passed, noticing specially those who have passed “with credit” or 
“ with great credit” in the Land Revenue systems of Bengal, in Forest Law, and iu Forest 
Procedure and Accounts.

Nothing in section 37, 44 or 72 is intended to prevent an Assistant Conservator of the 
2nd grade, or an Extra Assistant Conservator, from presenting himself for examination by 
the Lower Standard in any principal language of the province. 

Examinations will be held both in the Lower and Higher Standards, and will be con¬ 
ducted in accordance with such rules as may from time to time be promulgated by Local 
Governments, with the previous sanction of the Government of India. 

In the case if those provinces in which two languages are entered as €t principal/* the 
Conservator may, with the sanction of the Local Government, prescribe in which of the two 
languages any officer will be required to pass.

APPENDIX IX. 

Examination of Cantonment Magistrates . 

The following rules regulate the departmental examination of Cantonment Magistrates 
in the provinces under the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal;— 

1. An officer who has not passed the preliminary examination will not be appointed to 
act as a Cantonment Magistrate for a period of more than three months, unless in exception¬ 
al circumstances. 

2. An officer who passes the preliminary examination will he eligible f>r appointment 
as a Cantonment Magistrate on probation, but will not ba confirmed or vested with full 
magisterial powers until he has passed the higher standard examination. 

3. Any officer who may bo appointed to act as a Cantonment Magistrate without 
having passed the preliminary examination will be. roquired to pass the lower standard 
examination, and if he fails to do so at the first opportunity, he will be liable to revert to 
military duty. 

4. The preliminary examination will be held equivalent in difficulty to tho correspond¬ 
ing portion of the lower, standard examination for Junior Civilians iu ti>«. following subjects, 
viz.— 

(1) The Indian Penal Code. 

(2) The Code of Criminal Procedure. 

(3) The Indian Evidence Act. 

(4) The Mu fas sal Small Cause Courts Act. 

(5) The chapters aud sections of the Civil Procedure 

mentioned in the first schedule to Act X of 188S. 

(6) The Police Act. 

(7) The Cantonments Act and Rules.

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5. For the higher standard exatnination a harder paper will be set on the above sub¬ 
jects, omitting the Cantonments Act and Rules. 

G. An officer who has not, in qualifying for appointment to the staff corps, passed by 
the higher standard in the vernacular of the district in which he is employed will be required 
to do so before he is declarrd to have fully passed by the hijihiir standard examination. 

7. A Cantonment Magistrate failing to pass the higher standard examination within 
18 months after joining his appointment will be liable to forfeiture of the appointment and 
remand to military duty. 

8. A Cantonment Magistrate who has passed the language examination in one pro¬ 
vince or distiict will, on transfer to another province or district, be required to pass by 
the higher standard in the languuge of the province or district which he is transferred. 
Should he fail to pass this examination within 18 months of his transfer, he will be entitled to 
no increase of salary until he docs pass. 

9. The examinations will be conducted under the direction aud control of the Central 
'Examination Goitimii tee, and will take place »t the same time with the half-yearly depart¬ 
mental examinations of Assistant Magistrates and others. The centres of examination will 
ordiua ily be Calcutta and Bankipore, but any others may be fixed by the Central Examin¬ 
ation Committee it consideied necessary. 

10. Separate papers in law will be sot for Cantonment Magistrates.

1. The Lieutenant-Governor has had under consideration the orders quoted above, 
under which officers in the Irrigation Branch of the Public Works Department are required 
to pass an examination in law before being invested with magisterial powers. These orders 
apply only to officers who joined the Department after the 1st of January 1881. In the 
notification referred to, no disqualification is attached to officers who do not pass further 
than that preference is to he given to passed officers for the charge of an Irrigation 
Division.

Resolution of the Government of Bengal , in th« Appointment Department , -ZVb. 4717-4., dated the 

15 th Bt her 1892, 

Read— 

The Resolution of Government, dated the 28th March 1882, on the subject of the 
training, selection and qualification of officers for charge of District 
Treasuries. 

Read also— 

The Resolution of Government, No. 8111 A., dated the 4th July 1892, on the admis- * 
sion of Special Deputy Collectors and Sub-Deputy Collectors to the Depart- * 
mental Examination of Junior Members of the Covenanted and Provincial 
Civil Services. 
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In par&grepb 4 of the iiesdliliioa of thd 28th Idtargh 1892, quoted in the preamble, it 
was declared to be the duty of Commissioners and District Officers to see that young officers, 
until they have passed the departmental examination by the Higher Standard, are allowed 
opportunities of gaining practical acquaintance with the duties of a Treasury Officer; and 
that they are placed for the purposes OF training in charge of district treasuries under the 
general supervision of the Deputy Collector ordinarily in charge, or of some otheT competent 
officer on the spot, for a period of not less than six weeks or more than two months in each 
year, and it was also laid down that a certificate from the Collector of the district, that each 
officer in training has, under the above provisions, duly attended to and satisfactorily dis¬ 
charged the duties of Treasury Offioer, should be indispensible to his being declared to have 
passed any departmental examination. 

2. The orders contained in the Resolution of the 4th July 1892, under which Special 
Deputy Collectors and Sub-Deputy Collectors are required to pass the departmental Examin¬ 
ations, have, however, so largely increased the number of officers liable to those examinations 
that a strict compliance with the above rules is no longer possible. The production of a 
certificate regarding treasury work will therefore not be an obligatory condition of the 
examination in future, and it will be considered sufficient if candidates are able to pass their 
examinations in treasury subjects. At the same time the Lieut eu ant-Govern or is convinced 
of the importance of allowing to young officers in training sufficient opportunity of learning 
treasury work, and hopes that District Officers will be careful to see that Assistant Magis¬ 
trates, Deputy Collectors, and Sub-Deputy Collectors under them are afforded such oppor¬ 
tunities whenever possible. 


APPENDIX XII. 

Resolution No. 3111^., dated the 4 th July 1892, regarding the admission of {Special Deputy 
Collectors and Sub-Deputy Collectors to the Departmental Examinations. (Extract para¬ 
graphs 7 to 9.) 


* • • ■ * * * • 

7. In these circumstances, the Lieutenant-Governor considered it desirable to lay down 
as an inflexible rnlo that all Special Deputy Collectors shall be required to appear at the 
departmental examinations under the same conditions as Deputy Magistrates and Deputy 
CoTCeetors of the Provincial Service. If they do not pass these examinations within the time 
prescribed from the date on which it is made compulsory on them to appear, they must be 
reduced to their permanent appointments as Sub-Deputies. 

8. In regard to Sub-Deputy Collectors, also it is now laid down that they shall be 
required to appear at the examinations under similar conditions. In tlieir case, however, the 
rule can only be enforced, in the first instance, with considerable exceptions. It cannot bC 
applied to the senior officers of the service, who have reached an age when they cannot be 
expected to pass examinations. Nor would it be fair to extend the rule to officers who, at 
the date of the present orders, have been confirmed in their appointments. For such officers, 
therefore, the examinations will be optional. But it must bo distinctly understood by all 
who are concerned that if they do not succeed in passing at least the Lower Standard of 
examination, they will not be eligible for promotion to the grade of Special Deputy Collector. 
It is optional for them to compete at the examinations, or not, as they please; but if they have 
not passed the Dower Standard, they will be passed over for promotion. There is no need, 
however, to make any exception in the case of officers who have not yet been confirmed in 

1, their appointments or are still probationers in the service, and for such officers the Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor is now pleased to decide that it shall be compulsory on them to appear at the 
examinations. The following orders are applicable to their case:—They will not be con¬ 
firmed in any grade higher than that of the fourth grade of @ub-Deputy Collectors until 
thejJrTiave passed the Lower Standard of examination, and they will not be confirmed in any 
grade higher than the third grade until they have passed the Higher Standard. Their position 
in these grades will primarly depend on the date on which' they are declared to have passed, 
and their eligibility for substantive pro tempore promotion will (other, things being equal) be 
regulated accordingly. If they fail to pass their examinations within the prescribed periods, 
they wiH be liable to lose their appointments under the same conditions as now apply to 
Officiating Deputy Magistrates and Deputy Collectors. 

9. All Sub-Deputy Collectors, for whom the examinations are now declared to be 
optional, will be required to send its their names as intending candidates through their 
District Offioer and Commissioner to the Under-Secretary to Government in the Appoint¬ 
ment Department, at least two rhonths before the date which is ordinarily fixed for holding 
the half-yearly examination. If they neglect to comply with this rule, fchey^ will not be 
allowed to appear. The names of those officers for whom the examination is obligatory will 
be included in the half-yearly lists of those who are liable to appear at the examination 
without any farther representation on their part.

■ 1 HK^’STo person shall bo enrolled as a matriculated student who has not previously passed 
the First Arts examination of the Calcutta or an Indian University, or a preliminary Arts 
examination of iho United Kingdom recognized by the British Uonerai Medical Council. 

3. All matriculated students of the College shall pay Iis. 1 5 on entrance, Ks. 35 for 

the summer session on tlio 23rd Juno, and lb*. 35 for the winter session on 1st November of 
each year. Rupees 0 extra will bo required from each student for each course of dissections. 
Fees once paid cannot be rofunded. * 

Muhammadan students are required to pay Its, 15 on entrance and one-third fee, 

Its. 12 per session. The remaining two-third f<*es are charged to the Mohsin Fund. 

4. No free presentations will be awarded at the beginning of the session, but the fees 
shall bo refundod to the ion students who pas?* highest in all subjects at the end of their first 
year of study. 

5. Any matriculated student of the Oollego nm} 1 ’, with the permission of the Principal 
and the Professor of tho subject, attend courses of lectures or departments of ho*pital 
practice in addition to tlm full curriculum for the year, and shall bo entitled to o< rtifioates 
of attendance at such extra lectures, if tho Professor is satis tied that he or sue has 
really studied the subject. Tho feus payable in advance for such additional courses are the 
following:—

For six months 5 attendance in each department of hospital practice 60 

G. Any matriculated student who leaves tho College before completing his University 
course, with the object of continuing bis studios at a medical school in Europe, may receive 
certificate's of attendance at lectures on payment of fees at the rate fixed in the foregoing 
rule. But iu calculating the sum to be so paid, the amount of tin* fee* already paid by him 
as a regular student, or, in tho ca*o of a free student, the amount which would have been 
paid by him had ho been a paying student, shall be deducted. 

7. Any person not being a matricide tod student of tho College who wishes to attend 
any course of lectures, or any department of hospital practice, may do so with the permission 
of the Principal and Professor of the subject on payment, in advance, of fees at the rates 
fixed in paragraph 5. If he has passed tho .Entrance examination of tho Universiiy, he shall 
receive certificates of attendanoe at lootures. Ii he has not passed the Entrance examination, 
he shall receive no clans certificates. 

8. College prizes and certificates of honour are open for competition to matriculated 
students of the College, Military medical pupil and female certificate classes. College scholar¬ 
ships (vii/r paragraph !)) are awarded only to matriculated students of the Collego. 

9. Junior scholarships of Its. 8 per mensem and free tuition for one year aie annually 
awarded to ten students of the 2nd year, on the results of the Test and Honour examinations 
at the end of the 1st year. 

(Scholarships of the same value are awarded to ten students at the commencement of their 
3rd Jear, on the results of tho Test and Honour examinations at tho end of their 2nd year,, 
provided they have passed either the Preliminaiy Scientific L. M. 8. or M. B. examinations. 

Ten senior scholarships of Its. 12 per monsetn and free tuition are awarded annually to 
students at tho commencement of their 4tli year, on the results of the Test aud Honour 
examinations at the end of their 3rd year, provided they have passed either the 1st B. M. S. 
or 1st M. B. examinations These scholarships are tenablo for two years, provided the holder 
passes creditably tho Test and Honour examinations at tho end of his 4th year. In the event 
of any scholarship being forfeited Under this condition, it may be awardod for one year to 
any student of the 5th yoar who has fulfilled tho conditions and is not the holder of any 
scholarship. Those scholarships shall not be awarded to students who have gained the 
Durga Charan Balia scholarship of Us. 30 per mensem or any other.scholarship. 

Students who from any cause fail to pass their University examinations at their first 
chance are not eligible for any of these scholarships, oither junior or senior. 

10. The Goodevo scholarship of Bs. 12 per mensem, tenable for one year, is annually 
awarded to a'matriculated student of tho 5th yoar, on the result of the midwifery test 
examination of the 4th year. 

The F. C. Chatterjeo scholarship of Us. 17 per mensom, tenable for a year, is afmually 
awarded io the best matriculated student of Native Indian extraction, and .whose conduct is 
certified to be g.tod, in histology at the cud of the 4th year. The examination takes place ia 
lune each y^nr. 

Tho \*Mui G-utiny scholarship of Rs. 2G per mensem, tenable for one year, is annually 
awarded at the end of tho 4th year to the best matriculated student in all subjects at the olass 
examination* of tho 1st to 4th year inclusive. The award is made in May* 
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The Duke of Edinburgh's prize is awarded to the best in surgery among the matrioulated 
students at the end of the 4th and 6th year. The examination takes plaoe in December or 
January. 

The Bhola Nath Bose's prize of Re. 40 is awarded to the 4th-year matriculated student 
who proves himself to be the most successful at bedside diagnosis of disease, in surgery and 
medicine in alternate years. The award is mado in January. 

A gold medal and certificates of honour are awarded to the best students in eaoh subject 
at the Test and Honour examinations. 

The Goodeve and Macnamora silver medals are awarded to the host of the lat-year 
native students in anatomy and chemistry respectively, on the result of the Test t and Honour 
examinations. 

A prize in Clinical Medicine is awarded annually to the best clinical clerk of the 4th 
and 6th-year matriculated students. This examination takes plaoe in February. 

A prize in Clinical Surgery is awarded annually to the best clinical dresser of the 4th 
and 6th-year matriculated students. This examination will be hold in February. 

The Rivers Thompson silver medal is annually awarded to the best Muhammadan student 
who passes the final Xi. M. S. or M. B. examination of the Calcutta University. 

The Lady Rivers Thompson prize of Rs. 50 is awarded to tho lady student who obtains 
the highest number of marks at the final examination. - 

No Btuclont shall be allowed to compote for a prize when attending a course in excess 
of the number proscribed in the Oollego curriculum. 

11. College scholars who receive less than Rs. 20 per mensem arc not required to pay 
Rs. 35 per session. All other scholars si mil pay fees an matriculated students. These may 
pay their fees in advanoo, or have their scholarship money deducted till tho full amount is 
received. 

12. Any student holding a Medical College scholarship (paragraphs 9 and 10) will be 
permitted to draw the stipend of that scholarship at any recognized medical school in the 
United Kingdom, provided ho furnishes, from the head of such school, a certificate of good 
conduct and diligence. Those College classes are recognized by all the medical schools in the 
United Kingdom. 

13. The class assistants to the Professors of Pathology and Comparative Anatomy will 
eaoh receive a salary of Rs. 10 monthly.

24. The following rules will be observed in regulating advancement from class to 
class:— 

(1) Test examination at the end of the first year. If a student obtains less than 10 
per oent. of the marks in any two out of three subjects of examination, she shall not 
be allowed to continue in the College. 

(2) Pass examinations at tho end of the second and third years. In order to pass, a 
student must gain 33 per cent, in eaoh subject of examination. If a Btudent fails in any 
two of the three subjects, or, failing in one subject only, if she gains less than 25 per cent, in 
that subject, she shall be put back for one year. If she fails in one subject only, gaining 25 
per oent. or more in that subject, Bhe shall be promoted to the next class, but will bo required 
to submit to re-examination in that subjeot, in addition to the examination in the regular 
subjects, at the end of the following year. She will bo permitted to attend lectures on the 
subjeot in which she has failed. Failure on ro-examination will carry the same penalty as 
original failure. 

(3) Pass examination at the end of the fourth year. The same rubs as apply to the 
previous pass examinations, with the exception that if a student, failing in one subject only, 
gains 25 per cent, in that subject, she wifi be referred back to her studies for a period of six 
months, at the expiration of which she will be entitled to re-examination after furnishing 
proof of having attended hospital praotioe during that period. 

25. Female students who have not passed the Entrance or its equivalent will be 
admitted into the Eden Hospital to learn midwifery. These will receive Its. 20 per 
mensem. After a year's tuition and bedside practice, if found proficient, they will obtain a 
certificate qualifying them to practise midwifery. The fee for each certificate is Its. 5. 

26. Female students who have not passed the Entrance or its equivalents but who 
read and write Bengali, can be admitted in the Eden Hospital as pupil dais. 

27. Of these, eight will receive Be. 6 per mensem and the rest will be taught free. 
After 12 months’ tuition and bedside praotioe, if found proficient, they will obtain a certificate 
qualifying them to practise midwifery. 

28. All certificates ore to be registered in the Principal’s office.

2. (Rules framed by the High Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, in 
accordance with aeotion 22 of the Court Fees Aot, 1870, for the guidance of Magistrates in 
Bengal and Assam— Circular Orders No. 18 of 2nd April and No. 35 of 17th November 
1879.) 

The Magistrate of every district shall ascertain the average number of pro¬ 
cesses issued m a year from his own Court and from such of the Courts 
subordinate thereto during three years lust past 3 . 

2nd .—The peons to be employed in each district shall he in number sufficient 
for the execution of a like number of processes, each peon being for this 
purpose considered capable of executing 300 processes per annum. 


a To caloulato the maximum number of peons to be employed, each copy of a process should bo taken as one process, 
whether the copies are to be served in the same village or indifferent villages. (H. C. 2288 of 1882.} Ret a smaller 
number should be employed when sufficient for the work.

An Act to provide for the Maintenance of Record 
of Tenant-rights in Bengal , and for the recovery 
of the cost of Cadastral Surveys and Settle¬ 
ments. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the 
p .. maintenance of records of 

rmin,k& * tenant-rig his and of settle¬ 

ment records in Bengal, and for an alternative 
method of recovering the cost of cadastral surveys 
and settlements; It is hereby enacted as

died or has transferred, in whole or in part, his 
interest in any land on account of which he may 
havo become liable, and such portion of the ex¬ 
penses remains unpaid, it shall bo lawful for the 
Collector to recover the said expenses, or any 
portion thereof, from the person in possession of 
such interest or portion thereof. Such expenses 
shall be rooovorable under the law for tho time 
being in force for tho recovery of public demands.

Chittagong.—Rainfall 5 # 13. Weather hot. Cultivation for aus progresses. Prices have 
slightly risen. Health of cattle fair. 

Patna. —Hot air charged with moisture. Cheena and sugarcane doing well. The former 
is being harvested in places. Lands ore being prepared for bhadoi crops. Common rioe selling 
from 17 to 18 soers per rupee. 

Gaya. —Rainfall nil. Sugarcane doing well. Prices about normal. Fodder and water 
sufficient. 

Champaran. —Rainfall at Motihari 1*30. Weather hot with strong east wind. Com¬ 
mon rice selling at 16 seers a rupee. Fodder and water for cattle sufficient. 

Darbhanga.—Weather very hot. Rain wanted for^ early rice and mung. Lands are 
being prepared for bhadoi sowings. Fodder for cattle sufficient. 

Bhagalpur .—It rained on 25th instant. Woathor cool. Indigo, sugarcane and cheena 
are prospering. Common rice selling at 17 seers 10 chitaks per rupee. No oattlo-disoaso. 
Fodder and water plentiful. 

Ptirnea.—Rainfall *51. Weather hot and cloudy. Sowing of bhadoi rioo and jute 
nearly completed. Aghani sowing still going on. Indigo and other crops doing well. 
Fodder and water sufficient. No cattle-disease. Common rice selling from 16 to 18 seers a 
rupee at JSadar. 

Cuttack. —Rainfall nil. Weather hot with strong wind. Sowing of beali and sarad 
rice going on. Some deaths of cattle from kimrhia disease reported. Fodder sufficient. Rico 
sells fTom 11 soers 13 chitaks to 23 seers 10 chitaks per rupee. 

Hazaribagh. —Weather very hot. Sugarcane doing well. Mango indifferent. Plough¬ 
ing in progress, but more rain wanted. Fodder and water scanty. Price of common rice 13 
to 18 seers per rupee at Head-Quarters and 10 to 16 seers at Gdridih. 

General Summary. —There was abnormal heat during the week followed by rain in 
almost all reporting districts except in Cuttack, Hazaribagh and parts of Bihar. The rain 
was heavy in the eastern and in some of the central districts. Aus rice and jute are 
still being sown, and the preparation of the land for the sowing of other bhadoi crops is in 
progress, but more rain is required in parts of the province. Prospects of sugarcane, indigo 
and other standing crops ore favourable. The mango crop in Hazaribagh is said to be 
indifferent. Cattle-disease is still prevalent in Patna, and oases are also reported from Cuttack 
and the Diamond Harbour subdivision. The price of common rice continues steady.

The mean pressure, temperature, &c., are deduced from the traces of the Barograph and thermograph 
and from observations made at 6h., 10b., 16h., and 22h. 9 

The maximum and minimum temperatures are obtained from self-registering thermometers. All the 
thermometers are verified and the readings have been corrected to a standard constructed and verified at the 
Kew Observatory. They are exposed under a thatched shed open at the sides and are suspended four feet 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard Newman’s No. Sfl, 
formerly at the Surveyor-General’s Office. 

The hygrometric elements are obtained from Tables III, IV, and V of the official tables computed ixg 
the Meteorological Office, and based on Regn suit’s modifications of August’s formula. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are taken from the trace of a Beckley’s anemograph. 

The month of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground.

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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALIj OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA¬ 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m., 8ATURDAY, 
THE 25 th OF MAY 1895. 

Tbv weather during the past treek has been unusual because of the very high temper- 
ature which has prevailed in the west and centre of the province with but little interruption. 
Rainfall has been very light and scattered in Orissa, Ohota Nagpur, and Bihar, and even 
in North Bengal there has been considerably less than the average, but fairly heavy falls 
hare been general in East Bengal, Assam, and the eastern half of South-West Bengal. 

At the beginning of the week conditions were somewhat unsettled over the Bay, though 
no definite storm had developed. For some days previous gradients were becoming steeper 
in the south, and probably a depression, Jthougti shallow, existed in the north of the Bay, as 
readings were very uniform round the coast. If such a depression was there, its influence 
on the wind circulation was very slight, os the south or south-west winds continued on the 
Orissa coast, and it was only at Akyab, Chittagong, and Noakhali that directions became 
northerly. Pressure was steadily falling in Bengal and the nurth of the Bay, and a rise had 
commenced in the south-vest, being shown by the changes on the Madras coast. This 
rise spread very rapidly over the Bay. On Monday, the 20th, there was a rapid rise 
at the Burma stations, and a slow to moderate rise at the other coast stations, while 
inland there was a slow fall. The effect of these change* was to transfer the steep gradients 
northwards and to cause a shallow depression to show over Bengal, where readings were a 
fifth of au inch below the normal. Westerly winds prevailed in the west and centre of 
the province, and it was owing to this hot westerly wind that temperature rose so rapidly 
at many stations in Orissa, Ohota Nagpur, and South-West Bengal. The rise of pressure 
continued cm the 21st rapidly in Burma and Arakan, and at a diminishing rate towards the 
north-wo 9 t. The area of lowest pressure was, therefore, forced westward, and the westerly 
winds were confined to Orissa and Chota Nagpur. The rainy weather which followed the 
slight disturbance in the east of the Bay slowly extended northwards, causing the heavy rain 
in East Bengal and Assam, and in parts of North aud South-West Bengal. On Wednesday, 
the 22nd, there was again a more rapid increase of pressure in the east than in the western 
districts, and gradients were steep from east to west. This distribution caused strong 
southerly and easterly winds in all districts except Orissa dud Chota Nagpur, where the hot 
westerly winds continued. Thunderstorms became more general, aud led to a large reduction 
of temperature. On the 23rd mean temperature was below the uormal in the greater 
part of Assam, Bengal, and Bihar, but there was still a large excess in Orissa and 
Chota Nagpur. The distribution of pressure was then very nearly normal, but there was 
excess iu the east and u elect in the west, so that gradients were still steeper than usual. 
On the 24th thunderstorms were again coufiued to the eastern districts, but on the 25th 
dhey became fairly general, and comparatively cool weather prevailed except in Orissa and 
Chota Nagpur. 

During these last two days a fall of pressure over Bengal and a rise over the Bay caused 
still steeper gradients in the north of the Bay, and strong winds developed on the Orissa and 
Bengal Coasts as well us to a considerable distance inland. 

Pressure. —During the early part of the week pressure was largely below the normal in 
Bengal, but the rise which began in the south of the Buy and spread northwards continued 
from the 21st to the 23rd, after which readings were about *05 inch above the normal iu the 
east and the same amount below iu the western districts. Changes were very blight on the 
24ih, and there was a brisk fall on t.he 25th. Means are below the normal at all stations by 
amounts generally between •07 inch and *1 inch. 

Temperature —Has been unusually high at times iu the central districts, and almost 
without a break iu Orissa and Chota Nagpur. A rapid rise occurred about the hrgiuntug of 
the week in consequence of an inrush of hot westerly winds, which penetrated as far as North 
Bengal. The highest maximum temperature recorded was 114*4° at Midnapore on the 21st. 
On the same day the following places had a day temperature between 110° and 113°:— 
Kuniganj, Bankura, Krishnagar, Gaya, Dehri, Arrah, Naya Darnka, Cuttack, Bulasore, and 
Cti&ibassa. Easterly winds caused a fall on the following day, and local storms led t» a still 
further reduction; so that during the middle and end of the week the difference from the 
normal was not large exoept in Chota Nagpur and Orissa, where excess still prevailed. 
Mean excess in Chota Nagpur is 4 0, 7, in Orissa and Souih-Wost Bengal 4°, iri Bihar nearly 
3°, and in Assam and North Bengal about 1°*5. Iu East Bengal, where laiofali has been 
much more general and constant than in the other distriers, there is a small defect. 

Rainfall. —Almost general rain has falleu in the Darjeeling and Kuch Biuar districts, and 
with the exception of the first two days of the week in East Bengal and the adjacent parts 
of South-West and North Bengal. Showers were common in all districts except the 
extreme west on Thursday, the &3rd, and again on the 25th, when it extended over North 
Bihar. The districts where very little rain has fallen during the week are—ihe Patua, Gaya, 
Shaba bad, aud Saran districts of Bihar, and the greater part of Or : ss& and Chota Nagpur. 
The average falls are above the normal in East aud South-West Bengal, and below iu the 
other districts by *86 inch in Orissa, *61 inch in Chota Nagpur, *52 in North Bengal, and by 
*36 inch in Bihar.

NOTIFICATION. 

Th* following instructions are issued for general information with regard to rule G of 
the Junior Scholarship Rules, which ruus as follows :— 

“ No candidate will be eligible for a scholarship who has not studied for the whole 
session previous to the examination in the school to which he belongs at the time of presenting 
himself at the Entrance Examination, unless he has been transferred within that period with 
the sanction of the Circle Inspector.” 

(а) . For the purposes of this rule the 1st February will be taken as the commencement 
of a High School Session ; but in the case of candidates who have failed (or who, having 
paid their admission fee, have been prevented by sickness or other cause from appearing at 
the next preceding Entrance Examination, the 1st July will bo accepted as the duto from 
which the session begins. 

(б) . The transfer of students from one school to another takes place under the ordinary 
transfer rules, and the Inspector’s sanction is not generally required. But if a studeut of 
the first class is transferred without the sanctiou ot the Inspector after the 1st February 
(or, as the case may be, the 1st July, see preceding clause), he will not be eligible for a 
scholarship, and if after the 1st September he will be treated by the University as a private 
student (see Calendar for 1895, page 89, foot-note I). 

(c) . Application for the Inspector’s sanctiou to such transfer should be forwarded 
without delay to the Inspector by the parent or guardian of the student, either through the 
Head Master of the school which he is leaving or directly, in which latter case the Inspector 
will consult the Head Master. It is open to the Inspector to sanction the trausfer of a 
student, while withholding the right of competing for a junior scholarship at the next 
examination. 

(d) . If the school to which the transfer is sanctioned by the Inspector is in another 
circle, a copy of Jibe order of trausfer should be furnished by him to the Inspector of that 
circle. 

(e) . A complete list of all the caudidatcs at the Entrance Examination (and not 
merely, as heretofore of those who are candidates for junior scholarships) will in future 
be called for from all recognized high schools. The Head Masters will be required to state 
against the name of each candidate whether he is eligible or ineligible for a scholarship. 

(/), The transfer certificates of all candidates who have been admitted into a school 
after the 1st February next preceding the Entrance Examination should be forwarded 
with the list of candidates to the Circle Inspector for examination and return. In the 
case of candidates who failed, or, were prevented from appearing, at a previous Enlrauce 
Examination, the Registrar’s receipts may take the place of the transfer certificates.

Thb Cutouitft Medical College Session; 1895*06, will oommenoe on the 17th June next; 
Students who may be desirous of commencing their studies are requested to apply to the 
Principal between the hours of 11 a.m. and 4k r.ttt on or before that date* 

Students are expected to enter formally and oommenoe attendance at the College upon 
the date named, under exceptional circumstances a student will he permitted, at the dis¬ 
cretion of the Principal, to extend the time to July 1st, but under no circumstance will any 
application for entrance be entertained after that date, 

2. No person shall be enrolled as a matriculated student who has not previously passed 
the First Arts examination of the Calcutta or an Indian University, or a preliminary Arts 
examination of the United Kingdom reoognized by the British General Medical Council. 

8. All matrioulated students of the College shall pay Bs. Id on entrance* Bs* 35 for 
the summer session on the 23rd June, end Bs. 35 for the winter session on 1st November of 
eaoh year* Bupees 6 extra will be required from each student for eaoh oourse of dissootions. 
Fees once paid cannot be refunded. 

Muhammadan students are required to pay Bs. 15 on entrance and one-third fee, 

Bs* 12 per session. The remaining two-third fees are oharged to the Mohsin Fund. 

4. ' No free presentations will be awarded at the beginning of the session, but the fees 
shall be refunded to the ten students who pass highest in all subjects at the end of their first 
year of study. 

5. Any matrioulated student of the College may, with the permission of the Principal 
and the Professor of the subject, attend courses of lectures or departments of hospital 
practice in addition to the full curriculum for the year, and shall bo entitled to certificates 
of attendance at such extra lootures, if Die Professor is satisfied that he or she has 
really studied the subject. The fees payable in advance for such additional courses are the 
following:— 


Bs. 

For a single course of lectures on eaoh subject in one year ... 40 

For six months 1 attendance in eaoh department of hospital practice 60 

6. Any matrioulated student who leaves the College before completing his University 
oourse, with the objeot of continuing his studies at n medical school in Europe, may receive 
certificates of attendance at lectures on payment of fees at the rate fixed in the foregoing 
rule. But in calculating the sum to be so paid, the amount of the fees already paid by him 
as a regular student, or, in the case of a free student, the amount whioh would' have been 
paid by him had he been a paying student, shall be deducted. 

7. Any person not being a matrioulated student of the College who wishes to attend 
any oourse of lectures, or any deportment of hospital practice, may do so with the permission 
of the Principal and Professor of the subject on payment, in advance, of feos at the rates 
fixed in paragraph 5. If he has passed the Entrance examination of the University, he shall 
reoeive certificates of attendance at lectures. If he lias not passed the Entrance examination, 
he shall reoeive no class certificates. 

8. College prizes and certificates of honour aro open for competition to matrioulated 
students of the College, Military medical pupil and fora ale certificate classes. College scholar¬ 
ships (vtdfl paragraph 9) are awarded only to matrioulatod students of the College. 

9. Junior scholarships of Rs. 8 per mensem and free tuition for one year are annually 
awarded to ten students of the 2nd year, on the results oi the Test and Honour examinations 
at the end of the 1st year. 

Scholarships of the same value are awarded to ten students at the commencement of their 
3rd year, on the results of the Test and Honour examinations at the end of their 2nd year, 
provided they have pHseed either the Preliminary Scientific L. M. S, or M. B. examinations. 

Ten senior scholarships of Bs. 12 per mensem and free tuition are awarded annually to 
students at the commencement of their 4th year, on the results of the Test and Honour 
examinations at the end of their 3rd year, provided they have passed either the 1st E. M. S. 
or 1st M. B. examinations These scholarships are tenable for two years, provided the holder 
passes creditably the Test and Honour examinations nt tho end of his 4th year. In the event 
of any scholarship being forfeited under this condition, it may be awarded for one year to 
any student of the 5th year who has fulfilled the conditions and is not the holder of any 
soholarship. These scholarships shall not be awarded to students who have gained tho 
Durga Oharan Laha soholarship of Bs. 30 per mensem or any other scholarship. 

Students who from any cause fail to pass their University examinations at their first 
ehanoe are not eligible for any of these scholarships, either junior or senior. 

10. The Goodeve scholarship of Bs. 12 per mensem, tenable for one year, is annually 
awarded to a matrioulated student of the 5th year, on the result of the midwifery test 
examination of the 4th year. 

The F. 0. Chatterjee scholarship of Bs. 17 per mensem, tenable for a year, is annually 
awarded to Die best matrioulated student of Native Indian extraction, and whose conduct is 
oertifie^to be good, in histology at the eodaf tlie 4th year. The examination takes place in 
June each year. 

The Abdul Gunny scholarship of Bs. 26 per mensem, tenable for one year, is annually 
awarded at the end of the 4th year to the best matrioulated student in all subjects at the close 
examinations of the let to 4th year inclusive. The award is made in May. 
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The Duke of Edinburgh’s prise is awarded to the best insurgery among the matriculated 
students at the end of the 4th. and 6th year. The examination takes place in December or 
January. 

The Bhola Nath Bose’s prise of Ha. 40 is awarded to the 4th-year matriculated student 
who proves himself to be the most successful at bedside diagnosis of disease, in surgery and 
medicine in alternate years. The award is made in January. 

A gold medal and certificates of honour are awarded to the best students in each subjeot 
at the Test and Honour examinations. 

The Goodeve and Maonamara silver medals are awarded to the best of the lst-year 
native students in anatomy and chemistry respectively, on the result of the Test and Honour 
examinations. 

A prize in Clinical Medicine is awarded annually to the best clinical clerk of the 4th 
and 6th-year matriculated students. This examination takes plaoe in February. 

A prize in Clinical Surgery is awarded annually to the best clinical dresser of the 4th 
a d 5th-year matriculated students. .This examination will be held in February. 

The Iiiv$& Thompsoirsitver medal is annually awarded to the best Muhammadan student 
who passes the final L. M. 8. or M. B. examination of the Calcutta University* 

The .Lady Rivers Thompson prize of Rs. 50 is awarded to the lady student who obtains 
the highest number of marks at the final examination. 

No student shall be allowed to compete for a prize when attending a course in exoess 
of the number prescribed in the College curriculum. 

11. College soholarB who receive less than Ils. 20 per mensem are not required to pay 
Rs. 35 per session. All other scholars Bhall pay fees as matrioulated students. These may 
pay their fees in advance, or have their scholarship money deducted till the full amount is 
received. 

12. Any student holding a Medical College scholarship (paragraphs 9 and 10) will be 
permitted to draw the stipend of that scholarship at any recognized medical school in the 
United Kingdom, provided he furnishes, from the head or such school, a certificate of good 
conduct and diligence. These College classes are recognized by all the medical schools in the 
United Kingdom. 

13. The olass assistants to the Professors of Pathology and Comparative Anatomy will 
oaoh receive a salary of Rs. 10 monthly.
